himſelfe the Catholike Biſhop of ſoules.To inſtance this poine 
by compariſon, looke firſt upon the grand Seigneur the great 
Turk who hath a large title,buc not univerſal. For beſides that 
he is an infidell,. his command is confined within his owne 
territories, and he Nyled not Emperour of the world,but of the 
Turks and their vaſſalsonely. 

Among Chriſtians, the deferider of the-faith. was a glorious 
ile,whilli the King to whom it was given by his holynes,con- 
tinued worthy of it.

eueryſed Scotland to cal] home the forces of England, and fo 
topreuenggheir conqueſts, The effe& you haue partly ſeenc in 
the Earle'of Argile, who fometimes was Captaine for the King 
and'Church againſt the great Marquis Huntley, and now fights 

ynderour banner at Bruxels,leauing:the crofles of S.George & 

'S. Andrewe for the ſtaffe of $. Iames, Neither doe our hopes 
end here,but we daily expe& more reuolters,at leaſt ſuch a diſ- 

union as wil never admit ſolid reconcilemer, but will ſend ſome 
tous, and ſome to Amſterdam. Forthe King (a wiſe and vigi- 

fant Prince) labouring for a perfe& union betwixt both the 


-kingdomes , which he ſees cannot be effeted , where the leaſt 


ceremoney in religion is continued; divers ſharp & bitter brau- 
lesfrom thence arifing., whilſt ſome ſtriuing for honor more

ſeme tonegle& his owne honour and ſafety, or our 
lives and liberties, asto leave vs in the hands of our e. 
nemies, or abaſe ys in. the eyes of other Nations, to 
leade ys, or ſuffer vs to bee led into temporall or ſpiri-.

Itis for Heathens, Turkes, Papiſis, to become Aſſaſlinates, 
Parricides, and bloody Traitors; and 1t 1s for Tyrants a- 
mongſ theſe, to ſuſpet their friends, brethxen,and chil- 
dren, and thercfore to cut them off at the motion of 
their Flatterers, Bashaves, Ieſaites , and other tame tren- 
cher-Traytors. Good Princes, who are fathers of the 
Common-wealth, cannot do thus, wilt not doe thus; 
whilſt in themſelves they (ce no cauſe of their fubjes 
hate ; or if they fee any, can finde a readier way by a- 
mendment, to remave the cauſe, and prevent the mil- 
chiefe, then by ſeconding one evill with another, to in- 
danger the overthrow of all, and to make the diſeaſe 
deſperate,by endevouring a contrarie cure;or the flame 
riſe higher, by caſting in fresh fucll, or quenching it 
with oyle. 

Thinke alſoit is our Enemies plot, to ſtirre vp our 
heady and haſtie humors, and to cauſe the Prince to diſc 
content his beſt and rraeſtſubjeQs; and, if it were poſli- 
ble, by all meanes to-provoke them. to impatience and: 
reſiſtance, that ſo themſelves might be armed in His co« 
Jourable defence, and have occaſion alſo to bring in 


other borrowed Ayde vnder the ſame pretence, but | 


with affurance of His and all our ruincs in theyſlue ; as 
hath ever happened to that vnfortunate State where 
ehey hane become Szick/ers. But thinke his Majeſtie 
cannot but ſee this alwell as vyee and much-better;and 
eherefore be you quict, that their intents and projets: 
may be fruſtrate. 

Finally, thinke now your X7»g is making of his 
ewne Monument, vvriting his owne Chronicle ; both.

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which are raiſed and compoſed by deedes, and not 
wordes : and aſſure your ſelves, Hee that can ſpeake 
and write ſo wel, will never ſo farre contradi his owne 
wordes with repugnant aQtions, as thereby to race his 
Armes, to ſtaine the honour he was borne vato, and 
which hee hath made good and bettered hutherto,, by 
high.and holy cnterprizes of at and admoxizion againſt 
Rome : but thinke therefore, that all this time, :Hee 
is ating his part in the eyc of the whole world; that 
he is working his Maſter-piece in the publique market, 
and trying his cxa@ skill in King-craft vvith the grea- 
teſt Srare and Szatifts in Chriſtendome ; that is, vvith 
Rome, Spaine, Auſtria, Italy, Machianel, and the extracted 
ſtrength and quinteſſence of all theſe, the Teſuires. 

And therefore thinke, howſocyer for the preſent he 
carries himſelfe, and feemesto be led by ſome of that

And to this end, that man might not 
peiforme ations caſually or by contingencie, but legal- 
ly according to a rule, God hath given iiim both bodily 
ſtrength to ull the giound, ad reaſon alſo io oc it 
ſcaſonably.

Heeis ſocors, that is, 
fine corde ; for he hath a head and wit enough, but hee 
wants a heatt, affection, courage, conſtancie to doe 
what hee knowes, He is prger, that is, pede eger : helackes 
a foote to convey him to any honelt and honourable 
yndertaking. The Ambaſſage of Sparta vvas vvithout 
head or foote; this man {if he bee worthie to bee called 
a man} hath neither heart nor foote : but rockrt aſleepe 
in deſperate ſecuritie, with a lullabie of peace and ſafe- 
tie,hederidesall happy admonition, and shutting his 
eyes againſt the knowledge of danger, he cates not who 
kils him, ſo hee ſces nor his death, 
0 Incredulitie, the wit of foates : 
The Cowards taſile, and the Slug gards cradle ! 
How eaſie 'tis tobe an Infidel? 
To this man it is that Sa/omon the Preacher lifts vp his

1. Inthe aRipn, there is #erminu a quoimplyed , and 
terminus ad quem expreſſed :firit, goe trom thy bedde, 
where thou ſlecpeſt in ſecuritie, goe from thy ſelfe. 
conceited opinion and imagination ; goe from thy 
ſenſuall pleaſures, thy bewitchiog paſtims , thy brutish 
paſſions, thy bealtly companions ; gve from thy culto- 
marie coldneſle and ſ{tupiditic; go trom thy tearctull 
cowardiſe and infidelitie ; goe from thy blinde and ſu- 
perltitious folly, wherin.thoa art miſ-led , brought vp, 
and rocktafleepe, as in acradle , ſuppbhiog thicre 15 no- 
thing good, but that vyhich thou Knowelt , ng houle 
commodious but thine owne , no ayre toliue in, but 
vyhere thou breatheſt, no life like that vyhich thou 
leadeſt in darkneſle and ignorance, © Slugzard, goe from 
all thoſe thoughts, and goc to the Piſmere; gocin thy 
body, .exercile that; for ſurfets-are bred for lacke of 
exerciſe , .and thy body ſo weakned and made vnfit 
for any imployment ; Nay, that wherein thou placett 
thy chiefe felicitic (whichis fleepe) would bee tweeter 
to thee, if thou wouldelt take paines to excrciſe thy 
ſelte vvith labour ; For the fleepe of him that trauelleth 15 
ſmeete Whether he eate litle or much ; but the ſatiety of the 
rich Will not ſuffer him to ſkcepe. Exercitium dicitur ſanum, eo 
qued conſeruat ſanitatem ; it is compounded of ex and 
#rceo, becauſe, it drives out all diſcales; andan army is 
termed Exeraty, quod exertitando fit melior, becauſe it is 

| much 
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much bettered by exerciſe: This the Romans knew well, 
and therefore vvere not only carcfull to exerciſc their 
owne perſons and the people at home, but their ar- 
mies abroad; and to that end,. in the time of truce or 
ceſſation of Armes, did cucr imploy them in making 
of cawſeys, or walles, or-draines, or fortifications, or 
ſach like profitable workes ; knowing well, that as wa- 
ter corcupts and ſtinks by ſtandiog i111, but is preſerucd 
by agitation, ſo the bodies and mindes of men are cor- 
rupted by ſloth , and inabled and preſerued by action: 
Go therfore, O Sluggard, zoe to the Piſmire, if it were for 
nothing elſe, but to exerciſe thy body and prelerue it 
from dileales. 

Doſt'thou not ſee, (if thou haſt ſo much heart to 
looke vyp,or ſo much wit as to conſider). doit thou not 
. ſee (I lay) what we were in Fxeland when wee vied ex+ 
erciſes, elpecially zhooting, running, vvraſthng,and the 
like ſirennuous and manly fportes ? how able , how 
ſtrong , how actiue , how healthfull , how honotably 
elteemed of our friends, how teriible tro our enemies? 
Andſceſt thou not ſince wee lIcft thoſe, (1 know not 
vpon what peaceable and politique pretences) how our 
bodies ate gencrally weakned ; our manners corrupted, 
our healths impayred , and our eſtates waſted in drun- 
kennelſle, gluttonie, lecherie and pride; yea, how wee 
are contemned , and ſteighted , and counted the off- 
ſcouring of all Nations ?0 Sluggard, goe therfore to the 
Piſmire,conſider her Wates, and he Wiſe. 

But if thou thiak(ſt it too much toyle to go perſonally 
to the place to bchold and ſee the manner of the Piſ- 
mires working , and the courſe she takes in orderivg of 
her affaires (though this would helpe and aduance 
the buſines ia hand yery much, and make things clea- 
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rer to thy conception) yct goe in thy conceipt , goe in 
thy imagination , goe in thy minde ; that is, call to re- 
membrance what thou haſt ſeene, and read, and heard 
of that little creature, compare thy ſclfe and her toge- 
ther, thy wit and hers, thy ſtrength and hers, thy na- 

Tudg.19. 39 ture and hers, thy vvayes and hers; then con/ider of zt ad- 
wiſed'y , and after giue ſentence , and ſpeake what thou thin- 
ket. 


2. The conſultation : Conſider her Way es. Conſideration is a 
ſerious examination of any bulineſle, with the cauſes, 
effeas, beginning, continuance, and iſſue thereof. lt is 
a refletion of the minde vpon it ſelfe, from ſome wor- 
thy obje&; a rumination of the judgement, ponde- 
ring, and revolving ſome matter in hand, vatill the 
ſame be perteQly digeſted, ſertled, and diſpoſed by rea. 
ſon : The lacke of this, is that vyhich vvholly keepes 
men in ſlouth, and ſo in all finne and ignorance,whillt 
they doe not conſider either the reward of glorie, 
vvhich they loſe by omiſſion of good and vertuous 
atiors,orthe punishment of shame, and eternal paine, 
which they procure to themſelves by ſinne and flouth- 
fulncſſe. And this is that vvhich the Prophet alledgeth, 

fer. 12.47, 2 cauſe of all miſerie happening to the lewes. A//zhe 
Deſolatio- £474 is fallen into viter deſolation , becauſe no mas ſerteth his 
ne deſolata heart to conſider it : now the Sluggard cannot doe this; for 
m—_— he is ſocors, ſine corde , that is, as wee may interpret it, 
ES vvithout conſideration, or defeRiue in that facultie. 
qui recogi=©o Although cucry man therefore, at the firſt ſight, 
cercorie; thinkes conſideration to be no great worke , but that 
the vulgar, the weakeſt may wel effeRt ir,yer the wiſe (vyho betrer 
| conſider the matter, andwhotruly can onely conſider 
vycl!) know, that it is a difficult yyorke , to conttact 
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the whole power of the ſoule to one narrow point, and 
to hold it there firme,ſtable,and vamoued: vatill from 
thencea reſolution or certaine concluſion be yvrought 
outand effeRed. This cannot be done vvithout labour 
and prattiſe,euen when the mind is moſt able, and the 
facultiesat beſt command : But yvhere the mind is vn- 
ſteddy,and the imagination too ſtirring,or the memorie 
too flacke, the judgement cannot certainly, and to 
good purpoſe conſider , as ieshould or yvould, if theſe 
yvere obedient. As vveſec a burning-glaſſe held firme, 
contraRs and gathers the vnited beames of the Sunne, 
and {oſets the object on fire : bur if either the glaſſe 
moue,or the objet moue, it loſeth the force, at leaſt 
_= in the effet. This likewiſe wee may ſee moſt 

cerely in perſons , vyhoſe braines (as they ſay) are 
crackt and diſtracted , how they flicker and flit in 
their diſcourſe , as the phantafie shifts and vvanders 
toand fro; ſo that they can hardly bring cither their 
yvords toa pertcd period, or drive their purpoſes to 
any determination, becauſe of this detett, They may 
be witty,cannot be wiſe : and neuer did Age ſo abound 
with ſuch brittle ſpirits as this of ours. 

And to this end, I remember a yvitty mad-woman 
(who found her owne diſeaſe, and by long experience 
tooke notice of her owne imbecility} rolde a friend of 
hers, vvho demanded, in what part she found the in- 
terruptions of her diſcourſe, ſince for the preſent shee 
ſeemed very ſober and compoſed , as shee had wont to 
be: O my good friend (quoth $shee) 1 am for flashes, 
burl1 cannot 7hinke : that is, shee could not ponder, 
and deliberately confider of this or that thiog , as shee 
had formerly done, We ſee therctore, the ak of con- 
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ſideration;I meane, of the power to conſider, is an in- 

clination to madneſle ; and the latke of indeuor , where 

the power is preſent » is an inclination to folly ; and the 
lacke of execution and ation, where invention and 
deliberation haue gone before, is not onely an inclina- 
tion, butan abſolute conſummation of flouth and co- 
wardiſe, In which ſenſe Salomon ſaith, O mad-man, or 
O foole,or 0 Sluggard, or O coward, (chuſe you which) 
Goe to the Piſmire , conſider ber Wayes , and be Wiſe: that is, 
Ceaſe to be mad, and become ſober ; ceaſe to be foo. 
lish, and become wiſe; ceaſe to be a Sluggard, and be- 
come diligent; ceaſe to be fearcfull,and become coura- 
gious andactiue: which cannot be, except you conſi- 
der; that is, invent, conſult, execute, accomplish the 
vyorkes which are proper to your yocation , wiſcly and 
couragiouſly. 1p 

Conſider her Wayes: 1. Firſt, conſider her in nature, 
Phyſically : -2. Secondly, conſider her inmoralitie, or 
the Ethickes : 3. Thirdly, conſider heras a Statiſt,in the 
Politickes : Shee will affoord you leſſons enety way; 
and you will thinke her the more vyvorthy of your 
paines, the more paines you take in conſidering of her 
wootth. 

1. Conſider her in the Phy/icks : Her ſtruQure is 
admirable, who can anatomize her? who can diſtin&. 
ly judge of her paits , and deſcribe her members ? vvho 
can ſufficien'ly admire the Wiſedome of her Maker, 
yvhilſt he loſeth himielfe, and all the vvithe hath, in 
contemplation of fo ſwalla creature? As a face, or 0- 
ther piece diawne in the ſmallett forme, oftentimes 
commendeth the Painter better, thcn in a faire and 
large Table ; cycn ſo in this little creature, the admi- 
rable 
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rable skill of the Creator js diſcerned, as well as in Le- reelands 
wviathan or Behemoth , the Whale or Elephant : O how ge- 
letable are the Workes of God, (ſaith Siracides) and to bee 


conſidered enen to the ſparkes of fire! - 
Thewiſeſt amongſt the Greczans Or Romans haue not Arift,lib. 9 


thought their time mis-ſpent in the conſideration of "= _— 
this little creature ; whom they haue honoured in their plio,lib. 11, 
Hiſtories with the title of Cinzzty ; an attribute which cap.30- 
thoſe two imperious Nations would vouchſate to none 
but their owne people. Salomon ſeemes to ioyne with 
theſe, or rather they with him , vyhen hee cals them 4 
Weake, bit a Wiſe people. No creature ſubjefted to man pro, ;o,zs. 
did cucr obtaine this title, which is proper to man , but 
oncly the Piſmire , and the Bee; but theſe haue wonne it 
by ther vertues, and [man is conſtrained tq acknow- 
iedge how much they retemble him , nay , how farre 
they exceed him in thele particulars : 

1. Firſt, they are ciuill and ſociable , they cohabite 
and converſe,as the moſt ctuill Nations vic. They haue 
a kinde of Faire , Market, or mceting-place, where 
they trade and traffique neighbour vvith neighbour : ſo 
that you may obſcrue the pathes and high-waycs be- 
twixt one nelt and another, is track't and beaten plaine 
with theirlittle feet: yea, treading vpon rockes, they 
haue lefc the viſible prints of their diligent and com- 
mon commerce behinde them, tothe amazement of 
ſluggish beholders. "= 

2. Secondly,their proportionable ſtrength ,bettered 
by induſtrie and exerciſe, js ſeenc in the great burthens 
which they carry ; great, if we compare them with the 
poiters themſe)ucs. 

3. Thicdly, thcir prouidence and wiſedome is ap- 

D parant, 
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parant, in laying in Summer ſtore again: winter; in 
loſing no time, but taking oportunity of ſeaſonable 
vveather, and for feare of the yvoorit , vvorking in 
Harueſt by Moone-light : In dividing their mcare at 
the mouth of their Caue, if it be too great to carry in 
whole : in conditing and preſeruing their food from 
growing in the caith, which mans wiſedome cannot 
doe : and to this end bringing it foorth to dry in the 
Sunne or winde, if it hath by chance taken wet. 

4. Fourthly and laltly, in the ſolemne and louing 
buriall of theirdead; which no creature but Yian and 
theſe doe carcfully and decently pertorme. 

Theſe are the obſervations of Ari/otle and Pliny, nei. 
therneed any man bce ashamed of ſuch Tutors , ſuch 
ſchoole-fellowes,. 

Doſt thou therefore deſire health, and to shunne 
ſicknes? Goe then to the Piſmire, conſider her wayes 
and be vviſe; If thou beeſt not a foole , shee vvill ceach 


' thee to bea Phylitian to thy ſcIfe. Shee will learne 


thce both to be (tiring bertimes , and to be neuer idlc, 
but eucr exerciſed : Diluculo ſurzere ſaluberimum eff. The 


Pro.21- 25 deſire of the ſlothfull (faith Salomon) ſlayeth him, for his hands 


Ecci,q. 5: 


refuſe to Wworke , and, The foole foldeth vp his hands , and 
eateth vp his owne flech; that is, he kils himſelfe with 
flothtulneſſe , whilſt he prouides not againſt it, and 
breeds the ſcurvie, gowt, ſtone, and other difcaſes, 
fomlacke of exerciſe, as ruſt eates vp the ſtcele which is 


Fccl.31,22, not ied : Therfore follow the counſel of Siracides; My 


foune heare mee, and d:ſjiſe mee net , and at the laſt thou hal 
frade as I haue told thee : in all thy Workes bee quicke , ſo 5hall 
there no [akneſſe come vnto thee. But if thou wilt not be 


Ec(l.z38.15. ruled, thea there is a curſe that tollowes thee ; He that 
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 famneth before bis Maker,tet him fall into the hands of the Pby- 


zan. 
” Or doſt thou deſire learning and knowledge ? Goe 
then alſo to the Piſmire, conſider her Wayes, and be Wiſe. An- 
rora Muſis amica ; whoſoeuer doth great things beginnes 
betimes. 'The firit part of the day,” the morning is beſt 
for ſtudie ; and ſo js the firſt part of thy life, thy youth: 
the impreſſion is then eaſily made, and whar is then 
gotten, may eaſily be retained if good; can hardly be 
loſt, iFeuill. Either thou muſt riſe early, or run apace 
beiog late vp , if thou intendeſt to make any proficien- 
Cicin the Arts. - Peleeve not me, who bewaile mine 
owne loſſes in this kinde too late, and am driven therec- 
fore to many hard «hifts ro hide wy ignorance from 
the deriſion of boyes; who am often forced to rrave!l 
for that which childrea know : {and who is hee that 
can goe ſtep by ſtep all day with achilde and not be 
wearie? ) but belecue them which tooke time at the 
beſt aduantage, and therfore obrayned the excellen- 
cic of xnowledge : Heare Salomon therefore and his ſe- 
cond Siractdes ; Wherfore ts there a price in the hands of the Pro.17. 16. 
foole to get Wiſdome,and he hath no hear Get Learning With 
a great ſumme of money, for by her je poſſeſſe much gold, Buy *<5148, 
how can shee be compaſſed ? very calily in youth, very 
hardly in age. Wiſdomeſaith Salomon thinzth and nency far 
adeth away,and is eaſily ſeene of rhem that lone her, and feund of Sape6,124 
ſuch as ſrehe her. She preventeth them that d:fire her , that 
shee may s1ew herſelfe vnto them : Who ſo awaketh to ber be. 
times, shall hane no great trauell, for he sha” fond: her fitting 
at her doores ; To thinke 7/por ber then per od wndoritan- 
ding, and Who ſo Watcheth for her, shalbe' ſoone Without care. 
But perhaps thou art too11sh, ard thertore art afraid to 
2 | {ecgC, 
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ſeeke , becauſe thou feareſt thou shalt nor finde : yet be 
not diſcouraged, but therfore ſeeke, becauſe thou art 
foolish, chou haſt the more need of her inſtruQtion, 
And ſecke diligently , for if thou ſeekeſt her, shee yvill 
ſecke and finde thee ; let that incourage thy diligence, 
thy ſtudie ; Shee knowes thy wayes, and vyhere thou 
goclt alone, ſadly thinking of her, and ſecking to finde 
her with the expence of much Oyle; shee would finde 
thee ſooner , but then thou wouldſt judge her ſcarce 
worth finding. Heare Salomon what he ſaith to this; 
She goeth about ſeeking ſuch as are meet for her , and sheWeth 
berfolf cheerfully unto them in the Wayes , and meeteth them 
in euery thought : for the moſt true deſire of diſcipline ts the 
beginning; and the eare of diſcipline , is loue ; and loue us the 
keeping of her lawes ; andthe keeping of her lawes , ts the aſſu- 
rance of immortalitie ; and imomortalitie , maketh vs neere 
wnto God. Heare likewiſe what Siracides faith to this 
point : Wiſdome exalteth her children , and receineth them 
that feeke , and Will goe before them in the Way of righteouſ- 
nes - be that loueth her, loueth life ; and! they that ſeeke life in 
the morning , shall haue ioy. Firſt , shee Will Walke with him 
by crooked Wwayes , and bring him unto feare , and dread, and 
torment him With her diſcipline , vntill shee haue tried his 
ſoule,and haue prooucd his indgement. Then Will shee returne 
the ſtraight Way unto him , and comfort him , and shew him 
her ſecrets , and heape vpon him the treaſures of knowledge, 
and underFtandine , es But if he goe Wrong, © 
shze Will forſake him , and gine him oner into the hands of bus 
deſtruttion. Thus weeſee,, as the idle youth wandering 
vp and downe the {trect, ſecking fatisfation for his 
luſt, mectes the Harlot ſecking him as buſily ; who im- 
breceth and kifleth him , and 1nyiteth him yvith flat- 
tering 
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tering blandishments, till shee draw him to her Lure; 


(as an oxe that goeth to the flaughter , and a4 a foole to the Pro.617, 


feockes for correction , till adart ſtrike thorow hu Liver : 4s 4 
bird ha#eth to the ſnare, not knowing that he is in danger , but 
thinking ſlolne Waters to bee fweet, and bread eaten in corners 
to be pleaſant, becauſe both are eaſily gotten Without ordinarie- 
labour ,Whil# the divell is the broker and the bawd:) So on the 
contratie part , wiſedome and knowledge goeth vp and 
downe the ſtreet, ſeeking to meete vvith all that ſecke 
after her; yea, shee cries and proclaimes aloude, that 
Shee is ready to inſtruc all that will attend and heare 
her. Nor need wee bee diſcouraged becauſe wee are 
ſimplc,forshe is wiſe ; andif wee know not where to 
finde her, yet wee are aſſured shee knoweth where to 


finde vs. And obſerue, that Salomon ſaith, Shee ſeekes vs Prov. 8. 


in the ſtreets, and in every place: that is, A man that Will dile. 
gently give bimſelfe to obſervations , and to lay vp leſſons for 
bs owne initruction and information , may finde ſome remark= 
able poynt of wiſedome in every thing bee ſees : in every att he 
doth, or ſees done; Whilft the foolish and idle-brain'd ideots,who 
give themſelves over to the vaine fashions, and childisb or Wo- 
manish curioſities of the time, doe paſſe by the mo#t ſerious paſ- 
ſazes , With a ſiright neglect or contempt: of their Worthineſſe. 
Therefore it is that Salomon ſayth to ſuch, Goe zo the Piſ- 

mire, O Sluzgard, conſider her Wayes, and be wiſe, Conſider 
how much wit is conteined in that little bodie, vyhoſe 
members cannot be diſttnguished by the molt curious, 
sSharpe,and inquiſitiue eye. And let this teach thee, that 
thy reaſonable Part is ſpirituall, and vvould bee as vvilc 
asnow it is, though it had as little a bodie to inhabit as 

the Piſmires,nay, thoughit had no body at all. It is not 

the ſtrength, the beautie, greatneſſe, ox gracctulneſle 
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of the body, that addes to the minde. The excellencie 
of the ſoule is ſeene in high and veitnous actions, 
which oftener proceed from itigmaticke,weake,and diy 
bodics, (who follow their aymes vvith diligence, and 
induſtry) then from the excclleat formes, vvho rely- 
ing and preſuming too much an their naturall abilities, 
negle& the meanes to better themſelves by artiticiall 
exerciſe. Goe therefore, O Sluggard, 20e to the Tiſmire, con- 
ſider her wayes, and be wiſe. 

2. Secondly, conlider her vvaies morally, ( for ſloth is 
a vice, diligence a vertue) and ſee what thou canſt karne 
from her in theſc reſpeAs, for the enriching of thy 
minde, the bettering of thy manners, the honourivg of 
thy profeilion. Sloth isa finne; nay.it is the roote of all 
finne, the mother-ſinne. For ſinne hath no exiſtence 
in nature, but isa prization of grace, a depravation of 
action; ſo that in the alteration and chinge from 1iglt 
to vvrong, there mult needes be a reſidence in ficth, 
Surely had dam beene diligently imployed in his yo- 
cation, the entrance and acquaintance of Sathan had 
not beene ſo caſie, and open, as idleneſle and ſecurity 
made it. 

The .contiary to this then, is, That diligence 15 4 
vertue, and the very roote of all yvertue. Wee fee man 
vvas firſt created to ation, and enjoyned it ; wee ſee, he 
had bis very being fiom aRion; vyhere vve finde con- 
ſiltarion aboat the creation of his bodice , and the infu- 
fion ofa ſpirit, and this afterward perſormed by God 
according'y. And then preſently after followes his 
imployment, afloone as hee had lite ; yea, before liſe, 
Gad provideth a vyorld of creatures for him to take 
charge of, and a Gardea to dretle and keepe , that hee 

n might 
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might want no worke, but aſloons as hce vvas madc- 
fall to ation, to which hee vvas made , that thercin he 
might reſemble his Maker ,.and bee a living image of 
his, and no dcad [doll : for rhough it be true in tome 
ſenſe that Lucas ſaith : ; 


nid querimus vitra? 

Tupiter eff quodcunque vides, quocunque mover, &c. yet 
man is mote expreſly the image of God, then any othep 
humane creature, ia re{pect that he is not oncly actiue, 
but hath reaſon to guide, order, and marshall his aQt- 
ons aright, Now yet amongſt men, the diligent man 
ſeemes onely ro bee the image of God, the Sluggard 
ſcemes in compariſon to bee but his idoll. CA idol 


(faith the Apoſtle) #5 nothing ia the World, that is, a 1-Cor- 4-8: 


thing either to no purpoſe, or tocvill. SoaSluggard 
doth nothing in the World, or if hee buſie himſelte in 
any thing, it is in ſome idle or ſuperfluous employ- 


ment, or vvorſe, in doing ſome miſchicfe. £2 idoll Plalry1.4, 
hath eyes and ſees not, eares and heares not; a month,and ſpeakes 5* 

not ; feete, and he doth not trawell: and ſuch a golden Sap» 13,15- 
Caltfe or (ilver idoll, is a mighty Sluggard , vvho vſeth 16. ; 


not thoſe partes of bodie, minde, and authoritic that 
God hath giuen him ro the right end yyhereunto they 
vverc given him, that is, to Gods glory , his owne in- 
tormation, and the good ofhamane ſocietic, and com- 
munitie. Thus if we looke into mans fitſt becing and 
creation, or to his progreſle and courſe afterward , vve 
Shall ſee, vyhilſt he vvilled freely nothing but what 
vvas good, hcedid diligemily vvhatſocver vvas good: 
but to loone as he declined from action to eaſe, and be- 
gun to gtue way to a contraric ſuggeſtion, he fell firſt 
irom dil;gencc into floth, and trom floth ipto other 
D 4 actuall 
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24 
aQtuall ſinnes; and from ſinne, into death and deſiruQie 
on, the conc]uſion of all. 

Ve ſee all the creatures of God how diligently they 
diſcharge thoſe duties, wherteunto they were created :; 
Pal. 19.1,2, among others, the glorious Sunne (who is diligent in 
3,4,5,0- 


his conſtant and annuall courſe) will not onely teach 
vs by example, to be like glorious in diligence, but alſo 
lend vs light,to ſee the like diligence in all the creatures 
of God, euen'in this little-P;ſmire, vyhich creeping vp- 
on the ground, can hardly bee diſcerned through her 
ſmalneſſe, without good heed taken, and great dili- 
gence vſed. Yet ſince to her Salomon dircteth vs for an 
example of diligence, let ys learne of her to know,that 
the Church hath a Summer, when wiſe men gather in- 
ſtruRion, to arme them againſt perſecution, the Win- 
ter of the Church : That likewiſe every man hath his 
Summer, that is, the day of peace and proſpetitic, when 
It is fit he gather proviſion for the Winter of adverſitie, 
affliction, tewptarion, tryall : To this end beginne to 
ſtore thy lelfe betimes ; for man can hardly conquer 
and ſubdue his paſſions and aftetions,and the filthy in- 
clination of his nature to ſinne, when cuſtome hath 
taught them to get head and waxe wilde: But in youth 
they are caſily broken, and made tame , otherwiſe the 
weaker and older we grow, the ſtronger they grow : 
and great reaſon for this, becauſe they ſpring firſt from 
weakneſle, they increaſe afterwards by reaſon of our 
weakneſle, and they continue and feed ypon our weake- 
neſſe. Necdes therfore muſt we waxe weaker and wea- 
ker, whilſt they waxe ſtronger and ſtronger, as the 
worme in wood,or the Moth in wooll,till they have vt- 
tcrly waſted the thing that bred and nourished them. 
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Thirdly; conſider” her waies tg the” Polirickes . that Eccl, 42.24. 


is, as a800d Conmmon-wealths:man ; for it ſeemes this Co 
is the naturall and proper drift of the placo , as the two magis clus 
next verſes immediatly following doe manifeſtly de- ceſcunt, 
clate; wherein the providence of the Piſmire is illuſtra- a_ - 
ted by foure notes of obſervation : + 2 Mans 
'x; Firſt; what shee doth, isfreely of herſelfe without 
coattion, orinſtriaion, having no guide, governour, 

nor riler : how much more then ought man to do the 
like, hauing a Preacher to inſtru him, a King $0 go- 
yerne him, and all the creatares to admonish hiny of his 

2.” Secondly, knowing the ordiniry meanes to pre 
ferue life js food, and that the ordinarie ſeaſori to lay in 
this proviſion, is the time of Summer : -Shee both fore- 
caſts where beſt to provide herſelfe, and then diligent- 
ly takes the oportunitie of the time for her beſt advan- 
tage. Forshee knowes, Winter may bec long, hard, 
Sharpe, and tedious, and therefore hee Jayes in' good 
ſtore aforehand, that if shee should be beſieged by froſt 
and ſhow, yet 5hee might feele no ſearcitie. 

3. Thirdly, from hence'and other places may bee 
colleted this point of vviſedome beſides in her, that 
shee doth not onely and barely know this by a naked 
ſpeculation ; but conſidering it aright , shee puts it in 
praQite, and makes vſc of euery occaſion , for the full 
and finall OTATEIEE her purpoſes. 

* 4 Fourthly Ind laſtly, becanſe shze is but weake of . 
herſelfe , shee vnites herſelfe yvith others, making her 
Neſt a perfect plat-forme of a Commonwealth , as 
knowing herſelfe by this confederacie, to be ſafer from 
torraine invaſion , and that to dwell together in com- 
"PM E munity, 
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munity, as it were in 2 citic,is farre more commodious, 
then to inhabirea ſolitaric manſion, where 'there is nei- 
ther helpe in time of neceflitie, nor comfort in time of 
doubr,nor ſocietie in time of plcaſure. Theſe things she 
doth, I ſay, of her ſelfe, without a Tutor, or a head and 
governour, to binde her yvith others in a; ſtrict league 
of amitie; and herein shee becomes a Tutor ro man, 
Pro-30.25, and makes Reaſon a Scholer to Senſe ; layiog the per. 
Qui admi- fe@ plat-forme of a Common-wealth, which tooles ad. 
rauralgno- mire, COwardsand ſluggards maligne,wiſe men imitate, - 


rate vide- 
tur, Arik, NO Man exceedes,, -, 


Metaphyſ, And if vvec looke into the ſocietic of man, vvee 
ub. Shall finde, the greateſt felicitic to be in {uch places,and 
among (uch people, as are grdered according to this 
preſident : that is, Where there is moſt diligence vied, 
and vyhere flouth is molt carefully avoyded :; for it 
ſtands yvith rcaſon, that vyhere many joyne in an 
orderly and vnanimous conſent and combination, - the 
ſacceſſe mult needes be there proſperous and happie : 
But vyhere as ſome draw backe and ſtand ill, yvhilſt 
others draw forward and proceede, they doe not oncly 
diſorder and diſtrat the diligent , but increaſe their 
burden , and make the draught heavier to ſuch as 'la- 
bour. Thus in Armies,a few Cowards may occaſion the 
lofle of all, and afew valiant perſons refojutely knit in 
one fortune and ingagement, may diſcomfite a multi- 
tude of negligent pertons.Sloth is theNurſccie of cue. 
Tycvillin a Common-wealth,ſcarcitieMmine, beggery, 
theevery, ſedition, difobedjence, and finally, the ruine 
and diflulution of the whole bodie and frame of the 

State ariſcth from thence. 
It is written of che CMalabars in the Eaſt Indies, that 
their 


[ 
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their Noble-men called Nazros, weare long nailes on 
their: handes; ro shew, that they are Gentlemen , and 
no workers; for to worke they are ashamed ; others 
muſt worke for them, .and they were borne tono end 
in theworld , but tro live and eate, and drinke, and 
waſte the good creatnres of God , and foto doe mil- 
chiefe till they die ; wherein they ſceme to refemble 
Swine;who are neuer either plcalant or profitable , till 
they be ſecne in a dish. Wee ſee all the beaſts and 
bicdes of prey, are not ſo ſociable or victull ro man , as 
thoſe that labour diligently for their linings with man. 
There is more vie of the Horſe , then of the Lyoo; of 
the Oxe, then of the Beare ; of thesheepe , then of the 
Wolfe ; of the innocent Dove, then of the rauenous 
Kyte,Buzzard,or Hawke; though many men rather de- 
light to aſſociate themſclues with theſe then with thoſe, 
ro shew the lazie diſpoſition of their bale , barbarous, 
and tyrannous natures; and how much they incline ro 
the execrable example of Cai», or the new-tound Cani- 
bals, the ſonnes of curſed Cham. 

I need not trauell farre for examples in this kinde; 
the Monopoliſts and Improuers of our Land, and the 
irreligious Impropriators, who prey vpon Church and 
State , are of this Order ; yea all our private Wealth 
ſwarmes yvith theſe Monſters , and their breede 
is from the Ilazie ſcumme of counterfeyrt Gentilitic, 
who bearing thoſe Armes idely , which their dili- 
gent Predeccſlours haue purchaſed as badges of ſome 
honorable atchicuement, doe thereby diſgrace their 
Originals, as if they were priuiledged to be vicious by 
the redundancy of their predeceſſors vertues. But as it 
is true that the Philoſopher laith,. Nebile e# quod ex bono

procedit genere : {0 itis as true: which he likewiſe faith, 
Generoſum eſt , quod yon a naturi ſa, nan: degenerauit: theſe 
therefore cither being baſe in their Originals, or dege- 
nerating from thenobilitie and veriue of their Ance- 
tors, become of Common -wealths-men, common-woes-men, 
and ſtudy to. doe ſich afts, andinventſuch projeds, as 
may vndo the publique for their private and inordinate 
delires, Yea, the example of theſe fo corrupts the State, 
and ſo ouerſpreades the tace and body thereot, like a 
Canker or Tetter-worme,as it hath wel-nigh caten ovt 
the valiant race of the ancient Fng/e5h yeomandrie, which 
was one of the chiefe gloties of our. Nation , and the 
principal baſe and foundation of the Common-wealth; 
at leaſt ofthe ſtrength and libertic thereof, Not that 
heereby L intend to diſparage the Nobilitie , ( which is 
ſupplementum , or compleezentum , as the other is frmamen- 
zum Reipublice) butratherto preſerucitintirefrom mix- 
ture and coagulation, and to lct all men ſee that the 
roote of eucry commendable yocation is diligence; 
and to be without a vocation cannot ſubſift with true 
Nobility. For all the honors & priviledges of the ancient 
Nobilitie,were granted vpon this giound,that they had 
worthily ated ſpmething for the generall benetir of 
many : yea Principalitic it ſelfe ſprings from this low, 
but truitctull root. So that as Primum ens confideratum in 
Metaphbyſica,e/t illud quod prins eft nebilitate & taritate : Sis 
in Pbyſua, fic in Politica, &Fc. And therefore virtrs & mas» 
litia determinant nobiles & ienobiles , ſervos & liberos : aC- 
cording to that which Siracides faith : Bleſſed. is the rich 
that is found Without blemih , and hath not gone after gold, 
nor hoped in mony and treaſares. "Who i he? and wee Will com- 
mend bim: for wonderfull things hath be doneamone ft his peo- 


ple; 
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ple; Who bath beene tried hereby and found perfit * Let tuna. 
bee an example of 'glorie. Who might offend , and hath not of- 
fended ; v1: might dot enill and bath not dove it? Therefore 
shall bis goodneſſe bee eftabiiched , and the Congregation 
shall proclaime bs loue and charitie. And at er , {pea- 
king of Enoch, Nee, Abraham, Iſaak, and Iacob, ihe ancient 
Worthics, and:ot their workes of wildome, he ſaith , 47 
theſe Were honorable men in their generations , and Were Well 
reported of in their times. There are of them that hane left 4 
name behind: then, fo that their praiſe shaibe ſpoken of. There 
are ſome alſo which hae no memorie , and are periched , as 
thoueh they had neuer beene , and are become as #houg? they 
had neuer beene borne,and their children after them. 

Thus if we looke into Antiquitie among(t the Eth- 
nickes , euen vnio thote that canonized , or rather dei- 
fied their Princes, we $hail finde,, that when the de- 
ſire of dominion began to di(turbe the whole World, 
and brake out into open hoſtility and invaſion , the di- 
ligent and induitrious perſons were forced, for their 
owne ſafety, toelet out ſome of the ttrongelt from 
the reſt, to be their. guard from forraine afl:ults : And 
tothele they gaue both titles and priviledges, 10 incou- 
rage their diligent attention on their 'oftices; yea and 
ares death did ſo taire celebrate their happy raemo- 
ries,as the Ages following (ignorant of the true cauſe) 
made them gods, and/gaue ithem diuine honour; eſpe. 
cially the Poets » which were the Chroniclets of thule 
times, Thus it appeares, that Nobility was firſt ttrom 
Othce, not trom nature , among the Heathen : and for 
the lewes, Sjracides ſpeakes of the ludges who gover- 
ned the State, and detended them from forraine tyran- 
ny.' Let (faith he) their bones flouruh out of their place', and

their names by ſucceſcion , remaine to them that are moſt fa- 

moe: of their children. So not the eldeſt ſonne , bur rhe 

moſt yertuous and atine , is the heyre of his fathers ho- 
nors,though the other be of his fathers titles and lands. 

Thus whether we looke an the roote or branches, 

wee <hall finde Nobilitie to ſpring from ation, andto 

die by idleaciſ : fo that it is true which the Philoſos 
Arit.Rbet pher laith ; Honor et benefatti & operations ſignum. Now 
libs, for any man therefore 10 purchaſe honour without 
ſome worthy action fore-going , or for any man to 

conferre this without merit concurring, is nor truely 

to be Noblc, but the idole of Nobility : and ſuch Parch- 

ment honour , (as One well calls it) is nothing but as a 

licence to be idle,or to begge withall , becaulc they put 

Hiſt, on it to no better vſe. Great and Worthy aftions (as the ſame 
-> 16 Author faith) are the right children of honourable om 
who line not s each in the yſſue of their bodies, or in the name 

and title of their fore fathers Nobilitie , as in the yſſue of their 

mindes, their good deeds , and the good name choſe 200d deedes 

Fecl.33. 21, have gotten them. Therefore ſaith Siracides , Let all thy 
Workes be excellent, that thine honour be neuer ſtayned. The 

workes that Nobility is originally tyed vnto, are ates 

of bountie, juſtice, charity, piety, loyalty,and prudence; 

to watch and warde, and ſtudy, and counſcll , for the 
Common-wealth; foreſecing that they doe no injury 

to it themſelue:, nor ſufferit, through their flouth and 
negligence, andcowardiſe , to receiue prejudice from 

others. For a Noble man therefore to be a Monopo. 

tiſt, or a racker of Rents, or a corrupt taker of biibes, 

or a protector of wicked perſons, or to buſie or employ 

himſelfe in priuate workes , as common perſons doe, 

35 to deny his owne office and calling, honour and bee- 

ing. 
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ing; : Forſuch are ihe Guard,.the' Sentine!l, :the-Watch» 


' the Perdufor the Common-wealth ; great reaſon they 


Should therefore ſtand together , and defend the State 
vvith their goods and bodies, from an invaſiue warre, 
and notinvade. it themſelves by force or fraude, asif 
they vyucre open enemies. lt is therefore farre votit for 
true Nobilitic to be educated in an idle courſe of lite, 
and trayned vp onely to-hunt, to hawke, or daunce, or 
drinke,or court,or play,(the ardinaric exerciles of rhele 
degenerate times)when the contrary is injoyned them; 
as.if it were expreſſed in their Patents, ynder the for- 
feiture.of their honours. So:that they ought to ſtudy, 
and take care by all meanes., to inable themſclues for 
the generall ſervice of the State in publique imploy- 
ments, to vyhich end they yvere firſt creared men, and 
after by men like themſclues, adorned. vvith honoura- 
ble attcibutes, vvhich are the badges and attendants of 
honorable ations. | Vos 

. Iris vvell therefore, yyhere the children of the No- 
bility are trayned vp in counſell and militarie affaires: 
where they ſceke the warres:,- and. places of ation as 
their proper Academies ;: and doe not thinke them- 
ſclues accomplished, till they arc able. both to adviſe, 
and execute in matters of State. But on the contrarie 
fide, where the Nobilitie liue idlely, acquainting them- 
ſelues withall effeminate fashions, and mollifying plea- 
ſures; vvhere in ſtead of good bookes! and examples, 
(the true mirrors of the mind ) they drefie themielues 


in no Other inward habite 'of vertue , then 1uch as the 


eye of their Miftreſſes judgeth fit : vvhere no other 
counſell is called for, but the Page, the Foot-boy, and 
the Coach-man : no. other aQion cxerciled ', but

pull one piece from: another: yyith'violent” torture to 
this end. And that he may doe this the better, heeine: 
ucr lets out Leaſe but from yeere to yeere ; and he that 
gines moft is the next new Farmer for my next new 
maſter :I ſay for my-next new maſter; becauſe of late 
the auncient:' Owner, 'by this idle courfe* hath lcarned 
to out-law himſelfe/of all ; ſo that' the 'diligent” tradeſ. 
man cares outthe Jazic Lord : and as the Poet ſings of 
Troy, jam ſeges vbi Troja fuit, ſo may 1 ſay of theſe, the 
Taylor hath taken.meafure of many faire Mannors, 
and ſurvayed them bF the Yard.wahd; 'making that the 

TRUE | Iacobs- 
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Tacobs-ſafſe to leuvell the Nobilitic : who being carefull 
to dreſſe themſclues ſaperfluouſly brave , care not for 
their countrie , but make that naked and ragged ; and 
the poore Tenant vncertaine to ſtay longer then his 

eare, is loth to build a neſt for another bird : and ſo 
the Land is impoucrished , and polled, and every thing 
expoſed to walte. But this is not all the milchicte , for 
the poore Tenant yndone alſo by this hard Farme, and 
oured of all, (having notwithſtanding his paines and 
providence, catcn vp his horſe and cowes , and whole 
eſtate ) now fals either to theft or beggerie; in vvhich 
lazie kinde of life, hee ſoone findes ſuch ſweetneſle, as 
hee wonders not now, that his Land-lord loned his eaſe 
{o well,ſince he ſees by experience, that proverbe to bee 
true which ſaith ; Well fare nothing once in the yeare— ; for 
ſuch as haue nothing are vvithout care or feare, and 
may {it ſti}] when others muſt looke out. You may as 
well reclaime him from this courſe , as you could be. 
fore his Land-lord from that curſed crueltie and exaQti- 
on , whereby he firſt fleade his Tenant , and after ſtript 
himſelfe, and puld his owne eſtate ( in the juſt judge. 


* ment of God ) ouer his owne eares. Now. he fils the 


Common-wealth with beggers of his owne breed ( as 
lowly perſons their next neighbors with vermione) and 
meeting with many like himſelfe, bound yp togetherin 
one fortune and condition , hee becomes vvith themua 
dangerous body, fit for any deſperate attempt , either of 
theft, ryot, or rebellion ; as waters falling from a ſtcepe 
hill raiſe a floud in the next yalley. And thus vvhercas 
they vyere profitable and diligent members , the idle- 
neſle and ſloth of other men hath made them ſuperſtu- 
Ous excrements to be cut off or purged out ; for teare of 
F farther 
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farther infetion. And whilſt I ſpeake of Scotland , bes 
cauſe jt is there a generall praQiſe , I except not Frzland, 
as if this ſinne were a ſtranger in any part of Brizraine : 
For though I muſt coofeſle it is not ſo vniverſalla cu- 
ſtome with vs, both in regard of ſome long Leaſes yet 
vnexpired, and of ſome good men yet lett, who beare 
the honorable CharaQers of their Anceſtors , andin re- 
gard of the Yeomandric ( who are not yct wholly ex. 
tinguished , and who are the only men that ſupport 
the liberty of the State , and make it ſtill retaine ſome 
reſemblance of the ancient countenance ) yet it hath 
gotten ſuch footing, that cuen good men ( thinking 
they may doe with their owne what they liſt ) forger 
that they are Gods ſtewards, to doe good with their 
goods ; and that they are truſted with (uch an eſtate, for 
the benefite of more then themſelues , for which they 
muſt giue an accompt : but ſuppoſing themſclues to 
Sap. IS-12+ Jjuein this world as in a market , imagine there 1s nothing 
elſe for them to doe , but to buy and ſell , and that the only end 
of their creation and being Was to gather riches , by all meanes 


poſſible. 


And looke now from the Noble-man , or from the 
Pope himlelte, ( if wee count him the higheſt ) through 
euery office, trade, or profeſſion , to him that holdes 
the plough, if this be not the common practiſe and 


courſe of life, as if the-y 


end of each mans beeing 


were to inrich himſelfe by the loſſe of others , yea by 
thcloſle of all ; and the more he doth thus, the more 
wiſe he is thought to bee, and the more worthy of pres 
ferment; and if he doth otherwiſe, he is clteemed but a 
ſimple fellow, vnfit for any imployment. Toinſtance 
this in two or three particular profeſſions at home , 


looke 
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lgoke ypon the Lawycrs, and ſeewho it is amongſt 
them, that refuſeth to plead againſt ruth and innocen- 
cy, forfalſchood and treaſon , if he may -haue his Fee, 
Looke vpon the Clergie, ifthere bee not a D. Shaw, 
ready to juſtifie any a&tion or opinion which should be 
borne out with the ſtrength and auchoritic of che time, 
and to proue it Canouicall and Orthodoxe, for 1he 
hope of preferment. Looke into the Counuie, if the 
greedy Farmer doe not ingiofle three or foure {enerall 
Farmes , which had wont to maintaine as many fami- 
lies; whileſt, beeing vnable to ſtocke all of them), orto 
follow all of them being ſtockt, he beggars hereby him-> 
ſelf, the poore, his Land-lord,and the Commonwealth, 
And though this be contrarie to the Law of the Land, 
and to all conſcience, yet in hope of friuate gaine he 
will doc it to the publique loſſe. Looke into all Oih- 
ces cither of the Church or Common-wealth , if this 
abuſe be not generall:ſo that the places which had wont 
to maintaine, and imploy three or foure able men, are 
now ingroſt by one that perhaps vaderſtands nothing 
1a them , but mult execute by deputy ; nay , perhaps 
this.one ignorant man ingroſfſeth wo or thice of theſe, 
to the generall detriment and diſcouragement of all. 
And whereas heeretofore able men both in itate and 
otherwiſe, were choſen to high and honorable places, 
who would neither giue bribes to come in, nor ncedc 
take any beCing in : Now others arc imployed too of- 
ten, who mutt bribe to come 1n, and mult nceds take 


| bribes to recouer their expences, and to maintaine their 


cltates, bcing once come in. Would to God there were 
an Act made, that whoſocuer should iecke directly or 
inditeatly, by himſclte or fizends, by mony or other- 
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wiſe, any office in Church or Common-wealth, till he 
were thcreunto freely called and invited by ſuch as had 
lawfull power, might thereby be diſabled to enter, and 
bee cait out, vpon proofe, beeing entred. Then men 
would labour to make themſelves fit, and that might 
truly be termeda Ca/ing , vvhich now is nothing but an 
intruſion, vſurpation, or purchaſe. Thus the ſludie of 
privacie diſturbes and overthrowes all bleſſed commu. 
nitie, and turnes the bleſſings of God into curſes : for 
if God ſend plenty,the poore Farmer cannot liue,things 
are ſo cheape, that all the increaſe hee hath cannot pay 
his Landlords Rent, it is ſet fo high, and proportio-» 
ncd to the greateſt increaſe, and to the greateſt price: 
And the Land-Jord can abate nothing of his Rent , ha- 
ving (et his apparcll, dyer, and other expences at the 
higheſ! pitch : if he should abate of his Rent, hee muſt 
then abate of theſe alſo, which neither his wife , nor 
his childe, nor himſclte yvill admit : Nay rather let the 
poore (terue, let the Common-wealth decay , and the 
vvyhole runne toruine, then they reforme any of their 
ſinnes, or forbeare any of their ſuperfluitics. Thus 
therefore whereas wee had wont to pray for peace and 
plenty, vvhileſt charitie dwelt amongſt vs, now both 
rich and poore muſt pray for warre, ſcarcitic, and fa. * 
mine, elſe one man cannot liue by another, 

This is the effect of privacie, whiltt every man cares 
onely for himſclte,and neglets the Common-wealth : 
but chisis contrarie to the practiſe of the Piſmire, vvho 
likea good Common wealths-man , gathers for him- 
ſelfe and others in communitie. And thercfore Salomon 
ſends vs to learne there a leſſon of true policic and wil- 
dome to doc the like : Goe 70 the Piſmirey, 0 Sluegard, 
(faith 
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(ſaith he) conſider her Wayes and bee Wiſe : that is, provide 
for others as well as for thy tclfc, provide tor thy ſelfe 
vvith reſpe&toall : To doe otherwile, is to play the 
foole; thus to doe, is to be truly wile. 

2. The Concluſion or extration remaines, which is, #9 
be wiſe: For that is the end or ſcope. ,of all; the, thing 
wherein vve iruly reſemble the Angels , and exccll the 
beaſtes. As one ſaith very vvell, that Reading makes 4 

full man, Writing a perfcet man, and ſpeating 4 ready man 


lo fay I heere : conlider the P:ſzzire as a Naturalitt, it Eccl, 38.14; 
will make thee a great (choler : conſider her as a Mo- Eccl 39.1» 


raliſt, it will make thee a good and diligent man : confi- 


der her as a Polititian, it will make thee a good Citizen, Fccl 39.4. 


a good Common. wealths-man. 

To be a great Scholer, a great Philoſopher , to bee 
ſeene in the hidden ſecrets of Nature , to have the Arts 
ad vnguem, the Languages ad verbum; yea to know as 
much ia all as _Lr;#orle; or more then fo, as much as $4- 
lomon did, is not yet toarriue at this point,to be wiſe. 

To vnderſtand the whole bodie of Divinitie, to re- 
ſoluc all the knotty controverſies that are in the world, 
Or may bee imagincd, to confute all the falshoods, to 
confirme all the truths rhat are propoſed and oppoſed, 
to know as much as $4/0209 did ; and more, as much as 

Satan doth, is not yet to arriue at this point,to be wiſe, 
To beea great and perfect Politician , diving into 
thoſe arcana Impery that are ſealed vp in filence : to bee 
acquainted with all forraine Countries and Cuſtomes, 
to know the natures ofall peop;e,and to be able ro cairy 
aſweete hand, vyherewith to manage them eatily and 
naturally : ro have awit apt and rcady for all times and 
turncs; fitting all perſons, places,and occaſions : to haue 
F 3 G17es 
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Gizes Ring, to ſee all; yet bee vnſcene : Mydaz cares, to 
*hcarcall ;' even the whiſpering of the reedes : Aram 
eyes, to ſee all : Briarzzs hands ; a finger in every corner 
of the world : to diſſemble more artificially then XM- 
' chianell, more naturally then Zews the cleventh: 10 ex- 
ceed Athirophel in cratiy kypoctifie, to equall Fuchai or 
' Salton in warranable, honeſt, and neceſlarie policie, is 
nor yet to arrijue at this point, to be Wiſe. 
For he that will be wiſe, muſt not onely labour for 
vviſedome, (that is, to get the Theory or bate Speculation 
thereof as it is a Science) but when he hath gotten thar, 
he fiuſt labour with wiſedome alſo, orelie hee can cf. 
tc@ nothing : thatis, he muſt shew his wiſedome in 
ation : tor © #r11 in attione conſiftit, Wiledome is not gi- 
uen'that'we $hould fit ſtill and Nleepe with it , or play 
ordally with it, as with a pleaſant companion, but to 
dire ys in vertuous vndertakings. | 
There needes no wiſedome to fleepe, to bee {ilent, 
cr to be idle ; the foole can doe all theſe as well as Salo. 
1701 : Put to watch when others ſleepe, and to that 
purpole that others may ſleepe the ſafer; ro worke when 
Others play, and to that end, that the idlenefle of one 
may not be prejudiciall ro many, to all : to fpeaxe when 
others will not, cannot, dare not; and ſo to ſpeake, that 
others may be informed, awaked , edified, warned, in- 
ſtruQed, and made wiſer : this requires wiſedome , this 
is 10 be Wiſe : that is, dil:gent, diicrect, and couragious, 
The idle and ſecure people were drowned in the ge. 
nerall Deluge: there needed no great wiidome to doe 
as they did. A toole can fit (till, and laugh, and (i ng, 
tillthe vvarer ſtop his winde, and he be drowned : and 
{o can a drunkard, ora may-man: but to obey the

yoyce.of God, to vyarne and admonish others, to build 
the Arke,to/provide for the cteaturcs as a maſter for his 
ſeruants,to enter into and ſtay in the Arke, till the ful- 
neſſe of time apointcd by God vvas accomplished ; this 


required vviſedome, this vvas to be truly vviſe : as Salo- Sap. 10, 4+ 


mou faith , Wiſcdom? When the earth Was overflowne , preſer= 
ved it againe,governing the juſt man by a little Wood, 
To vvaſte and impoverish a pleatifull Eſtate like a 
Prodigall, toſucke the life-bloud oat of the Common- 
vvcalth, thereby to deject the ſpirits of men vvith their 
fortunes, and to ſubjugate them vnder the yoke of {la- 
veric, todraw all the juyce and marrow from the veints 
and bones of a people , requires no great vvit to bring 
about : We ſec Claudius the dullard , Nero the Mount1- 
baake, Caligula the debosht drunkard , (that bad neither 
vvitnor honeltic! could doe this as vvell and as readily, 
as Tiberims , that had vvit vvithout honeſtic: But to fiill 
the veines of a decayed eſtate, to inrich a Common- 
wealth, to reſtore libectic , and to rule by yertuous 
Lawes : this requires vviddome, and this is to be thus 
Wiſe. For the vycalth ofa State, ſtands not altogether in 
the vvcalth of one man : The Prince may be rich, and 
the State poore; but if the State be.rich the Prince muſt 
nceds be rich alſo; his vvcalth conſiſting in his ſnbjets 
loue : And vyhat he is, compared vvith his ovvne,is not 
reſpeted; but yvhat he is,compared to his neighbours, 
enemies, or Confederates abroad: nor is it vvarth 
thought, vyhat he hath alone in particular,but vybathe 
enjoyes in the generall, as a Prince in his peoples at- 
fections. 


To commit Idolatrie, (as allthe World did) to call Gen.1.13, 
that vniverſall , common , and catholique contuſion, and, 12. x,

our owne luſt affoordeth. But (to doe as Abraham did) 
to come out of 7do/atrje, to leaue his parents and natiue 


Country; to deny our predecefſors, and our ſelves alfo 


inticing vs to /do{atrie, this requires true wiſedome, that 
is, to be thus Wiſe. - 

To cate, drinke, daunce, and riſe vp to play with the 
Sodomites; to abuſe our bodies woorſe then beaſts in 


ſinnes not to be named, there needs no other wiſedome 


then to follow the ſway of our owne corrupt concupi- 
ſcence; a beaſt can do this ( but that hee hath more wit 
then to doe it) vvith as much diligence as man : but to 
line ſoberly and chaſtly in this filthy place ; to make 
heere a covenant with our eyes, and cares, and tongue, 
and heart, that one should not ſet the other on fire ; to 
leaue this polluted place, not to looke backe, or touch 
A ragge ſtayned with the flesh, but with diligence to flee 
from Sodome to Zoar, this requires wiſedome, and this is 
to be thus wiſe. | ; 

This wiſedome heere ſpoken of, is requiſite in every 
worke wee take in hand: Ir lifteth vp the head of him 
that is low, and maketh him fit among great men, and 


it ſarisfieth the deſire of all men living : yea faith Salo- 


Prov.22.29 7"2n, A diligent man in hs buſmeſſe ſiandeth before kings, c. 


Nor can this vviſedome bee attayned vvithout much 
diligence : for though God filles the heart of ecuery 
expert workman vvith vviſedome, making him natu- 
rally apt to climbe towards ſome perfeftiop, yet he hath 
appointed labour as the meancs of attayning this ex- 
ccllencic ; infomuch as we ſee ſuch as exceed others in 

dili- 
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gence, exceed alſo commonly in the degrees: of perfec= 
tion, all thoſe that are leſſe diligent & attentiue at their 
workes, and therefore it is ſaid , that God fild the heart of Exod, 31.2 
Bezaleel the ſonne of Fry the ſonne of Hurr With the ſpirit of 3.4 
Wiſdowe and underitanding, to finde out curious Workes. SO 
God giues him wifedome to ſeeke and to'finde out, bue 
if he ſecke not he cannot finde - forlabor is the meanes 
God hath appointed to this end, and Bezaleel is not 
borne a perfe&t workeman, neither hath he his artalto= 
gether by infuſion, bur.by inſtruion, and experience, 
and praQice; nor yet by theſe (whichiare ſecond cauſes 
and-meanes) without Gods bleſſing, which is the firſt 
and principall. And doubtleſſe though he would neuer 
haue ſought to excell in his att except he had beene 
wiſe (which wiſdome was a ſpeciall gift of God exciting 
him to ſecke, & direing him to finde what he ſought) 
yet he is not termed: wiſe till he hath attained a kinde 
of perfeion in his art, by diligence and induſtrie; but 
then becing (as wee ſay) his crafis-maſter, he is ſaid tO 
be wiſe , becauſe then his. vviddome , beeing drawne' 
into ation, is made viſible, and ſcnſible, and profitable 
which before ſeemed to be idle. And thus likewiſe in 
the building of the Tabernacle, wiſdome is attributed to Exod.z5 
thoſe women who did ſpinne and worke with their ; 
hands, for the full and perfe& furnishing of that holy 
place with rich and decent ornaments. As if they were 
only wiſe which wrought, and the idle Goſſips were 
only fooles. And perhaps it is for this that Salomon cals 
the Spider a Wiſe creature , becauſe shee layes hold With her Pro 30. 28. 
hands in kings palaces: As if God ſet her vpon purpoſe 
thereby ſpianivg to admonish idle Ladzes of their duties: 
who (alalle) are growne lo foolsh , as they ſcorne, or 
UG hauc 


Pco.31-47, 
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haue forgot ro ſpinne with the Spider, whilſt yet of her 
they haue learned ro-enſnare Butterflies, and to poy- 
ſon them; yeato hang their copwebs in euery corner 
of the Court, though much of it be built with Irish 
Oake. The wertuons Woman { laith Salomon ) oxerſees the 
Wayes of her huſband : she doth not ouer-rule them as a 
Lady , and miſtris, according tothe new English fa. 
Shion, but she oucr-lookes and reviewes them as a good 
helper, to make all ſure, thar there may be no ouer- 
ſights; and (hee eates not the bread of idlenes; (that bread of 
idleneſſe which is the common Diet bread of theſe 
dajes) what therefore shall her reward be ? Truly that 
which shee hath dcſerued, a double portion; honor, and 
majintainance: Gize her (faith he ) che Fuit of her hands and 
let her owne Workes praiſe her in the gates : ſince shee hath 
wrought shee Shall cate, ſince the fack ſpunne $he $hall 
be clothed; and shee is cloathed with her owne web, her 
owne workes praiſe her in the gates. All the world ſecs 
what $hee weares is her owne, God hath giuen hera 
wiſe heart & diligent hand , ſo thatshee can both couer 
herowne nakedneſie, and helpe to couerthe naked- 
neſſe of her husband, children , and houshold allo : 
Such Clothes are farre more rich then cloth of gold; 
and this is praiſe enough for her, and shame enough 
for others,whoſe rears, vin not witenough,nor hearts 
will enough , nor hands art enough, to couer their 
owne {inne , their owne shame , their owne naked- 
neſſe. O Ladzes blush for shame, ( if your ſophiſticate 
and adulterate beauties , in compounding whereof you 
only vie diligence, will ſuffer you to blush ) blush I 
fay, whilſt you eate the bread of Idlenefie , andtoo:'e in 
cuery basket like Flycs , for the firſt bloſſomes, to ſati- 

atc 
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ate your longing and luſting pallats , that would de- 
voure all the increaſe & ſtore of nature ata mouthful ; 
blush, whilſt you are clothed with the forraine labours 
of the ſilly Silk-worme ; negleing in the meane time, 
the more commodious clothing of your Countriman 
the Shcepe, whoſe fleece , with arrificiall fingers, might 
be made fit to be worne; both in the heate of Summer, 
and in the colde of Winter. Blush therfore at your 
apish pride , and idle luxurie ; or, if you cannot blush, 
tremble, leait with that lady of Hzersſalem , thole finnes 
be repaid with a ſeuere judgement ; whilſt yce are for- 
ccd to cate, firſt the flesh'of your Children, and after 
that your owne flesh , ifthe hungrie Souldiers ſpare you 
ſo long, as judging your painted carkeyſcs too muchin- 
feed and ſurterted for their diets. But it you feare, and 
deſire to avoide this courſe , heare and follow Salomons 
advice in this place; for to you he ſpeakes as well as 10 
your Tenants and feruants, whilft he ſaith ; Goe zo che 
Piſmire, O Slug gard, conſider her Wayes, and be wiſe. 

Now, ſince wiſdome is ſo requitite for the life of 
man, as that withoutir a man is worie then a Piſmire ; 
and, ſince wee ſce to be wiſe, is notonly to know by 
ſpeculation, nor only to gocand to: conſider, bur alſo 
ro reſolue, to practiſe , and to execute what wee know, 
and haue conſidered , It ys vſe diligence in conſiderati- 
on :and firſt and ſpecially ct vs conſider who is the au- 
thorand giucr of diligence and wiſdome ; { for to finde Eccl.51,19. 
out that is none of the leaſt parts of what wee ſecke } 
and let vs ſeeke heras Salomon did , that wee may ſo 
finde her as hee did. 7 have lowed Wiſdome and ſought her Sap, $12, ' 

from my youth, 1 d:ſir:d to marrie her, ſuch loue had I wnto her: 
Negertheleſſe , When I pcrceined I could not injoy her , except

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God gaue her , (and that was a point of wiſedome alſo, 
td know. whole gift itwas) 1 Went vuto the Lord , and be- 
ſought him With my Whole heart, aud ſayd , &c. Sec then the 
cffe& of this : 7 prayed, and vnder/ianding Was given mee ;[ 
called, and the ſpirit of Wiſedome came wpon me. 
When I Was young ((aith Siracides) or euer I Went abroad, 
I deſired Wiſedome openty in "1 prayer ; I prayed for ber before 
the Temple, and ſought after ber unto farre Countries. Fee 
travelled into forraine Lands, not onely for his priyate 
leaſure or profit, to attaine the Languages, or learne 
Get_ns , or by way of merchandize to enrich himſelte, 
(which are: the ends propoſed and porſued by all our 
moderae Travellers) but for the publique , that hee 
mightreturneableto ſerue the Common-wealth, and 
bring home ſome knowledge with him, to enrich, a- 
dorne, or reforme the State wherein he was borne. 

; Thus: divers of the Heathen: Philoſophers did'ithe 
like, whileſt. cither beeing banished their : Countries; 
or making a voluataric traycll, they obſerved whatſoe- 
ver they ſaw might bee beneficiall to their Countries, 
and brought it home with them for the generall pro- 
fit of all. . Thus did Lycurgus, Pythagoras, Solon; Socrates, 
Plato, CAriftotle, Seneca; and before all thefe, Hoſes, that 
mirror of Magiſtrates; who beeing forced to flic from 
His native ſoyle, in forty yceres ſpace had time to re- 
examine, and purge the Arts hee had learnt in. Egypt, 
and by forraine conference, and divers ſcverall chan- 


ges of fortune, ro extract principles of wiſedome and * |: 


experience for furure times. For afluredly hee that ne- 
ver met croſſes or troubles, be his nature never ſo preg- 


- Nant, can be but a foole, in compariſon of what hee 


might be, or in compariſon of others, But the beſt 
b1 0 Maſter 


—— 
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Maſter is he that hath ſerved;the beſt Pilot he th: t hath 
beene shipwrackt ; the beſt Governour , hee 1Þhat hath nd 
obcyed ; and the belt teacher, he that hath erred. 4ſ#- __ 
yedly che Crowne of old men , (eſpecially of Princes) is to haue 
much experience, and the feare of God i their glorie. Calt 
your eyes backe to Abraham, Iſaac, Tacob , Ioſeph, David, 
and all the ſeryants of God , and marke how they were 
fitted for their vocations, & put to many hard ſchoolcs 
to learne wiſedome : yea Salomon himſelfe, into whom 
God infuſed a plentifull portion of wiſedome , did not- 
withſtanding increaſe and -perfe the ſame by experi- 
ence. So that though in his other words and writings 
he excell other men , yet in his FeeleſraFtes , (which is a 
ſurvey, areview , acenſure of all both of his life , his 
vyords, and yyorkes, and yvritten in age after all this 
addition of experience) he therein excels himſelfe, 
Conſider in our owne dayes what difference there 
hath beene betwixr Princes and great perſons, who 
haue never felt or feared the change of their Eſtates, and 
others who haue beene perſecuted from their Cradles, 
and ſo forced to beware of their ſeeming friends, aſwell 
as of their profelt enemies. - | 
. Conlider if ever Age affoorded ſuch three Contem- 
porarics , as Elizabeth then of England, Henry the fourth 
of France , and [ames our preſent King and Soveraigne. 
The firft and laſt perſecuted from their Cradles, be- 
came thereby wile aboue their fellowes; and the one 
did till her lait , and the other doth continue a Defender 
ef the Futh, in ſpite of Hell, whoſe gates could never 
prevaile (though ſer wide open) to touch a hayre of 
their heads. The third, wiſe and yaliant, loit the true 
vic of both with His Faith; when feare anJ humane 
G 3 frailty, 
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frailty, for politicke reſets, cauſed him to admit Their 
etztrance into his State, vvho never left vvorking till 
they caſt him, out: He by Gods juſt judgement becing 
mage an example to warne other Princes, whileſt hee 
would not take example by the like fall of His Prede. 
ccſſours. | | 

A naturall foole cannot bee made wife by :experi- 
ence, nor any other man wi;hout it. Wehat knowledge 

Eccl. 34.9: hath he (ſaith Siracides) that 1s not tried ? Aman that is in« 

0M” ftrudted wnderitandeth much ; and hee that hath good experi- 
ence,can talke of Wejatens He that bath no experience, know- 
eth little ; and he that erreth i full of craft. When I Wandered 
to and fro, I ſav many things, aud my panty ks greater 
then I can expreſſe : I'Wvas oftentimes in danger of death , yet I 
Was deliverd becauſe of theſe things : that is, by experience 
of the like former eyils, 

And when all is done, if men hide vp what they 
know,they may vvell flatter themſclues with an opinis 
on of wiſcdome, of reſervedneſle, of privacie, content= 
ment, modeltie, and I wot not what flourishes : and 0- 
thers may perhaps ſoothe them in the ſame follies, and 
perſwade them, that their cuts cover their pride, floth, 
and nakedneſle :' but except wee draw out , what wee 
haue drunke in, for gencrall yſe, we are Sluggards, and 
ynprofitable ſervants: To which end a Philoſopher 
ſaidto a ſilent obſerver of other mens mirth and free 
ſpeech at a Feaſt : If chow beeft a foole, thou doeft the part of a 

Eccl.20, Wiſe van to hold thy peace ; but if thou beeſt Wiſe , then doeff 

29.30, Zhou the part of a Foole to bee ſilent : For Wiſedome that ts hid, 
and treaſure that u hoorded wp, ſaith Siracides, What profit is 
in themboth ? Better i hee that keepeth bus ignorance ſecret, 
then a man that hideth bus Wiſedoms,

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- But ſome obje&, that to vtter all and draw our ſeJnes 
dry , is the next way to be contemned ; Common 
things are caſt away, andemptic veſſels haue the low- 
deſt ſound. I anſwere,, it is no matter, therefore 1 was 
filld to be emptied, my praiſe is not expected from men, 
but from God. What «kils it, whether my foule departs 
with many concealements, ( which migit haue bette- 
red others had they beene left behinde ) or have freely 
diſcharged herſelfe of all her lading , of all shee knowes? 
The latter isfarre the better, 1 am the lefſe cumbred 
with accompt, and 1 shalbe the more filled with fresh | 
gloric and knowledge : Do thou thy dutie betimes , and God tccl.q2.30, 
Will giue you a reward at his time, 
| Allthat I have ſaid is to this end , to leade you by the 
hand , to the Piſmitre of the vnited Prouinces, that con- 
ſidering her wayes and courſe aright, ( which 1 purpoſe 
to lay downe with as much 'perſpicvity as [ can to the 
meaneſt capacity ) wee may by her cxample, and Salo- 
ons inſtruttion , grow wiſer then we are, though we 
fall short of what we ought to be. | 

Wee haue gone to Beelzebabthe god of Flies, to the 
Indians , Turkes , and other Heathens ; for Drugs to poy- 
ſon our bodies, ynder colour of purging and clenſing 
them ; for infinite yanines to diſcouer our corruptions, 
vnder pretence of hiding them. And thus for lacke of 
conlideration,, haue madeall theſe things ſo neceflarie 
tovs,as if without them wee could not live: So that 
had not Columbus happely found cut the new world in 
time, there muſt ncedes haue beene an end of the old 
world long before this time. 

We haue gone to the Cantbarides of Italy , and lear- 
ned there to proyoke luſt, vnder colour of quenching 
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it, To vitiate virginitie vnder the colour of profeſſing 
Chaſtitie ; To poyſon , vader colour of preſeruing or 
curing ; To be jealous overall but our owne lives; To 
plot and praQiſe vvith hell, for the obteining of earth; 
To bee frugall of our vices, and prodigall of our ho.. 
nours; To waſte our eſtates: in a retired Kind of baſe. 
nefſe, where ſenſualitie may bee cloſe and ſecure ;: To 
feede our ſelves, and to ſterue all others; To be wootſe 
then beaſts, and to make Saints of the Sodomites. And 
thus for lacke of conſideration, have made our ſelues 
Politicke, Machiavelian, Atheiſticall fooles. ? 

Wee have gone to the S;/ke-Worme, and learned there 
to vyaſte and ſpin out our owne bowels , to make our 
backes braye-; To conſume all in flourishes, Ban- 
quets, Maskes, Revels , and -merriments ; yvhileſt our 
brethren in one faith, goe faſting in ſackcloth; arc be- 
ſieged with dangers, threatned with Maffacres, and fit 
mourning and weeping by the vyaters of Babylon : And 
thus for lacke of confideration, vvee haue made our 
ſelves fantaſtique, diſſolute, deboshed, prophane, pro- 
digall and ridiculous fooles. | 

Wee have gone to Abadon the King of Locuſts, and 

from that infernall pit of falshood, brought ſmoky ſu- 
perſtztions, to darken our ynderſtandings indiſcerning 
ſpirituall things, and old yviues fables, and lying Le- 
gends, to fright children , and infatuate men of more 
yeeres then diſcretion : And thus for lacke of due con- 
{lideration have loſt our firſt loye, and made our ſelvcs 
blind, ſenſteſſe, blockish,idle,and idolatrous fooles. 

Wee have gone tothe Wappe and Hornet , which infect 
and ſting all Chriſtendome, and with them have taken 
ſo deepe a draught of the cup which the Who;e holdes 

in 
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in her hands for all Nations to drinke of; The brimme 
whereof shee hath cunningly hunnied with faire pre- 
- tencesof ſcemirg pictie ,, devotion, charitie, chaſtitie, 
willfull povertie , obedience, vnitie, vniverſalitic, and 
ſpiced with glorions titles of the Catholique Church; 
as now wee are growen giddie and drunken, vnſen(i- 
ble of our owne nakednes,and vnw1lling to heare of it, 
and.ynableto hideit 5 And thus for lacke.of conſidera- 
tion wee haue made our ſelues vniuerſall fooles. 

Let vs now atthe laſt (if it be not too late) goe with 
the Sluggard, to the Piſmire ofthe wnited Provinces , and 
conſidering her wayes,learne to be wilc. 

Neither need wee be ashamed of ſuch Tutors, vvho 
come of the ſame race originally that wee doe, as our 
ſpeech witneſleth, vyhich varicth more in pronuntia- 
tion then in the elementarie foundation , as M. Yer/te- 
24 , an able and indifferent indge in this caſe , decla- 
reth. . Beſides, they are ſuch whoſe natures and man- 
ners we better agrce with, then with any other Natjon: 
having euer found them plaine, bur ſure friends,both 
in theſe latter times , when 3paine would haue ſwallow- 
ed ys, and before that for many hundred yeeres con- 
tinuance, as the conſtant Leagues berwixt them and ys 
manifeſtly proveth. Confider at this preſent, ifthey be 
not friends to vs and our friends; and foes to our foes ; 
if wee dare truſt anybutthem,, if they truſt any like vs: 
if Nature hath not bound ys-together in neccſlarie 
bands of Friendship ; and God by miracle firſt made ys 
meanes to preſerue-them , that they might now be a 
blocke in the way to ſuch as would devoure ys with 
greedineſſe. If this bee notſo, why did not the King 
of Bohemia reſort to Spaine, with vvhom wee have out- 
ward 
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ward peace, asto a ſure prop at necde? Or why doth 
hc now ſtay and remaine with them, or art leaſt leave his 
deareſt Iewell there, whileſt his owne Countrie is poſ- 
ſciſed and guarded by thoſe truſtie Spanich friends? 

Pro-17- 17, A friend loueth at all times, and a brother 1 for the time of 
neceſfitie. O Spaine therefore , shew thy felfe a brother, 
or let the 1/lu/trious Lords the States , 'be- knowen and ac- 
counted as they are, honorable, and religious friends? 
But I haue forgot my ſelfe : paſſion hath tranſported 
mee, I muſt leave theſe Elephants, and returne to the Piſ- 
mire. 

Deare Countrimen, reade with patience that which 
followes, and conſider itNviſedly. The contents are 
a briefe colletion of ſuch good Cuſtomes and Orders, 
as arc eſtablished and practiſed amongſt this diligent 
and happie people ; ſome of which I could wish tranſla- 
ted into our Common-wealth. Many of them arc 
knowen to diuers of our Countrie-men before ; ſome 
of them pur in praQiſe in ſome places already, but not 
vniverſally knowen or praQiſed as I wish they were. I 
may miſſe to mention many, I may mention ſome a+ 
miſle: I may hap to ſet downe ſome , that I might well 
omit , being neither proper nor profitable to ys.-' Many 
others conld haue done better;none did it; 1 haue done 
my good will ; and where you like what I propound, 
apply it, follow it , and you ſatisfie my private, whilelt 
you profit the publique. Goe now 70 the Piſmire, O Sluz\ 
gard, conſider her Wates,and be Wiſe. | 

Now, that wee may view all as in a Map or Lantſ- 
kip with the beſt advantage, wee mult conſider, that 
this Statc hath two great Enemies, the one by Land, the 
other by Water, which they Þytheir wiſdome turne to 
| | | be 
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be profitable friends ; as vviſemen make greateſt bene-. 
fit of their greateſt adycrſaries. The firſt of theſe is the 
State of Spaine, the other is the Sea; the firſt vnites them, 
the other inricheth them ; the manner how , Iwill a(- 
well as I may briefly and plainly deliuer. 

The firſt, ſeeking to caſt ypon them that heavy yoke 
which they haue shaken from their shoulders , doth by 
that meanes force them to ſtand cloſe together in their 
ownedefence, and by a firme confederacie, to conſoli- 
date their ſcuerall and diſtin parts in a vvhole and in- 
tire bodie, whootherwilſe would fall aſunder, by divi- 
fion and contradition, ypon cuery flight occaſion, 
vvhilſt it 'might bee ſaid of them as it vvas of Iſrael, 


Then there Was no King in Iſrael, but euery man did What Iudg. 24. 25 


ſeemed good in his owne eyes. 

I muſt confeſſe, wishing them wel, (as I do, and as he 
muſt needs do, that wisheth yvell to the preſent Church 
and S/ate of England) 1 should reioyce to ſee, (in ſtead of 
that monſtrous head too big for the body, vvhich hath 
cut it ſelfe off, by breaking aſunder the fundamentall 
Lawes and Liberties of the State , zhoſe Ligaments that tye 
rembers politique together) Ishould reioyce (I ſay) to fee 
ſome preyention invented againſt Change and diſ.Vni- 
on, though yvith as much caution and limitation , as 
the Fenetiars vie in the elefion of their Dukes. And in 
the mcane time, I vvish.thew a ſafe Warre vnder ſo 
ſtayed and adyiſeda Chiefe,rather then an ynſate peace; 
which, bringing in corcuption, would ſoone open a 
doore to the Conqueror. For, as the ſtate of things now 
ſtandeth, behold what profit they make by the wartes, 
which the peace would loſe them. 

1, Firſt, it increaſcth their Shipping , cauſing them 

2 jabour

labour to excecd their Aaverſary by Sea , as farreas Hee 
exceedeth them by: Land : Which truly, 1 thinke , they 
have accomplished , ſo that whilſt hee aſſaults rhem at 
home , he findes them threatning worſe warres to him 
in both the 1ndies, and blocking vp every Haven of His 
with their Men of warre. And this oddes they haue of 
him in theſe warres, that ( beſides their ſelfe-ſufficien- 
cie, andthe privie contribution and aide of their friends 
and confederates , which tremble' vader the formida. 
ble growth of the Spanish Greatnefle , and ſecke to hin- 
der it this way) if His Indjes furnish him with mcanes 
to aſlault, the ſame Indies furnish them with mcanes 
to defend : and 1 doubt not, butin time the warre that 
now infeſteth all Europe, will be remooyed farther off 
into La, Afica, or America : and that Hee , who 
now is the common afſaylanr, will be driven in all:hoſe 
parts of the world to be the Defendant, and to write 
Ne plus witra in Chriſtendome. 

As for the multitude of their Shippes it is ſuch , that 
whilſt I conſider it, mee thinkes it probable, that as 
many of them inhabite the Sea, as the Land. Of this 1 
am aſſured , that divers families haue no houſes but 
their Ships and Boates , in which they were borne, 
brought vp , and doe live after a commodious and 
cleanly manner: Andas they were borne, ſo intend 
to dye free-men ; inſomuch as if Spaine should juſile 
them out of the Land , they are retolved to people the 
Sea, andrather commit themſelves ; with Noah, to the 
mercy of the waues, ynder Gods protc&ion , then bee 
ſubjc& to men, whom they haue found lefſe merci- 
full in their powers, aud more boundlefle and yaſt in 
thcir delires, thenthe Ocean. 


And 
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And yet this diligence of theirs, in winning much 
Land from the Seas vſurpation ; and this providence 
of theirs, in making $hitt to live with their Families at 
Sea in Ships and Boates , and Samoreules , when their 
Goshen will not affoord that numerous people houſe. 
roome:: and that generoſitie and nobility of their na- 
tures , in ſtruggling tor their auncient and native free- 
dome , againſt ſo potentan Adverſary, (a vertue that 
hath beene heteditary , and long ſince obſerved by 7a- 
ciimin theſe warlike Batavians) are now all turned to Tacir. 
vices by EZyvy ; who can fee nothing good in this peo- Annal, lib, 
ple, nor any thing evill in their Adverſaries, It is more *' P02 
juſt for Spayxe to ſupplant them, then for them to ſup- 
plant fishes ; and that which doth commendthem , that 
they can liue any where , mult ſo diſgrace them, as they 
may be thought vnworthy to live any where. But let 
Envie ſtill rayle freely , whilſt theſe enjoy their free- 
dome; and may they ſtill wantdomeſticke neceflaries, 
whilſt this want neceſſitates their <1[igence, and occa- 
fioneth the encreale of their (irength by Seg. 

As their shipping , ſo their Exciſe payesa great part of 
the warre , and returnes that money which they dif. 
burſe to the ſouldicr home againe, As vvee ſee the 
Sunne exhales vapours from the Sea; theſe , botteled 
vpincloudes, fall dovvne in shovvyers, and refresh the 
earih , and lo by rivets and draynes, as by veines, palle 
into the ſea againe, from vyhence they aroſe. 

And this is to be ſcene, eſpecially in the Exciſe of 
Wine and Becre, vvhere every Hereticke and Schiſmaticke, 
that loues his liquor though he hates the State , and 
euery drunkard and debosht perſon , vvho beiog firſt a- 


flaue to ſottishnefle, cares notiro vvhom el{c he becomes 
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a Naue, are made by this ſecret and inſenſible meanes 
to contribute towards the warres ; yea and the careleſſe 
and improuident ſouldier , who ſpends his intertaine- 
ment idely, and ſellerh (as it were) his blood for 
- drinke., and his flesh for bread, is, as if hewerea vo- 
luntary , and ſerued aj his owne charge : for cucty pay- 
eay , he payes backe his meanes tothe Sutler, and heto 
the common purſe. 

Now as they pay Exciſe generally ypon all Beere,ſ9 
eſpecially great Exciſe ypon forreigne Wine and Beecre, 

1. Firſt becauſe, though they cannot altogether keepeit 
out, for that it should hinder their trading, yet that this 
may beea meanecs to reſtraine and limit the excefle 
thereof, being butfor matter of pleaſure, not neceſlitie. 
2.Secondly , by this meanes their owne Beere and 
Barly is vented at good rates , which if ours were gene. 
rally and freely admitted, would ſcarce be vendible; and 
ſo menareexcitcd and incouraged to ſow, mault, brew, 
and to ſccke to ſupply the Common. wealth within it 
lfe , without borrowing abroad. 

And whilſt I conſider this, I can but ſometime 
wonder (perhaps in my ignorance) at our reſtraints: 
about the out-lading of Corne and Beere, euen when 
there is no dearth but plenty, if men were forced to 
bring-out their ſtore. Afluredly if in the time of ſcar- 
.City., when God ſcemesto call vs to faſting and humili. 
ation , (as at this preſent ) faſting were cnjoyned and 
ftrifly obſerued , and the Alchouſcs daily and duly viſi- 
ted for auoyding of idlenes , drunkenneflle and exceſſive 
ryat , there needed no other prouiſion againſt fa. 
amine, But this is the plague,theſc Statures bein penall 
arc.beg'd atoichand, or left to the purluite of beggars 

: and

and baſe Promoters , who compound the forfeiture and 
cooſen the Lawe; or committed to the ouerſight of 
ſuch asare Ingroſlers themfclues, who deſire to haue | 
all things deere, that they may vent their owne com- | 
modities at the beſt rate , and ſogrow rich , though the | 
Common wealth waxe poore. 
f 3» Thirdly from this Exciſe of forraine Beere and 
| other commodities the State makes more gaine. to- 
wards the maintenance of the warres-and other pub- 
lique workes, then all the reſt that deale in them, For 
in Becre eſpecially they double the price , and haue 
clearely as much tor the Exciſe as the Merchant paid to 
' the Bruer, Now inthis they do the parts of prouident 
fathers, whoſeeiog their prodigall children waſte their 
| poxtions, they vaderhand lend money, which their | 
children know not of , and ſo preſerue their Lands 4 
from ſale , and their pawnes from forfeiture, returning 
them againe when they haue more wit to keepe them { 
and vic them. : | 
And in my conceit, this were a good Toile to take onr | 
frugall Foxes, and a ſure trap for our negligent drun- | 
kards and prodigall heires ; who being only niggard! | 
7 in publique works where they should freely giue , will | 
grutch todiſ burſe ſix pence towardes the maintenance | 
ofthe Miniſter, and recliefe of the poore, or twelue | 
pence towardes a Subſedy for defence of the State , or 
for the Kings and Kingdomes honour , when they will 
at that very time, willingly ſpend ten times fo muchin | 
ryotand exceſle , neuer feeling or complaining of the E194 
matter, though they continued this courſe euety day, | 
and cangot by perſwaſions of reaſon,or the force and | 


authoritic of the lawes of God or man, be diuerted and 
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dr:wnefiom it: ſach abaſeneſſe there is in man , fuch 
a dull and beaſtly ſottischnefle in nature, to contiary 
Religion and reaſon, eſpecially being ſeconded in any 
euill by company, and confirmed thercin by cuſtome, 
paſtreclaiming. 
Now if the vnited Provinces had peace with Spain, 
as other Countries haue, or were in ſubjection to 
Spaine , as not onely the Spanyards, but ſome of their 
owne infeted members, and: ſome others perhaps of 
Ours, iaconfiderately (as I ſuppoſe) ſeeme 1o deſire : 
then neithershould they be ſecure of their owne lives, 
eſtates, and liberties, nor their neighbors ſafe by them. 
For aſluredly, howſocyer men flatter themſelves, as the 
Catholike King would be King of all Catholike ſub- 
jes, ſo molt of the ſeeme to delire him for their head : 
But should they be ſo vnhappy as to haue their deſires, 
what were they bur faves? ſince where the Spaniard 
comes, he ſets himſclfe downe like an abſolute and ry- 
rannicall Lord , ſilencing all. Lawes but his -owne, 
which are as thoſe of the cAredes and Perſians ; yea as 
thoſe of Draco written in blood. Never did the Lurdanes 
more Lord it'in Ergland, then they where they con-. . 
quer,or be let in ypon any tcarmes: tell me Naples, Mi- 
fav, Aetwerpe, if this be not true. And though Keligion 
be made the ſtalking-hoiſe ro infatuate and bewitch 
the mindes of men , and make them betray themiclues 
and their Countries to flaverie ; yet the Larke beceing 
dared, and the Woodcocke in the Net, that maske is 
caſt away, and there isa much truſt to their promiſes, 
35 to the Moores their Kinſmen and late Countrimen. 
' Sothat becauſe of thisfeare , as long as the contraricty 
of Religion laſteth, the innocent party cannot be ſate 
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without armour, nor ſecure then. Shew mee in any 
part of Chriſtendome, where any perſon profeſſing 
the reformed Religion hath becne ſpared , were hee 
friend, neighbour,or kinſman, if That ſide had ſtrength 
enough to reach his throat: and notwithſtanding our 
advantages let flip in mercy, and none of them purſued 
bloudily , how haue they in all places , by all meanes 
wadedin bloud vp to the chinne , for the accomplish- 
ment of their deſignes? And this vvill continue as long 
as Antichriſt raignes ; for the Wolfe is bloudy , and the 
Lambe ſimple; his Fleece vvarme, and his Bloudand 
Flesh ſyveet. ' But if the peaceable Goſpel had free pal- 
ſage and free operation, then indeed there were not on- 
ly hope, but ſecurity, that vvee shou!d liue in peace one 
by another, and that the ſtrength and riches of one 
King, should not be terrible to another; vyhilit God 
would reach every one to be contented with their own, 
to attend yvith conſcience the charge they haue in. 
hand, the peaccable government of the Srates com- 
mitted to them , and as brothers to joyne their poyvers 
againſt the common enemie of the Chri/tian Religion; not 
ſo much ſeeking his ſubverſion as conyerſion; nor am-, 
bitionfly thirſting after the enlargement of their ovvne 
Kingdomes, as piouſly deſiring the enlargement of 
Chriſtes Kingdome. For as a covetous rich man, if he 
ſeriouſly thought to yyhat end his goods vyvete, giuen 
him;and what a ſtri& account the muſt make for them, . 
yvould nor ſo greedily hunt! after his ovvne hutt and 
others loſſe : ſo afſuredly, if ambitious Princes did yyell 
conſider their charge, and confcionably ſtudy ypon the 
workes and dities of their Callings;, (Knowing , that as 
the people are ginen to be their ſeruants , ſo they w— 
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they would not with ſo much hate and hazard of God 
and man, of ſoule and body , of their Kingdomes heere 
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ſubjes lives to certaine ruine, for the accomplish- 
ment of their inordinate and importunate deſires (el- 
pecially Chriſtian againſt Chriſſian, brother againſt bro- 
ms! buengp would they yſurpe ſuch a tyrannicall and 
heathenish authority ouer their flockes, as with the 
Great Turketo make their owne wils, limits, and lawes 
tothe wils of all other mea ; Hoc eff deglubere pecus, non 
zondere. But as the Pope, that ſpirituall Tyzavt, that Anri- 
chriſt, hath gotten Church-Courtiers to vphold his Re- 
altic, with impudent forcheades and artificiall falſe- 
Foods, ſo, theſe haue gotten Court Clergie-men to be- 
come their Champions; who , being full of winde them- 
ſclues , haue blowne theſe bladders with flatterie and 
forgerie, cuen to forget their owne vanitic, to which 
they are ſubje&, and to which they shalbe ſubjeed in 
the end : whilſt they imagine all other men to be made 
for their pleaſures ; and zheir Wils to be amore jaſt law ts 
their ſubjetts,then Gods Law us or can be to them. Well might 
they bee admonished by or Sowereigne, who: is able to 
be Tutor to them all, more dearely to priſe the lives of 
their ſubjeQs, and not to ſeeke quarrels to enlarge their 
Dominions,and to embroile all Chriſtendom, that they 
might fish-for aduantages,, but rather to ouerſce all in- 
jurics, but ſuch as would ſtartle David -himſelfe ; knos 
wing well, though warres be begun for the pleaſure of 
Princes, the ſubjceits blond muſt determine the contro- 
nerlic , and be powred out, as a ſacrifice to appeaſe the 
Furics wo rs ry 
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To retarne to my purpoſe ; if the vnired Provinces had 
peace with Spine , then they muſt trade ,as others doe, 
at the appointment of Spazze ; who having once the 
Faſt and Weſt [dies in poſſeſſion, would force all Z«- 
rope to be their Retailers,and that ypon molt ſervile and 
ynequall conditions , and ſo to take all commodities of 
them at the ſecond hand, and to vent them for their 
profit only. Whereby , having before the 1ndves, thoſe 
. fountaines of gold and ſiluer in their power, rhey would 

alſo this way ingrofle all the wealth of Chriſtendome 
into their coffers, and thereby inable and arme them- 
ſclues to accomplish that vniverſall Domigion they 
ayme at. For what should let them , whilſt they had 
the ſinewes of warre at command , and felt themlelnes 
ſtrongenough to rush into the batte] when they plea- 
ſed , and ſo. to ſurpriſe others vnprovided and vna- 
wares? whereas now the wnited Provinces mecte with 
much of their Marchandize at an indifferent rate , 
and ſometime exchange Leade and Iron for Gold; not 
admitting them to be Maſters of the whole world by the 
Popes Donation, hauing as good a title as they had, Whil## 
they have a ſword and power to wake good their title , as they 
did and doe. Why $hould it be juſtice in them to take 
from the Indies and inthrall them in ſeruitude, and in- 
juſtice in others, to rake againe from them , and to re- 
deeme their owne liberties? Eſpecially when all the 
gold they fetch from dia, is but to make chaines and 
ferters to captivate Chriſtendome, and all free Nations? 
Let others looke on and be laughed at, whilſt theſe 
Share the world; or ſtand by and giue ayme , whilſt 
theſe win the piize; or helpe ro hold vp others, till 
their owne time comes for correQion ; the vnited Pro- 
: | I 2 UVHICES 
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vinces will not loſe their parts neither inthe old nor 
new world : for which ( beſides their owne galne and 
glory ) all Chriſteadome is beholden to them , whilſt 
both they oppoſe this Monarch , and hinder his mon- 
firous and prodigious growth in the [zates , and allo re- 
ſtraine him from overflowing all Europe with an yni- 
verſall Deluge, as otherwiſe he would do. 

Againe, it the Ynited Provinces were all one with 
Spaine,, or vaſlals to it, then were their conjunction 
much more terrible : for hauing before the greateſt 
Land force of any Potentate in Chriltendome , if to 
this there were addcd their flrength at ſca,, wherein 
they excecde all Chri#tian States but our owne, who then 
could withſiand him ? for, ifhe frighted vs, cucn at 
Sea, in 88. when wee had the(e to helpe vs, to-guard 
our Coaſts, and to keepe backe , and diuert the Prince 
of Parma from his intended attempts, what then would 
he do having theſe to helpe him , and when he should 
finde not only the Hauens of Dunkerke, Newport , Offend 
S$lace,but all the Coalts of Zeelandand Holland, as ſo many 
mouthes, open to aſſault and devoure ys at an inſtant; 
and oportune toland fresh forces and ſupplics, of all 
kindes at pleaſure ? This truth Eſconedo, Secretary to D. 
tohs of Auſtria , ſaw long ſince, and at this day the Spa- 
miardices ittoowell; and therefore labours more for 
theſe Countries then for the Indies ; nay, he waſteth and 
imployes willingly all his I#4:az treaſure about the 
fetching in ofthele ; becauſe he ſces it to be more for 
his profit, at leaſt more conducing to the dire end 
of his aymes , to haue theſe then thoſe. For doubtleſle , if 
he were once abſolute Maſter of this wiſe and diligeat 
pcople, he would ſoone bee Maſter of all Europe be. 
. lides ; 
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ſides. Since, beſides the conveniencie of Situation, 
their induſtrie is able to etfe& any difficult wotke, 
which others thinke invincible : ſo that wee ſee them 
powerfu;l and proſperous euen in all ations they vn- 
dertake by Sea or Land ; and that they carry any enter- 
prize through , though it bee againſt Himſe!fe , the moſt 
powcrfull and politique Enemy in Chriſtendome. Aa/o# 
powerfull | call him in regard of his Indjes ; mo#t politique, 
in regard of hzs Ieſuites; and an Enemy I call and count 
him in regard of Relzgton ; Wee beeing for Chriſt, and hee for 

Antichriſt. ; | | 
Thus had he theſe Conntries joyned to thoſe Hee 
polleſſeth, together with thoſe that are Clients,ſubjeas, 
or vaſlals to the Houſe of AuZria, Germany were wholly 
poſleſled , open roades by Sea and Land made to the 
conqueſt of Denmarke and Sweden; France were be- 
ſieged and girt .about , Fng/and cither ſubjeted or 
blockt yp , and shut out of the world, and all Chri- 
ſtendome in daunger of a violent and ſodaine ſurpriſe 
by Sea and Land. It concecrnes all theſe therefore to 
looke about them, efpecially the petty Princes of Ger: 
manie , except they intend to hold their Crownesat the 
courteſie of Spaiue, and become fellow vaſſals with the 
reſt of Exrope , to the Catholique Sea and Sceptcr at 
once , as they hauc dishonorably ſuffered their neigh- 
boursto be by diſ-union, Whercasthe T»ited Provinces, 
making good their Words Wirh altons anſwerable , keepe 
thcir owne , and get ground of the Spanizrd, euen where 
he aſſaults, and do honorably extend their helpe to 
other Princes, caen when the warre knockes at their 
owne doores for entrance:, and when all corneis of the 
Land may hcarc the roaring of the enemies Cannon, 
3 2 with 
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with contempt. $0 that all Zurope beſides is the more 
ſecure, by reaſon theſe States and their Countries are 
imbroyied, and they againe inrich themſelues by that 
which impouerish the Exelish and all other Nations, 
(for which partly they may thanke the warres)I meanc 
by the Eaſt-Indian Voyages , wherein they haue theſe 
aduan-tages, which (I tuppoſe) otherswant. 

1. Firſt, they goe with leſle charge then others both 
for men and viaualls. Their ships requiring fewer per- 
ſons to man them , and their men lefle vituall and 
courſer to keepe them, then ours. Beſides , many of 
themare venturers , and ſo sharers in the gaine: And 
therefore wilbe content to liue with little, to indure 
all difficulties , to worke out all hazards with pati- 
ence , and bee gyþd husbands for the generall , whilſt 
they know the profit redounds to their particulars. 

2. Secondly , they carry out no coyac from their 

owne 5Szate , but what they bring in of. others ; their 
.owne being kept baſe ( perhaps for theſe purpoſes ) ſo 
that they furnish themſelues elſwhere , and weaken not 
the wealth and common ſtocke which is currant in the 
State, 
3. Thirdly , they vent the commodities which they 
bring from thence, for the moſt part in other places, 
and returne either mony, or other more neccſflaric 
ſupplies, in ſtead of the leſſe neceſſarie , which they 
Carry our. 

4- Fourthly, they make (as have before noted ) an 
eaſic exchange, nottrading vpon ſo ſtrit conditions as 
wee doe, but freely as the Spaniard doth with them 
and othcrs;and ſo oftentimes me<cte their commodities 
Halfe way, and barter powder and $hot , for Pepper, 
Cloucs , and other ſpices. 5. Fil 
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5. Fiftly, They hane a large territotie and ample 
command in the Eaſt-7zdjes, from whence they haue 
expelled the Spaniard and Portugal by force, and ſo hauc 
farre better oportunity & conyeniencie to trade there, 
then any other Nation whatſoever ; nay, they are able 
to lade themſclues from their owne Lands. Yea, it is in- 
credible what ſtrength they haue in thoſe parts both of 
men, Forts, and Confederates; and what a circuit of 
ground they command , whereupon thoſe rich com- 
modities are growing : All which they have wonne 
with their induſtrie, wifedome, and valour, from this 
Enemy of theirs, having crackt his credit there amongſt 
the »/idels, as they hope to do heere alſo amongft true 
beleeyers. Neither hath He hope either there or here, 
ever to recover what Hee hath loſt both in reputation 
and Rent, except Hee can worke a diviſion amongſt 
thermſelves, or at leaſt betwixt them and vs: which 
therefore to cffef, He turnes every ſtone, and trycs all 
concluſions Policie can invent. But I truſt, even Thoſe 
of theirs that are moſt intereſted in the quarrels of the Church 
at home , and thoſe of ours Who are moſt intereſted in the Ea« 

ſeerne quarrels, ſce the yiſue of theſe differences too well; 
to giue ſcope to their affeions ſo farre, as thereby to 
be made inſtruments to repoſſeſle the Spanyard either 
here or there in the ground hc hath loſt, Since what 
theyat home helpe to giac the Sparyard, they take from 
their owne Libetrtie; and what we take,or helpe to take 
from the Ho/lander to giue to that State, is to take from 
our ſelves, -t0 giue to our enemies, whilſt we weaker 
our beſt friends, and make the generall enemy of Chri- 
&cndomeſtrong, tor our owne certaine.ruine among(b 
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As for the terrible grouth of the Hollander , which 
ſome ſceme to ſtartle at, it caanot fright vs ; ſince their 
principall ſtrength is at ſea, and ſo obnoxious to many 
vaavoydeable dangers in their trade , except they hold 
good correſpondencie with vs. For our very Coaſt 
wilbe eucrable to command them, and hold them in 
awe, and they muſt reſolue either in ſtormes to ride 
out all hazards,& fight againſt winde, tide, rocks, ſands, 
and all other caſualties , or to ſubmit themſclues to the 
mercie of our harbours. And in calmes or fayre wea- 
ther they muſt paſſe euery flie-bote , at leaſt cuery Fleet 
they ſend&out and receiue home, with a guard ſufh- 
cient to keepe vs vnder hatches ; otherwiſe wee shall be 
ſure to gaine more by their voyages, then they them- 
ſclues that arc the ventarers. Now how impoſlible it is 
for that State to preuent theſe diſaſters of theirs, and 
Fuantages of ours, is apparent-to any man that obſer- 
ucth the ſituation of their Coaſt and ours, and conſide- 
teth how much one D#rkerke ſtandes now in their way. 

"Thus therefore whether they trade as Marchants or 
men of warre, and yvhether they labour to increaſe 
their Eſtate at home or abroad , or to hold their owne 
already acquired, our friendship is ſo abſolutely neceſ. 
ſarie, as they can doe nothing vvithout it, nor ſtir out 
vvithout leaue. So that God hath bound ys together b 
an vndifſolueable band of neceſlitie; and it were wel 
therefore that our hearts/afwell as our Lands, and our 
trades inall other places, afwell as at home , were ſo 
vnited. Now if I may have licence after ſo many judi- 
cious perſons that have-handled our trade in the Eaſt. 
Indies to'and fro; ahd groutided theirreaſons vypon ex- 
perience, to caſt jn my conjeCures, I would ſay, the 
cauſe wee thrive not ia that yoyage,is : 

x. Firſt, 
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1. Firſt, becauſe of our great charge; for our ships re- 
quire more Mariners then theirs, and the moſt that goe 
haue ſmall or no ventures, Great men being all the 
Sharers : and thoſe that go meerely as ſcruants , beſides 
that they are not ſo carefull of the maine aduenture as 
they should bee, and would if they were owners, wilbe 
well payde and full fed , notwithſtanding howſocyer 
the Voyagefals out. 

2- Secondly , our ships carry out much ſilver , fome 
by permiſſion, more by ſtealth ; and this is ſure, no- 
thing weakens a State ſo much as tranſportation of 
coyne. Let otherthings be tranſported out of the Land, 

or bee deare or cheape within the Land, all is one; this 
or that man may bee the richer or poorer, the State is 
the ſame ſtill. But where mony is exhauſted , and the 
returne doth not counteryaile the out-going, there the 
State decayes by degrees. As for example , if our Cloth, 
Corne, Bcere, Saffron, Tinne, Hides, and the like, will 
pay for our Silkes, Wine, Spice, Tobacco, &c. wee may 
ſtill live, though wee line poorely ( as luxurious bodies, 
who haue good ſlomackes to ſupply and renue their 
decayed ſtrength and wearicd ſpirits ) but if we waſte 
more one way, then the other will countervaile, whilſt 
wee haue no other commings in of Bullion from the 
Indies, as Spaine hath and wee wont to haue, our King- 
dome muſt needes decay and fall into pouertic , wan- 
ting monie, which is-propetly the wealth and ſirengith 
ofa Statc : Euen as wee ſec naturall bodies, when they 
are libidipous, fall into conſumptions, becaute their ex- 
pences exceede their revenues and commings in. 

3- Thirdly , wee may obſeruc our waſte , andſq our 

weakencs in this kinde, when wee ſpend in England 
IN ; 2 ty more 
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more wine, velyets, Silks, gold and filver, in Laces, Im- 
broderie, Guilding ; more Sugar, Tobacco, Drugs and 
Spices, then they do perhaps, in the places from whence 
wee fetch them ; and where Nature hath made ſome of 
them neceſſarie nourishments : ſo that our owne ships 
are not ſufficient to furnish vs, but others alſo vent 
much of theſe their vanities vpon our Coaſt, Thus per- 
haps this or that man may be the richer by this Trade, 
but I cannot conceive how the publike purſe is filled 
with Bullion, or the Commonwealth adyanced, bur r- 
ther much impoyerished, and miſerably weakned by it. 
As for fuchas ſay, The Kings Cuſtome is the greater, 
and shipping increaſed by it, I can conceive no proba. 
bility in cither, but conjeure, that ſtocke which is there 
waſted, and worne out with vie, would in both theſe 
reſpects, be more beneficiall, were it any other.-where, 
or any otherwiſe employed. |

4. Fourthly, we are tyed toſuch hard conditions,as 


muſt needes bee a venter indecd, if wee profit by the 
Voyage : For if we be ſtrong, we mutt not touch, with- 
out Spaive feales the Warrant ; and if we be weake , wee 
become a prey to them, orany other more potent. 
Thus we are ſent out as sheepe among Wolyes, and 
like Doves among Kites; and if we ſtirre any of theſe 
contrary to expreffe order, that Iuſtice , which would 
moderate all commerce amongſt Chriſtians, in an eyen 
and cqualt Balance, makesa prefident of his owne, and 
mues vs vp at our returne. 

5, Fiftly and laſtly, we hanveno Land, ora very lit- 
tle in thoſe Parts, and ſonot the like meanes from our 
owneannuall crops tolade our owne ships, or the like 
liberty and oporcugity to'furnish our ſelues by trading 

, | with 
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with thoſe ſeverall Nations, as they have. 

_ But now if it were poſſible to vnite onr Trades there, 
and to bring both Nations into one Corporation , it 
would be a meanes to ſtrengthen and aſlure both parts 
here and there , and to enrich both parts without feare 
of any third, or falling out amongſt our ſelves. 

For I verily belceve , that that diſguſt betwixt the 
,two Nations in the Eaſt-ndies, was not ſent thither 
without a Romish pradtiſe : nor can lbeleeve, that thaſe 
many delayes and dallyings fince yſcd in the compoſi- 
tion of thoſe grieyances , and in not ſatisfying His Ma- 
jeſties juſt demands , proceeded altogether from free 
and loyall thoughts to their owne State , but had the 
corrupt mixture of Spanish Lees in the bottome. Which 
may teach ys to be more charitable, then to cenſure the 
whole Nation for the praQtiſe of ſome few : ſincc wee 
may conſider , this State is compounded of members 
diverſly affeted ; and that the good and honeſt people 
doe ſuffer in our ſafferings , whilſt they ſee the others 
offer vs injurie, ypon purpoſe to make ys breake off, 
for the benefit of their Grand Signtor. 

Thus we have ſeenca glimpſe of that profit, which 
the wnited Provinces make of Wi Lens their 
other Enemy is the Watcr both ſalt and frosh ; of this 
likewiſe they make a profitable friend, as Iwill labour 
briefly to manifeſt, | 

The Sea lyes continually raging vpon their Coaſts 
in ſucha manner, asifit would hourely cate them vp, 
and ſwallow all at a mouthfull. It over-lookes them, 
and they ſceme to lye ynder it : yet they keepe out this 
ſtrong enemy at the armes end by artand induſtrie,ha- 
ving nothing but rampiers and fortifications of Sand 
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to oppoſe it. To'make theſe ſtrong therefore, and to 
vnite them that they may not be blown away with the 
violence of cuery ſtormy vvinde, it is incredible vyhat 
paincs they take, ſetting a kind of long grafle vpon the 
ſame barren Sands, as curiouſly and ——_—_ , as vvee 
ſet flowres and hearbes in our gardens : vvhich grafſe 
once getting roote, biades the earth together , that the 
winde cannot readily come 1o blow it away, and tea»! 
cheth them by the like combination to turne their 
weakenefle into the like ſtrength. Now this were no- 
thing,if they had bur a little banke to keepe, but conſi- 
dering what a large Coaſt they are to guard and make 
good in'this manner, (wanting our naturall yyalles of 
rocke) it is a miracle that they should haue fo much 
courage as to vndertake it, and ſo much conſtancie as 
to purſue it,and ſo much cunning as to effect ir. I make 
no queſtion if ſome Nations , who beare their heades 
aloft , had the like worke ja hand, they would cither 
neuer attempt it, or faint and giue oucr in the midſt ; & 
Cef. Com: rather with the Helwetians , ſeeke new Countries to in- 
habite, then be at ſuch a continuall coſt and care to de- 
fend their owne againſt two ſuch enemies at once: 
vyhen theſe norwlidanling , donot only keepe their 
ground, but as they haue dealt vvith Spaine for his in- 
truſion vpon their ancient Liberties , Rights, and Pri- 
viledges, ſo heere they haue wonne vpoa the Ocean, 
and recovered a great part from the Seas vſurpation; 
part vvhercof, having neither ſand nor other ſoyle to 
helpe them, they defend vvith ſtupendious heapes of 
ſtone, vvhich , vvith incredible coſt , they fetch from 
their neigh bor Princes, cuen in places farre remote, for 
monic;and with a continuall ſupply of theſe from time 
| I© 
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totime, keepe out theentrance of fo flrious an adver- 
fary. The aflault and battery:vyhich the Sea makes irs 
this one place that I haue ſcene, is abont an English 
mile long or more, which they defend and maintaine 
yvith huge piles of timber (broughtrlikewiſc from fo. 
reigne parts) inter-lined: vvith thoſe heapes of ſtone 
fore-mentioned about the bredth of two or three acres 
all that vvay : otherwife the Sea would breake in ouer 
all, and ſoone determine the controuerſie betwixt them 
and Spaive , taking poſleſſion of all from-borh of theax 
by force. JONES. 

Thus wee ſee how this people maintaine their 
owne, both againſt the King of Spaine and the Ocean, 
by helpes vvhuch they fetch from forraine Nations; 
vyhilſt both ther ſouldiers, vvherewith they oppofe the 
Spaniard, are principally ſtrangers, :and the very walles 
and bankes, yyhereby: they hokd out the Sea are like- 
wiſe forraine, and far-fetcht. And this is none of the 
leaſt part of the Piſmires wifedome and diligence : to 
which Sa/omon fcnds vs for imitation , whilſt he ſaith, 
_ to the Piſmire., O Sluzgard, Conſider ber 'Wayes , and be 
Wiſe. F Te | 16:15 

Now as they haue this open and able enemie, the 
Ocean, beGieging them almoſt about,& affaulting them 
vvithout continually; ſo haue they vvithin the fa&ious 
fresh-Waters , that vvill keepe within no bankes (like 
Schiſmatickes , without the ſalt of ſobriety and diſcreti- 
on) ouerflowing them at certaine ſcalons. Inſomuch 
as their ſoyle ſecmesa ſpunge in Summer, and a ſtan=» 
ding Meare in Winter; for then, almoſt, all the face of 
rhe Continent is vnder water. But ſee what profit they 
make of this Adycrfarie , whilſt cutting lazge paſſages 
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fron place to place with incredible coſt , theſe waters 
worke for. them continually as: faithtall ſeruants , con- 
veyingtheir earriages by this meancs, toand fro, ina 
cheape, eafie, and fafe manner. And ſuch vſe doubtleſle 
do they make of the ſcuerall ſeas and Religions , by 
neceſhitie tolerated among them , to kelpe to carry 
the general! : charge: and burthen of the Common- 
wealth, with the greater eaſe and aflurance. 

Nay not only the water, but the winde alſo is their 
journeyman , and{abors continually for them by Mils 
and other#Engines ; ſome pumping and forcing the wa- 
ters out of [their ſurrounded paſtures ; ſome preſling 
oyles, others bearing flaxe, hempe , copper; ſome grin- 
ding corne., others ſpice; ſome making paper , others 
fwing timber; and.briefly, neither man , woman , 
or child ; acither ſea nor land, neither water nor winde 
faffered tobe idle,but whereſoever it blowes, it blowes 
good to ſome of them. And it is remarkable & wonder- 
full, that though there be many of theſe Mils in every 
towne, yet none of them lacke worke , but haue aſmuch 
to doas they can turne their hands to attend. But whilt 
wee confider the harmony of the whole , together 
with the neceflaric' dependancie of one part with and 
vpon another , wee zeadly fee, that theſe Mils helpe 
tw imploy theirsbjps , and their ships them interchan- 
geably'; So-that whereas one ſaith wittily but not 
well, How all the elements conſpire there together to 
benaught,, to shew their diſlike of the naughty people, 
I may truly ſay , All the naughty Elements are forced 
there to do good, to shew the vertuve and diligence of 
the good people , who, conſpire together in honeſt la- 
Sor and ariiticjail induſtrie, Andthis is one of the cau« 
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ſes they can do things they vndertake, at cheaper rates 
then many with vs, becauſe they make the artificiall 
Engine"to worke for them , vyhich with the caſieat- 
tendance of one or two diſpatcheth the buſineſle, per- 
haps, of twenty. Thus as Sertoriue taught his vyeake 
ſouldier to pull off the horſe tayle , haire after haire, 
which a ſtronger could nort.moue rogerher all at once, 
ſo thefe make their ſtrong wits ſupply the detet of 
weake handcs,and with the helpe of Pa/{as or Hercnrie, 
effe& that yvhich Briari«s would wonder at. By thig 
meanes ar. infinite number of people are imployd in 
Shippes, Samoreufes, Hoyes, Skutes, and Botes , to car- 
ry arid recarry commodities, to fish, fowle , and trade 
from towne to towne. So that, though it be hard (as I 
haue ſayd) to determine whether the Land or Sea be 


molt inhabited by this Nation ; yet it is very proba- . 


ble, and.I verily belecue, that it their Land feedes one, 
and inricheth one, the water feedes two, and inricheth: 
ten for thatone. And fo excellently haue they contri- 
yed theſe channels , as they ſerue not only for neceſſa- 
cie draines to. their: grounds, and for highwaycs in 
tranſporting their goods commodioully from: place to 
place, but for ornamentsalfo to beautific afwell as in- 
rich their Townes, where the Ships and Botes paſſe yp 
and downe through their ſtrectes , and loade and vn- 
loade, take in,and deliuer wares at their doores; the ri- 
vers being walled on both ſides with faire houſes , and 
the. bankes ſet orderly and pleaſantly with trees in moſt 
places as you paſſe the common. ſtrectes of greateſt; 
dealing and ſtirringe 

Thus trade they within landamong(t them(clues, to 


the exceeding pleaſure and profit of all , and abroad at 
_ = Seca 
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Sea by the Eaſt and Weſt Iwdian Voyages, by their fish- 
ings for Whale , Cod, Sturgeon » Herring, and the like, 
they imploy a world of Shippes and men, and'by this 
meanes are not only able to maintaine the vvyarres , bue 
to helpe their neighbors alſo vvith Menand money : 
and notvvithſtanding all this, to build and piant vvith 
ſuch coſt and curiofitic , as if they meant not to loſe the 
poſſeſſion , ordid it for the yſe of other men , eſpecially 
their good friends the Spaniards. Nay rather they ſeeme 
to build thus richly and gorgeouſly vpon purpole, as if 
they imtended by that meanes to 1ntice the couctous 
andambitious Spaniards to aſſault them , and yet vvith- 
alltoafſure the Aſſaylants of their reſolution , to ſtand 
out to the laſt man, and that they take not ſuch paines 
for the pleaſure of any other , but them(clues and their 
ovvynechildren,cſpecially not for their Enemics,vvhom 
they rather contemne then feate, as theſe evidences 
manifeſt, 

Now as wee paſle along, it will not be amiſſe to 
ſpeake a word of their buildings , whichare faire, large, 
vniforme, all of brick , edged with marble or free-ftone. 
No coſt is ſpared cither to adorne them without or 
within , orto adapt them to the owners vie. Many of 
their houſes are paved with blacke and white Marble, 
and curiouſly fronted and in-layd with diverſe rich 
pieces, Yea the paving of their ſtreetes js ſuch, being 
much of it bricke laid edge-wiſe , as doth witneſle the 
gcncrall willingneſſe of their hearts to advance any 
publique worke cither for neceſſarie viſe or ornament : 
wherein they are a people beyond compariſon forward 
and liberall , ſo thatall common workes of whatſocuer 
Kinde , are with great zeale and diligence performed on

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al] hands, and that they,may be vvell and ſubſtantially 
effeted and:maintained , no colt is thought roo mach

And alttheſe with many other: charges domeſticke 
andforraine, 'may the more caſily be ſuſtained, whilft

. poſe) yerar leaſt by the example of their: Predecefiors 
dead and Superiorsliuing, as I would ro God wee were. 
This frogality of theirs appeares in three reſpes ; in

x Firſt, their &e2 is but homely,encry day is nota

As for their feaſtes, ifany exceſſe beamong them , 
3tis there to be-found,-and thar rather in their long 
-Hetings; then <oltly farfers : for theſe their meetings 
FTeeme meerely'to belouc-feaſtes, and to be'made more 
forſocietje and ''ndighbonpthood, then forthe delicacic 
of the 'Cates,which are neither yarious nor chargeable. 
They 'trayel} nor over Sea and Landfor daintics , nei- 
ther need they trayell farre for Cookes; their owne 
{erae'thejr turne ,-and fit their ſtomachs and pallates 
| vb þetter » 
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' } better, then either the luxurious alia, or ryorous 
French. Salt is their principall ſpice , and they travellto 
the dies rather for vs then for themſelues : ſince if 
| they ſpend one pound of thoſe Drugges, wee , for that 
X one, (Ibelecue ) ſpend one hundred. And the ſame may 
be ſaid of Sugar and other compoſitions for ſauces, 
which they -bring to vs, as to Gluttons, whilſt, like- 
ſober and temperate perſons , they abſtaine themſclues 
from the cxceſlive yſe of thofe vnwholeſome prouo- 
cations. ' 

2, Secondly, as their dietis moderate , whereall cx.. 
ceſle and waſte is avoyded, ſoare they modeſt in their 
apparell , shewing themſelues conſtant to their country 
fashion, and decently cloathed euery man according 
to his ranke and flate, The Lawes neede not limir 
them, whilſt Reaſon is their Law; and they are asha- 
med togo in ſuch apparell , as we shame to be without: 
I] mcane , as with vs the only glory is to be gay , and the 
greateſt shame to be ynder-clad or even-clad to our 
Callings : ſo with them the greateſt shame is to be 
gaudy , and the greateſt glory to be decently and mo- 
deſtly attired , equall to theit abilities, or rather ynder 
then aboue it : But now the light example of the French, 
ſeconded by our more ſutable converſation, hath be- 
gun to taint them by degrees with euery exceſle, eſpe- 
cially in apparell ; and if the prouident Magiſtrate looke 
not to it betimes , the vnbrideled: and licencious youth 
will, in this reſpec, vndo the publique , and weaue fet- 
ters of filke for their owns | wy which their plaine 
and wiſe forefathers ( in imitation of the renowned 
Spartans ) broke aſunder by induſtrie , and kept broken 
by frugality.and contented ruſticitie, Aſſuredly the cu- 

' M cuſtomary 
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cuſtomary ſubjeQion to any of theſe vices, effeminates 
the heart of man, and prepares a State fit and ſupple for 
any other ſubjetion , how baſe, dcjeaed, or dishono- 
rable ſoever it bce. 

3+ Thirdly, as their diets and clothes are meane, ſo 
are they generally contented with the eſtates and titles 
of their Anceſtors, not vainely or ambitioufily hunting 
after the badges of Gentilitieor Nobilitie, and yndoing 
themſelues ro purchaſe either. For they thinke it a 
madneſſ toclip their wings, thereby to impe out their 
traines , to leflen their meanes for the increaſe of their 
charge , and to ſell their Landes to buy titles. Much 
better is it ( lay they ) zo be Earle of Holland in poſſeſion, then 
titular King of Teruſalem. And by this contentment they 
enjoy themſclucs in a retired priuacie , whilſt the 
"Common-wealth enjoyes them as able to ſerue her in 
all reſpeas publiquely , as if they had ſtiles anſwerable 
to their deſcrvings. By this meanes alſo: they are not 
charged with ſuch pompe & futniture cither of clothes, * 
ſtuffe , Plate, and attendants, as fuch a ſtate would | 
require-, nor are they forced , forthe ſuckling and fatif- 
fying of theſe Calues, to draw milke from the Com- * 
mon-wealth till bloud follow, as they mult do, should 
they heighten their ſtation. 

I date fay , that their moderation-in theſe three ref. 
peas ,is none of the leaſt mcanes that they are ſo well 
able to goc through with all other difficulties ; whereas 
with'vs .the contratrie affeQion in theſe particulars, 
workes the contrarie effe&s, being the three principall 
cauſes of our generall want. 

2. Firſt for diet, it is wonderfull, that the Belly and 
Backe of England , like Bel and the Dragon , by Luxuric 
| | ang 
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4nd Pride should devoure all Gods bleſſings, which 
both by Sea, and Land it ſfelfe aboundantly brings 
forth ; and which, if men and not beaſtes had the dif. 
poſing of it , were able plentifully to helpe others; 
when as wee, not therewith contented, as if it were 
ſome barraine part of the world, and not one of the 
fruitfulleſt, doe call for ſupplies out of Treland and Scor- 
land alſo, (eſpecially of Beete and Mutton) when no 
Land in Chriſtendome is better furnished of thoſe ſa- 
lid and ſubſtanriall prouiſions then our owne. But 
thoſe brethren of ours both in Trelaud and Scotland are 
content with dried fish, barly-broth , milke , whay, 
cruds , 5hamrocks, long woorts, rootes, and the like, 
yyhilt they furnish vs with their flech which they 
finde ſo vendible in our Markets. 

One of the cauſes of this may bee the idle waſte of 
our young fore, cuen then whea they are new falne fro 
the dam. What droves of Calues, Lambs, Rabets, and 
yong Fowle, with fish, fruit, and abundance of other vi- 
ands , arc daily deyoured in one City of Loudon before 
they come to mainritie, and that for the ſatisfaction of 

every prodigall yourh,and luxurious Dame 2? 

2. Secondly, for.apparell, (beſides that no mans me- 
mory can thinke vpon all the out-landish royes, which 
are howrely brought in, and made neceſlatie to vs, by 
the change of ſo many new fashions that haue floated 
amonglit ys in their ſeaſons) the principall clothing 
vied amongſt vs, is both forraine and beyond the abi- 
lity of the wearer, if cither his eſtate and calling, or the 
Lawes of the Land were looked ypon with reſpect. 


But wec are more led in thele things by the example of 


our preſent ſuperiors, then the Lawes of our wiſer pre- 
—_— 7 deceſlors, 
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deceſſors, It yycre bravery therefore indeed vvorthy 
of a Conrtier, knowing others would imitate and fol- 
tow him in the head of the fashjon, to adorne himlſelfe 
vvith domeſtique ornaments, banishing thoſe Dotres 
and Butterflics from his eares ahd clbowes , who durft 
buzze about him. contrarie perſwaſions : and whilſt 
hec ſceth the 1taliar, French and Spaniard come in Silkes, 
to incountertheſe with skarlet cloth; thoſe Eng/i5h bra. 
ucries, as our Anceſtours had wont, and our vviſer 
neighbours vſe to doe. What adyantage hath an embro- 
dered coatc,ofa plaine modeſt habite, in treaty or coun- 
11? Onely this, that the more ſober perſon knowes 
there may be a ſudden sharpneſle of vvit, or a reſerved 
formality, no ſolidity, where there is ſo much yanity. 
And now, I'pray, vvhen Gallants know that this is the 
generall opinion of the world, and their outward ha- 
bits is one of the principall markes whereby men gueſle 
at the inward, vyhat haue they gotten by their affeted 
braueric ? nay how much rather, if they bee yviſe , hauc 
they loſt, to buy the opinion of folly at ſo deare a rate ? 
doubtleſfle, if in theſe kindes wee could bee ſo happily 
vviſe, as to moderate our ſelves either by Lawes or cx- 
ample, wee should ſoone abate much of our neigh- 
bours pride, vvho for lacke of yent for their vanities, 
vvould bee forced to ſpend them vvithin themſelves; 
and ſo our Broad-clothes would in short time fret out 
their Silkes and Velyets; and wee should learne by the 
frugall example of the vviſe Piſmire_, to make profite of 
them, as they now make profit of ys. 

The like may be ſaid of that ambitious diſpoſition: 
or humour of ours to hunt after titles, as if the Calen- 
Lure of Spayne had infeted oux more temperate climate, 

nba _ and 
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aud ſo intoxicated our judgements , that like perſons 
giddy vvith high climbing, or high looking, vvee had 
forgot our owne ſtanding, infomuch as the Tomandrie_s 


aſpires to Genrilitie, the Gentilitie to Nobzlitie, the Nobili- Ef, 14,14. 


rie to Princypalitie : Euery one with Lucifer ſaying, Ero 7 
ils aitiſsme. And thus Confuſion mixeth all , and 
marres all. | 

There are Lawes to prevent all theſe diſorders, and 
to keepe every man in his ranke : But they lye dead, 
whilſt theſe vices often liue in the perſons that should 
Execute them. So that the offence is lawfull, the Lawe 
is ſiofull ; vice hath gotten the vpper-hand of vere, 
and the Lawe now either ſerves tono end, or onely 
ferues to shew vs our trauſereſsions, and how apt wee are 
to doe whatſoeyer Iuſtice prohibites, though therein 
wee contradict both the will of God and the King, Would 
God that hecereafter whoſoever durit preſume to begge 
the penaltic of a Statute ordayned for preuenting or 
remooving theſe and the like common annoyances, 
thereby to make the lawe voyd for his private benefite, 
(diſpenſing with a generall offence done ro the Com. 
maon-wealth) might be counted a traytour (as truly hee 
isn0 better) and ſo punished for his treaſon, that ozhers 


might heare, and feare, and do no more ſo. Deut.$7-38; 


I might adde fitly in this place the ſeveritie of the 
Magiſtrates in the vnzzed Provinces, in taking all mults 
of this kinde where the tranſgreſſion is common, and 
zmploying ſuch forfeitures to the genetall good of the 
State , making with the blood of one Scorpion, an Antidote a- 


gainſt the poyſon of others. Likewiſe 1 might ſpeake of | 


their Mercie in that which concernes life , inſomuch 
as, though Fcllonie be death by their Lawe, yet few die 
M 3 : for 
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for the firſt offence , bur haue two or three admoniti. 
ons by whipping , and branding, before they be cut off 
as. dead members, But indeed their generall diligence 
fo takes them vp, and prouides ſo well for their im- 
ployment, as there are very few theeves among(t them, 
in compariſon of other Countrics yvhere idleneſle is 
more permitted. 

L muſt likewiſe tell you, how not only Robbery , bur 
euen that cloſe kinde of thefr , wſurie , vvhich eats vp 
all trading, and picks the pocket of euery profeſſion , is 
no free-denizen in-their Land, but a meere ſtranger or 
ſojourner,and that a very poore one: And how by this 
meanes Land is bought and ſold at good rates, and the 
Nocke of every man' kept ſtirring in ſome kinde or 0. 
ther ; vvhich quickens the Common-wealth , and 
keepesthe backe of the Marchant from-breaking. And 
I could wish, by the way , with all my hearr, that it 
were banished Englandalſo, or at leaſt muzled for bi- 
ting ſo deepe : Or, if neither of theſe, yct that the 
bandes and aſſurances might be publiquely recorded, 
anda part of the intereſt kept backe to the vie of his 
Majeſtic and the Church, cowards the redeeming of 
Impropriations. And great reaſon for this, ſince now, 
offending againſt God and the King, they pay no- 
thing of their increale to either ; but by this meanes 
might be reſtrained , or at leaſt conſtrained to do his 
Majeſtic ſervice, and to recover to the Church their 
ancient right ; which to performe , I doubt not, from - 
the tenths of the vie-money in Enz/and, a ſumme ut; 
ficient might ſpeedily beraiſed. 

I might likewiſe Shew their equity , not onely in de- 
£iding contoyerlics, and cuting off delayes in Lawe 
with 
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with expedition , but alſo in providing for the poore 
Debtor, who hath not to pay his Creditor. For if it ap- 
peare, that either fire, ſca, ſuretiship , uſt, orſome 
ſuch croſle , or ( as we fay ) caſualty, hath impoverished 
him ; and that his wants ariſe not cither from prodiga- 
lity , or louth , or ſome perſonall defett in his Calling, 
he shalbe inabled and ſet vp againe; atleaſt, it hee be 
calt intopriſon , the mercileſſe man, who with vs ſayth, 
He will make Dice of his bones, shall be forced to keepe 
him thereat his owne charge. Ando itis , if the ſuite 


ſinell of ycxation in the Plaintife , or if the Defendanr 


ought and be able , but fraudulently denies, or delayes 
to latisfic the Plaintifte,a quicke and ſpeedy tryall mani- 
feſteth the truth , and cuts off thoſe demurres , which 
with vs.-had wont to occaſion greater loſle of time and 
money , then the loſle of the debt, or thing in queſtion 
could haue beene to either party , at firſt without ſuite : 
though now to the honour of the Clergie , Conſcience 
begins to finde the right end, to vawinde that infinite 
bottome of controveries , which the confuſed variety 
of opinions had made in the determination. of Right 
and Wrong, Yet whether that courſe of theirs , where 
the impriſoned lycs at the charge of the Ator , would 
doe well or no with vs , I doubt ; though there, I am af 
ſured, it neither makes any man the leſſe wary of his 
eſtate , or the lefle carefull to pay his debts ; ncither is- 
dealing any thing the more dead; every man ſo honeſt- 
ly and diretly aymes to doe what he is able for the ge. 
nerall {atisfation of all; ſo that few repent of any trutt 

they have affoorded others. 
1 might here alſo obſerve amongſt them , that which 
Comines obicryes of the Yenetians; that ypon every ex 
M 4 LI. 
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traordinary occaſion , when they are to conſult about 

any ſpeciall point of Statc, or executeany thing conſul- 

ted of, which concernes the publike ſafety , they begin 

at God, and appoint certain B:d-dayes ,as they call them, 

or dayes of Faſting and prayer , to implore thedirettion 

and aſliſtance of God in the PN of their enter- 

. rizes. And as Comes, vpon that occaſion , both pray- 
—_ ſeth the Yerectians, and pronounceth them bleſſed; fo 
'* doubtlefle may I ſay of this people , that they proſper 

the better in all their vndertakings and attempts, for 

this their ſolemne , dovout , and piqus proceeding. 

Whereas wepaſle by theſe, and the like paſſages with- 

out obſervation, and have loſt a Prince of excellent hope, 

and haue had the Daughter of our KI N G, great with 
Mat,24.19, Childe , andin thedaph of Winter , a ſlate and ſeaſon vnfit 
20. for flight , andbby our Saviours direttion to be prayed againſt, 
Lap :6-'yamercifully hunted vp and downe like a Partridge , or 
Reuel. 12.1 like that Woman in the Revelation, purſued by the Dragon , 
3: 3.4.6 fromthe heaven of a Kingdome and Principalitie , through the 
Wilderneſſe of many Woes and miſeries, with infinite other 
difficulties and barbarops indignitics , impoſſible to be 
proffered or forced vpon Ladics by generous ſpirits, and 
impoſſibleto be borne and overcome, but by an invin- 

cible ſpirit: And haue ſeene a Palatinate ſpoyled , the 

chiefe City ( SanAuary for the perſecuted members of 

Chriſt; a Seminary of picty heretofore) ſtormed, taken, 

poſſeſſed , and made a Cage for vncleane birds: yea, all 

the reſt blockt vp and beſieged beyond hope of reco- 

very : The Church alſo amongit the Griſors, and in 

France oppreſſed and perſecuted; and yet for all this 

haue notfaſted a meale,' sheda teare , let flic a publike 

ſigh , or generall grone, abatcd any of our pompe or 

pride, 
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price , for theſe afflitions and humiliation ; but rather, 


ike corrupted flesh , (wel'd higher for theſe ſtrokes ; or 


as ſenfleſſe limbes,hauc not felt the cauterizing and cut- 
ting off our owne members. Nay , 88, and the Powder- 
plot are forgotten , or we haue forgotten to giue thanks 
for thoſe deliverances ; or whether we may praiſe God 
for them or no, I know not, but I am ſure of this, that 
wedoe not. 

Perhaps this may bee the peoples fault, who are ſo 
farre from obſerving extraordinary and religious Faſts, 
as they will not obey the Magiſtrate commanding or- 
dinary and civill Faſts for politicke reſpets. Perhaps it 


may be the Prieſts, who.should obſerve when God calleth Ioel.s, 14; 


vs to faſling, and then admonish the Magiſtrate , and 

blow the trumpet to excite the people to mourning. 
Perhaps the fault may be generall, Peace and Plenty 
having rockt ys aſleepe with a continuall feaſt of ſixty 
and foure yeeres long , ſo that now we haye forgot to 
faſt, or haue bodies vnapt for that exerciſe. But where- 
ſoevcrthe fault is, I wish it were mended. 5 
| Ishould conclude all with a touch of their Councel, 
and politique Government in point of State, but ihar 
the buſineſſe is too deepe and private for my inquili- 
tion : Onely 1 obſerue a generall freedome permitted 
and vied , where generall actions which concerne all , 
and are maintained by all,are generally debatcd,argued, 
ſifted and cenſured by all men without contradiQtion. 
And this ( I thinke ) to the end cither that Rumour ha» 
ving ſcope enough to play in , may die withoutan Ec 
cho ,or that ſo the beſt aud worit may bee ſcene or 
heard, and all danger and adyantages diſcovered which 
are ſubjeR to the common eye. But ater all this , the 
_m—_” X reſolution 
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reſotution and concluſion is ſilent and ſodaine , whilft 
they giue all mea libertie to informe , my themſelues 
only dire and diſpoſe of the buſinefſe : forrhey ſeke 
not the fatisfation of their owne wils ſo much , as the 
ecnerall ſatisfaQtion ofall , where it may be with the 
ood of all. And whilſt men doe no hurt with their 
Fad, they permit them frecly to do all the good they 
can with their tongues , without feare of punishment. 
No man doth any thing , which he is ashamcd to 
heare of; or if he doth euill ( as all men may erre ) defi- 
reth to heare of it by any meanes, that ſo he may the 
better and ſooner know how to amend it. Itis the in- 
ſolent and obſtinate which hideth his faulkes , arid 
ſtops the mouth of truth by violence;the penitent con- 
feſleth hiserror, becauſe he intends ro giue ſatisfattion, 
And now I haue showne you but a glimpſe or sha. 
dow of the true ſtate of thoſe Countries, what need 
wee ſecke for Plato his communitie , or Sir Thomas More his 
Fropia, when the rcalitic of their wishes and beſt con- 
ceptionsare brought into aQion ; and the beſt 'of whit- 
they fancied might bee , is heere ſcene truly to bee, af- 
ter a moſt exat and correted Copie? And this is 
enough to make all wiſemen well affetioned toward 
the people, which I wish with all my heart, that ſo 
our affociation might 'be firme , our imitation fafe, 
Whatshall we need to trauell to fuch places for fashi- 
ons as affoord nothing but what wiſe men and good 
mens$hundÞ Let vs rather flocke thither where all things 
abound, which wifemen and good men ſecke : Fidelity 
in bargaines ard contratts , wiſedome in counſell, firenath in 
warre , brotherly loue and aſſurance, modeity and PFaalitie , 
and that [ may ſay all in a word, Pierie , and Religion, 
x Fot 
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* For that which I heare ſome whiſper in ſcorne a- 

gainſt this Eycomium of their pietic, as if there were no- 
thing lefle cared for then Religion amongit them , 
whete all Religions are tollerated , is eaſily clecred to 
an indifferent and vnderſtanding Iudge : conſidering, 
Firſt, that they are in warre, and muſt for that cauſe 
hold good quarter with all , but in regard of their 
owne infeted members, whoſe corruption might 
otherwiſe be wrought vpon to breake out , as alſo in 
regard the burthen of the watre requires many able 
ſupporters, who muſt bee wooed and bribed with pri 
yate libertic , to defend the publique; and oftentimes 
wee ſee Indas carries the purſe, and the moſt able are 
notalwayes the beſt affected. Secondly , where the gold 
and riches of 1nfdels are imployd to invade the State, 
they thinke it lawfull to yſe the gold of rewes, Turks, 
and Heretikes to defend themſclues withall. But if 
any objed , the Enemy takes the 1»fdels gold by com- 
pulſion without contratt , and therefore his a& is 
lawfull : theſe ſay , They doe it withour compultſion, 
with the conſent and good liking of the /eW, and there- 
fore they hold their courſe more juſtifiable. Thirdly 
and laſtly , they are a Common.Wealth , and ſo want that 
abſolute power ouer their members, which Monarchies 
have and may vſe ; and therefore are forced ſometimes 
to winke at ſingular Mr{chtefes, for the avoyding of 
wniverſall Incomveniences, Neither are they apt or dcli- 
rous to preſle the conſcience too ſtritly, ſince God him- 
ſelfe ſaues no man again? hu Will. 

But as | much lament that the wine of giddie Schiſme 
Should diſ-mantle the Chriſtian Common-Wwealth, to the 
{candall of 1ewes and Twrkes , and derifion of Atheiffs,

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vvishing vvith all my heart it yvere otherwiſe: ſo vvith- 
all L vvish, ſince ſuch a happineſſe as vniverſall Peace 
cannot be hoped for, till it pleaſe God to effect it by 
miracle, that in the meane time there vvere an equall 
toleration of Religion thorow all Chriſtendowe; vvith 
proviſion, that none but one Religion should be profeſ- 
ſed, and publiquely preached in one place, though 
others might there liue ſafely and freely vvithout im- 
peachment of their conſciences ,' perfons, or goods; ſo 
they neither made attempt of violent mutation , nor 
had publique mectings, or harboured ſuch teachers as 
yvere contrary in opinion to the Church and State 
vyherein they lived. 

And (if it be lawfull for ſilly ſubjeAs, yvho ſtand a- 
loofe off to pric into the ſacred Arke of their Sovye- 
raignes intent, and 1o to gueſle at their hidden purpo. 
ſes) 1 verily beleeve, that this, or ſomething like it, is 
that yvhich his Majeſtic aymes at, if he couldeffett it as 
vvell in Italy, France,and Spazne,as he vyould ypon thoſe 
or better tearmes, vvillingly grant it in Z»gland, Other- 
wiſe hee ſecs it vyould be prejudiciall and diſadyantages- 
ous to the 7r#th,to permit a tolleration only in England, 
Except he could likewiſe eſtablish it vniverſally. But 
then it were to be hoped, that Truth would get ground 
of falshood by familiaritie ; and that civill communion 
yvould prepare the mind for ſpirituall, and not ſuffer 
ſuch an averſeneſle to continue amongſt vs, as is noyy 
generally profeſſed, vvhen Chri/tians hold each other in 
vvorle account then Turkes. Inſomuch as ſome men ſay, 
and it ſeemes not vvithout ſome reaſon , that they had 
rather live vnder the Turke, then vnder the King of 
Sparne, For the Twrke yyill permit them the free exer-

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eiſe of their religion , atleaſt the libertie of conſcience; 
but the [nqwi/ition of Spaine tyes all men in a Tyranni- 
call manner to be flaues to Rome,and forceth them with 
tortures to renounce their Faith,doing violence to the 
will of man , which they themſelues hold to be free, 
euen whilſt they punish the perſon and will for being 
ſo. And aſſuredly therefore, as religious pretences and 
a ſtrict obſervance of the Rowish Faith , have much 
advanced-the Sparisch Conqueſts one way, amongſt 
fooles that wilbe eaſily miſ-led with flourishes : ſo the 
preſſing 'of the I2qui/ition vpon conquered Countrics 
hath hindered his{Gpaqueſts in other partes amongſt 
wiſe and free NatOnhs, who can looke into thoſe dou- 
ble drifts of policie. And this diſcoverie hath ſaved 
Chriſtendome from that Catholique ſubjeQion , at 
which that State hath maincly aymed:, cuer ſince it ac-

. For wee ſee, whilſt the Twrke holds all men $halbe 
faved in their ſeyerall Religions, ſo they be conſtant to 
them, theſe hold all hbr;/ians to be Hereticks , that ad- 
herenot in all points to their opinions though never (o 
abſurd, abhor'd, and contraditorie to the vealed 
will of God. And, theſe ſuppoſed Heretickes, they 
purſue with the ytmoſt violence , malicious hearts can 


expreſſe by cruell ations, viing them worle then a righte. Pro,12. 20% 


04 man Would vſe hi beaſt , which he knowes is his fel- 
low-creature : When theſe, forgetting all reſpe& to Man 
the true image of God, as themſelues are, do prefer

wealth,thatſo they may be in louc with their owne eaſe. 

Others thinke confederacics ſuſpicious and dangerous 

on both ſides; mariages :ather ſcarifie the cloſe wounds; 

and that wealth makes the people proude and vntrata- 
-ble. Wherefore they thinke better that the Nobles be 
curbed , and that ſtirring edge of honor ground off;that 
domeſticke faQion be maintained , whereby the envy 
& emulation of great men may be buſicd in pulling one 
B ancther 
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another downe : That Country-contention be cheri. 
rished, to keepe by that meanes the Common ſtocke 
Rirring ; to vent the ſpleene of neighbor againſt neigh. 
bor , fo that they shall not nced to looke out for ene. 
mics, nor haue leyſure to combine themſelues and 
turne head againſt the publique Magiſtrate. 

Amongſt all theſe various opinions, the shreds of 
Politicians, which patch vp the Commonwealth like a 
beggars cloake, Salomon heere ( as wiſe I thinke, as any 
otherman, eſpecially in king-craft) ſets downe his obſer. 
vation and opinion in wo bricfe Aphoriſmes. of State, 
Intice exalteth aNation but [anne is a shame to any People.” 

Heerein I obſerve two Conmnitions , two Seperations, 
and two Oppoſuions. | 

1. The two Coniundions : 

I.- Firſt betwixt In#ice and Honor : In theſe wordes, 
InF#ice exalteth , or , honoreth a Nation. 

2. The ſecond betwixt Sinne and Shame; in theſe 
words : But /ane u« ashame to any People. 

Now , Thoſe that God bath ioyned,let no man put afunder, 
2. The two Separations ate : 

I. Firſt , betwixt Iu#ice and- Shame. 

2. Theſecond, betwixt Sie and Honor. 

Now thoſe that God hath ſeuered , let no man joyne

3. Thetwo Oppoſitionsare : 

1. Firſt , betwixt [n#ice and Sinne. 

2. Theſecond betwixt Shame and Honor. 

Now thoſe that God hath oppoſed , no man can put 
together , without a Diabolicall Contraf?, a Sodomiticall 
mixture, a ſinne againſt Nature. |

Thus as [anrzs head(which wasan embleme of Policy) 
looked both wayes , backward and forward, to prevent 
daunger : ſo this Text, to the right hand and to the lefc. _ 
It hath an eye to wverzue , that it fade not for lacke of 
incouragement, and to wice, that in over-ſpreade not all 
for lacke of weeding. Heere wee have wvertue walking 
like an auncient Englishman with an honorable traine * 
of followers; and vice like a moderne Gallant, who hath 
\ travelled away his veriue, wit, and wea'!th, and returnes 
with a ſingle Page,according to that approucd Proyerbe, 
Sinne gotth before , aud shame followes after. 

The termes are clcare enough ; wee all ynderſtand 
vyhat is meant by Iu/tice and Honor,and Sinne and Shame. 
Iufice is cither eſſential, or virtual. 

Eſſentiaf! Ta#tice is God himſelfe, cuery attribute of 
God being God. 

Virtual Tuf7ice is a beame of that Sunne. For though it 
be true, that onely divine luſtice of it ſelfe, abſolutely 
and immediatly guilds all perſons and places it refleas 
ypon vvith fauour; yet it is alſo true, that God by virtu- 
all luſtice, (a ſparke of the ſame celeſtiall fire) as by an 
inſtrumentall cauſe, js pleaſed to adorne and beautifie 
the humane nature, yea and to accept of honour inten- 
ded by man to the diuine Nature : For hee tat honourerh 1,542,730, 
me (faith God) IWillhonour: As if God were pleaſed to 
exchange (as it were) commodities with man, and ſo to 
prize the ſcruice of man, as to rcturac a reward for 
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mans worke : not {I muſt confeſfe) either out of condie- 
witie or congruitie, as if man did merit it ;but out of a- 
bundant 1*#ice, ſince God hath out of Mercte promi- 
{ed it. 

This Iuſtice then here ſpoken of, is virtna't InFice, rhe 
iuſtice of man communicated to him by Gods ſpirit. 

And this is cither vunziuerſall, or particular. 

1 Pniverſall Inſlice is that hotineſſe and fanQitie, 
whereby we giue ynto God yvhat belongs vnto him in 
our religious yvorship and feruice, as Faith, Feare, Lone, 
Honour, and the efeas of thele ; vyhich muſt bee per- 
formed according to the expreſle letter of the Law , his 
yvill delivered in the Scripture , yyhich is the infallible 
Word of truth, otherwiſe it cannot be juſt , if it contra- 
ditts that word of God which is the rule of truth and 
zuſtice, | 

2 Particoulas Toflice is that, vyhereby wee giue vnto 
man vvhat belongs vato man, as fidelitic in promiſes 
and contracts, obedience to ſuperiours,loue to inferiors, 
equality toall: and therefore One ſaith, Iw/icza off vir- 
tu adequans vnum cum alters, Taſtice is a vertue vvhick 
makes things iuſt. And Ambroſe, Iniicia eff virtus que ve 
uicuique quod ſuum eſt, tribuit, alzenum non vendicat, uiilita- 
rem propriam negligtt , vt communem aqualitatem cuſtodiat. 
Juſtice is a vertne vvhich giues encry man his owne, 
claimes not that which is another mans., neglecs pri- 
vate gaine, that it may obſerue common equality. For 


12-7. both theſe our Saviour giues a rule, Give wnro God thes 


things that are Gods, there is oninerſa/l Inſtice : and unto Ce- 
far the things that are Ceſars, there is particular Inſtice. 
Againe, luſtice is cither privare, or publike. 
3 Private juſtice is that which a man a at 
ome ; 
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home: firt to himſelfe in his owne perſon, then to o- 
thers in his family: (for 1 extend private Iuſtice fo farre.) 

Firſt, teaching himſelfe with all ſobrictie , declinare 4 
mulo, facere bonums, looking into his owne inclination, 
cenſuciag himſelfe ſtrictly, becomminga lawe to him» 
ſelfe, reſtrayning his owne perucrſe and libidinous de- 


fires, and likea iuſt man, neither defrauding himſclfe of 


that which is meceforhim, nor (with roo much indul- 
gence) cockering vp hisnature with more then enough.

Thus the iuſt man eates, and drinkes, and fleepes e- 
nongh to ſatisfic nature, but exceeds not ; clothes him- 
felfe according to his eſtate in a-mediocritie, both for 
neceſlitic and decencie ; deſires an eſtate, that hee may 
xather be able torclieue others, then to begge relicfe, 
but all without cxceſle, according to 4gurs prayer, Prove: 
30. $. 9. 

He robs not himſelfe to Teaueto others , hee knowes- 


not to whom, as the rich foole doth, who hath wo power Eccl. 6.3. 


za eate: neither doth herob others for his owne priuate 
wealth, cating vp all, and not ſuffering the poore to cate 
atall: He robs not the whole world, and all other mens- 
children for his owne, by deceipt- or violence , neither: 
doth he rob his owne children by exceſſe and prodiga- 


lice. He is not Carilime-like, alient avidus, ſui profu ſus ; but gajut, 


be vieth the world as if he vied it not , knowing hee is 
but a pilgrime, a ſoiourner hcre. He loues his-wife, and 
giues her all due beneuolence ; yet makes hec not the: 
head to gouerne all, nor the foote to bee Joweſt of all;. 


butas theeyc in his head, the apple in hiseye, the heare: 


in his body, giues her all due reſpe&t and honour, which 
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way ftand with his owne honour, and not deſtroy both. 
His children he makes as ſcruants, obedient ; his ſer- 
vants as children, loving ; intreating his ſervants as 
ſomes, and ſo eſteeming them ; and commanding his 
ſonnes as ſeruants, and ſo nurturing them. If his ſonne 
hath the inheritance, his ſeruant hath the Leaſe; his ſer. 
vant Shall ſerue his ſonne, bur his ſonne $hall keepe his 
ſeruant. And this is a ivſt man to himſelfe and his at 
home, without which he can never bce truly to abroad 
to. others. 0% 

2 Publike inſiice is that which hee doth excrciſe to o- 
thers in the Common-wealth in his particular calling, 
as he is a Magiltrate, Miniſter, Lawyer, Phiſitian, Mer- 
chant, Mechanicke, or the like. Hee mgkes a con lcicnce 
of hiscalling, and knowes he myſt giue an accompr tor 
the imploymeat of his talcats; and therefore victh him- 
ſelfe in his place, not asif the cad of his vocation were 
onely to gather wealth, and enrich himſelfe and his po- 
ſteritie, but to doe God ſeruice, and other men good, 
knowing that Heathens could ſay , Non ſolum nobss nati 
ſums, ſed partim yeuls partins parentibas, &c. and there- 
zore followeth the rule giuen by Saint Paul to Titzs, and 
contracted cloſe in three Aduerbes , vt vinamw ſobrid, 
enfte, pie. 

_ Firlt, ſobrie, ſoberly : becauſe all inſtice muſt begin at 
home, it is the rule of all , Lowe thy neighbour 45 thy ſelfe: 
it thou doeſt not loue thy ſclfc well firſt; thou canit not 
loue thy neighbour well at a'l. 

Secondly, infle, iuftly. Doe as thou Wouldeſt be done to:

carft thou loye God Whom thou haſt not ſeene ? 
Thirdly, pie,godlily; for this is the ſumme of all,7h9u

like thy ſelfe : in theſe conſis all the Law andthe Prophets. 

Now then a man being. thus ſober at home in his 
owne deportment, iuſt abroad co others in publique 
commetce,and religious.towards God in his deuotions, 
is accounted by God and Mana iuit man, Not as ifany 
abſolate luſtice were in him (for that alone is Gods,and 
there is none that ſinnes not ) but iuſt in compariſon of «lo, 1.8, 

- others, iuſt in eſtimation with others , iuſt in affetion | 
to others;iuſt if wee meaſure his declenſions and digref. 

fions with his common converſation , and judge him 

not by any particular a&, but by the generall. And thus 

was Abraham, Lot,1ob, Samuel, Dauid, Zachary,iuſt men ; not 
abſolutely juſt, generally iuſt, ſed ſecandum quid, after a 

ſort. | | 

And whena man isthus:ijuſt , ſee what honor it pro- 
.cures him. Other Men, dare referre themieJues and all 
that they haue to the cenſure ofſuch, knowing his con- 
ſcience is a lawe vnto him, and he will not tranſgreſle 
againſt ir forthe world. _ ROE 

Whatan honor was it for Abrahams in the contention 
betwixt Zors ſeruants and his, to. offer Lo ( though he 
were the younger and weaker ) the honor of the day, 
the honor of the place, the right or left hand, chuſe 
which he would ? This was Iuſtice, and Iuſtice without 
partiality, without priuate reſpeQ; forit was in Abrahams Geneſ.13.9 
power beirg both the elder.and ſtronger , to baue taken 
which hand he would, and either to haue left Lot the 
worlt part, or no part. 

What an honor was it againe for Abrahaws to take 
armes to redcem his Couſin Lo? from thraldom? doubt. z4. IN

Nay , when Abraham hath ouercome , ſee his Tuſtice 
$hining moreclcerely yet, proteſting to the king of $0.

my hand to che Lord the moft high God , poſſefior of heaven and 
earth, That I'vvill not take any thing that u thine, from a threed

No man but God shall make 4brahars rich , eſpecially 
none aducrſe ordiuerſe in religion from 4braharm,as the 
King of Sodome was.

What an honour was it for 7b both to bee, and to bee 
accounted ſo iuſt, to be reuerenced of old and young, 
to be loucd of the good, fearcd of the cuil), to bee eyes 
tothe blinde, feet to the lame, a tongue to the dumbe, 
counſell to the ſimple, a Patron to the poore,a bulwark 
of isfliceto all 3 Iob 29. 

Whatan honour was it to Samwel, that in the confi- 
dent integrity of his heart, he could ſay to all the peo- 
ple, Whoſe Oxe haue I taken ? or whoſe Aſſe haue I taken ? or 
Whom haue Udefrauded? Whom hane I oppreſſed? or of Whoſe 
hand haue 1 receined any bribe to blind mine eyes therwith,& T 
will re#fore it you? 7. Sam. 72. And what an honour was 
it to heare them ingenuouſly confeſle and ſay, 7hou ha#t 
not defrauded ws, nor op reſſed ws, neither ha## thou taken 
ought of any mans hand: So that he might iuſtly reply,The 
Lord is witneſſe againſt you , and his Anoynted i Witneſſe this 
day, that ye hane not found ought in my hand: and they an- 
{wered, He 15 Wirneſſe. 

What an honour was it for Salomon to bee yiſited by a 
Queene, to haue his wiſedome and iuſtice in the mana- 
ging, both of himſclfe, his houshold, and kingdome, ſo 
magnified by a forraine teſtimonie ? Bleſſed bee the Lord 
thy God Which delighteth in thee, to ſet thee on the throne of 
Iſrael: becauſe the Lord loned Iſrael for euer , therefore made 
he thee King, to doe indgement and iuſtice, r. King. 10. 9, 

Thus then we ſee how a family is honoured by ha- 
uving one iuſt man the Maſter : A City is honoured by 
hauing one juſt man the Magiſtrate : A Kingdome is 
bonoured by hauing a iuſt and wiſe King : but when 
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all, or the greateſt part of menare iuſt in the houshold, 
and all, or the greateſt part of housholds are iuſt in the 
Citie; andall, or the greateſt part of thoſe Cities and 
Counties are t### in a Kingdome : whea zv/7ice raignes 
thus vaiuertally, then, then is that verified which Sal. 
m2 here atfirmes, 1u/flice maketh a Kingdome or Nation g10- 
ri0us : Or Tuſtice exalteth 4 Nation, For as'in old Rome all 
the Senators ſeemed Kings, ſo here the Magiſtrates 
| ſeeme gods, reſembling God in iuſtice, 7 haue ſayd ye are 
gods : the Miniſters ſceme Angels, refembling Angels in 
ſanctitie and diligence : the people ſeeme bleſſed ſpirits, 
living in loue , in peace; in holinefle, and happineſſe:and 
the whole. Common-wealth ſeemes a heauen vpors 
earth, full of ſobrietie, juſtice and godlineſle, Euill men 
may malice it, the Kings of the earth may conſpire a- 
2ainſt it, Satan and his aſſociates may yndermine it, but 
God proredts it with his arme, guides it with- his Word 
and Spirit, and guilds it with his glorious preſence. 
Take one example without exception for all, cuen- 
the Raigne of that cuer.memorable: Queene Elizabeth, 
within whoſe heart, as all royall Vertue was- enshrined, 
and in her Raigne all truc Religion and Iuſtice flou. 
rished; ſo for the confirming of this Maxime after her 
death, this Zlogiumwas engraued vpon her Tombe, by 
the commandement of her ynpartiall Succeſfor : whic 
is the more remarkable for the honour both of the li- 
ving and of the dead, becauſe Princes can hardly ( with 
patience) heare the praiſes of their Predeceſſors, much 
lefic write them, or command them to be written :

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Religion reformed, Peace wuell grounded, Mo- 
nie reduced to the true valevyv, a Navy 
well furniched in readineſſe , Honour at 
 Seareitored, Rebellio extinguiched, E neland 
for the ſpace of fortie and fowure yeeres 
moſt worſely governed, inriched,and fortt- 
fied ; Scotland freed from rhe French , 
Fraince relieved , Netherlands ſupported , 
ine avved , Ireland quieted , and the 


whole Globe of the Earth twwuiſe ſayled

What could be more ? yet all this was true, and much 
more. And thus were we happy. And thus we ſee how 
Iniice exalteth a Nation, when it giues Sinne his dve pu- 
nishment, and Vertue his due reward :. when the Coun- 
triman dares trauell ſafely abroad, orfleepe at home yn- 
der his owne Vine without feare of theenes or enemies: 
when the Merchant dares trade without feare of Pirates 
at Sca, or Farmers and watchers at Land: when cuery 
man dares buy and ſell , without feare of couſfening, 
dares flie to the Courts of Conſcience without feare of yn 
doing; dares plant, and plow , and ſow, and reape, and 
grow honeſtly rich, and be knowne to bee ſo, without 
feare of Empſon and Dudley, or the like : when if men 
haue no other capital! crime, Innocence hall nor be ac- 
counted one : whea all men dare ſeryue one God after 
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one and the ſelfe ſame manner deuoutly, and none 
dares ſerue him otherwiſe ; vvhen things are generally 
thus diſpoſed, this makes a flourishing eitate,this makes 
a nation glorious. And thus much of the firſt propoſi- 
tion or Aphoriſme , Iuftice exalteth a Nation. We come 
tothe ſecond : But ſane 1s a shame to any peoph. 
Aug, de 22 Peccatum eff voluntas retinendi vel conſequendi quod juſtt- 
animal. 24 veratur.” And heere that rule holdes, Iniuititia vnt- 
Ariſt. Eth, Verſa juititie oppoſita , non pars iti) eft fe univerſum viti- 
lib.s. #m. As juſtice before contayned all vertues, but eſpeci- 
ally the carriage of one, man to another as the moſt ſu. 
preme and ſenſible vertue;ſo heere all finne is intended, 
but eſpecially injuſtice as the-proper and molt apparant 
oppolite to juſtice : And that to let vs ſee, how injuſtice 
{vvhich is juſtice mif. done , corruptly ,.or left vridone. 
negligently) is the cauſe of all (inne,and fo conſequent. 
ly ofall shame the reward of finne, as juſtice duly execu. 
rd isthe cauſc of all verttie ; and fo by conſequence of 
gloty the reward or crowne of veriue both heere and 
heereafter. 
To clcere this, looke into Paradiſe, looke into Hel, 
Jooke into; Heaven, and looke ypon the Earth for cx» 
amples.. | 
1. In Paradiſe, when God had made man according 
to his image in originall juſtice , and giuen him the law 
of Nature to be his guide, and to;teach' him how to 0- 
bay God., and. command the Creature,; with this one 
calze and exprelle prohibition not to cate of the fruite 3» 
the midſt of the Garden, Sathan comes to the woman and 
like a Sophiſter perſwades her , that if Man would cate 
thereof, he 5howld be like God, knowing both good and euill. 
i They vyerc like gods before, being created the image of 
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God; but in coneting more, they loſt vyhat they had, 
And obſerue the vvayes and degrees of precipitation; 
Fiiah that vvas made to'obay, would needs command; 
for the text ſaith, the Serpent perſwaded her , but shee gaue 
tothe Man like a Mifſtreſſe , and it is ſayd, he did cate 
thereof, asif he durſt do no» othervviſe. So- private ju- 
ſice being infringed, it made vvay to publique, and the 
particular lavy being broken , the vniverlall defection 
follovved. Before this vvhilſt Adam ſtood in integrity 
of luſtice he vvas naked and not ashamed; nay , hee neede Genel-2-2F 
not be ashamed, for he vyas-a moſt glorious creature; 
God himſelfe approucshim for fuch,and beholding him 
fo, pronounceth him to. bee good. Bur. preſently after 
vvhen juſtice vvas tranſgreſt, and the layy broken, it is- 
fayd , Their eyes Were opened, and they ſaw that they Were Geneſ3. 7, 
waked : They were then ashamed, and. therefore made Genel 3. 8+ 
t#hemſelues aprons of fig-leauts, They. were thenatiayd, and- 
zhexefore hid them felues it the shadow of the trees. For they 
knevy that God vyas juſt,cuen juſtice itſelfe, and there- 
fore as the ſentence yvas: gone out of his mouth, The Genef,s 15" 
day that thow shalt eage thereof ', thou shatt dye the death , fo'.

And to ſumme vpall witha ſupreme example of Go?s ,,rin,147 
Juſtice in punishing mans Iniuſtice; whata shame was it 
to Teroboams, who was placed by God in a high eſtate,and 
rayſed from being a ſervant to be a king, vngratefully 10 
leaue that God; and whereas he should haue punished 
others tor ſinning, to draw others to ſinne, by precept Ro» 1+ 32, 
and example? And to be branded with a ſuperlatiue 
Shame, That he was the man whomade I5raelto ſinne? Yea 
to haue a curſe denounced againſt him and his (eced,That 
they should bee remoned 2s doung : Iike doung defiling the 
chaire of State. O what diſtance is there betwixt the 
throne and the dounghill? Yet they should be remoued 
as doung: That dogs 5hould eate ſuch of them as dicd in the 
city, and the foules of the ayre ſuch as dyedin the ficld ? 

Laſtly, take for example the wiſe oblerucr of this 
oint of State, Sa/omon himſclfe , who doing juſtice was 
onored and inriched aboue all men;but declining from 

iuſtice had shame following his /ame ſo tarte,that Siraci- 
gr one of his owne ſcholers fayth of him. Thos didf x.,q, -, 
bow thy loynes to Women and Wert ouercome by thy body , thou 1g, , 
aialt Fiaine thy honor , and haſt defied thy poiterity , and haſt 
brought Wrath 2pon thy children, and felt ſorrow for thy felly; 
ſo the Kinedome Was denidcd, &c. Thus he made large ex- 
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rience of his owne principles,and ſaw truly by tryall, 
what he foreſaw by wiſedome, That zuſtice exalteth a natt- 
on,but ſane 1s a chame to any people. And thus wuch of the 
ſecond Aphoriſme, or the oppoſition ; wee come now 
to the application. 

I make no queſtion ifnow Ishould propound ſome 
admirable proie&, how to raiſe great ſummes ofmony, 
- filling the Exchequer, and thoſe monntaines aloft, 
without drayning the Country bogges below, Ishould 
be welcome to Court , and my meſſage and perſon in- 
tertaind with fauour. Or if heere I could bring word 
that warres were procjaymed where wealth might be 
bought with blood : that the king had vndertaken the 
Protection of Bohemia, or the prince the conqueſt of 
Fraunce, ſo that now the old way vvere fet vvide open,to 
honor this Land by the ſword, and the wreath of Vito. 
_ ry were fet, vp with this Motto, vizcenti dabitur ; I make 
no doubt the meſſage would be welcome to all, or to 
the moſt, and perhaps not yngratefull to my ſelfe; yea 
here would be yoluntaries enough cuen in this Citty 
and Country, to makea campe royalt. But now I pro- 
pound a Proiect more profitable,more gainefull, more 
neceſſarie; awatrre more ſafe, more glorious, more ho- 
norable : 1feare though the Holy Ghoſt (the Churches 
Generall) bids me lift yp my voice like a trumpet , I 
may haue fmall intertainement of many , and amongſt 
all ſcarce finde a voluntary;nay, hardly preſt ſouldiers e- 
nough to fight theſe battayles of God againſt ſinne , Sa- 
than, the world,and the flcsh.

Here is a watrte tO vn- 
dertake, an enemy to conquer, to cxpell, to caſt out. 

Such as doubt of the generall truth of theſe Apho- 
ciſmes , notwithſtanding all that hath beene ſaid, 1 re- 
ferre them ouer to reade at their leiſures the 26. Chap- 

ter of Zevitics, vyhere they $hall ſee this argument han- 
dledat large, to the clearing of euery doubt, and ſatisfa- 
Aion of cuery obicQion, beyond that vvhich the limi- 
ted time of an houre will affoord me roome puncually 
to delineate. Onely for the preſent I am eſpecially to 
acquaint foure ſorts of men with this Proze, and to 
arms them fit for theſe warres; namely, 1, the Tudze , 2. 
the Plaintsfe, 3. the Defendant, 4. the Witneſſes, For euery 
cauſe conlitts of theſe foure parts or partics. 

7. For the Indge. 

Worthy and honorable Iudges, I intend not to take 
vpon me to inſtru you as men ignorant of your du- 
ties, though my warrant would carry it, and though my 
Maſter who hath inſtruQed you thus farre, can yet in- 
ſtruct you farther; and ſend Salomon to ſchoole to the 
Raven, to the Piſmire, yea to the Lillies of the field , as 
being able to teach the wiſeſt man, by the weakeſt crea- 
ture ; onely [| purpoſe to acquaint you with that which 
God hath taught me; to vvhich end 1 humbly beſeech 
you to ſuffera yyord ofexhortation : Your good words 
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doe well, your good workes , and good examples doe 
better. Salomon the Preacher Was King in Iernſalem, Eccl.r.r, 
As therefore he gane good charges like a Preacher, hee 
looked that his Officers should diſcharge and execute 
his Lawes and Canons like a King. Corpora celeſtia calefa- 
ciunt, non in quantum calida, ſed in quantum ſunt velocs ma- 
tw & luminoſa. Shine therefore as you had wont in 'the 
eyes of all, as glorious examples of grace z and firlt fee, 
examine, ſearch out truth and falshood, vice and vertue, 
right and wrong; for therein conſifteth the glory of a 
Magiſtrate; the aduantage of place giues you meanes to 
do'it,as the Sunne ſuryayecs all things in his circuit. And 
then by ſwift motion , by ſwift execution, heate the 
coldneſſe of our Climate, ſtirre vp our zeale, ripen our 
late fruites, dry vp our drunken finne, whoſe inunda. 
tion makes vs barren; vnfruirfull, and like water powred 
foorth, vveaketo enery good worke. Oratio glorie om- 
bra. The people will ſpeake as they finde and feele ; and 
either praiſe or diſgrace, followes good or euill deſert 
like ashadow. Therefore the shame of cujll gouerne- 
ment befals the Gouernours : For 4s the Indze of the people 
-& bimſelfe, (faith Siracides, cap. r0. 2.) fuch are his Officers : 
and What manner of man the Ruler of the Citie ts, ſuch ave all 
they that dwell therein. The people are the Magiſtrates 
Shadow, but much more his Officers. Cuins e# poreſtas, 
eius off att. ladges therefore ought to beware, that not 
onely themſeclues be-innocent, but that their Favonrites, 
(O tatre be that name from a Iudge, let Vertue and Iu- 
ſtice be onely his Fayourites) their Shadowes, their Fol- 
lowers I meane, be cleanc-hearted, and cleane-handed 
too; and cuer remember, that the gtory or dishonour 
Qot onely of themſelues, but of the wholc State lies in

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their hands; For Initice exalteth a Nation,but [ame is a shame 
40 any people. | | 

Before | part from this party, I muſt ſpeake to the 7u- 
#ice of Peace, who is an Appendix to this large Patent of 
Juſtice, though ſomewhat abridged of late.. I defire him 
to receiue this plaine, but free and wholeſome:admoni- 
tion : Firſt, that he be carefull to 'binde his wife to the 
Peace, his children to the good behauiour, that they in- 
termeddle not with affaircs of the Commonwealth vn - 
called, and vaſworne, leſt they make the' husband, the 
father ashamed, as they haue done many husbands, and 
many fathers of late-in this Land. 

Secondly, that he ſuffernot a notorious tranſgreſſor 
of the Lawin any kinde 1o be a Retayner of his, and to 
vvalke free from the cenſure of Iuſtice , vader the sha- 
dow and protcCion of his Liucrie. 

Thirdly and laſtly, fince Prozedfors haue eaſed him int 
his Office, and let vp Alchouſes (thoſe ſchooles of miſ<- 
rule) vnder the authoritie of the broad Seale, and ſo left 
him little to do : that he vyould purſue.carefully ; what 
he hath begunne- profitably, and hinde' out youths to- 
Trades,and binde Tradeſmen to their yvorkes,that they 
may not (as now they doe) learne to trade to the Ale- 
houſe , and from thence to the Gallowes ; but by the 
yvay take in the Houſe of correction. And thus much.

The ſecond perſon:is the Plaznrtife ; the third-perſon is 
the Defendant : both theſe we vvill itoyae together ypors 
one yſſue, tor therefore they come hither, 

Here fir(t, t wisb- that. wranglers and malicious per- 
fons, vvho ſecke and hunt after occaſions of ſuite and. 


contention, might not onely bee reſtrained , but by ſe- 
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uere cenſures madeexamples to warne others to beware 
of vacharitableneſſe. As Danidprayed to God , Lord bee 
wot merciful to thens that ſame of malicious Wickeaneſſe; ſo do 
1 to you, my Lords. Doubilefle whilſt David prayes that 
God vvould not be mercifull to ſuch, hee intended to 
shew no mercic towardsthem himlſelfe : for vyhere ma- 
hice is the purſuer of the quarrell, it is pitie but iuſtice 
with ſcucritic should meet with the purſuite. 

As for all others I aduiſe them, that (where they can) 
they should charitably compound their owne differen. 
ces, or ſuffer themſclues(for their owne good) to be go- 
verned by the Iaſtices of peace, or their next diſcreeteſt 
neighbours, who are ready to doe for them without 
charge, what muſt be here done perhaps by Twelue lefle 
ſufficient men after all their expences. 

But in vaine ſpeakeI to them, (hot-headed fellowes 
as they are) I muſt therefore turne me to their Pafors,by 
whom perhaps they will bee governed. Alas no, the 
Suit for the moſt part is betwixt him and them; hee by 
his example learnes them to wrangle, and onely in that 
they will be his followers. But if hee bee ſuch a man as 
rather attends vpon the preaching 'of the Goſpel of 
Chriſt, then the praQtiſe of the Lawes of the Kingdom, 
(Imeane 1g forbearing to commence ations) and ſo 
out of conſcience will rather ſuffer ſome wrong, then 
right himſelfe too haſtily by the Lawe, euill men will 
eſteeme himthe leſſe, and giue him the leſle ; nay, they 
will giue him nothing, and care nothing for him. They 
ſay of ſuch, that they are God Almighties fooles , and they 
meane to make them their foo;es too. Or laſtly, if hee 
be (as roo often he is) a good- fellow Parſon, (as they ſiyle 
him) that is, a Flie in every cup, a Flea in enery companie_, 
S$kip- 
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skipping from the pot to the pulpit : then out of baſ® 
fellowship and familiarity with him in finne, they wor” 
thily contemne him, He may leade them perhaps to the 
Alchouſe, there to drinke themſelues friends, and then 
foes againe when they are drunke or ſober, but from 
the alehouſe he will not, and from contention he can- 
not otherwiſe leade them; hauing shamed and ſtayned, 
and dichonored the dignity of his Prie/thoode, and fo 
worthily loſt all refpeR and reuerence due to his perſons 
and calling. Therefore (hopeles heere of remedy for this 
miſchecfe) I muſt turne me. to their learned Connſe/! at 
hwe, by whoſe aduiſe perhaps they wilbe ruled; for 
theſe ſtand both for the Plaintife and Defendant, and the 
afts and words of the one are taken for the afts and 
words of the other. 

You learned Gentlemen are the eldeſt ſonnes of the 
Lawe, the profefſt followers and ſcruants of Iuſtice. Is it 


not therefore a shame that in this Connrry where you Notrfolly; 


moſt abound, moſt ſuites abound , as if you bred diſea- 
ſes and did not take care to cure them ? Giue me leave, 
I beſeech you, all free and generous minds amongft 
you, to ſcoure off the ruſt which canker-frets your noble 
profeſſion , that ſo no ſpots may be feene to blemisk 
your honors; Where the guilty meets reprehenſjon , there the 
wert#0us meet commendation: The fall of the one, is the 
raiſe of rhe other. The good mount yp with 1«#ice, the 
bad finke downe with 5hame. 

I know the Workemarr is Worthy of bis hire; 1 know what 
an honorable age a well ſpent youth deſerucs to haucs. 
Butis not this a 5hame{l appeale tothe beſt of you)thar 
a man $hoald fell himſclfe fora Fee (as Achab fold hims 


felfe ro Wworke Wwickednes) or let himſelfe out for an hower 
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or two to boulſter out an yniuſt aftion,and to outface a 
juſt ation , and that for a perſon that is knowne to be 
malitious, againlt a widdow, or an orphane, or a poore 
ſimple man,art leaſt aſſuredly againſt an innocent ? Nay, 
is itnot ashame to be ſeen to hauea hand in ſuch cauſes, 
much more to give counſel & countenice to ſuch perſ6s 
for the aduanmage of ſuch cauſes? to vſe all art , and skill, 
and authority, to peruert iudgement, to ſeJuce the Iu- 
ry,to prejudice and confound the true witneſſe , and to 
dire&t and animate the falſe : as if God had giuen vs all 
thoſe talents of Eloquence, lcarning,judgement,memo- 
ry,fauour, credit, authority, wealth, and wit,only to do 
wrong?O! | beſeech you, ſinceln/{ice makes you lo great, 
as you riſe to build the greateſt families of this Land, 
lay a lawfull foundation vpon good ground , that it 
may not totter aſſoone as you are dead, and rot before 
your bodyecs be rotten. Let not an ill-gotten Wedge be 
found in' your coffers, to corrupt and conſume all the. 
reſt. O gather not your Oakes to build your houſes v- 
pon that day which God hath ſet apart for himſelfe.

2. Secondly, conſider the danger of concealing ſinne; 
alchongh you thinke it nothing, but a caſt of your Of-. 
fice, a cutteſy, a fauour, that you may docafriend in # 
corner vnſcene and ynshent - yet affure your ſclucs 
whilſt you palliate finge; you take vypon you the ſin 
committed ; and whatſoever after the party may-come 
mit for lacke of cenſure or due punishment-, it is your 
finne afwell as his ; though he bee the lawlelſlt father, 
yet you muſt anſwere for the Baſtard. mM 

3- Thirdly and laſtly , conſider the dignity of your 
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' Imployment, and the honour orshame which ſucceeds 
it, What a dignitic is it to bce eyes andearcs to theſc 
orcat Officers # nay, to bee (as it were) ioyned in com- 
miſſion vvith them to punish Gnne, to execute juſtice f 
As therefore you thinke it a shame in any of them, 
yyhere you ſee, or doe but ſuſpect an vniuſt conniuence 
at ſinne : ſo call home your thoughts, and conſider, if 
among a few triujall matters you will be found faultie, 
how they may be held excuſed, if amongſt a multitude 
of ſcuerall caſes their iudgements or affections be in- 
tangled by ſome particular. And finceall crimes in the 
Country are in your owne hands to preſent to. punish- 
ment, blame your ſelues if you bee oucr-cumbred with 
offenders. Deſtroy idlenefle, and deſtroy all other vi- 
ces; for all vices like vermine breed in that burrow. But it 
you neglect this, being flouthfull and idle your (clues, 
and cuery one s$hifting off the worke from his owne 
Shoulders, poſting it from once to another , (as men ra- 
ther deſirous to pleaſure an ecuill neighbour, then to be- 
nefite the Commonwealth) aflure your ſelues, theſe vi- 
cious perſons shal be left to corrupt your children with 
their wicked -conuerſations; and fo in time not onely to 
deſtroy and waſte your private eſtates, but to indanger 
the whole eſtate of the Commonwealth ; and yvnder- 
mine it with vice, as it isreported of a great Citie ouer- 
throwne by Conies, andthe like Vermine , ſuffered to 
digge and harbour ynderthe walles and houſes thereof.

If vye fay, be is a iuſt man like 7ob, is it 
not intended as if vye had ſaid, Hee is a ſimple ſilly fel- 
tow, vafit to deale inthe vyorld * And if we ſay, He is a

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holy ſfan&ified perſon;ls it not aſmuch as if wee had cal” 
led him a Recluſe,or a Puritan As if fooles,and madmen,

And thus ſach as the Paps/ cals Lutherans and Puritans, 
walke the one vypon the one hand, and the other vpon 
the other, the Prozeſtant in the midſt, shunning both 


the Extreames. Wherein whilſt the other walke with yia regia 
moſt yiolent and obſtinate auerſeneſle , they thinke temperacs 
themſelues only ſafe, and become ſenere and fupercilli- 


ous cenſurers of ys and all men who in the leaſt circum- 


ſtance diſlike their Criticiſmes,or in the leaſt ceremony minus. 


yary from their rigide rules. But for the way it ſelte,all of 
VSagree in one, & with vs the whole Catholike Church, 
both Grecians, and Abiſ5ins,as the learned know ; and as 1t 
were caſic to demonſirate to the ynderftanding of the 
fimpleſt, if time would permit ſo long a diſcourſe, in de- 
fc whereof 1 referre them ouer to a booke called Ca- 
tholique Traditions, colleQed by a Frenchman,written in 
English, and dedicated to our late Prince Henry of blet- 
ſed Memory. The only materiall difference vndecided, 
hangs betwixt vs and the Church of Rome, they hol- 
ding themſclues to be only in the way as perſons that 
cannot poſlibly erre from it, and all others to be out of 
the way , that in all points walke not ftep-by ſtep, and 
hand in hand with them. Like.a man, who vyould per- 
ſwade all Englardthere were no other way 70 London, but 
through his ground , that fo he might exa@ a generall 
toll of the Paſſengers for his priuat benefite. 

Now whilſt I ſay , wee vvith all the Catholzgque Church 
agrec about the way , and our only difference is vvith 
Rome : I neither intend to athrme, thateither our agree- 
ment with all is ſo jntice, nor our yariance from thoſe 
of Rome fo diſtant , as ſome of ours and ſome of theirs 
would beare the world in hand. 

Only whilſt ſome Churches joyne with ys in the Ar-

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icles of ourfaith, andin all the findamenrall points of 


Religion (abſolutely necefſatie to faluation)we date not 
judge them for erring in ſome matters of leſſer mo- 
ment. For what haue wee to doe to iudge another 
mans ſeruant ? he ſtands or fals to his owne Maſter, 
Yetwhilſt ifay, vvec vvill not judge, Ishew there is 
cauſe and feare of judgement, which they may auoyd, 
vvho yviſcly leauing ambiguous and vnneceſlaric quc- 
ftions, reſt and build ypon that which is generally and 
vndoubtedly agreed ypon. Theſe & ſuch like I forbeare 
to iudge, becauſe I heare Chriſt ſay, [nudge nor , le#? you be 
endecd. Mat. 7.7. And I know well it is the preſumptu- 
ons pride of A»tichrift,and an infallible note of that man 
of ſinne who fits in the ſeate of God,and cexalts himſelfe 
aboue all that is called God, to preſſe with Lucifer into 
Chriſts Office, and to iudge the quicke and dead before 
his comming, condemning all for Heretiques vvho 
vvalke not in his vvay. I know it is the only deſperate 
error,not to ſee and acknowledge our error; but to pro- 
ceede erting with a preſumptnous opinion that we can- 
noterre. Theſe brands therefore I leaue to him, vvho 
only by theſe (if there were no-other) might be knowne 
to be out of the right yyay. And yet in the eyes of theſe 
men (lcd by flesh and blood, and the outward appa- 
rance) how vycll doth their vvay ſeeme , how indirca 
and crooked feemes ours 2 Let ys alittle behold then 
comparatiuely. - 

Doth it not ſceme right to a man (who hath but na- 
turall reaſon, flesh and blood to dire him) to follow 
that faith vvhich his forefathers profeſſed time out of 
mindet? And doth it not feeme ill to adhere to a faith 


-yyhich they fay had no being ill about theſe hundred 
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yeeres, and vvas neuer heard of before Zuther? . 

+ Doth it not feeme right (vvhilſt wee fancie God like 
our ſelues, or ſomething better, like a good old King 
troubled vvith many imployments)that wee should goe 


'to Saints, and Angels, and other ſpirituall fauorites to 


intercede for ys and prefer our petitions? And doth it not 
ſeeme ill,thar vvee(vitde ſinners) dare preſſe cuen to the 
Throne of grace it ſclfe, and refuſe to vie any other 
meanes to obtaine our ſuites then the name, ayde, and 
mediation of the Prince himflfte Chriſt Ieſus ? 

Doth-it not ſeme right, vvhilſt yvee keepe the pic- 
tures of ourearthly Parents and frieads, that wee should

God the Father, Sonne, and Holy Ghoſt, the Parent of 
our foules, of the Virgin Mary, and other Saints our ce- 

leſtiall friends 2 And doth it not ſeeme ill, that yye

Doth it not ſeeme right to flesh and blood, that mari” 
Should fatisfie for his owne ſinnes by ſuffering. penance, 
affliction, chaſtiſements,faſtings and the like? that man 
Should merit his owne ſaluation by vowes, pilgrimages' 
workes of charity, chaſtity, voluntary pouctty , obedi- 
ence, and other free-will offerings of ſupererrogation ? 
And if hecre there were any thing vnpaide, is it not ac- 
cording to reaſon, that after this life it should be taken 

out in Purgatory before wee goc to heaucn ? And (cemes-

faions,& to teach, that all proccedesout of Godsmes-

F Doth it not ſeeme right, that ſince Chriſt is God,and 
God is Omnipotent , able to doe whatſocuer he ſaith, 
that therefore when he ſaith , Thi xx my body , that wee 
Should then beleeue, the bread in the Sacrament 1o be 
tranſubſtantiated into his body , and the wine into his 
blood?

All theſe things, and many more like theſe, appeare 
thus to the naturall Man. But apparance and ſeeming 
are no infallible notes of veri7ie,, as we shall manifeſt, 
when wee come to ſpeake of the Oppoſition, or the publie 
que Indgement of verity, and now will partly shew , com- 
ming by order to treate of the Iudge of theſe contro= 
neres, vvho is heere ſaid to bee man, guided by his 
owne imagination,and the giddy ſpirit of Prizacie.

Toa Man) Man iudgeth of things either by his Senſe, 
©? by his Reaſon (for 1 ſpeake of the naturall man, that 
is,of Nature corrupted,not as God made man righteous, 
but as man hath corrupted his owne wayes,) By his 
Senſe if he iudgeth, he finds himſelfe often deceined;for 
a ſtraight ſticke put into the water, ſeemes crooked in 
His cycs, an cecho beguiles his cares; his feeling, taſting,

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ſmelling, all of them are ſubie& to deception. And for 
his Reaſon, the belt it can doe, is to diſcourſe probably 
of the leaſt common accident of a Flea or a Elie; and 
then whatſocuer he brings, may be controuerted fo by 
another ſeeming reafon , that the Indge who $should 
From this baſe, ground his determinations, had need do 
it with caution, and Ieaue roome to retract and reuerſe 
His ſentence. Mach more is man-puzzeld and loſt, where 
he climes-yp to higher contemplations, to conſider the 
hidden things of Nature, as wee may plainely ſce by 
Gods arguments to [ob, Job: 32. 39. v2 

If then the ſpirit of a man cannot infallibly indge 
of the things ofa man, of his owne ſoule and body , or 
of ſuch things as are ſubieRed to his gouernment , how 
Shall he be thought a competent iudge to determine 
the things of God,though we graunt him to-be of as vp- 
right a heart as David, and as wiſe as Salomon himſelfe? 
All that man can doe, is to iudge by apparance,and wee 
ke heere things may ſecme otherwiſe then they bee.

In which regard God himſelfe diſputes this point. 
with man , Ezechiel 18.-2. agd in the 2g. verſe, con.

And I wonder he ſcapes cenſure, for making fishes, 
foules, beaſts : I muſethey finde no fault, becauſe he 
made not all theſe to be men and jmmortall, and why 
he made not men Angels, whilſt holy David wonders 
at his extraordinary care & loue showne towards man, 
ſaying; 0 Lord, What © man that thas ſo regardeſt him? or 
the ſonne of man that thou ſo viſaeft bim? He wonders that 
any man is regarded; theſe wonder, that all men,and all 
Creatures are not alike regarded. Thus man that iudgeth 
by apparance , whoſe ſenſe and reaſon may be'deceined 
aud.ſo deceive him, as he deceiues others, who may bee 
#niquics Index, a ludge full of preiudice, full of partialiry, 
eſpecially in hisowne caſe) is vnfit to decide a contro- 
uerſic of this nature, And this therefore cauſed that re. 
ſolute Lather to yter that ſpeech for which he hath 
becne ſo often and ſo yniultly taxed and chalenged, 
COPD Thai 
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That be preferd one Saint Paule , before a thouſand Ambro- 


ſes, Augutines, Hicroms or Chryſoftoms. Becauſe Saint Paul 
by the iudgement of all thoſe was, for the firſt planting 
of the Church , guided by the infallible direion of 
Gods Spirit, after a wonderfull and extraordinary man- 
ner and meaſure : Butall theſe men graunt themſclues 
that rhey might erre; nay, that they did erre , and ſo re- 
traced dinecrſe of their former opinions ; deſiring nei- 
ther to be belceued nor followed farther, then their 
words and writings should bee found conſonant to 
_ the my of the written Word of God. 

Now then all the iudgement of Man; nay, of all men 
contraditing the Word of God, is of a private ſpirit, 
ſach as Adays was direted by whea he left the guidance, 
of Gods Spirit;of which Saint Peter ſpeakes, 2. Per.1.19. 
20. 21, Ifthereforea multitude of men (how learned, 
wiſe, or holy ſoeuer they bee) should joyne againſt 
the Scripture, their authority muſt not _ it, for they 
all crre,and their interpretation is private, though their 
perſons, their places, their profeſſions be publique. 

 Andoneor a few men expounding with the Scrip. 


ture, doth not expound by a priuate ſpirit (though his 


perſon perhaps bee priuate) but by the ſpirit of Truth 
which direed the holy Pen-men of the Scripture; aad 
his opinion and interpretation is Catholique and or- 
thodoxe, whatſoever his perſon bee. Cyprian vvas a pub. 
lique teacher, yet interpreting ſome Scriptures to proue 
rebaptization, his interpretation thereia vyas priuate, 
becaule againſt the generall ſenſe and ſcope of Scrip- 
ture. And AvguFine vvas a Bishop,and fo a publike per- 
ſon at whoſe mouth we are to ſecke wiſedome, yet 
when hee brought Scripture interpreted by himſclfe, 
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contrary to the generall ſcope, to prooue Children 
should receine the Lords Supper, his interpretation was 
worthliy reieted as of apriuate ſpirit. All the founders 
of Hereſies haue beene publike perſons, ſuch as were 
Nonatue, Arrins, Ennomins,and with theſe diverſe Bishops 
of Rowe haue ioyned eyther as authors of Hereſies , or 
Seaatorsof ſuch ; and heerein they were all led by pri- 
uate ſpirits. Therefore Bellarmine confeſſerh , lib. ;, 
cap. 3. De verbs. That the Spirit of interpretation (which in 

S. Peters (enſe is publique) #« often giuen to private men. 
Sothen the Scripture muſt be expounded by the Scrip- 
ture , the darker place by the place more ckeere, Man 
muſt not ſeeke a fortification in Scripture for his opini- 
on: . but he muſt be catefull to rajfe his opinion and 
Judgement, ont of the Scripture,cuidently confirmed & 
_ explaned by it felfe, and by conference and coherence 
_ of the ſame with it ſelfe; and this is publique Interpre- 
tation; whatſocuer is contrary, is from the ſpirit of pri- 

uacy. Veritas docendo ſuadet,falſitas ſuadendo docet. = 
All this that 1 haue ſpoken then , is not totally to ex- 
clude man from determining queſtions and doubts in 
Divinity, but to shew by what rule he ought to iudge; 
that is, by no other rule then by the Scriptures : for l 
gladly acknowledge, that whereas there is an authen- 
ticke and fundamentall Iudge, Chriſt himſclfe (the beſt 
interpreter of the Law being the Law-maker) ſo he 
hath placed a miniſteriall Iudge , which is the Church, 
which muſt interpret Scripture by Scripture , and cucr 
be wary not to contradi&t the vyill of the Law-maker 
Chriſt. Now the Romish Sinagogue conſidering the 
Church of Chriſt ina threefold manner: 1. Firſt,as it is 
E(ſentiall;z. Secondly as it is repreſentatiue: 3. And thirdly, 
as 
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Isit is virtual. They make the repreſentative partto con- 
ſit in the Miniſtery;and this Miniſtery to flow from the 
Pope as from the head;and to this part that is to the Pope, 
they attribute that power which God hath giuen to the 
whole Church. Now the Pope being thus inveſted in 
abſolute power with an opinion of infallibility , laying 
aſide the Scriptures, iudgeth without them; nay,againit 
them; nay, iudgeth them, and yet muſt notbe chalen-

This wec iudge vnreaſonable,that a Man should make 
his owne will the Churches lawe, and iudge in hisowne 


cauſe without examination. And therefore wee shew, Amor & 


that man who iuggeth by his ſenſe or reaſon, is not ſuf- 
ficiently qualified 


Presbiter Iohannes is an vnfit Indge; and in queſtions be- 
twixt vs and the Grecians , the Patriarch of Con/{antinople 
isas vnmecet : and in controuerſies betwixt vs and Roe, 
the Pope is not a competent Iudge. Eccle/iafticus. 8. 14. 
Goe not t0 Law With a Iudge,for they Will indge for him accor- 
ding to bis honor. | 

Let vs therefore ſeeke a Indge who indgeth not by 
the outward apparance, whole ſence and reaſon cannot 
be deceiued, who is neither preiudiciall nor partiall; 
who ſearcherh the reines and the heart; for yaine is the 
iudgement of man, to whom this way ſeemes right, 
when the ends thereof are the Yſſues of death. And this 
wee shall finde in the Oppoſition, which wee come now 
fo handle.

of this Religion igthe glory of God, the ſubordinate cnd' is 
Our ſalnation, 
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That Religion therefore which moſt directly and 
cleerely tends to the principall end , muſt needs cffet 
the ſubordinate end molt certainely, and ſo mult neceſ- 
farily bee the only true and dire& way to life ; and the 
other, what shew ſocuer it makes, muſt necds be the 
Vuay 4nd 1i[ue of Death. 

Againe, the glory of God is moſt aduanced heere in 
this our Way or Religion, by two affetions of feare and 
. fone and by the true fruits and effeAts of them. Now that 
Religion which traines a man vp to feareGod,and to loue 
God, as God ought to be feared and loucd, giues God 
the trueſt glory, and ſo muſt neceſſarily be the truth, - 

| Laſtly, this feare and this /ove is then moſt rightly ge- 
nerated and cherished in.the ſoule of Man, and ſo Gods 


glory moſt aduanced, when mans nature is truly ſet 
foorth, and he thereby humbled in himſclfe , and ſo 


taught to feare; and when Gods power and mercy is ſo 
expreſt; as he hath beene pleaſed to reucale it to mans 
comfort; That ſo man ſeeing his owne wants and mi- 
ſery , and Gods all-ſufficient power and mercy, might 
feare and reucrence God as a good Mafer , might loue 
and delight in God as in a good Father,and might whol- 
ly ſecke to him, and cleaue to him as to the chicfe and 
y hevuns good, ablc to ſupply and ſatisfic all his deſircs a- 

boundantly. 
This being thus layd downe for a rule, let vs by this 
comparatiuely proceed to try ſome poiats of Religion, 
controuerted , which are fundamentall, or lye next to 
the foundation, and iudge them right or wrong from 
the nature and quality of their doQrine: that is, whether 
ghey ayme at the right end, The glory of God, or at an ob- 
Lque cud, the gave of this World, and the glory of Man that 
| PIO» 
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propounds them , according to that direQtion which 
our Sauiour giues, Iohn. 7. 18. He that ſpeates of bimſelfe 
feckerh his owne glory : but he that ſeeketh his glory , that ſent 
him, the ſame 1s true, and no unrighteouſnes tin him. 
1. Firſt, for Faith the foundation; Our Aduerſaries 
teach a faith which only beleeues the power of God to 
faue man : wee teach a faith which belceues both his 
power and will. Theirs teacheth feare ; ours both feare 
and lone; Theirs cloudes his mercy ;ours giues true glo- 
ry. both to his power and mercy. | 
| 2. Secondly for hope ; our Aduerfaries teach a hope Sp<s bon? 
which vncertainely expeas a good to come ; whether —— 
they shalbe ſaued or no they know not, but they hope , 
well: whether there be a heauen prepared for them yea 
or no, they know nor, but they hope well. Wee teach: 
a hope which the Scripture teacheth : that is , an earneſt 
out-looking, expeQation, and longing , for the accom- 
plishment of thoſe gratious promiſes which God hath 
made to ys in his Word.So our faith belecues, that there 
isa heauen, anda heauen prepared for ys;our hope longs 
for the time when this shalbe perfeed ; and taught by 
paticace and experience, ſtayes the Lords leyſure , and 
yet cries out , How long, Lord, how long? They call this Ap9c.G10; 
bope Preſurnption , but wee know they are preſumptu- 
ous for calling it ſo. _-- 
3. Thirdly,for charity;They teach what Charity is tru- _ ry 
ly, but in this they erre, that they make it (that is, the per proſpe« 
charity of man) to be the cauſe which moues God to *2 Polliceri, 
faue vs; nay,which deſerues and merits ſaluation ofGod. — 
And this Charity they teach ſo to depend vpon Free- catoribus 
will, as thereby they exalt the nature of man , conceale PIMdere: vx 
his fail, and make the decree of God to be grounded v- — 
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pon the mutable and vnconſtant will of man. Weon 


the other ide teach, that our ſaluation wholly procecdes 
from the charity and loue of God , and that all means 
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conducing to that end, riſe from the ſame fountaine of 
loue ; and ſo our charity,as an effeft of that chatity of 
God to vs,ſeraes not as a cauſe moouing God to ſaue; but 
followes as a cauſe declaring whom God will ſaue. And 
that our Charity,as it is a fruite and effeR of Gods Cha. 
rity, is true chatity; and the works proccedirg from that 
charity of ours, good, but, imperfe@; good. as done by 
a perſon accepted, imperfeR as done by a ſinner,as done 
by a babe which growes and labors towards -perfetion, 
which perfeQion 1s not wholly to bee attayned, till this 
imperfection be wholly put away, and corruption hath. 
pur on incorruption. And therefore for merie, wee are 
ire from it, as a doctrine oppoſite both to our charity, 
and to the Oy of God. To our charity, becauſe cha- 
rity isa free worker , not reſpeQing the wages ; if she 
thinkes to merit, she is not Charity. To the Charity of 
God; becauſe if God gaue for the merit of our workes, 
heauen were not properly a gift, nor grace were nor 
grace;nor charity, charity: for charity is fice. Thus cuen 
Adam himſelfe in his integrity could not merit, becauſe 
bee had nothing bus What be receined, he was indebted 
for his daily bread, and for the grace he had to ſee aud 
acknowledge this loue of God : ſo whilſt we are giving 
thankes for benefies receiued, wee are not paying our 
debts, but running farther in ; for euery grace that wee 
Haue is a new obligation : To him that hath shalbe giuen, 
and wee ate receiuing whilſt we thinke our (clues gi- 
ning. 
Againe, they teach, Though Chriſt dyed for vs, and 
though 
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though Gods grace guide and dire our ations and af 
fe&ions, yet there are ſome ſinnes left to be ſatisfied and 
diſcharged by our ſeclues, either in this life by workes of 
- knerit or pennance heere, or heereafter by punisghment 
in P#rgatory. Now this they doc teach, not cuer perhaps 
becauſe they ſo belecue, but becauſe it is a profitable er- 
ror,and they know they may eaſily vndertake to pardon 
all that come into Purgatory. Beſides, it is a great glory 
for their Hierarchy to be ſticklers in ſo large and (patious 
a roome as they fancy or faine it to bee; not only to 
haucall earth, but all Purgatory alſo within the verge 
of their Inquiſition. Now vvee teach the contrary, be- 
cauſe we ſee this dotrine derogatory to Gods infinite 
' mercy and glory, and to the infinite merits of our Sa- 
iour., As if God had forgot tobe gratious, or as if our Sa- 
uiours merits and ations were imperfect as our workes 
are ; or rather indced as if our workes were peifeR to 
merit & ſupererrogate, and his imperfect, not able to do 
inough for all, yyhen our Saujiours death did ſatisfie for 
all the faithfull, and vvas ſufficient for many vvorlds 
more, and his merits yyere ſuperaboundant for-vs, and 
for all that beleeue and repent. 

Fiftly they fay, that after the vvords of conſecration, 
the bread is changed into the body of Chriſt, as he was 
borne,as he ſuffered, This they doe to exalt the dignity 
of their Preiſthood : vvee teach the contrary, that it is 
his body and truly caten, but both by faith, after aſpiri- 
tual] manner, as the Angels cate Chriſt in heauen by 
contemplation. And this vvec tcach, both becauſe vvee 
haue good teſtimony of Scriprere, vvith the whole cho- 
herence thereof ,and the Analagie y faith ſo to expound 
It, as ſo becauſe it makes more for the glory of God, 
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and the humiliation of man,when our Aduerfaries doce 


trine doth the contrary. For doth it not call in queſtion 
the truth of Geds word, the truth of Chriſts body,when 
we are led to imagine ſuch a body as might be borne of 
the Virgin,or not born;might be crucified, or not cruct. 
fied, being neither to be felt,nor ſeene,nor taſted, yet to 
be taken vvith the hand, eaten with the teeth, receiued 
into the ſtomach ? And doth it not exalt man, vvhen it 
makes him able to make his Maker ? And with his word 
to make him ſo, as itshould be in his power according 
to his intention & will ro haue him prefent or not pre- 
ſent? What is this elfe, but ro ſit in the ſeatc of God,and 
to be exalted aboue all that is called God ? Like in ſpiri- 
tals, to that of the great Earle of Warwickes in the time 
of H:6. in temporals., vyho choſe rather to be called 
Primus Comes Angli.e, then Rex Anglie ; and thought it 
more honor to make a King, then to bee one. 
Laſtly,they ſay they humble man more then we, and 
exalt God more then wee: 1. They humble man more 
whilſt they tell him his ſinnes are ſuch as he muſt not 
preſume to go to God, but by meanes of Saints or An- 
gels. 2. They cxalt God more, whilſt they exalt his 
ſeruants, and giue aſmuch- renerence to the Saints as wee 
to God. To this wee anſwere, they arrogate to man, 
whilſt they will ſceme wiſe above that which is writ: 
ten; they derogate from God whilſt they make his ſer» 


vicecommon 10 the Saints, and can only colour it with: 


a diſtinQion; nay, whilſt they make him and Chriſt on- 
ly ſcuere Iudges, and the Saints and Angels merciful,and 
to their Medzarors. They ought not to do cuill that good 
might come of it; this is euill to lye of God, whilſt they 
taine him to bee what he is not , and deny bim to bec 
yyhat 
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what he is. And of this kinde, and to this ende are all 
their fictions in the Zegerd,to prouec the Saints merciful, 
and God ſcuerc;yea the bleſſed Virgin Mary to be more 
pitifull then Chr; her Sonne and Sauiour,in whom she 
was bleſſed more as 4 childe, then a Mother. That they 
may do this the more ſafely, they contend and ſay, That 
beſides the written word of God, there are many other 
decrees and dogmaticall points and traditions neceſlarie 
to be beleeued to faluation, which rhe Church (thar is, 
themſelues alone) hauc in cuſtody vpon truſt and credit, 
Now wee teach the contrary, aſwell becauſe wee haue 
cleere teſtimony of the Scriptures and Fathers general- 
ly, as of a cloude of witneſſes to proue the contrary , as 


| allo becauſe it makes more for the glory of God in 


things of abſolute neceſſity toward ſaluation, to gouerne 
by poſitiue lawes of his owne, rather then by arbitrary 
and changeable lawes of Man ; and that he should re- 
ueale to ys his will by his owne Sonne Chriſt Ieſus, who 


came to ſaue vs, rather then to leaue ys to the vncer- 


taine relation of Man,who for ought wee know may be 
Antichri#, and ſo intends to decciue vs, though perhaps 
he comes in sheepes clothing , or may ſceme an Angell 
of Light to blcare our eyes with apparance. 

Wee might ioyne in this ifſue vvith them vpon all 
the queſtions controucrted , but theſe shalbe ſufficient 
to giue light to ſee the reſt at more leiſure, In the meane 
time if wee caſt our eyes truly ypon the end of their de- 
ſignements , vvce shall eaſily ſee, that gaine and glory 
yato themſclues are the only arguments which draw 
them to fight tor the Popes Supremacy, the Maſſe , Purge 
gatory, Pilerimages, and all the reit of their opinions, 


vvyherein they ate oppoſite to ys andto the Scriprurese 
D 2 To 
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To this end they are called Marchants, Rewel: r#. 2 ;; 
Becauſe for gaine and glory they tophiſticate Religion, as 
Marchaats their wares, and thus make marchandize of 
hcauen and earth , and of God himſelfe. And as the 
Marchants in London haue foreigne commodities where. 
by they ſacke the ſweete ſap of the Country to them- 
ſclues, and they in the Country haue meanes againe to 
recall it ; as Norwich by ſtuffes, Yorke by Cattell, ſome 
places by vvooll and cloth, others by corne , and others 
by Mettals : Or as England vvith theſe commodities 
furnisheth other Countryes' , and ſupplies her owne 
wants from thence; and Fraunce with her vvines buyes 
her children vvooll, and Sparze , vvith Figges, Rayſons 
Limons , and Oranges for ſauce , buyes herſclfe bread 
- and meat : fo theſe ſpirituall Marchants chop & change 
commodities, and toſle to and fro by that meanes the 
wealth, the pompe, the glory ofthe world,the fat of the 
Earth, the Crownes of Kings. To this end Walſnghams 
had a lady to bring ſuiters and fees Eaſtward,and Canter- 
bury had a Saint Becket to draw it Southward , The 
North had a Wirifid, Scotland a Saint Andrew and his 
arme,the Low-Countrics a Lady of Hales, Fraunce a Saint 
Denis , _— Saint [ames , Italy a Lady of Lorerio, and 
cuery Country vvas full of theſe Marts, where the 
Saints did ſeuerall cures and ſeruices to the Church, and 
had continuall Votaries, and thoſe of the frankeſt ſort, 
as ſuperſtition is commonly a prodigall. And this vvas 
a golden vvorld, and aglorious Religion tothe eye , (o 
that vvee hearc old men and women talke of theſe 
things (till ; but vyvee know this was not ſound at the 
heart; the way might ſeeme good toa man butthe end 
thercot were the Yflues of death.

feion, northe ation, is reſpeted;the perſon, not the 
paſſion is accepted. But now if Pawle had beene of the 
Romish faith , this ſpeech of his would haue beene 
judged preſumption ; not preſumption to chalenge by 
merit, but preſumption to chalenge of gift, and ſo re(0- 
| lutely to reſt ypon the grace of the giuer, as to aſſure 
himſelfe and others of this crowne. Preſamption is faith 
with them, and true ſaving faith is Preſumption. When they 
heare him ſay, Rom.s8. 38. I amperſwaded , that neither 
arath nor life; nor Angels, nor principalities, nor powers , nor 
things 1 nor things t0 come, nor height, nor depth , nor 
any other creature, shalbe able to ſeperate vs from the loue of 
God , Which is in Chriſt Teſus our Lord; they would gladly 
make this only a probable perſwaſion,no certaine faith: 
but others ſeeingthis too groſſe a dallying with the ma- 
nifeſt Cope of the Text , ſay, Saint Pawle vvas aſſured of 
the certainty of his ſaluation, of the happy end of his 
right. Way by extraordinary reuelation only. But let it 
be ſo;was it reuealed to him for others that belceue too? 
he faith ſo; for he ſaith nothing shalbe able to ſeperate 
5s: Now then if it be reucaled to him for others, let ys 
belecue the reuelation, and apply it with vnfained faith 
to our owne hearts in particular, as be did to his. And by 
the way, obſerue what it is that Saint Paule builds his 
faith ypon, ſo that nothing can prevaile againſt it. Is it 
vpon Petey that rocke? Is it ypon Indulgences or Pardons 
of man? Is it vpon perſonal! righteouſnes , inherent iu- 
ſizce, or his owne or other mens merits} No; It is vpon 
that rocke Chri## leſus;it is vpon the loue and Charity of 
God, in and through the merits of Chri/t 7eſus our Lord; 
which Joue, nor death, norlife,nor Angell, nor power, 

| nor 
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norheanen nor hell can alter; for Gods lone is immuta- 
ble, he is not a5 9241 that he hould repent : whom be loues, 
he lones to the end; his Wwayes ſeeme hard, but the Yſſues of 
them are the Wwayjes of life. | 

Whereas therefore our Aduerſaries accuſe vs of no- 
vel preſumption, for teaching a faith that may aſſure vs 
of our ſaluation, and (to elude this clecre place of Saint 
Paul,and diucrſe other the like) ſay, This was reucaled to: 
him by extraordinary fauour. Wee know and confeſſe,. 
that hee as a worthy inſtrument of Gods glory,as a Ma- 
ſter builder, had many things reuealed vnto him for the: 
edification of the Church, but for this particular it was- 
no otherwiſe reuecaled tohim then it is to euecry faith- 
full Chriſtian, in yvyhom the Spirit of God dwels, as in 
a tewple,and there teacheth them to offer Sacrifice, and: 

to cry Abba Father with teares and grones that cannot be 
expreſſed. Well may there bee a difference in the mea-- 
ſure of the reuclation, not in the matter reucaled : Wee” 
tnow (ſaith Saint 7ohn. 1. Ep. 3, 1s.) that Wee are tranſlated 
from death zo life, &c. and. after, verſe 23. He that keepeth* 
hn commandement, awelleth in him, and he in him : and heere= 
by Wee know, that be abideth in vs ,- enen by that Spirit Which” 
be hath ginen vs. So the perſonsare Wee, not 7, not Saint 
Tohn alone but wee, all that beleene, and loue; for this faith 
and loue are inſepgſþble: Againe, Wee are tranſlated, not 
it is probable Wee 54, but wee are, vvhich makes it cer- 
faine by faith, as if were done and accomplished:Laſt- 
ly, we know this , Wd wee know it by the Spirit which- 
God hath given ys, the fame Spirit that taught Saint- 
Pawle and Saint Toby js our tutor too. For other reuclati- 
ons Chiilt himſelfe hath ſilenced all pretences and shas 
dowes; and giuen abſolute authotity to the Scripture 0-

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pened and interpreted by the Spirit of God to refolue 


Luk. 16.19 all (cruplcs in caſe of conſcience. And this wee may ſee 


cleerely in the Parable of Dives and Lazaruw,where Diues 
after he had failed of his perſonall ſuite, and could nor 
obtaine a drop of mercy for himſelfe, yet requeſted A4- 
braham to ſend one to his friends to forewarne them of 
the ſtate he was in,not that they might pray forhim for 
that vvas to no purpoſe, the tree Was faine, but that they 
might by repentance and amendment auoyde the dan- 
ger themſelues. To whom Abraham giues this anſwere, 
They hawe Moſes and the Prophets, let them heare then; ſo he 
turnes them to the Scriptures wherein the will of God 
is reucaled to cuery man, what they should shun, what 
they should dce , what they should belecue , and how 
they should liue. And when Dives perſiſting in his ſuite 
faith; Nay father Abraham, but if one Went unto them from 
the dead they Will repent. Abrahams replies definitiuely and 
reſolutely, If they heare not Moſes and the. Prophets , nejther 
Will they be perſwaded though one roſe from the dead. So wee 
ſee, he that doubts the Scripture, or belecues any thing 

ainſt it, vader pretence of reuclations from heauen, 
or hell, or Purgarory, or the like fitions of Ghoſts and 
Spirits appearing, is in a wiſe caſe, and may be drawne . 
into a footes Paradiſe, but neucr intothe true Paradiſe, 
and ſo wander in this Wy which ſcemes right, but the end 
thereof are the Tſſues of Death. 

To $hur vp this point , obſerue the certainty of this 
judgement , as the Apoſtle Saint 7h» before in the 1, 
Ep. 3. Chap: 14. verſe, ſpeakes in the preſeat-Tence, we 
know that Wee are tranſlated, to note the certainty of 
their tranſlation to glory;ſo heere Salomon ſaith, It & the 
Way of Death , and the end thereof isfo, 10 note the cer= 

tainty 
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tainty of the thing And this isa plaine proofe of the Spizs 
tits-afliſtance to diſcerne:the end and determination of 
athing before the end be come; when. Qtherwiſe it were 
too late-to doe it. For it is too late for Dimes to repent 
in hell, when the end is come;he should haue attended 
better. to Moſes:and to the Prophets before,” and beleeued 
the word of God,not the foolish traditions of his fore- 
fathers againſt the Word, or the idle old:wiues tales of his 
foremathers., beſides the Word: he Should haue attended 
the admonition of the faithfull Pafor and Prophet , and 
not to; the. fained Legend of his flattering, Paiaſites, 
tencher-fed' Chaplaines. The perfetion of all hamane 
Judgement, is to1udge by the endand iflue ; andeuen 
heere wee often erre too: but if man goes farther of 
himſclfe by nature, it is but conicure and preſumption 
ariſing from long experience in-obſezuation of like cir- 
cumſtances, as the effec: leades vs to the cauſe; but yet 
euen then wee cannot {ay it is, or certainely it shall bee, 
but it may be ſo, it may fo fall out,it may be the ead of 
Death. : But, the Spirit. of God ſees the end. before it 
comes; he {ces the thoughts afarre off, and iudgeth,/ and 
warneth men, aforehand-jinwardly by-gaqd. and. boly

not beleeue the + Spiret of God in the Scriptures , it is 
but juſtice, jf God giuc him over to a reprobate minde,

And heere before wee part, I giue the intclligent

Ando forLatin Serniceifor the Communion in both kinds, 
The' queſtions ate about the things that they do, not 
for the things wee do : ſo the doubt is vpon their ſide;

graunted Qaeene Ezzabeth (of happy Memory) liberty

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Joe them; (as witneſſeth 'the: learned: B B. of Zly in his 
Tortura Torti, and Maſter Camden in his Anvales) , if the 
Queene would hauc taken licenſe from-him , orwonld 
haue ſubicted her Crowne to his Myrer; for that was the 
marke he shot at; the gaine of his Peer pence, and other 
ſpiritaall crading, and the glory ofa Kingdome ſo oble- 
quioas, ſo fruitfull, ſo helpefull as England had beene, 
and might bee.

To Padbernatiafieds homes , the vyhole Earth: is reple- 

nished vvith ſuch people. 

For inſtance, wee ſend our children beyond the Seas 
into Fraunce, Italy, Spaine,Germany ; they rcturne not En- 
glichmen from thence, but Frenchmen, lralians, Spa 
niards, Germans; They do not only bring home the 
Language, which vvas the pretcnce of their trauell , but 
their religions, manners, cuſtomes, diets, geſtures, 
cringes , vices, diſeaſes : fo that nothing heere now 
feemes good to them, but all that they bring home 
that ſcemes right in theircycs, they hatc to be refor. 
med, prciudice hath ſo taken vp their affeQions and 

judgements afoxchand.

- + Thelaſt of theſe is the Depopulator,who toinhanſe 
his Rents , puls downe all the petty Tenements and 
Farmes, and wilt haue none dwell neere him. Aﬀoone 
25 this'ts done, he lackes neighbors; thus the iuſtice of 
God vvhips him by his owne hand. Then he hyesto 
the City, vvherc the Dicing-houfe vpon the right hand, 
and the Drinking-howſe vpon the left hand, and the Drab- 
wo before him, ſpends all that is left; or if any be 
eſt, the 1yre-Woman,and the 7aylor, dogs and hawkes,and 
Coach-ltorſes dinide it; and among(t theſe he waſtes 
allthat, wherewith his predeceflors feaſted themlelues, 
andtheirpoore neighbours.

There come next to hand three others, who depend 
of thoſe thit went before, and whoſe profeſſion is practi- 
ſd witha kinge of warrantable deceite; namely, the 
Maſſer, the Brewer,the Alchoaſe-keeper,thefe drinke vp the 
State , asthe otherdideare it vp ; and for their ſakes, 
diunkenneſle is thought a tollerable, nay, a-neceflary 
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euill. Their pretences are the prouifion for the poore, 

or the raifing of the price of corne, that the husband- 
man may liuc, and that the rackt Rent may not vndoe 
him ; but what he gers of theſe at the Barne-dote , he 
leaues at the Buttery-hatch. Mothes are no worſe in 
cloth, ruſt in yron, nor whules in Mault, then theſe in 
the Commen- wealth. For fince theſe were ſet vp, and 
manly exerciſes cryed downe,our bodies are weakened 
and corrupted, our ſpirits dulled, and made cffeminate, 
and we fitted for {lauery, being eucry day ovet-maſtered 
and made flaues by drunkennes and excefle. And yet 
there are ſome yyho ſuppoſe this trading to be as necel- 
ſary for the State, as Tobacco or the trade of the Eft: 
Indies; and for my part I am cafily induced to beleeue 
them, vvhilt 1 hoon the _ diſcommodity of all; 
and (ce, that thonzh their Wayes ſeeme good to thenſeluer, yet

Next theſe , the bribing Officer appeares., as in. 4

They are Waxen fat, they shine ; yea, 
they outr-paſſe the deeds of the Wicked : they indge not the 
tanſe, the cauſe of the fatherleſſe, yet they proſper ,and the right 
of the needie doe they not indge.

Way; ſo that no: man may paſſe vp and downe in courſe: 
of Lawe and Iuſtice but hee rakes cuſtome. Surely he 
hath begg'd fo long, that he hath almoſt made vs all 
deggars, and therefore it is pitty there is no whipping 
- poſt for him. But aſſure himſelte, though he be of the 
number of the ſturdy and incorrigible perſons heete in 
this yvorld, yet there is a vyhipping poſt for him in an- 

etherworld, and he hal} ſec , that though his wicked 
Wajes (cemed good in bis owne eyes, and in the eyes of hu fel- 
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Lowes , of his fooles ,of his flatterers, yet the Tue of vhews are 
the Wwayes of death and defruttion. 

But vyhat should I need to dwell longer vpon par- 
ticulars,when not only this or that member,this or that } 
- finger or toe, but the whole body is corrupted 3 Looke + 
vpon Religion, are not our aduerfaries on all ſides in- 
creaſed? Do not all places ſwarme with (chiſmes , ſefts, 
hereſies, and priuate ſpirits ; Looke vpon our lives; 
was there euer ſuch defect of charity, as if indeed it 
were true which ſome Alander ys withall, that weeteach 
2 ſolitary faith wonld ue, and that works were need- 
leſſe; nay ſinfull? was there euer generally ſuch an itch 
of priuate wealth which ever forerunnes and effefs the 
rpine of the Common-wealth 8 Looke vypon all our 
Projefs , of draining ſurrounded grounds, or what- 
ſocuer other profitable preterce they carry, ſee” if rhey 
ayme not.atthe draining of the publique pur(e, at the 
milking of the ſtate by priuate Monopobes, as if England 
werea hard ſtep-dame,andno indulgent Mother to her 
proves! and yngratcfull children. Looke vpon our af- 
fctions; was there euer ſuch a deade luke-warme indif 
ferencie, a dow- baked zeale, as if wecared not which 
way the world went, all waycs wercalike to ys: Looke 
ypon man and wife, the Epitome of the Common- 
wealth; was there ever ſuch iarres, ſo little loue, ſack: 
chopping and chaunging of wiues and huſbands, ſuch 
Nullities, ſuch playing faſt & looſe with the ſacred con- 
ivgall knot, ſuch houſes oucrthrowne by bulic, pragma- 
cicall, and'diſobedient Exahs, and effeminate , llauish, 
and paſſhue Adams ? Lookein the ſtreete, if you can di- 
Ringuish men and women aſunder by their apparell, or 
dehauiour; if every Surcubs ſcemes not an Ay 
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thatyon had need of a Iury to inquire of their Sexes ? 
Conſider well if there be ſuch a thing as modeſty and 
chaſtity or shamefaſtneſſe, left amongſt women, or 
conrage , manhood, and honour left” amongſt men. 
Looke vpon the. higheſt, if they make any other ac. 
count of the poore then of their tame cattell (I except 
their dogs 2nd horſes, and perhaps their sheepe, deere, 
hogges ; for theſe muſt all be fed before them:) Locke 
ypon.the Commons, if their teeth grinde not with in- 
dignation, as if they had tomachenough both to cate 
thebeaſts and their more beaſtly maſters. Looke ypon 
allmen , .if finnes ofall kinds doe not abound : See if 
youcan diſtinguish the man from the Maſter , but that 
perhaps the man gocs brauer, ſweares lowder , and 
wilbe drunke ſooner. And if his Maſter keepe from 
Church for conſcience fake, he will keepe from thence 
becauſe he hath no-conſcience. Looke euery way if it 
benot'ashame to ſeeme good, mnch more 10.bee ſo: 
K it be or aglory to regard neither God nor King, Re- 
ligion nor Lawe. If they be not the only braue fellowes 
who dare doe the baſeſt ats moſt boldly, and ina diuu- 
ken deſperate moode, iuſtle ſober and filent luſtice 
fromthe wall into the Channell. Behold if Warr hath 
got made a violent ccizure of ys all; want of wealth, 
want of ſtrength, want of courage, want of wit, want 
of conſcience,want of grace; ſo that wee reſemble the 
people of Zaich ſpoken of in the 18. Chap. of the 
Judges, 7. 10. yerſes, and ſoare a careleſſe, fecure, irtc- 

gular Nation, a fit prey forany Conqueror, | 
 Thisis all true, all men ce it.and confeſſe it; but 
where isthe cauſe of this? Our ſinnes; they are both the 
cauſe & the cffeA;for ſinne is punished with linne: Arid 
L WE 
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we that are caill Cuſtomers to: defraud: God of his due; 
muſt looke to haue tri & ſeucre Searchers, and Cons 
trollers, and watchers ſet ouer ys: But yvhere is that 
cauſa proxima of ſinne? Sinne is a cauſe indeed of ſinne, 
but it is ca#ſa-remota , ſothat cucery eye cannot diſcerne 
that cauſe. Why, the next. cauſe of ſfinne which euery 
eye may ſce, isthe lacke of Execution of good Lawes; wee 
hauc them, but thy lic as Hezry the fifrs Bowes and Ar- 
rowes at Pomfret Ca/tle, with which he wan the battaile 
of Agincourt ; or Edward the thirds ſword: in We/tminier, 
which he ved in the Conqueſt of Fraunce; and-tels ys 
row whatbraue fellowes our forefathers haue beenes 
Heere only is the difference, that ſword is cuer drawne,, 
but the ſword. of Iuſtice is euer in the Sheaths ' - ' 

Now my honorable Lords, you hane the ſword ins 
your;hands, though aorthe- ſcepter; draw itfoorth; and. 
ſtrike with/ir_the-enemies:of Truth and luftice, who. 
wandes: out: of the: &7vgs high-Way ; in; their Wayesxof 
neighborhood ,and Waxes of privacy. You heare Nebewiiah 
fay, Cap. 6,11.: Should ſuch a-man as 1 feare ? It were a 
Shame. :Should: ſuch as you cither feare,,or favour, or 
reſpet cauſes/arperſgns ?; I'cannot ſuſpe@iſuch acloud, 
where there appeares ſuch a.shining Sun of graces ,/and' 
gitts of knowledge -and profeſſion. - I dare not: admo- 
nish you of anything; 1 am ſo-confident of your inte- 
-grity-. Yet becauſe d know -as you are the eyes of the 
State, the eyes of his Maicſtic, ſo you muſt ſee by other» 
mens eyes, and heare by other mens cares, 1 turns me:

Honorable Gentlemen, the King hath made you Iu- 
Niices, to aſſiſt theſe Indges in-preſence, to ſupply by 
your authority their abſence ; $Shew your felues as _- 
bY, re. 
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Predeceffors haue done, vvorthy of your places; reforme 
what you can, ibform where you canot, that the higher

isvaworthy of his place , vvho attaines it onely for his 
owne grace, to hurt his enemies, profit his followers, to 
yphold his faQion and partie ; and therefore attends hjs 
profit or pleFfure rather then his calling , vvherewithall 
he thin kes his conſcience is not charged ; bur that itis 
enough for him to ſit on the Bench, to tell the Clocke, 
and keepe his Cushion warme. You know, and there- 
fore doe the contrarie ; the Church , the Common- 
wealth expeQs more from you , and Iexcite you to this 
in their names. 

And you Gentlemen of the Grand. Fnqueſt , and of 
dther luries, with chiefe Conſtables , and pety Conſia- 
bles, I turne me to'you : Conſider you are the eyes and 
ares wherewithall /»/ice fees and heares ; without you 
shee is blind and deafe : let not prejudice or partialitic 
take yp your affeions therefore aforchand, Be nor like 
Band-dogs muzled for feare of biting : remember the di- 
gnitie, authority and yſe of your places, and diſgrace 
them not by your vaworthy cariage. The pooreſt Con- 
ſable is an eye tothe richelt and wiſeſt Magiſtiate : but 
few of them | feare haue eyes to ſee jt;and that their Cec- 
tificates would witneſle, it they were ſtrialy examined, 
which commonly arc nothing but matter of forme, and 
yet without either matter or forme. - 

Conſider, 1 beſcech you, how Policie hath ſet one eye 
ouer another, and how many eyes there are ouer-l00- 
kingall'your voluntarie, your wilfull, your negligent 
and- partiall eſcapes ; the petty Conſtables, -chiete Con- 
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tables, Grand. Enqueſt,the Iuſtices, the Indges and the 
whole County. And you that are next the loweſt, 
conſider the like, and ſo ſucceſſively as you are ſuper. 
ordinate ; I aſcend to you honorable Iudges, who 
know you haue a King aboue you too, vvho can di. 
ſtioguish of wayes,diſcerne colours (though all ſcarlet 


.ſfinnes, & crying crimes be kept from his eyes and eares 


artificially): & there s one aboue bim too,whoFules the hearts 
of Kings as the riuers of Waters ; and being aboue him, he

A 15. 8. ſearcher and ſeer of the heart. 


There is-2 double worke at the Aſſiſes, the triall of 
Nifi prize, and Cenſure of manners ; This, this laſt (my 
Lords, is the needfull, the acceptable worke ; for we 


' haue more neede of a Cars to reforme our corrupt man- 


ners, then of a Cicers, or Antony,or Seluſt, to- puritic and 
polish our Language. Wee all ſpeake like,good Angels, 
but we line like cuill. The Country Contention makes 
the Lawyer rich, but the negleC of Iuſtice makes vs all 
poore. Heeze nothing profus but due execution, which 
is then done, when your honors do notonly gine good 
and learned Charges, and good examples by prefens ati: 
ons, but leauc an impreſſion for the future, and looke 
at your returne for full-obedience to your commands 
and orders; which elſe are effc@uall no longer with 
fpme, then this my Sermon, which being takenfor a 
matter of courſe, is perhaps roſt by cenſure and: ſcience 
for a yvhile, bur ſcarcetouched by conſcience,or drawne 
into praQtiſe by any at all, though that:should be the 
end of all hearingas itis the.end of all preaching. Now

N my late paſſage downe from Londen to Graveſend 

by T#:-boate, there chanced among others, wo 
Gentlemen atthat preſcat alſo to paſle , being both 
of military profeſſion, but indifferently diſpoſed in their 
determinations, touching the Sides they went to ſcrue 
on : for after ſome conrie of ſpeech that paſſed amoog 
the companie, the one diſconered his intention to goe 
oucr into the Netherlends to ſerue the King of Spaine, and 
the other manifeſted his purpole to goe ſerue the States 
of Holand: but becauſe each of them ſeemed fortified 
yvith reaſon for his determination , and to thinke him- 
ſclfe aſwell able to defend it , as hee ſeemed willing to 
followir, all the company, out of a curioſitie, were ye- 
ry deſirous to heare what by cither fide could bee fayd; 
but yet withaprouiſo, thatno inconuecniencie or fal- 
ling out betwcene them ypon it might cnſue ; and ther- 
fore they deſired them, that before they began ſcriouſly 
to argue the matter, they should paſle their words to 
each other vpon their honours, that without injuring 
one another in particular, each might haue his free 
ſpeech in defence of his owne determined courſe; and 
that their arguing being ended, there $hould no exceps» 
tions be taken cither by them, or any of the compa = 
or 
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for ought that had beene ſpoken ; but that both they, 
and all the reſt of the companie, (their diſcourſe becing 
ended) $hould in ciuill and courteous manner carrie 
themſclues, and ſo take their leaues of cach other, when 
their wayes lay to be ſeparated. To thisall agreed, and 
theſe twaine gaue cach other their hand vpon the condi.

uation, in any thing any whit diſguſted, but in as great 
tranquilitieas ener they had beene. He lcft behind him 
in thoſe Countries no Spanish Gouernours nor ſouldi. 
ers, but gaue the particular Gouernments to the Nobi- 
litie of the Country it ſelfe, and the generall Gouerne. 
ment of them all, vato his naturall ſiſter the Duchefle 
of Parma, beeing of the ſawe Countrey borne : vybat 
wrong in any re!pet was here done them 2 yyho com- 
Plained of any wrong? why was not the good peace 
and reciprocall loue betwixt this King and his Nether- 
land 
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land ſubieRs continued ? who began the breach ? what 
ations of innouation cauſed it ? proceeded it from this 
Prince, or from the Netherland people ? 

When no thought or cogitation was in this Kings 
mine of any breach betweene him and his ſubicRs, in 
the yeere of our Lord 1595. certaine of the raſcalitie 
beeing ſuggeſted by fedicious Preachers, and thoſe Prea- 
chers (et 0a by ſome of the Nobilitie, little better then 
bankrupt , they began in moſt rebcllious rage, to fall to 
the robbing and ſpoyling of Churches, The Ducheſle 
of Parma being at Bruxels yyhen the newes of this outs 
ragious and generall facrilegious theft vvas brought vn+ 
to her, was much amazed thereat, and demanded of the 
Exrle of Barlamont, (who then was preſent) what they 
yyere that had donethis, yyhereunto hee anſwered her 
in French, Ce/te ſont que de Cens , vvhich as much to ſay, 
they are but Rognes or Raſcals. The Church.robbers , and 
thoſe that ſer them on worke, yvhercof ſome vvere 
Geatlemen, {though much vaworthy of that title) ha 
uving gotien notice how the name of Geus was giuen 
them, did foorthwith accept of the name , and wore in 
ſtead of brooches on their hats, little woodden dishes, 
to betoken beggars dishes; and ſome of that ſort did af- 
terwards weare Foxe tailes in their Hats in ſtead of fea- 
thers ; ſo as it ſeemeth they tooke a glotie in this wor- 
thy name : for they alſo cauſed a print or ſtampe of a 
Cocke to be made, at whoſe mouth the words Yiae les 
Ger par rout le monde were let downe, yvhich is as much 
to ſay, Liue, or flourich may the Rogues ouer all the World : 
and the paper-priats or pictares taken from this ſtamp, 
were ſet ypin all houſes, taphouſes, and taucrnes where 
they frequented : herehence it commeth , that in all the 


— 
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Low-countries, this kinde of people doe vrto this day, 
beare the name of Gexſes, howbeit they hane ſince beene 


taught to call themſclnes the Reformed , but Proteſtants , 


they neither doe,nor cuer did call themſelues. 

Here have you the originall and beginning of the 
| breach betweene the King of Spain? , and theſe his Ne. 
therland ſubieRs; and as touching their beeing oppreſ. 
ſed and wronged by the King of Spayze, and in danger to 
be brought-vnder the ſeueritic of the Spanish Inquiſition, 
the blame that the King of Spazze herein deſerveth is, 
that he was ſo much ouer-shot, that when hee heard of 
their breaking downe of Altars and Images in Chur. 
ches, of their robbing and carying thence of filuer Cha. 
lices, Patcrnes, Cructs, Candleſtickes, Lampes,and Re. 
Jiquaries, with the Tapeſtrie, and whatrſocuer they 
might make money of, euen to the very Bcls in the 
Stceples, he had not commended it to be wel done,and 
ſent them rewards for their ſo doing, and ſo haue Jet 
them runne on cuen to the taking of the Crucifixe out 
of the Church, and hanging it on the Gallowes, as they 
did at Gorey in Holland; an att, thar albeit the Divell, 
Iewes, and Geuſes would take pkaſure in,yet would ye- 
ry Turkes, and Mahometans bee ſcandalized to be- 
hold it. | 

Now becauſe the King of Spayne had ſworne at his 
bcing in the Nethcrlands, to defend the Chutch and 
Eccleliaſtical! perſons in their auncient and Chriftian 
Priuiledges, and that he apprehended Church.robberie 


to be theft, he ſo much wronged theſe people, as to lend.

it) wasas little wrong, as to hang a Miniſter for ſtealing 
of a booke of Martyrs out ofa Parish Church in Londos.

For the reprochfull name of Gezs ca(t vp- 
on them, yyhich you interpret Raſcal, they wore it, and 
the enfignes and badges of it, as an honour, to lct the 
world ſee, the King of Spaine and his Councell, eſpecial- 
ly the Clergie, accounted no better of them, then of 
Rogues or beggars, and intended with the vtwoſt ſpeed 
to make them ſuch, yyhich alſo they expreſt by the 
woodden dish. 

As for the Foxe taile, vvhich you ſay, they wore in 
their Caps, it was perhaps to put you in mindc,ihat nci- 
ther thcy aor their Preachers were ſuch Yotaries as your

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chaſte Friar Cornelius aveayen of Bruges; vvho being 4 
molt zealous perſecuter of the.Geuſes, and very deuoute 
and obedient to the Church of Rowe and the Catholike 
King, inuented an Order of humilitie and innocencie, 
and vied tovyhip the peniteat female ſoules, that hee 
confeſt,with a Foxe-tayle ſtarke naked, telling them it 
became Innocencie to bee ſeene ſo, This mult necdes bee 
a ſore and ſcuere kinde of Penance both to them and to 
him; yet not ſo abſurd and abhord, as that Sodomiticall 
praiſe of the Friars of Gas and Bruges; for which much 
about that time , many were burnt, and many were 
vvhipt, by the ſeatence of the Court of Flanders , beeing 
all men of their owne Religion. 
| For the hanging vp of a Crucifixe vpon the Gallowes 
at Gortum, vyherewith you charge the people, I muſt 
confeſſe I allow not of the faQ; nay rather 1 condemne 
it asan idle and ſcandalous ation, neither can I ſuppoſe 
It true; yet admit it were ſo,then doubtleſlc cither it was 
done by ſome irreligious perſons, who mixed thiſclues 
vvith the multitude of rash Reformetrs; or if by ſome +. 
thers, out of blinde deuotion and indiſcreet zeale, they 
might defend themſclues with theſe reaſons,which you 
£an hardly refute, 

1 Firſt, you paint Chriſt hanged on a Croſle, vvho 
fitsin glory at the right hand of God the Father : for 
this they hang vp your forgcrie; and doe no more indeed

1 will briefly as1 
may, ſatisfie all your demands, shewing firſt the true 
and naturall conſtitution of that mixed Gouernement 
4 initio , and then proceeding to manifelt what new 
preſſures, contrary to the fundamenrall Lawes of the 
State, and what daily incroachments, ſtolne ypon the 
peoples Liberties by policie, prouoked this warre, and 
produced the dire effefts following, as a mirrour to 
warne all Magiſicates to beware of tyrannie, and to bee 
content with their owne in manly moderation, leſt Zs- 
cifer-like, ſecking to become gods, they prooue diucl. 
lich Tyrants, and fo loſe their firlt angelicall ſcates of 
Saueraigntie. 
But becauſe it is impoſsible in ſo narrow a Diſcourſe 
45 vc intend, to ſpeake of all particulars, and to deliuer 
ſcuerally, vyhat euery Prouince, and ceuery City ineuc- 
ry Province, holds apart from others, as proper onelyto 
themſelues, I vvill onely shew you a few of tho' Prix- 
eiples (rather then Prixiledges ) of State , yvhich theſe 
Nations haue preſerucd intire in generall,notwithſtan- 
ding the many powerfull hands they haue in that time 
paſt rhorow ; when, eucn the moſt noble and generous 
Nations, vvho boaſt and glorie of uniuerſal Monarchies, 
hauec indured in leffe time many violeat changes, anda 
totall and figall lofle cf theis Liberties. 
| The 
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.. The Batatians(for that is the moſt generall name pro- 
per to this people) were, origicaliy of the Carzens, now 
called Heſſexs ; they firſt poſleſt the Land which they 
now hold, without iniurie to any, other Nation or pet« 
ſon, finding it not inhabited by reaſon of many wants 
and ioconucniences, vyhich their invincible induſtries 
haue ſince onercome; and much of it alſo not habitable, 
i regard of ſundry difficulties yvhich their admirable 
inuentions haue. ſince .remooued, or conuerted into 
profitable helpes and neceflarie commodities. Thus 0+ 
riginally they are free yvithour forraine tenure for the 
place, or complaiat of any perſon for elbow-roome or 
intruſion, Their Gonernement alſo was as free as go. 
uernement could poſlibly be : they choſe their Gouer-: 
nours themſeclues, vyere he one or more, King, Gene- 
rall, or Earle; and cuer had reſpc<& that their Liberties 
and welfares should notreſt in the boſome or diſpoſi- 
tion of 0ne man onely; but ſo wiicly and warily prouij- 
ded, that were he wiſe 9r faolish, vertuous or vyicked, 
yalantit or cowatdly,truc or falſe that ruled for the time, 
he might profit them , but should haue no power to 
ruine them himſelfe, or betray them to be ruined by thg 
Tyrannie of others. }..

doe to root out all Hereſies, had cauſed eightecne thou- 
ſand men 10 be executed and put to death by the orlie 
narie miniſter of luſtice, within the ſpace of fixe yexcs 
that he gouerned the Netherlands, not accounting thoſe 
that his ſoldiers ic the Nerher/ands by the warres, by thcir 
cruclijes, and other tyrannous mcanes had murthered

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and miſcrably conſumed and brought vnro their ends, 
which without all doubt could not chuſe but bee an in- 
numerable number : and yet Pere the Preſident of his 
bloudie Councell, that weat with him into Spaine,com- 
plained and faid, that nimia miſericordia, too. much mer- 
cie, poyled the Nerherlands : which too much mercis 
of his was ſuch, that a man could hardly kcepe and pre. 
ſerue his owne goods from ſpoile, becauſe of his and his 
ſouldiers couctouſnes ; nor his vvife and daughter from 
abaſe, becauſe of their lecherie, nor his lite from vige 
lence, becauſe of their bloud-thirſtineſſe : neither could 
Nobilitie, riches, honeſtie, nor yet any fore-paſled merit, 
ot ſeruice, helpe or auaile any man, if he were once fal- 
len into hatred and diſlike of him, 

That he vſcd to helpe himſclte to effe& his will by 
ſuborning of falſe witneſſes, at it appearcd at Dornicke ak 
the death of Martiz Hutten, who was the Kings Officer, 
executed for the ſame. 

That without reſpeR of any iuriſditions and ordina- 
rie Cuſtomes of the Countrey , hee tooke all authority 
from the ludges , both of criminall and ciuill cauſes, 
which in any wiſe might concerne the Confiſcations v- 
ſed andexecuted by his bloudic Councels; whereby nei» 
ther ſpiritual! nor temporall perſons, widowes nor or- 
phans, poore Hoſpitals, Lazer-houſes, Orphans houſes, 
nor ſpiritual! Hoſpitals, that had iuſt and due pengons, 
and yeerely Rents comming, proceeding , and to bee 
yecrely payed vnto them out of the reuennes of rhe by- 
nished and executed perſons goods, could be payed; but 

ke to the contrarie, drew it all into his owae hands, 
without giuing any charge to ſee the ſaid Rents payed 
Out of the confiſcated goods and lands once regiſtred,

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the liſt whereof he ſent ynto the King, amounting (as 
heſctit downe) to about eight millions of Guldernes 
yccrely, that ſo he might couer his cruelty with the pro. 
fit thereof, and thereby winne great commendation in 
Spaine-.

That the vnreaſonable and ynſpeakable cxaRtions 
and taxes the one following the other, (beſides the con- 
fiſcations aforcſaid ) exated and laid vpon the poore 
people were excceding great,as the hundreth peny gran. 
ted vnto him for fixe yecres, which amounted vynto ma. 
ny millions of Guldernes; the twentieth peny, and alſo 
he asked the tenth penic of all goods mooucable and 
vnmooueable, yca and of all wares bought and ſold,and 
ſought by all the meanes he could, to raiſe the ſame (4- 
gain(t the aduice of all the Eſtates and Councels of the 
Countrey) not onely proceeding of the cleare gaines of 
the things ſold, but the tenth and twentieth peny of 
- the capitall and principall value of all things ſold: fo as 
they should haue driuen all Trade of Merchandize,han- 
dicrafts, and dcalings (whereby the Inhabitants for the 
moſt patt get their liuings) out of the Nerherlands;which 
exaction hee thought with all rigour and extremitie'to 
Hhaneraiſed and put in praQtiſe, it he had not beene im- 
peached and hindred from the ſame by the warres;wher- 
.as before that,the Countrey gaue him twenty hundred 
thouſand Guldernes yeerely, beſides certaine extraordi- 
narie millions continually payed. To conclude, he cal» 
ſed the King and the Netherlands in ſixc yeeres gouerne- 
ment to ſpend at the leaſt fiftie rwo millions of Gul- 
dernes, which came for the molt-part out of the Nether» 
{lands purſes. 

Thathe cauſed the English Merchants goods that did 
traffique 
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rraffique in'_Yntiwerpe, ( vpon hatred of Religion, and 
thinking thereby to driue them fiom thence) amoun- 


ting to ſeuen hundred thouſand Guldernes, to be arre- ric money 


ſted vnder pretence of money that should bee arreſted 
and withholden from him in F»2/and, (which nenerthe. « 
lefſe appeared to be none of his) writing to the King of 
Spaineto doe the like, without any contideration , that 
the Netherlands had more to loſe in Enzland;who thereby 
loſt in Fn2lavd twelne hundred thouſand Gulderncs, 
wherewith the moſt worthy and famous Queene of Fx. 
gland recompenced her ſubieQs for their loſles : But the 
Duke of 41ua, neither yet the King of Spaine , vvould 
not offer, promiſe, or pay the Netherlands one peny;not- 
withſtanding afterwards, that by the reckoning made 
by the Merchants on both ſides, he (hauing receiued in 
the Mcrchants names, about two hundred thoaſand 
Guldernes of ouerplus found to be in ths English Mer- 
chants hands) would not giue it vnto thoſe pertons that 
had loſt it, as the Queene of E»z/and did; but rather cau- 
ſed many men (by reaſon of ſtopping the Trade) to be- 
come Bankrupts, to the generall hurt and.preiudice of 
the whole Countrey. Beſides, for want of paying his 
fouldiers, hee ſuffered them, without all militaric diſci« 
pline, to vſe all rrotous, diſordered,and forcible ations; 
as threatning of the people, ſtriking, robbing, ranſack- 
ing, forcing of women, and ſuch like ations, and to 
burne and ſpoile divers faire Villages, as Carricke vpon 
the Sea, Santfort, Alfen, and many others ; and ravſack- 
ing divers Townes, to murther the people, thinking to 
haue entred forcibly into Fzrecht and other townes, and 
to haue ſpoyled and ranſackt the fame : what they did 
toDornke, Valencia, Tpre, Maitricht, Denenter, Meriiien, 
| F. 3 Oude- 


he cauſed all the ſoldiers (not ſparing their young boyes 
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Oud-nard, Dermonde, Naerden,and elſewhere, is yet in moſt 


. fearefull remembrance, 


In his time in Brexels, there was aboue one hundred 
and thirty Burgers murthered, and cruelly brought vn. 
to their ends by the Spaniards. In Gard in a certaine vp. 
rore made by the Spaniards, there was ſixtie or ſeuentie 
Burgers at one time, and after that an innumerable 


-nuamberof men and women ſlaine and murthered. In 


Tpre likewiſe at the execution of a Preacher, there was 
two and twenty Burgers shot thorow and killed, beſides 
thoſe that were hurt. 

In Dornicke at a certaine yprore betweene them of the 
Caſlle, and the townes Garriſon , two Spariards becin 
Alaine, they cryed Spania, Sparia, and therewith wilfully 
killed fifteene Burgers : and there likewiſe they forcibly 
entred into the widow Pozrtiers houſe in the day time, 
and killed her daughter and her couſin, thinking to haue 
found great ftore of money in her houſe; for the which 
there was no other execution done ypon the offenders, 
but onely they that had done the deed, were ſent away 
from thence, and put into another Garrifon, 

In Feſsingue was there not a Bill found about Paciece, 
(that was kept priſoner by them) wherein was the 
names of an innumerablenumber of men both Gentlc- 
men and others of the chicfeſt Bourgers, which by the 
Dukes commandements$hould have beene murthered 
in the yecre 1572. in divers townes, thereby to compel! 
them to yceld to the tenth penie ? What horrible mur- 
thers were done and committed in Naerden and Harlem, 
contrarie 10 the faithfull promiſes made in Dom Frede- 
7i6kes name, is manifeſtly knowne to euery man : where

To conclude, he did opeply breake and difannull all 
honeſt amitie and louc, that one man is bound to shew 
vnto another, murthering and executing vvomen that 
holpe their husbands,and children that comforted their 
parents in their vttermoſt and greateſt extremities, and 

ſuch as did but comfort them with a Letter;as was to be 
ſcene in the towne of HaFriche, vvhere the father was 
cruelly put to death becauſe he lodged his ſonne{(that he 
had not (cene in a long time before) one night; and an- 
other, becauſe he gaue a poore widow (vvhole husband 
had beene put to dear for Religion) certaine corne for 
almes; another, for that he- ſent certaine money vato 
his friend which was then in' England, and confiſcated 
the goods of many honeſt and rich women, becauſe 
they had lodged their husbands in their houſes, whereby 
they were compelled to egge their bread. 

Hee likewiſe prophancd the holy Sacratnent of Bap- 
tiſme, cauſing the children that had beene openly and 
publikely baptized in the Name of the Father, of the Sonne, 
andof the holy Ghoſt, to be baptized againe , becauſe they 
had beene baprized (as hee ſaid) by Heretickes, yvhich 
vvas againft the Decrecs of Councels, and all the Lawes 
both of God and man. | 

Toshew his extreme pride and high minde, in the 
Caſtle of Antwerpe he cauſed his image to bee made and 
erected of brafie, (like Nebuchadnezzar) placing vnder 
his-feet the Nobilitie and States of the Countries of the Ne- 
therlands : and at Antwerpe in the matket-place, where 
he published a Pardon, he cauſed a princely Throne to 
be erected, which is vſcd to beſet vp, onely therewith 
to honour Princesand Kings, which he of himfclfe cau- 
id to be (et vp and fate thereon, to the diminishing = 

the 


the Kings honour, yvhich no Lieutenant to the King 
before him durſt attempt. 

This is part of that vvherewith the Countries of the 
Netherlands,both of the one and the other Religion doe 
charge your great and glorious Duke of 1a, who 
yyent out of his command like a ſauffe' in the noſtrils 
of all the Netherlanders , that loucd their Countries li- 
berties , howſocuer they yaricd in points and opinions 
of Religion. 

After his departure the King ſent the great Com- 
mander of Cz//i/e, not to moderate any thing of his Pre- 
_ deceſſors tyrannie, but to purſue it more couertly and 


cunningly. In his time; vader colour of a mutinic , Av- 


therpe, Bruxels, Maſtricht, Alo#, with divers other places, 
(beciag then vader the peaceable goucrnement of the 
King) were ſurpriſed by the Spanish Souldiers, ranſackt 
and burnt, as if they had beene townes of enemies, and 
atlaſt forced to redeeme their owne liberty, by ſatisfying 
the Souldier their ynreaſonable demands; ſo vaderhand 
paying the Kings. Army. The Captaine of theſe coun- 
terfeit Mutineers was one Leronymo de Rhoda a Prielt; who 
(a it plaincly appeares ) had ſecret inſtructions to mu- 
tine, or pretend Rebcliion, or doe, or counterfcit any 
ether falschood , which might impouetish the people, 
make them vnable to reſiſt any violence, and fo faci- 
+ liate the Kings maine end of Conqueſt, and abſolute 
ſabicion of thole Countries to Tyrannie. According- 
Iy (the great Commander being dead ) hee tooke vpon 
him, by ſome priuate inſtruſtion from Spazne,to 1ule all: 
whilſt notwithſtanding by publike. Decree the, King 
had citablished the Genera/ EXates in the Goucrnmear. 
But it plajacly appeared, the face and heart of oy dc- 

1g.ncs 
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Genes and'aftions was not all one. For howſoeuer the 
publike countenance ſtood for the Szares, the ſecret in- 
tent was that Roda should gouerne;which he Knowing, 
vſurped the Kings name, authoritie, and Seal, and rc 
turning into Spajve afterward, in ſtead of punishment, 
vvasvvell rewarded for it: becauſe, though he croſt the 
publike A of the King, yet he performed the ſecret in: 
tent, and priuate inſtruction given him. And this vyas 
manifeſtly diſcouered at the comming of Dom lohn of 
Auſtriato gouerne, vvho was forbidden to ſpeake,or ſee 
Rhoda, or give him any countenance, but ro demeane 
himſelfe towards him, as if he had beene an enemy and 
Rebell, yet vnderhand to carry himſelfe in the Gouern- 
ment of thoſe Countries, onely as he shauld be direQed 
by the inftraQtions of Rhoda, © 
" Thus Dom Tohn ſcemed to hold altogether with the 
Nobles and with the Covntrey, to pitie their preſſures, 
to promiſe a ſpeedy redreſle of all grieuances; notwith- 
ſtanding all this was but fained to betray them ; for hee 
ſonght andaymed at the ſame end that all the reſt had 
done before, though after a new manner ; labouring to 
winne and conquer one part by another, and todiuide 
the Countries, that he might rule as hee liſt. All this 
plot vyas diſcloſed by the providence &f God, who (be- 
ing no Tyrant, but a father himſclfe) is an enewy to 
all oppreſſion and tyranny ; and beeing Truth it ſelfey, 
hates all diſſimulatrion and falshood : for a Letter of the 
Kings to Dom Tohn was intercepted , wherein all theſe 
ſnares, traines, and plots, vyere amply layd downe and 
dclincated to life, for the better execution of them 
' When time ſerued. Vpon which , the whole State be- 
 hojding nothing that might moouc them to hope for 
icfot- 
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feformation but vvhat might cauſe them rather to de- 
ſpaite of faire dealing, they altogether agreed and reſol. 
ned torcnounce their allegeance to the King of Spayne 
and finally to declare him falae by Tyrannie from the 
Seignorie, Principalitic, lurifdition, and Inheritance 
ofthoſe Countties; vyhich accordingly they did, AHnne 
1581-by: publike, act. 

And here you ſce ſome of the true cauſes of their fi. 
nali breaking of fiom their obedience, and many of the _ 
pew preſſures you ſo carneſtly enquire after; all which 
youwuſt needcs iuſtific for reaſonable, if you be area- 
ſotable creature, and haue not the eyes of your vndecs 
fanding, as well as of your faith, ſeceled vp with a fether 
from one of thoſe Romich Geeſe that kept the Capitollz 
orput cleanc out by the application of Spanish Catholicen 
"+ 7g yvith golden Drugges of the Eaſt and Weſt 

WAJCS. 

For is it not reaſonable , that hee who diſclaimes his 
owne intereſt , yyhich is right and juſt, though not (o 
large as he deſires, and flycs to another vyhich is anſwe- 
able to his defire in the extent, though vniuſt and yio- 
lent, chould loſe the iuft title which he diſclaymes, - and - 
receive no manner of bencfit from it ? In caſe of tenures 
(1 haue heard) that our Common Law (which is for the 
moſt part grounded vpon Reaſon) ſ1yth ; That if a Te. 
nant for life cekes to the prejudice of another perſon, 
tochalenge a tate of Inheritance,and to pleade it;bcing 
evicted thereio, he loſeth his firſt title , and cannot tall 
backe to afſume that Right vvhich before he diſauowed, 
But you will ſay, The King of Spazne did not dilauow his 
title of Inheritance by birth. 1 anſwere, by wordes {per- 
haps) he did nor; bur itis plaine, that by ouert acts hee 
| G did, 
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did, vvhen he ſought to conquer his oWne Inheritance ;and Yo 


ſo taught the people 70 re/i## him as a common and publike * | 

enemic, Who ſought the ſubuerſion of their fundamental Lawes 

and Liberties, and the boudage of their Countrey. Thus for. 

getting his owne duty firſt, hee tavght them to forget 

theirs afterwards; and ſceking to inthrall them yaiuſtly,; . 

he gane them a juſt cauſe and ground of farther liberty, 
Red-ſearfe. 

The Duke of _Mlua had neuer charge from Spaine, 
nor neuer intention of his owne to bring an 1nq#:/ition 
into the Netherlands; this is but a meere calumnie which 
hath beene ſpread abroad , and given out by the ſediti. 
ous, to foſter the obſtinacic of the people : but had the 
Tuquiftion beene brought into the Nerberlands,it had but 
returned from whence in long fore-going yeres it came: 
for you muſt note, that the /nqui/ition was neuer inuen- 
ted or brought ypin Spaire, or there cuer intended for 
Proteſtants, ſceing it yvas in the world many ages be- 
forecuer the world was acquainted with the name of 
the Proteſtants, or with any ſuch kinde of people as 
Proteſtants are : for the Emperour Charles the Great, 
who lined about cight hundred yeeres paſt,did firſt pro- 
mulgate and putit in praCtiſe; and the cauſe was, that 
after the Saxons in their Countrey of Saxonie, (Holland, 
and thoſe annexed Prouinces becing at that time part of 
the nether Sexonie) had beene brought from Paganiſne 
to Chriftianity;this pious Emperour having greatly fur- 
thered it, he had no ſooner turned his backe by reaſon 
of his being impeached with warres in other parts, but 
theſe Saxovs turned from Chriſtianity backe againe to 
Paganifme; and for ſuch Apoſtata's and forſakers of the 
Faith, he ordayned an [vqu;irion, the memory whereof 
| gaue

gane example, that ſoine ages after it was renued and 
_ putinpraftiſe in Spaine, for tuch cAoores and /eWwes, as 
- having received the charater of Chciſt,fell back againe 
to Mahometiſme and ludaiſme; and albeit this ngxi//> 
tion was neuer intended (as before is ſaid) to haue beene 
renved in the Netherlands, yet peraduenture it might 
haueprooued as neceſſarie , vyvhea ſignes appeared of 
the good diſpoſition of ſome there atwcll to Mahome- 
tiſme as to ludaiſme. For diuets that arc yet liuing have 
ſcene written vpon the Targets or Roundaſſes vyhich 
ſome of theſe Geme-gallants did beare, their reſolution 
thereunto, in theſe words, Rather Turkish then Popichz 
yyhichis in effet, Rather Mahomet then Chrift : and Hol- 
landers report themſclues, that ſome of their Countri- 
men haue beene ſo edified in the preſent Synagogue at 
Amferdam, that they have reliaquished their Chriſtiani- 
tic, and are become 7eWes ; and for defet of an 1n9ui/e- 
ties, had not any thing ſaid ynto them for it; nor muſt 
they, where profeſſion is made of ſuch conſcience-liber- 
tie, thateuery man may chuſe what he will belecue, or 
whether he will belecue any thing or nothing. 

But this may ſceme the Jeſſe wonder, when there 
haue beene found among theſe Gexſes, a companie that 
marched ynder the En/jene of the Denill ; for fo was the 
Enſigne called, becauſe there were depicted therein the 
Deuils clawes, vvhigh many that ate ye: living, haue 
ſeene diſplayed in the towne of Leire in Brabant, at ſuch 
timeas it ſtood out in rebellion againſt the King : and ſo 
May you now ſee how rebellion againſt the King, and 

rebellion againſt God doe concurte together, for where- 
as ancient good Chriſtians hauing beene taught by the 
Example of the moſt glorious Chriſtian Emperour Ces-

Whereas you ſay that the Duke of A/ua had neuer any 

charge from Spajne,or intention'of his owne to bringag

And me thinkes, it is better, amongſt cuils, 1o- 
bee a profeſt Twrke or lew, then a counterfeit, cruel], 
proud,couctous, bloudy and barbarous Chriſtian;zbowgh: 
(as one ſaith)z;r Were better ro be ns man,then either of both, 
Wherfore I would baue a geacrall 72qu/irion in all coun- 
triesof Chriſtendome, onely to finde out ſuch as yyere 
hipenelized in the Dominions of other Princes; and: 
ſuch would 1 haue worthily put to the ſame torments 
yvhich they infli& ypon others for their coaſciences:; 
Thoſe Twrks and ewes you ſpeake of, yyould I haue con-

An I2qui///tion were 
ft for you therefore, leſt you prouc work to ys through

You nced'/not in the fterne of your Diſcourſe recapi. 
. tulate the notable pieces which you haue proucd: for all 
. thatyou ſay, doth but prooue how little you are able to 
fay for your ſelfe.and how you areled rather by your af- 
fetion then reaſon. You-haue had euidence enough, 
that the King of Spaine ſought to planta tyranoy in the 
-Netherlands; and yctleſt theſe should ſeeme in your eyes, 
or the like, not to be ſufficient, 1 produce an honorable 
Ambaſlage ſent from the Archduke Mathiss and the Ge- 
werall Eftates, toaſolemne Afſembly of the Princes of 
the Empire, holden at Wormes in Germany, ano 1578. 
vyhere the Seignior of S. ©Alatgond declared at large, the 
miſcrable eſtate of the Netherlands , the delignes and in- 
tent of Spaine, the tyranny of the;Duke of Aus, Dom 
Tohn and others; and vvithall, what danger the Empire 
vvas to expe thereby , whilſt thoſe Countries should 
be made the ſeate of the yvarre, a place of retreit and 
gatriſon, and a ready and able Magazine , by reaſon of 
their trading by Sea and the nauigable Rincrs, to reduce 
all Germany, and ſo canſequently all Chriltendome, va- 
der their obedicnce;it yet their ambitions aymes looked 
no farther. | 
This then vvas thought ſufficient to put all Chriften- 
dome ypon their guard ; and yerall this is not ſufficient 
to make you beleeuc any thing, but the galden Legend 
of Spaine, 
1hen have you the reſolution of the Queene of Fu- 
2/andto helpe them, after mature deliberation and confi» 
deration of this their cauſe, and the queſtion betwixt 
them and the King; and after she had long aad in vaine 
; intcr- 
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:TDterceded for them to the King, and preſented both the 
- jnftice of their cauſe, and the danger of his injuſtice by 
diners demonſtrations of loue to him. Now this her re- 
ſolution muſt needs bee grounded vpon the manifeſt 
and apparent iuſtice of the cauſe, otherwiſe Monarches, 
anda timerous woman eſpecially, vvould have becne 


wary, cuen for conſequence lake, if not for conſcience, This tuſtar' 


howthey fauoured or ſupported rhe ſubieQs of another 


Prince » at leaſt if they judged them Rebels. But it is Ffrcrofot 


clecre both by the a&t jt ſelfe whereby shee vndertooke 
their proteQion, as alſo by the reaſons whereupon $hee 
grounded that reſolution , that shee tooke them for no 
Rebels, but for diſtreſſed people tyrannized oner by a 
cruell, mercileſle, and bloudy enemy, who by ſtrange 

dealing, had made himſelfe a ſtranger to his owne. 
Thisalſo might appeare by the Duke of _Mnjous ac- 
ceptance of the title of the Duke of Brabant and Flanders; 
and by the King of Fraxce his declaration made for ap- 
probation of the cauſe, and conditioning for the title af- 
terthedeath of his brother the Duke of _79jou ; vvhich 
hewould not haue done, being of the Romich Religion als 
ſo, ifhee and his wiſe Councell had not by pregnant 
proofes ſeene, that the King of Spaire by his tyranny and 
intruſion, was falne from his Right, and had manumil- 

ſed them ſrom all neceſſary obedience, | 
This laſtly is confirmed beyond queſtion, by the laſt 
accord made betwixt the King of Spaine and thele Stazes, 
vyhercin the title he had is wholly rclinquished ; and he 
kreates and concludes peace with them, as with free- 
States,to whom he pretends no title; and ſo entertained 
their Ambaſſadours, as the Ambaſladours of a Confte- 
geracie, Beſides, the King of great Brirraine, France, Den- 
H marke, 
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wmarke, Sweden,the State of Venice,the Germane Princes, with 
other Nations ia Chriſtendom & without, haue treated 
yvith them ypon the ſame'termes, and haue concluded 
peace, and made leagues and alliances vvith them as 
vvith free States, acknowledging them to bee inueſted 
with ſoueraigne power in the vnired Body. Now there. 
fore it is iniuſtice for the King of Spaire to fall backe 
from his former-concluſion, made ſo aduiſedly, and to 
reuiue his-title, as an smmortall cauſe of vvarre and 
bloudshed; yeait is injuſtice in you, orany other perſon, 
to defend that title by tongue, pen, or hand. For it cals 
both the yviſedome and honour of our owne King and 
of all other Kings, Princes, and States, vyho have made 
peace vvith that Szare, into queſtion; yea it cenſures and 
condemnes them all ; it diſſolues all thoſe Leagues and 
Confederacies of trade and commerce, of wartes offen. 
Gueand defenſive, concluded with them for the-gene- 
rall good,and ſetsall Chriſtendome in combuſtion;with 
A Romish ſquib of reſeruation, and Catholike equinccation, 
And ſurely, howſocuer you, and ſuch as you, may in- 
confiderately thinke meanely, and ſpeake baſely of the 
wiſcſt and worthieſt perſons employed in that Sare, be- 
_ cauſe you finde them without traine, or pompe, or titu- 
lar vanities; and many of them raiſed for their experi- 
ence, fidelity and vviſedome, from meane ſtations, to 
treade in thoſe high ſteps of authority and ſupetioritie, 
(as the Romane Conſuls had vvont, of whom one ſayd, 
they Were all Kings) yet whatſocuer is vnfit to bee ſpoken 
of other Princes, is vafit to bee ſpoken of them in their 
places; and the iuft attributes you giue other high Come 
manders, ought to be giuen them in their vayred Body : 
Aadthat they cxaR it not, procecdes from theix wy 
an 
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and humility; that you gine it not, proccedes from your 
ignorance, arrogance, malice, and pride. Therefore to 
conclude this poynt, the ſcrupulous ſouldier, vvho be- 
fore cither vvould not ſee the truth, or could not judge 
it, may now be reſolued of the juſtice of the warres,cuen 
from the King of Spaines owne confeſſion and concelli- 
00, and from the publike as of his owne Prince and 
State vyhere he lives. Beſides, the mitaculous bleſſing 
and proſperity which God hath giuen to their warres, 
thewes it 5 of him; and the policie and power of Princes 
dothenuic it, and oppoſe itin vaine. God bleſieth them © 
with peace, and plenty, and riches in the midſt of warte, 
and impouerisheth and embroylcth their oppolers, in 
themidiſt of peace : as Taxtalus is thirſtic with water at 
the lip,ſo theſe beggar and breake at the fountaine head 
of Gold and Siluer : God by all theſe meanes confir- 
ming their cauſe, and shewing himſelfc to be their God, 
if they will be his people. And this(I thinke) shall ſerve 
tofatisfie you, ar leaſt to ſilence your further clamour, 
Shewing, that the Queene of England was mooued to 
takethe Nerherlands parts out of meere commiſeration 
of their juit cauſe, andthe deteſtation of thoſe Spanich 
cruckies and ryrannies vader which they groned. 

Now if you be not weary of your taske, let vs come 
to ſpeake of the ſecond reaſon, inducing that good 
Queene to ſuccour them; which was, partly domeſticke 
relpeRts , mixed with other important reaſons of State; 
namely, Becauſe of our auncient leagucs with that peo- 
ple, our daily commerce and intercourſc, the dependan- 
{ Ccicofone State ypon another, the aſſurance of their 
good and approoued neighbourhood, the feare of Spa- 
mish propinquitie, eſpecially as the caſc ſtood with the 


H 2 Qu2ciuc, 
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Queene, being ſole, of a contrary Religion, and obng- 
xious to the pretences and claimes of the next Succe. 
for, yvvho might be colourably aſſiſted by the invincible 
Arme of 5payne, to diſmount the true Owner ; and then 
the pretender by the ſame Arme hoyſted oner the ſad. 
dle, and ſo himwſelfe eaſily ſettled in the ſeate of Soue. 
raignty, by the Popes donation, as hath beenc accuſto- 
med in other places. |

Before 1 come to diſcourſe about Queene Z{zzaberhs 
reaſons for taking the Ho/landers parts , giuc mee leaue,l

Thar England and Spine haue anciently remained in 
great amity together, Hiſtories and Chronicles wil wit- 
neſſe, and the diuers alliances and marriages often made 
betweene :..cſe two Countries, can alſo giue teſtimony 

thereof. , 

Trae then it is, that the great breach and hoſtility be- 
tweene England and Spaine began but in theſe our dayes: 
let vs now ſee and confider, vvhy and how it began; to 
wit, whether by Spaive or by England. 

King Philip the ſecond of __ as all the vvorld 
knoweth, did vpon the death of Queene cAury his wife, 
giue place and quiet entrance vnto Queene Elizabeth; 
and for further proofe of his deſire of continuance of 
peace and amitie with her, hee freely gaue ynto herall 
Queene cMaries lewels,they inſtly belonging vnto him- 
{cite : he alſo kept his Ambaſſadour Lidger in England, 
8s the ſaid Queene kept hers alſo in Spare, profeſſing 

Out« 
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outwardly vato him all loue and amitie; and yet this 
notwitſtanding shce pern ittcd ſecretly and vaderhand, 
the tranſport of Artillery and Munition of warre to the 
eHMonres of Granado, to enable them to rebell,iuſt about 
the very ſame time, that the Nerherland-rebellion was 
determined to be begun, that thereby the Kiog of Spaine 
might haue his hands full , by becing thruſt into two 
yyarres at once; both which shee vnderhand furnished, 
but more the warre of the Netherlands, then that of Gra. 
nads, becauſe of the readier commoaditic. Soone ypon: 
the contrining of this plot, when the King of Sparne, to- 
appeaſc the Nzrberlandbroyles in the beginning, had ſent; 
the Duke of Als4 with Forces into thoſe parts ; and after 
hisarriual there, ſeat him a ſupply of 600000. crownes;: 
ſome affirme it ro have beene 800000, She ceized vpon 
his money in the vvelt part of England; and having got-- 
ten it ynder her hands, did therewith aſliſt his Nezberland* 
Rebels, vvhereby this money. ordained to haue ſerued. 
himſelfe againſt his Rebels ,came to ferue his Rebels a-. 
gainſt him, and bred beſidesthisa farre greater incon-- 
nenience: for it was the cauſe why the Duke of Alu: 
demaunded the tenth penie of the country: pcoples- 
goods, whereby they became the more alienated and. 
apt to Rebellion. 

Some yeeres after this, Captaine Drale wasemployed:; 
from England to the vveſt-Indies, vyhere hee robbed the- 
King of Spamwe of about a million and- an. balfe of his 
treaſure, Theſc and ſundry other wrongs and: detri- 
ments were done by the ſaid Queene vnto the King of 
Fparxe, at ſuch time as cither had their Ambaſſadours, 
the minikters of peace, in each others countrey, they 
profelling to cach other loue and. amitic : the King af 
| H 3  Fpaine 
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Spaine— doing againſt rhe. Quecne of Fnelind ng 
aR whatſocuer to the contraric, whereas $hee con: 
trariwiſe continued to doe againſt' him vnderhand as 
many wrongs as shee could, beſides thoſe great notori- 
ous wrongs here mentioned. Bat when theſe grew ſo 
frequent, that the ſmart vnto the King of Spayne became 
mrtolcrable; and ſo manifeſted ynto the world, that all 
ther Princes and people tooke notice thereof, how way 
it poſſible that it could ſtard with the honor of a King, 
and of ſucha potent King as is a King of Spayve , ſtill to 
continue to pnt vp wrongs, as faſt as shee continued to 
doe them ? hee was therefore at the laſt mooued with 
the preparation of his great Armada nanall of the yeere 
of our Lord 1588. the memory whereof, by the inceſ: 
fant clamors of pnritanicall enemies of peace, hath poſleſſed 
more place in the heades of the incooſiderate yulgar 
multitude,then the many great wrongs that inforcedit, 

But thankes bee to God, our peacefull King Iames 
comming to the Crowne, and well knowing how mat- 
ters had paſſed, did (to the great happines of the Realm) 
falue vp this ſore from further feſtring, vyhereunto hce 
found Spaize moſt ready and willing, and well content 
to let paſſe and forget all English inivries. For to giue 
the Spaniards their due, certaine it is, they are men that 
are not of vnreconciliable and revengefull natures, nor 
ſuch long entertainers of defire of reuenge, as ſome 0- 
ther Nations are ſaid to be: And this appearcth wani- 
feftly in this Nation more then in others ; for notwith- 
ſtanding all fore-going hoſtilitie betwecne F.g/ishmen 
- and Spariards both by ica and land, and inuaſions euen 
iri Poxtugal and Sparne it ſelfe , vyhereof people may re- 
Wainc more ſenſible, then of an vncffectuall drmada: 


yet 
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thath not any £4 Ambaſſadour, nor avy other 
of the English Nation bcene by Spaniards in Spaine bar- 
barouſly abuſed; buc | am ashamed (euen for the honor 
of our Nation) to repcate, how Sp4xish Ambafladors and 
other Spaniards haue beenc vied in England. 

- As for the ſundry benefits which the commerce and 
 traffique betweene England and Sparne hath brought vnto 
our Nation, I doubt not but many of our Merchants, 
ſea-faring men and others will confeſſe, and farre more 
profit and benefitc will ao doubt enſue the moſt hono- 
rable and great alliance now expeQed. 

But let vs come to our good neighbours and friends 
the Holanders, and conſider of the gratefull goodgreſle 
and benefits which we reape by them, that thereby wee 
may know how well and wiſely wee are aduiſed to e- 
ſteeme them for our good neighbours and friends , and 
ſo friendly ſticking vnto them. 

That we haue for aboue theſe fifty yecres taken their 
parts is ſufficiently knowne ; that the people of England 
| hauc oftentimes generally ſmarted by the great preſſures 

and parliamentall payments impoſed vpon them by 

2aecne Elizabeth , to vphold theſe friends and neigh- 
bours withall, is likewiſe well cnough knowne; as alſo 
that great aboundance of Eng/55h bloud hath beene shed 
in their quarrell, and an infinit number of Englichmens 
lives loſt, yyhoſe courage and valour was worthy of 
more bonour, then in their baſe and dishonourable ſer- 
uice could be deſerucd; and now when all comes to all, 
they are ſo farre from honeſt ciuilitic, that they will not 
acknowledge any friendship done them, and therefore 
can they not entertaine any thoughts of obligation or 


gratitude , nay, they dare plainely tell ys, that wee are 
ns bchol- 
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bcholding vnto them, vvhich isas much to ſay, that 

' they expect gratitude at our hands, 
Tawny-ſcarfe.”

For our ancient Leagues with the Spazrardwhich you 
mention, we confeſle it ; but you muſt conſider, then 
both States were vaſlals to the Pope, and Ergland was 
then accounted by that Srrumper the elder brother.

aknocke as Apes deferue. We haue Icflc promiſed , but 
that is ſurely payed, though ſometime ſomething flow- 
ly. When the King of Sparxe is runne farre in debt to any

* fortheir Maſters profit) to: put ſuch troupes vpon ſome 

| deſperacc ſeruice,where few may come off: nay,they vie 
to force them on vpon ſuch vnaſſaultable and impreg- 
nable yvorkes, as appeared in the ſiege of Bergen. So the 
: great Twrke yieth totake rownes, by filling vp ditches 
yvith his owne men, And this is generally obſerued as 
adifercnce betwixt our Generals and yours ; your Ge- 

nerals care-not how many men they loſe to ſane money; 

our Gehterall cares not what mony he ſpends in makivg 

yyorkes for the ſauing of his ſouldiers lives ypon appro- 

ches. The digerence of our accommodation is ſuch , as 

we neuer vyant victuall, and you almoſt cuer want it : 

ſo that euery ſouldier-with vs, is, or may be (it his owne 

idlenes or ryot be notin the fault) better prouided, then 

the Commanders with you. This appeared before Ber- 

g2n, where 1500,0f your (ide came running to vs,driuen 

by meere ncceſlity, for lacke of meat or pay; of vvhich 

number, though moſt were Eng(z5h, yet there were ma- 

ny of all Nations; as Wa/{oons,Dutch,Italians,and Spaniards.

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Yea I my ſelfe ſaw at Rees, a ſeruant of the Farle of Coy. 
domare, the late Spanich Ambaſſadour, running away in 
his Liuetie, to the English Beefe and Brewefle : and if 
ſuch as he, ſo commended, fared ſo hardly, vyhar hall 
vvethinke of other friendleſle people? | 

And if the Netherlanders should ſay (as you report)thar 
vve tooke their paris partly for our owne ſakes , they 
Should ſay cothing but truth, and it concernes vs ſo to 
doe; yet this diminisheth not the cauſe of their grati- 
tude; for as in tennis the ba}l muſt be taſt to and fro; ſo 
among friends, benefits and gratitudes mult be inter. 
changed, or elſe amitie ceaſeth, or perhaps dieth or tur- 
neth toenmitie. It concernes vs both equally therefore 
to keepe this ball vp, if we intend to continue gameſters 
long ; fer aſſuredly yvere theſe Countries reduced to 
ſach termes as the Spaniard defires,vve could not be (afe, 
but might certainly expe& a preſent inuaſion ; and ſo 
might they expe& ſuddenly to be ſwallowed vp, ifonrs 
were enemie. This the vviſedome of their Szate ſawe, 
vvhen they fought proteQion rather from the Queene 
of Enzland, as beeing moreft, then from the King of 
France , as being more potent, And this the wiſedome of 
our Stare then confeſſed alſo, vyhen they ioyned vvith 
them for the aptnes and oportunity , each Sac had to 
helpe or annoy one the other , alwell in commerce and 
trade, as alſo in warres offenſive and defenſiue : and [ 
vvonder thorow vyhat new SpeCtacles your vvifdome, 
(the vviſedome of the preſent times ſees the contrarie 
to the vviſedome of the auncient, yvhich our experi-

You 
forger alſo thoſe infinir ſongs, libels, and obſcene dif- 
courſes made againſt his Maieſtie heretofore; for wri. 
ting, or yenting, and diſperſing whereof, ſuch as you 
haue gotten Roms penſions. All theſe are forgonten,or 
by you paſt by, thongh their ſweet remembrance res 
waines ſtill with many, as the ſnuffe of a candle new

#24inf them in their owne needfull defences, Neither 
vvill I once mention yvhac they doc by Sea or Land to 
the Ne-herlandich people, vvho commonly pay them a+ 
gaine in their owne coyne, hauing learnt of them to de- 
face Gods images, and to ſtampe the deuils there in

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bloud and reuenge, ef; vecially in the Ealt-[ndies. Nei. 
ther yet will | mention what the French haue felt in Fo. 
rida, vyhere Pedro de Mclendes hung vp all the Frenchmen 
vnder the command of Lardovice, with this inſcription: 
oucr their hea-s, I doe not this as unto Frenchmen,but to Lu- 
therans aud Heretiques, A vvatch-word and a mirrour to 
Ours abroad in Virginia and the Bermuda's , as allo to ys 
at home, to teach vs to beware, and behold what cour. 
tclie we ate to expeR from them where they are maſters, 
and how they can hang vp ſome for betog Hererzques, 0- 
thersfor being of zþ4 or that Nation, and others for being 
e211, and ſo ſpare none, but in fine hang vp a// for their 
p70fit. But they will not deale thus by the English ; no 
doubtleſle, they loue their heart blouds too well; looke 
vpon theſe examples that follow for your learning, and 
then'te}l me vyhat you thinke : for theſe are knowne 
for truths to euery Sayler in Radcliffe. 

About twelue or fourteene yeeres ſince, there wasa 


. Ship ſeat from London called the Yyſſes, to Trinidade to 


trade for Tobacco; vvhich our Merchants had wont to 
doe, in the time that Berea gouerncd there : but at this 
time the gonernement yvas changed, Berea becing ſent 
vntoLMexico, and thole parts goucraed by the Kiug of 
Spaines Officers. The Merchants and Owners of this 
Ship thinking they might trade peaccably as they vyere 
wort, Shot off a picce of Ordinance according to the 
cuſtome, to ſignific their arriuall , and deſire to trade as 
they vicd to doe; vpon vvhich the Spaniards came to the 
Shores ſide, $hcwing out their vyhite Flagges in token of 
peace : and our Metchants fc aflured , after the manner 
of all Natiogs that belccuc a God, or loye men like 
oy them- 
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themſcſues, came ashore ; where preſently the Spaniards 
ceized ypon all thatlanded,to the number of 27.perſons, 
and: kept them, as they pretended, for hoſtages, bur 
would neuer deliver them , till they had for their ran« 
ſome drawne the ship ſo dry of Amunition , clothes, vi- 
Quals, and all other neccſaries, as shee could ſpare no 
more, hauing left her ſelfe ſcarce enough to bring her 
home : vyhich when the Spentards perceiued, and fawe 
withall, that they could not by falshood poſſefſe the 
$hip, they tooke the 27.priſoners;and in iead of ſetiing 
them free,and ſending them home & they promiſed and: 
conditioned, bound each of them to a ſeuerall tree, ard 
in the ſight of the Sunne, and in the eye of their lamen- 
ting friends on shipboord, yvho could not helpe them, 
cut their throates, and left them there and went their 
yayes : ſo that when their companions came on shore, 
they. beheld the yyofull fpeAtacle, butcould doe no far- 
ther courteſie to them, then couer their bodies vvith 
carth, burying them with a peale of crycs and impreca- 
tions ſent to heauen, for iuſt vengeance to bee powred 
ypon that perfidious place and people. 

About two yeeres after, a ship of South-hampton came 
thither, the Merchant of which named Chamber /aine,had 
becne there the yere before , and there was owing to 
him an hundred pounds of Tobacco : hee, making no 
queſtion but all had beene well, leaped ashore to trade 
with the Spaniards, and was preſently taken, and his 
throat eut in the ſight of them that werc in the Boate, 
vyho hardly ſcaped. 

In that Apologie written by Sir Walter Raleigh a little 
before his death, he shewed , how the Spaniards in Ame- 
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rica did tye the English (out of aship wherein M. 2alof 
London and himſelfe were partners) backe to backe, and 
cut their throats after thcy had traded with them'a whole: 
moneth, and trayned them ashore in truſt of their fide- 
lities, vvithout ſo much asa ſword or any other weapon 
amongſt them all to defend themſelues. And if (faith 
he) the Spaniard; to-our complaint made anſwere , that 
thcre was nothirg in the Treatie againſt our Trading in 
the /ndjes, but that we mig it trade af oxr perz//s, 1 truſt to - 
God (ſaith he) the word peri//£hall ener be conſtrued in. 
diff-rently tro both Nations, ezberWi(c wee mult for cuer 4. 
bandon the Indies, and cloſe a!l our knowledge and pilotage—in 
that part of the world. Thus hee: And how vnreaſonable 
this is, cuen ſuch as looke into the Map of Americas, may 
judye at firſt ſight. America is more then the fourth 
part of the knowne world , the handreth part whereof 
is neither poſſelt nor knowne by the Spaniard, who 
wants men to people what hee. hath graſped already, 
Why then should not our King employ his numerous 
Nations that way, for the trengthening and enrichicg 
of his owne State; enlarging the bounds of Chriſten- 
dome,and ſpreading of the Goſpel with freedome? cipe- 
cially cooſidering , as the Spaniard lackes men for his 
land, ſo the King lackes land for his men, vvhotherfore 
are forced to people Poland, Sweden, Denmarke, Germanit, 
France, and to range in thole and other parts, as if they 
had no natiue habication : for in all theſe places there 
arc ſwarmes of our people, vvhoare mcerely loſt and 
ſcartered outor his Majelties Dominions, to the ſtreng- 
thening of other parts, and weakning our owne State. 
Surely God intended not the Indies to be ingroſt by the 
Spanith 
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S$p4nish Nation alove , vvho cannot people the leaft part 
of it ; but rather for all Nations that. can plant it, and 
yyithall plantand ſpread the Goppel of /alnation through Te- 
ku Chrift our Lord, vvhich belongs to all Nations as well 
2510 thc Spantsh z though they, to blinde the eyes of ig- 
norant and {upeirſtitious Chriſtians, haue ſtyled them» 
ſelues the oaely Cartolite Chri/jians. Thus much by the 
vvay, though | hope 1 be not out of the vvay in ſaying 
ſo much : for this engroſling of the earth is a note of 
their cruelty. I now with your paticnce, will returne to 
the matter in hand more direQly. I hope (ſaith the lame - 
Sir Walter Ralcigh a little aficr) the _Ambaſſadour doth not 
eſteeme 15 for ſo Voretched and miſerable a people, as to offer our 
throats to their ſwords Without any manner of reſilance. The 
law of the Land, nor any powerful) Proclamation, did 
eucr intend to binde Our hands and fecte, and deliucr vs 
like calues to 5partsh butcheries, & neucr- before-heard- 
of cruclties; amongſt which , take this one for conclu« 
fon, becaulc it isa ptettie one taken out of the Schoole 
where all kinde of cxtrafted tyrannic is tavght, and per- 
formed in imitation of the Sparish Inqui/ition,which you 
and ſo many Remish Cathelrques ſo much hike and allow 
of; and dcſire to haue traniparted -jnto thele parts, for 
the profit of the Nerberlands, and perhaps of Fnglandalio. 
The ſtotie is this ; a Short ove, and a ſweet one, if honie 
could make it ſo ; One M. Burch a Factor, beciug iu the 
welt- Indj:s to tiade peaceably, vvas taken by the Spar 
#rds, {tript ſtarke naked, bound to a tree, ar.oynted all 
over vvith wile honie, in a fennie place tubiect ro Muſ- 
#etocs, and to ſuffered citherto perish by famine, or ſtung 
10 dcath by that new-inuented torture of Flics. Was not 
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this a moſt exa&t peece of cruehtie, vvhich none but the 
great-witred Spaniards, who daily trade in bloud yp to 
theeares, could poſſible have found out ? Theſe were 
their crafts- maſters in the art of Murther ; Phalars him- 
ſelfe might here hauc beene bound prentiſe. To con« 
clude this poynt, it. is preſent death for any Nation but 
the Spanish, to'bee tound ypon that Veſterne Conti. 
nent, though they commit no other fault; nay, though 
they bee driuen by ſtormes vpon that Coaſt ; but they 
leaue the mannerof the death to the arbitr. ric ſentence '

K&>; had decreed vnto the High & Mighty Mo- 
\ V4 narchy of Spayre immediatly ypon her arri- 
vall at this Court (vvhich yvas fome fovyvre 
: WYc months paſt ) not only a ſolemne entrance, 
but the publike Confiſtory of the Learned in the Royalt 
Hall of Audience, vvith the preſence of the Excellent 
Muſes : yet vvas it not executed, yatill tyyo dayes ſince, by 
reaſon she conſumed all thoſe foyvre moneths in accor- 
ding yvith the Princely Poets fuch Titles as $he yyas to 
give, and receive from others : and in agreeing hoyy to 
reccige, and hovy to be recciued in Viſitations : yyhilſt 
the Fertuons ſtood amazed, and bitterly complayned of 
the hard condition of theſe modern times plagued yvith 
the corruption of ſuch yanity : but greater yyas the affti- 
ion of the Yert#ons , becauſe many Learned Princes 0- 
penly refuſed to be viſited by that great Queene, ſaying, 
That they fuſpeted the receiving ſome affront from her , 
for that they had latcly Letters out of 7raly, yyherein they 
vvere adviſed by their friends to ae Ys their guard,

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it being the particular cuſtom of the Spaviards, to goers 
viſit perſons more to iniure, then to honor them ; and 
that therefore it ſcermed to them a kind of exceedin

tent as she could deſire, Hoyvbeit, the'reputation -of 6 
great a Queen hath bin much blemished inthis Court,by 
reaſon$he is ſeen, notyvithſtanding the extreme neceſity 
that1ycth ypon her for the acquiſition of friends, to sheyy 
her ſelf too foryyard in alienating ſuch from her, as deſire 
nothing of her, but ſatisfaRion of yyords. Further, it hath 
bin obſerved for a particular of much note, hoyy the Mr, 
' of the Ceremonies advertiſed her,that that great punto she 
ſo ſtands ypon , isan odious thing , onely proper to bar- 
barous Kings, and moſt ynyyorthy ſo great a Lady, and 
ſuch a Princeſle of Ewrope as She yyas : vvhercunto vvith 
much diſdaine she anſyycred, Hoyy she vyondered that 
he, conſidering the place he held, should haueſo litle vn- 
derſtanding, as not to knovy, that a Prince yvith out gra- 
vity,shevycth like a Pcacocke yvithout a tayle. It is not 
poſlible to vyrite, vvith vvhat curiofity and deſire this 
Princeſle yvas expeted, nor vyhat a concourſe of people 
came from all parts of Apo//pes State , to looke ypon this 
povverfull Qucene, that vvith ſuch a monſtrous courſe 
of tclicity hath in ſo shorta time ynitcd ynder her moſt 
| ſpatious 
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fpations Kiongdomes,and therof framed an Empire fo for- 
midable, -that there is not a Prince in the vvorld, vyhich 
for ſuſpition ofher hath not armed himſelfe. The Mo- 
narchy of Spayne in compariſon of thoſe of France , of Fu- 
land,and other ancient Monarchies, is young in age, but 
of body farre bigger then any other vyhatſocuer ;and ac- 
cording to the proportion of yeres 5he is of, of an vnmea- 
ſurable greathes: vyhenceit isargued, that if sRe continue 
grovving vnto that terme, vvhercin humane bodies ate 


wont tocome to their ful} perfection, she will become fo . 


greata Gyanteſſe, that she will arriue to that vnmeaſutable 
height of the Vniverfall Monarchies, wherunto the Rom. 


Monerchy attained : but the accidents of matters of State af- 


firme for certain, that she wil neuer be bigger:aad that she 
was as high in her tendreſt yeres, as cuer he vvilbe in any 
time to come whatſoever, The which is plainly demoſtra» 
ted by this apparant argument, that in theſe preſent times 
$he hath groyven more ſloyvly halfe a fingers breadth, 
then she did tyyvo handfulls in times paft. This mighty 
Lady is of complexion very tayvny, much inclyning to

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 ercet. Being then ſo reſolute in the execution of ſcuerities, . 
she is mich perplexediin conferring of graces, vvhich are 
ſcene to proceed very ſeldome from lier ; and thoſe too 
She doth , arc grantcd vvith ſo much authoritie, as they. 
are not very acceptable : Hovvbeit in apparance, $he is 
all: mildnes , and yvholly diffolved into Complements: 
but he that vvith the politicall SpeQacle knovyeth hovy 
to penetrate into the invyard of the heart , Shall diſcoyer 
her to beall pride, all covetouſneſfle, and cruelty; in - 
fuch ſort, that they vyhich hauec long negotiated vvith 
ker, report ; Thatthere is not any Princeſſe from vyhom 
come ſyveeter vyords, and bitterer deeds : vyhereby it 
happeneth, that as a friend she'greatly allureth men, and 
asa Miſtresexccedingly terrificth them. Her hands be out 
of all proportion long, - vyhich she extendeth cuery 
yyhere,, as may be moſt for her profit , vvithout diſcer. 
ning fricad from foe , or a ſtranger from a kinſman : She 
hath the nailes of an Haerpy molt rapacious ; yvith fingers 
of ſo hard and ſtrong a tenure, that she neucr letteth goe 
any thing, vvhich she once faſineth on.

Andalbeit the greatneſle, wherein the Kingdome 
of France flandethar this inſtant, ſecureth 7zaly , and all 
the Princes which 1 have named, from the feare they are 
in of my power; yet vyhen it shall ſo feeme good to 
your Maieſtie, I am ready to give ſecurity to every one, 
of not offending , ſo that this ſame faſtidious Yilue of 

mine may be ſtopped. | 
By orer then of his Maieftie, the Yflue then was dili- 
gently conſidered by the politicall Phyſicians; and ha- 
ving made an exquilite conſultation thereupon, they de- 
livered, That in regard the Sparish Monarchy was trou- 
bled with an ardcat thyit of Damination, that Yſſue was 
necellary tor her, whereby thoſe grofſe humors might be 
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purged away ; which from Pers diſtilled downe into her 
ſomacke, and cauſed that:vnquenchable thirſt.” And 
thoſe worthy Phyſicians conſidered, that if the ſayd Mo. 
narchy had not that Yſſue:, there was manifeſt danger, 
that the pernicious humors of Perz, would mount vp in- 
to the head of 1:9, with apporant ruine of the principall 
members, which now remaine free in her; and that the 
ſaid Monarchy of Spayrewould fall into the Dropſic of 
an Yriuerſall Monarchy : to avoid vyhich inconveniences, 
nothing was ſoproper , ſaid they , as that ſame Yſſue of 
Flanders, which was to be kept open, fo long as Pers mj- 
niſlred thoſe pernicious humors to the Monarchy of 
Spaymes, i © | 

This reſolution gteatly diſpleaſed the Spanish Monarchy, 
yyherevpon being much incenyſcd, she taid thus ; Sir, if 
through the malice of others 1 muſt ſo foully conſume * 
away my ſelfe in minifiring oyutments to the Canker, 
yyhich my enemies call a divertive Yue , ſome perad-. 
venture , thatlitle-dreame of it, shall have their share in 
it : This vas preſently apprehended by the F-gch , the 
French, and Italians; who replied; That they cared nota 
rush for any thing she could doe : for they ſent bur the 
zefuſe of their States into Flanders, whereas the Spaniards 
conſumed Gold, and vitallbloud there : And that to ſe- 
cure them(clues from the formidable power , and ambi- 
tion of the Spavish, vyhich appeared to haue no Horizon, 

the English, French, Germans, and [talians, were for- 
ced conformable to the Aphoriſme of the 
politicall Hipocrates, Tacitus: Confilis & 
fin res externas moliri arma procul 
"* 
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The Monarchy of Spaine lamenteth, for that 
HIT ber Falchoods ere diſcovered. = *Y : 

Know not whether it were by accident, or by the 
T=« ice of ſome French-men, or indeed (as many haue 


orouly fuſpe&ed) by the plortings of that nation, 
which is ſuch aft implacable enemy to the French - but 


ſo irwas, that many yeares fince, the Royall Palace of 


the Monarchy' of Frazce' was fer on fire, and ſo great 
was the Flame, and ſo terribly did it burne , that the 
neighbouring 'Monarchics 'were in'extreame feare, leſt 
that fire woldend with the: mine of their States: in ſuch 
fort, thar-for the priſcrvation of their owne; cuery one 
ranne to the exringuishing [of the flame-of anothers 
houſe. The Byzlich,though natural enemies to rhe French, 
brought thither the ware:s of their Thame? ; the Germans 
thoſe of the Aroſe,and of the Rhinezthe Yenerians empricd 
almoſt all rheir Lakes; And in truckrit was a mieryaitous' 
ching to ſce, thateven rhe Monarchy of Spaine her {elf} 
{eſteemed ſo cruell an enemy to the French ) should Ia- 
bour amongſt the chiefeſt friends; to extingiiish that 
fire; whereas the common fame went, she would rathcy 
hane rcioyced to haue warmed herlcife atit;wherevpor 
every one remained much aſtonished,. when' they ſaw, 
that with care, and vnſpeakeable charitie ; she not only 
brought thither her watcrs of T#gwe, and 1beras, but even 
the boundlefie: Occan it ſelf; whereof; when the Engiish, 
and Hefland:rs will permit her; #he'is, abſolute MHires.. 
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How beit, ſome Polricians finifterly interpreting the cha-

ted ArchiteQs. of cuery. French ruine.,.then zcalous of the 
grecatneſſe of that Kingdome.; as men ,. that meaſuring 
alt the-ations: of thoſe, which raigne in the workes of 
Princes, with the onty Compaſſe of their intereſt, many 
times. doc not admit. eyen. pictic towards God , much: 
leſſe charitie towards men. But theſe Politicians were ſo: 
much-che more held in abhomination with 'the warld,. 
by how, much it was moſt apparant.,.that the Spariardr in 
their. d&;ligence , and: charitic to» bring. water vnto that 
fire , not paepegnalicd, but went 1) any friend. 
wharſocuer of the French : And that which encreaſcd alt 
mervaile-, 2nd broughs high. reputation to:the; Monarchy: 
of Spaine with.ſimple' men , was.,.that Flanders , and 4u+ 
firia, her ancienteſt patrimonies , burning with the cru- 
cl! flames of warre;, she had preferred the ſafcry of the 
French , before the care of her owne affaires. Now be- 
cauſe geither homane Kibovur.;nor-any quantity. of was». 
ter was ſufficient te-extinguish the leaſt ſparke of ſuch a 
dreadfull fire, but rather the flames of thoſe bloudy' 
ciuill warres , notwithſtanding all. diligence , and re- 
medies,daily more and more encreaſed;eucn.good men,, 
2nd the deyouteſt Simplicitics began to.lend an care vnr 
to the-adviſe of the Politicians, and to-ſuſpe&t , that the 
charitic of the Spanich Monarchy was altogether interef,.

#ffirmed, how it vvas notpoſlible to becextinguished by 
#dy humane meancs, ceafſed'of It felfe + Whereupon, the 
famous Howers:de4uce of Gold fo trampled onbefore,rote 
Vp more reſplendent and flourishing , then ever they 
vere; and Fraxce, that through the exceſſtue ambition 


Of many, had beene cruelly tormented for forty yeeres to 


gether andibetter ; becaritc (to 'the great marvaile of all 


men} quict, and pacificd in the twinckling o$an cye : ſo. 
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that then it evidently appearcd , that the Spaniards were 
the firſt Authors of that fire-ia Fraxce, which with ſuch 
faire pretences of Religion and charitie, they haue labo- 
red to make the world beleeue they would ſo faine haue 
extinguished, [tis gencrally reported, that the Monarchy 
of Spaine retired henſelfe into; her Royall Palace', and 
how for a loag time together he would not ſuffcr her.

acknowledging, that she would-rather have loſt two. of 
thr beſt Kingdomes: she had; then. Ke-the vyorld con- 
dewne, and; deride+.thoſe holy preteaces of hers , with 
which-shc had ſo ofien ; to'her: infinite comedity , ſold 
cyca the moſt tioking Aſofeeds for- Muſke , and Am- 
berggicce ; fornow'i feemed veto;her that she remayned 
withouther richeſt jrcaſuxe and chat she had loft the in- 
exhauſtible Mynes of Gold and Silucr of Pers, andof all 
the new World, (ceipg she was:depriued of the benefit of 
bcipg able cucr aftcr to make the Gmple multitude be- 
lecue, that blacks, was white; thinking it withall a very: 
hard caſe to be driucnto thai fearefull paſſe , wherein. she 
had alwaies ſcene the Frexch , that she muſt be forced to 
make acquiſuion of Kiagdomes ,. only with the point of 
the ſword; whereas is times paſt, with the ſole apparences 
of her holy pretcexts, vvhich had ſerved her in ſtead ofa. 
moſt. flourishing.army ,j;ghe had put the whole world: 
into combuſtion : And tþaz.x exceedingly grieved heria, 
be fallen imo ſuch anillopinionwith men, that she was: 
in danger for-the time: to come, not 10 be belceued.any 
more inthe truth ; vyhere before, the diſſimulatian of 


tlic protences,and of, the opcneſt Hypocriſie that might; 
be, qarricd the-eredir of moſt cred Truth, and of moſt 
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Maximilian the Emperonur ir advertiſed 
of the Troubles begun among his Sonnes. 
Here came three Poſtes yery lately vnto the Ma- 


jeſtic of the Emperour Maximilian the ſecond; 
| and preſcntly it vyvas knowen, how they brought 


him advertiſement, that the Arch-duke Hazrhias had ra- 


ken Armes againſt the Emperour Rodo/phus his Brother, 
ſeditioufly requiring the Kingdomes of Hangary and Bo- 
benia, and the abſolute Dominion of Uwrnia, and other 
Provinces. Theſe ill newes infinitly troubled the mind 
ef che Emperour ; for be vvell knew, that the diſcord ri: 
ſen vpamong his Sonnes, yvould giue the enemics of the: 
Houſe of ſ\#/tria that content, yyhichthey ſo much de-- 
fired. Whereupon, yeſterday morning very carly, that 
Prince preſented himlſelfc before Apo/lo , and yvith many 
teares demanded of him, vvhen the evils of the Houſe of 
<Auitris, ſo long before:commenced, through the cruel} 
gombination of all Germany againſt ir,Should have an end; 
d for yvhat demecrit ſuch fearcfull ſcourges vvere ſene 
vnto his Houſe. Vnto this demand 4po//o anſwered in 
this ſort : All the troubles and perſecutions of your Fa- 
mily , great Emperour, shall ceaſe, yyvhen it Shall yyholly 
abandon thofe ambitious thoughts of defiring to com- 
mand over Hungary, and Tras/ilvazia ; vuhich hath giver 
VAiO-Germany luch icaloutics, that to ſecure her auncient 
Liberty from the power of your Houle , shee bendeth all 
her (tudy to. nothing more, then tothe deprefſiorrof it + 
tor the Germans, fearing greatcr prejudice fron yourac» 
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efts, then from the yifories of the Twrkes, are fully re. 

lyed rather to loſe Yiems, then recover Buda. And then 
alſo shall all Germany vafainedly loue your Arch-Dukes, 
when depoſingtheir preſentambition , they shall make 
it appeare, that they deſire to be.equall, and not ſuperior 
£0 other Princes of Germany. 
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Dhilip the ſecond King of Spaine , after 
ſome conteſ{ation about bis Title, entreth 
Weth great pompe into Pcroaſlus, 

T He mighty King vf Spayne, Philip the ſecond , who 
| (ſome rwwo months ſince)arrived at this Court,was 
| not permitted before yeſterday ro make a publicke 

and ſolemne entry, becauſe that on certaine Tryumphall 
Arches, which with a Royall magnificence were creed: 
vnto him by the Sparish Nation , theſe wordes were 
written : Philippe ſecundo Hiſpaniarum , wiring, Sicilie ,& 
Indiarum Regs Catholico , Ttalie pacis Auttori faliciſcims. 
Which diſtaſting the greater part of the 7raltan Princes, 
they required them to be cancelled, ſaying : That they 
would not at any hand acknowledge from the Spaniards 
| that peace of 7zaly, which with ready mony they bought 
of the Hollanders. This aromaticall matter was a long time 
diſputed, and albeit the 1tatiar Princes had concludingly 
provedin iudgement, that the preſent peace of /taly was 
not to be acknowledged from the good mindes of the 
Spaniards , who would haue ſeized on it all, had it not 
Þcene forthat great diucrſion , but altogether from the 
| Watts 
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warres of Flanders, yet in the greateſt heate of this con- 
tention, the Queene of 7aly with her wonted prudence: 
pacified the matter ; for having called all her Princes to- 
gether, she adviſed them to leaue oſtentation, — 
ory to the Spariards,and applying them(clues to ſubſtan. 
kings to continue Godten them with breath. The” 
concourſe both for aumber , and quality of Princes 
which aſſembled to grace, and ſerve lo great a King, was 
the greateſt, and the honorableſ, that cuer Pernaſſus had 
ſeene. And ſo powerful a Prince had place among(t thoſe. 
Monarchs, which are famousin the world.more for pru- 
dence , and adviſednes vſed in peace, then for yalor she- 
wed in warre : and greatly did the Learned marvaile at 
the Impreſc , which he carried painted in his Standard: 
gnerall, of a writing-penne, wherewithall , by the 
teſtimony of: Hiſtorians it plainly appeared , that in the 
potentKingdome of Fraxce,and other places, where good: 
eccafion had beene preſented vnto him to employ it, he- 
had cauſed greater batteries and raines,. then Charles the. 
ft his Father had done, or could do with moſt part of the: 
Cannons of all Europe. An Impreſe,that was mach.com- 
mended by the ſacred Colledge of the Yertnone; it being: 
preatly tathe honor of all V riters , that a Penne in the 
and ofa. man, who knew how 10 mannage it , could 
worke ſuch memorable effes. So mighty a King was 
entreated in Pernuſſus., ala grande ; for cucn the chicfeſt 
Monatchs of Chriſtendome thought it agreat reputation: 
vato them forto be able to ſerue him, infomuch that the 
day after-his enty, being vader the Barbers hand, the fas 
mous Queene of. Exgland continually held the baſon vp 
diſc to-his beard; and the warlike King of France , Henry. 
the fourth , counted it a great glory vnto him to wash his. 
| þ head, 
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head, the yvhich he performed vvith ſuch excellent dex- 
teritie, asif he had beene borne forthe Trade, although 
ſome malignants haue published, that it was without 
Soape, and onely with very ſtrong and sharpe Lye, 

This great Monarch was preſented by all the Pereuous 
of Pernaſſus with ſundry Preſents of Poclie , and other 
moſt elaborate Writings; the/which he exchanged with 
much liberalitie: And to a learned perſonage, that pre- 
ſented him with a moſt worthy and honeſt Diſcourſe, 
wherein he shewed the way, how the noble Parthenope, 
and the whole Kingdome of Naples, that by the robbe- 
ries of Souldiers, corruption of ludges, oppreſſions of 
Great-men, andby the generall —_— of the raye- 
nous Vice-roys, which from Spayne are {ent thither to 
be fatned;is now come to vtterdeſolation, may be made 
to rcturne vnto theancient greatneſle of his iplendour, 
he gane twenty Ducats, and conſigned the Diſcourſe to 
his Confeffor; charging him to yecld him a good ac. 
. count of it, as of a Worke, that was very holily written : 
But ynto a ſufficient Politician, that preſented him with 
a long Diſcourſe, howbeit cleane contrary to the formey, 
entreating of the meanes which was to bee yſed , for 
affliting the ſayd Kingdome of Naples morcethen now it 
is; & how it mjght be reduced 10 ſuch calamity and miſe- 
ric, that the generous Steed, which without Bridle and 
Saddle, the Seate of State doth (with ill fortune) carry 
for Impreſe, should patiently endure both Pack-ſaddle, 
and Burthens ; yca, and quietly draw in the Coach too: 
becauſe he held that to be vnde) ſtandingly written, ac- 
cording to the true termes of good Policic , hee gaue 


twelue thouſand Crownes'a yeere,, and created hima 
Erand: of Spayne. 
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Moſt of the Princes, Common-wweales, 
and States of Europe, re weighed in a peyre

Eeing it is apparent, that the Remare Common- 
\"\þ wealc,after the acquiſition it had made of the Em- 
2 -pire of all Traly, could in 'a short time arrive to that. 
Vniverſall Monarchy, which is yer ſo famous ro the World, 
and whereunto' many ambitious Princes haue ſince in 
raine afpired, it hath beene a gencrall received Opinion, 
That that Porentate, who'in State and Forces is ſuffered 
togrow vnto- ſuch greatnefle; that hee finderh no other 
Frince able to counterpoyze him, no more then'the Re- 
ware Common. weale did, after it becarne Commander 
over 7/aly, cannot poſlibly-be impeached from obtaining 
the Yaiverfall Monarchy, Whereupon thoſe Empires and 
Kingdomes, which weteaficrwardsframed out of the pic= 
ces of the Romare Monarchy, to avoyd thoſe calamitiesand 
diftolutions , which fell vpon fuch Porentates 2s were 
Opprefled by the Romane Forces, out of moſt wholeſome, 
andalmoſt divine counſell agreed rogether, that every 
fifieeath ycere, all-che Princes of Europe should: afſemble 
intoone place; where each ones Forces should bee ſeve» 
Tally weighed; and thereupon fit counterpoyze; and due 
mortification be given vnto him, that was found to 
be growen to any greatneſſe, which might be odious and

Many great Wits were from time to time-preferred to 
that honorable charge of governing the Scales;butforan 
5 D hun- 
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hundreth yeres paſt or thereabout, they were managed by 
the Uluſtrious Houſe of Medici ,/ and in particular by Le. 
renzo the Great. Which prerogatiue,although to many 
it ketned preiudicial/vnto the Maieſtic of the Popes, and 
prudence of- the YenetianSenamie, who. have alwayes wat- 
ched; if not more;/at leaſtwile equally with Lorenzo, and 
the Florentine Commonwealc, to maintaine both ia [taly 
aud abroad , the Forces of the Poteataies of Ewrepe even. 
ballanced, yeewith amarvailpus.conſent of all the Hiſto. 
rians the :governmentof-the Scales was given: into the 
hauds'of Signior Zorenze: Ihe ficft'day of fuge,chon all 
the Prin cesaod Patetitarcs of Ewrope, aflembied in Phoces , 
not only 40. mect with ſo importanta bufinelle as the 


 perfet knowledge of their owne affaires,but that alfo of 


others, which an matteriof State, imporierh much more. 
Whoreupon,by anancicad and jiult prexagative, the firſt 
that came 10 be weighed, was the Ay/{ecraticel/ Monarchy 
ofthe Apo#olicke Sen, whoſcrtemporall State was putinto 
the Scale z'and-becauſe the weight of the laſt fifteenth 
7eere; wes«but.fixe- Millions of pounds, and now. was 
ound. froamoude vnito ſeuen Kan thalf,cveryontknew, 
tha: the addition:of the noble Duchie of Ferrara had Gai 
kd thatencreafe: ' The next that was put into the Scale, 
was the State of the feucn Princes Z/edors of the Rowane 
Empire; which'byold Records appeareth to haue weigh- 
edin times paſt ſeventy; Millionsof pounds; but {ince; by 
the indiſccet govermement-and courſes of many Enipe- 
cours, that luſty complexion, which made it evermore 
rcdoubtced, was fo ſpoyled, that it fell into thoſe dange- 
rous and foule inf mities, whichaftera-long Quarian, 
foondchdin an HeQicke tever; that hath now to-coflu- 
med it, as our Age bcholdeth it left: with nothing bit

yeryskinne and bone-/ Howbcit, though itbee ſo mnch 
decreafed in ſtate, yetthe great bulke it hath of body,ma» 
keth it in shew very goodly 1o laoke ypon ; the rather, 
becauſe the intrinſecall imperfetions are aot diſcouered: 
for many. good perſons with the ancient Titles of the 
Empire, and maieſticall Name of Ceſar, have beantified 
it Fer excellently without , but when ir came to bee 
weighed, it was found quite empty within ; a feather 
not being ſo light, as the name of a. Prince without an- 
thority.is yayne : whence itis, that the Romave Empire 
proved ſo weake, as it, weighed but 480 pounds. Then « 
the famous Pcereg of Fraxce brought ynto the Scale the 
flourihing and watlike French cAMonarchy; a ſquare of five 
hundreth and fifty Miles every way., replenished with 
aninfinit Nobleſle , armed on horſebacke, which nct 
onely maintaincth peace at home, but mketh ſo-greaty 
King farmidabletoall the Nations of the earth ; beſides 
aworld of learned men, which adorne it; Merchandiſe 
and Trades which enrich itz Tillage and Husbaadry, 
which make it plentifull , and abounding with every 
good thing. The ancicat weight of ſo famous a Monar- 
chy was twenty Milliong of paunds; bur in the laſt fif- 
teench yeeres weight, by reaſon of the horrible calami- 
ties, whereinto (by the diſloyalty of ſome of her Barons) 
She was throwen, it did 0ot arrive. to twelve Millions; 
howbeit.now it nor.anely equalled, but went farre bc- 
yand the weight of the beſt ancient times; tor it came to 
five and twenty Millions; a matter of ſuch marvaile to 
every one, that the Spayyards got on their Speacles,and 
very narrowly oþleeved, whether the - Weights. were 
right Or 09. | | 


\ Tothe ancient Kingdome of Fravce was, added the. 26: 
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quifition of Breſſe given vp by the Duke of Savoy , which 
| in 1egaid it-was fo advantageous to the Ciry of Lyons, 
augmented the weight of it aboue a Million. Next were 
the many Kingdomes of Spayne put ivto the Scale by the 
S$paztsh Grandes, and to the great wonder of thoſe ancicne 
men, that could terhember, how an hundreth and rweaty 
yeres fince, they were held in a pooreand vile account, 
the weight amounted to rwenty Millions. The-Spanyards 
remained exceeding well ſatisfied with this weight of 
their Spayne: and aflured themfelues , that with the addi. 
tion of fo many ether States, they had belides to put into 
the Scale, not onely to equall, bur farre to excced the 
| ue andtwenty Millions of the French Monarchy. V V here. 
fore inſtantly they put into the Scalc the flouriching 
Kingdome of Naples, which every one thinking would 
encreaſc rhe wEight art tcaft ewo Millions more; it ap- 
pearcth, thar then ir weighed lteffe by one-and an 4 : 
at this ſtrange accident the Spanyards beiog much ama. 
zed ,ſayd : That either Lorenzo had vied ſome fraud in 
the weighing, or that of neceflitie the Scales were not 
even ; becaule it was a monſtrous thing , that the addi- 
tion of matrer Should abate of zhe weight. - Whereunto 
Lorenzo coldly anfwered ; That his Scales were even; 
bur that neither the Mdiaes voyd of tnhabirants, 
nor the Neopolitans , and Miancſes, which were fo 
farre diftant from the Forces of Spayne , and repleniched 
with a people, which ſo. vawillingly ſupported rhe com- 
mand of ſtrangers , weighed any thing at all: for it was 
the loue and multitude of ſubicas, the fertility and v= 
nion of States, that giue weight , and turne the Scale. 
Hereupon the Spavtards added the Dutchy of Milan in- 
tothe Scale, which in like 'tmanner abated a Million on 
| a 
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the weight ; whereat alſo the Sparyards were ſo much 
aſtonicd , that they would not put Fandersintothe Scale, 
fearing 10 recciue a greater diſtaſte and affront. How- 
beit ſome ſayd , that if they had pur in the Idiaes, they 
might haue wrought fome good effec, but not thoſe 
miracles , which certaine lavish roungs have detivered ; 
who with the ſame facility talke of Millions of Crownes: 
that the furnace.men make of vety bricke and tyle. 
Then came the Prnglich Lords, who put into the Scale 
their Kingdome, ſo much redoubred for the ſircngth of 
the wonderfull feytuation thereof; for the continued 
 Mountaynes,which compaſſe it about ſerving for walles, 
- made by the very powerfull hand of God in forme of 
'bulwarks , and the Occan for moft profound ditches, 
wake it a Kingdome feared, in regard of the commodity 
ithath ro afſiyle others; andthe inſuperable difficulties, 
which they sball finde , that offer io attempt it. The 
weight of this Kingdome was anfwerable to that of the 
ft fiftecnth yeare , which amounted to ſixteene Mil- 
lions. But rhe F»elish to giue more weight to their 
Kingdome ' would hive put the Kingdome of Scotland 
into the Scale ; when the Scorresh Nobilirie with drawen 
ſwords in their hands oppoſed themlclues ; freely pro. 
teſting , that they would never ſuffer their Counry to 
be annexed to the Kingdome of the Frglih; for yer 
feesh was the lamentable example of the miferies of 
Handers, who when she ſaw ber Earles become Kings of 
Spazne,foolishly beleeved that shee Should command o- 
ver the Spazyards ; whereas ſoone aficr , not Spayne was 
facked by the Flemmings , but Flanders by the covetous 
and cruell Spaniards ;'and that which made vp their mi- 
ſerie, Charles the fifrh the Emperor, and King Philip his 
D 3 foune, 
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ſonne, by,their continvall refidence in Spayne, of Fla- 
rings became Spanjards. The ynfortunatc Flemmings by 
loſing their Prince,of naturall ſubicRs,grew to be eltce- 
med rangers, and men of little faith. And ſo Flarders, 
the naturall. Country of Charles the fifth, the Patrimony 
of King Phihp, became (according to the termes of mo- 
derne Policic) a-State of fiuc States, and began to be go. 
verned by ſtrangers; with rhoſe jealouſies , and with 
thoſe oppreſſions of Cuſtomes, Taxes, Contributions, 
and.Donatiues , as begat thoſe bad humors, thoſe ill ſa- 
tisfations, from whence ſince hath procceded that ciuill 
warre, which afier an ynſpcakable profuſion of Gold, an 
infinite effuſion of bloud, an incredible toffe ofhonour 
to the Flemmings, was converted into a covetous mer- 
chandiſe of the Spenyards. Therefore the Scors by ſuch 
lamentable miſcrics. baue learned, not to permit their 
King vpon any termes whatfvever, to abandon the 
Royall Seate of his ancicnt Kingdome, for to place it in 
a greater, newly fallen voto him : in which caſe the Scors 
Should voder their cruell enemies the Eneglich, be ſure to 
ſofter all the calamitjes , which infexiour Nations arg 
wont to endyrc at the hands of the ſuperiour. | 
_ Some that were preſent at this AQ report, how the 
Spaxyards told the King of Exzland, that thoſe Scors which 
hadipoken (o arrogantly in the preſence of his Majeſtic, 
wereto be [cuerely chaſtiſed ; ro whom the King of Fa- 
gland anſwered, That the Spaniards ought not to giue that 
counſell yato others, which had proved ſo pernicious to 
themſelues : and thercupon having commanded the ftay 
of weighing their Kingdome, hee aſſured his Scors, thar 

ere long he would giue them all pollible fatisfaRion, 
After this, the vaſt 0::0mes Empire was put ioto the 
* COT nn "RO 
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Scale ;- which the laſt fifteenth yeare arrived to the 
ſmme of twoand thirtic/Milliions, but now was found 
to be {eſſe then ſixteene ; the ftrangeneſſe whereof made 
all the Princes retymuch to marvaile ; and particularly 
the Fenetians , who could notbelecne ſuch a Al, where- 
uponthey deſired,” that with more diligence it mighrbe 
reweighed; and it appeared, how in that litle time run- 
' ningbeiweene the firlt and this ſecond weighing, it had 
fallen eight handfeth'twecnty and two pounds ; where- 
dy it: was manifeſt, that the O270man Empire , here:otore 
terrible 16 the world, now confumned with luxury,co- 
yeruonnallt , and idleneſle , runneth headlong to his 
rToine, Which gaue. great contentment to all thoſe Prin 
ces. 'Nevertheles, it was'obſerved by ſome of the witeth 
there/preſent , that rhe _—_— were not ſo glad of it as 
thereſt;0ur of a doabt they had , rhat the depreſſion ©! 
the Tw/#e, would bethe exaltation ofthe Yexecriaw State. 
Then came the Poluch Senators, and'put irito the Scale 
their Kingdome, which inregard of the ſmall authori- 
tiethe King hath there ,and the two much; command , 
which the Palzrires arrogate vitro themſehues , made” but 
a poore reckoning; for it aid rot amontt to'fix Millions 
of pounds, whereas in times paſt it alwayes exceeded 
twehue. - Aﬀeer them , the Signory of the Councell of 
Tenn put into the Scale the flourishing eftate ofthe #/:32- 
tin Commonwealth, moſt admirable for the greatnefſe 
thereof \ an oportunitic of feitoarivn' fitting for all 
great enterptiſes, which went beyo14 all expectation in 
the weight , for it came to ergtit Millions ; the cauſe 
wharf wastayd to bethe muge maſſe of Gold , which 
thoſe wile $.4707s in fo li'gatine of peace haJgathe- 
red togithtr into theic Trea'ury: © Went cante the: Sr#7s 
D 4 a&eVs, 
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zers, the Griſass ,and-other free people of Germany ;ard 
brought their Comonweales to the Scale. Howbeit the 
Princes required, that they might be weighed each one 
ſeverally by it ſelfe , wherewith the Germanes were well 
contented, ſo that it might be done. But Lorenzo baving 
put theCommonwealth of Ba/Z into the Scalc,it appea- 
red, that the greater part of the other Commonweales 
of Germany were all - linked together, that it was im- 
poſſible to ſeperate them one from anorher, which put a 
many of ambitious Princes there ia a ſweate. Then the 
Dukcof Svoy cauſed his State:to be put into the, Scale 
by his noble Koights of the CUHmnonciarzs, which equalled 
the weight of the laſt fifteenth yeare;but Lorenzo, having 
added into the Scale that moſt noble prerogatiue of Ti- 
tle,which the fayd Duke Charles Emanue/l enioyeth of the 
Prime Souldyer, of zaly, it was ſcene to aggravate the 
weight a Million foure hundreth and rwenty pounds, 
After this , with a pompe and Majeſtic watchable to 
Kings , appeared the Duke of Zorraine z whoſe State, 
though litle,equalled the weight of great Kingdomes;aud 
it was conſidered that it fell ont to be ſo by a certaine 
good fortune which that Prince had,to hauc his States ſa 
ppily ſeatcd, that he could caſily pur the Lowe-Conntreys 
into grievous difficulties, by impeaching the paſſage of 
thoſe ſuccors, which the Spaniards condutt thither out of 
Italy, whereby he hath growen into ſuch reputation,that 
tothe: moſt offerer he ſelleth for ready Gold the mar- 
idiom of that his adhering ; ia ſuch ſort, that after he 
ddreyned the Spanyerds , aſmuch as any the deyouteſt 
French Lord of the Holy League whatſoever, ſyding after- 
wards with the Freznch,he knew ſo well how to change his 
£Oppy, that a King of Fraxce,ſuch as was Henry the ues 
op | the 
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great Duke of Toſean,and the Duke of Mantone,were 
glad of hisallyance, And fuliy to make vp the Spanyards 
jcalousye,thc tamous Yenetzay Commonwealth drew in- 
to her pay a Prince of that Houle with ſuch attcQion, that 
if that great Zady had not made a, vow of perpetuall cha. 
Oe nature (according, to the cultome of ſome 
[adiass,,) had not bene fiytched vp the firlt day She was 
borne by the Yenerien Signory , molt jelous of her honor, 
it was yerily beleeved by many,that she would have taken 
him to huſband... lt was obſerved,that the Duke of Savoy 
 eevyed mach the felicicy of: this Prince ; becauſe he fin- 
ding himſelfe alſo ſeated betweene the French and the 
Yunjerds of Hilan, as the Duke of Loraine was be. 
tweene the French and the Sparyards of Flanders, in ſtead 
of. lo. many benefits, and ſo many commodities , as fell 
ypon the Duke of Loraive_, be had received moſt cruell 
kickes, not oncly fiom the French then his encimics, 
but from the Sparyards his friends ; ſo that it was e- 
vident , the Duke of Savoy did now plainly ſee, how 
that praQiſc of his with the. Spoayerd, was moſt perni- 
ci0us for him. Then came the 0770 45 Baiia, and pur into 
the Scale the flourishing State of the Great Dukes of Tos 
«n,which by reaſon of the excellent wits of the'inhabi- 
tants, perpetuall plenty,continuall peace, and quiet ſecu- 
my Kt -enioyeth, anſwered in weight to .many. Kiog- 
Comes. Lorenzo greatly rejoyced, when he ſaw how vporr 
the foundations of thoſe Churches and Hof pitals, which 
he and his Predeceſſors in-thertime of the Florentine libers 
tichad laycdin their Countrey , their Succeſtors , accor- 
ding tothe modell lefi them by Co/aro the Great, had af- 
Erwardsfound-meanes10 erect ſtrong Cytradels; where- 
YpOn Lorenzo, tO make a glotigus shew.of theworth ands 
E wile- 
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wifedome of the Princes' of his Houfe', added into the 
Scale the ' admirable ynderſtanding* of Ferdinand 'the 
Great, with the exceſſine weight whereof it was ſo over. 
charged, that the huge chayne whereby it hung brake in 
rwo,ſfothatall weat to ground, This' accident of rhe 
Scales fo broken , was'an hinderance that other 7:alizn 
Princes, which remayned, could not be weighed; where. 
ypoa it was concluded, that comming , according to the 
ancient cuſtome, to lay all the Princes and Potentates of 
Ttaly in ballance againſt the Monarchy of Sparmes;outof 
the vniverſall weight of the [zalia»Ptinces,cach ones per- 
ticular would caſily appeare./Into the midſt of the great 
Hall then was brought an huge, andeven payre of Bal. 
lance, whereinto on the one part was put all the King. 
domes of the Monarchy of Spayme;, and into the other all 
the principalitics of 7za/y;and it was ſeene;that they ſtood 
in equall Ballance a matter of greattrouble to all the 7- 
zalian Princes : but whilſt they continued in this agony, 
it was noted, how the mighty French Monarchy with one 
only loving looke , which she gaue to that Ballance; 
wherein the 7talian Prin cipalities lay , madc it ſuddainly 
to tume on that ſide. It' may not be omitted , how the 
Spanjards ſceing the Dukes of Savoy, who the laſt fifieenth 
yeare refuſed to be weighed with the 7rahan Forces, now 
to be pur into the Ballance , for to counterpoyle thcirs, 
_threatned them by biting their thumbs at them; where- 
| ef thoſe Princes being aware, witha generoſity worthy 
their vndaunted ſpirits,they fay thus vnto them : Signory 
of Spayne, yee can no longer feed men with hopes, for 
now we are throughly poſlcfſed of your courſes : Yee 
thought tohaue brought the Dukes of Sevey by the cun- 
ning of: your hopes to ſuchi/a madneſle, as to forgoc 
lite 
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litle bread, which they had in the mouth of their State ; 
to rcach ar the shadqw of thoſe great inheritances of 
Spayne, which they ſaw in the bottome in the water. And 
becauſe the Sparyards complayned forthat the Dukes of 
Parma, Modena, Yrbin,the Lords of Mirazdola, and the fa- 
mous Roman Barons, Garters , Coloneſi, and Or/a , which 
haue the Fleece,and are in their pay, were weighed with 
the [taligns Forces ; whereas in regard of that Order, and 
the Penſions they recciue, they were obliged to adhere 
to their deſeignes, and to be the miniſters of their great- 
neſſe. They were anſwered by thoſe Lords, that they 
xeceiued the honors of the Fleece, and. cnioycd the pro. 

fits of thoſe Penſions, as honorable Ladics accept * 

of gifts from their Lovers,only in a pure 
way of curteſy,and not with an 
intent any way to for- 
get what appertay- 
| neth to their 

honor. 
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CHAP. 6. 


The Spanish Monatchy goerh to the Orack; 
at Delphos, for to know Whether ever che 
* bal attaqne tothe Monarchy of the 
© Worldand rectiveth a con- 
| © trary auſwere. 


F Eſterday morning two houres before day, the 
_; Ienownhed Monarchy of Spayne departed with 
"= great ſectecy;-in a Caroch of fixe horſes from 
Perhaſſua, carrying along with her' onely ſome few Con- 
federarcs of her Court, which begate a world of jcalou- 
ſie ; but in particular the French Monarchy was ſo mooved, 
that to be aſcertained ofthis yoyage,$he preſently tooke 
Poſte, and following the Monarchy of Spayne , Shee over. 

tooke her iuſt as shee"was cntring into the Oracle of 
Cpolle at Deiphes ; before whom preſenting herſelfe, by 
report of them that by chance were then preſent, shee 
made this enſuing requeſt : O eternall, and cleare Lampe 
of the world ; thou right Eye of Heaven, that not onely 
bringeſt day , but every good elſe tro mankind : Thou 
knoweſt, that for a long time together, all my thoughts 
hauc aymed at that Y#iverſa/l Monarchy , whereunto the 
Romare people onely arrived : Thou knoweſt what cffu- 
fion of bloud, what profuſion of Treaſure | haue made, 
to attaine ynto the end of my inteat: To thee oncly 
arc knowen the watchings, the ſweat , and thoſe lo arti- 
ficiall endevours of mine which 1 have vſcd, to bring ſo 
important a Deſcigne to paſle : Thou knowelt alſo, that 
by the valour of my Nation , by the dexterity of my 
wit, 
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wit; and by the power of my money, not many yeeres 
fince, at ſuch time, as I had ſowen thoſe rurbulencies of 
ciuill warres in Fraxce , whereon I had grounded all my 
hopes, I was neere vnto the obtaining of my intent ; no- 
thing remaining for me to oyercome all impediments, 
but to vaite Naples with Milas ; a difficulty,which if I can 
once ſurmount, I may then ſecurely boaft that I haue 
gotten the day : But ſeeing that either by my farall miſe 
fortune, or by the impoſſibility of rhe atfayre, or by the 
power of ſo many cruell enemies , which declared theme. 
ſclues againſt mee, the ſcandals of thoſe reyolutions 
which with ſuch deviſes in the ſpace of ſo long a time, l 
had fowen amongſt the French , over whom yet 1 could 
never prevaile, were in one onely day converted into 
{och peace and tranquilitie, as it breaketh my heart to 
behold it ; and thar after the waſting of ſo many of my 

people , whom in this enterpriſe , thar I haue propoun- 
ded to my lelfe, I haue almoſt reduced to vtter defola- 
tion, Iam in the end become euen the fable of the 
world : Therefore doe I thns preſent my (elte before thy 

Majcſtie, whom I moſt humbly beſeech , to let mee 

| clearely vnderſtand, whether that Yajverſall Monarchy, 
which is ſo imprinted in my heart, and which is the onl 
end of all my ations, bee deltinatcd by the will of Hea. 

yen to me, and my Nation : and this I deſire to know, 
that either by the impoſſibility of the matter, 1 may bee 
conſtrayned to give it over, or by the poſſibility thereof, 

I may encourage my Spanyards to goe on cheerefully in 

their attempts : for to conteſle the truth vnto thee, that 

knoweſt the ſecrets of thoughts, in regard of ſo many 
croſſes, which both by Sea and Land I have endured; in 

Icgard of ſo many Conſpiracies and Counterplots _

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by my implacable enemies have beene contrived, and 
now more then eyer are contrived againſt me, I beginne 
wholy to deſpaire and faiat, 

After this requeſt, the Temple shooke, and the 
earth trembled, when from the mouth of pello's Mi. 
niſter came theſe words : The Faiverſall Monarchy $hall 
. returne anew to thenoble 7/a{iaz Nation, when it shall 

give over thoſe inteſtine diſcords, which haye made it a 
ſlave to Strangers. Vpon ſo ſad an anſwere, the Monar- 
ehy of Spayne full of griefe departed out of the Temple, 
and much she maryailed, when shee ſaw the French Mo- 
narchy preſent her ſelfe before her ; with whom having 
vicd her wonted Complements, shee drew beraſide, and 
declaring vnto her, what anſwere shee had received from 
the Oracle; shee informed her, that if the Yniverſall Me» 
#archy should returne againe to the 7aliay Nation, Fraxce 
would quickly be as ſure to feele a new Tulins Ceſar, as 
ors ſecond Scipio; and therefore to ſecure their af. 
ires, there was no ſuch way,as to divide 7taly betweene 
them. Shee alſo offered to teach her the ſame Receipt, 
which shce had ſo happily experimented in the Tndiaes, 
whercwithall they might ſo aſſure themſelves of the 74+ 
tax Nation, that there should remaine no more of that 
wicked race of men in the world, then the bare name. 
Let me firſt forget ( anſwered then the French Monarchy) 
that valucky deviſfion of the Kingdome of Naples, which 
my king Lews the twelfih made not long ſince withyou, 
and then we will talke of this buſineſſe : For it is not fo 
caly a mattcr to wrong the French a ſecond time, as 1 per- 
ceiuc you perſwade your ſelfe itiss As for the receipt, 
which(to be ſecured of the Italians) you propound ynto 
me, I pray you vic it yourſclfe; for to ſpoyle the _

which followed preſently vpon it , the Popes haying ne-

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ver had any thing in greater fearc, then that Ishould fall 
into the hands of a mighty Prince , vvho might make 
them liue in thoſe perperall jealouſics, vvherein finding 
themſclues drowned even vp to the very eyes , many of 
them , and particularly thoſe, thathaue a greater know. 
ledge of things of the yyorld,do not alwayes make quiet 
fleepes. A cleare teſtimony of the truth which 1 fpeake, 
was the lamentable and wicked ſacke of Rowe, perpetrated 
by the Spanyard; a litle after pay ſervitude; with which in- 
gratitude they-paydthe Apoſtolicke Sea forall they were 
debtors vnto it, afwell for the remiſſion of the Tribute 
of Naples , as for the other faccors,, which they received 
' in the vvarre of Granada, A calamitie , that having paſt 


the termes of moſt grieyous miſeries, hath in ſuch man-, 
ner opened the eyes eyen of men of the drowſieſt ynder- 


*"{tanding, that every one cometh clearely to know, what 
itisto vachayne the Lyon out of a zeale of pietic; ye 
the Spanyards no ſooner ſaw themſclues freed from the 
impediment of the Moores of Granada, but that through 
the ambition, which they shewed in deſiring to comand 
over the whole Vaniverſe,not onely in 7:aly,but through.

1 Cardinall of Toledo, a perſonage of exemplaric 


life, an exquiſite Divine, andexcellent Philoſo- 
pher;hee that in his owne perſon honoured the Word 
of God in the Pulpit more then any other Preacher 
whatſoever of his time, ſome few dayes ſince arrived at 
eſus, haviog beene reccived vpon the confines of the 
State, by Alefſandro d' Ales, and Cornelio Muſſs Brshop of 
Komo, and all the way entertayned at his Majcſtics 
charge. This honorable learned man preſented his W:i- 
tings voto the venerable Colledge of the Yerrnome ; and 


thoſe of Philoſophie were not only commended, but ad- = 


Mired; as alſo the Commentaries compoſed by him vpon 
thedivine paſſages of all the ſacred Writers, were rece- 


yed with extraordinary applauſe, and shontly afier they ' 


were carried in a precions Vrne vnder a cloth of Eftate, 
into the Delphicke Library, and with the name of the Au- 
thor conſecrated to Eternity. Onely his Swama,although 
very learned, was not received by thoſe Yerinuous, who

things into perdition., both ſacred and prophane': And 
thatwith more benefitc romankinde , and eternall re- 
ward to themſclues, Divines might have diſcourſed vpon 
theations of Lews the twelfth, and Fraxces the firſt, both 
Kings of France, of F:rdinand King of Arazor, and Charles 
thefifth the Emperor , whoſe ſoules departed out'of this 
world with the heauy burthen of halfe a million of man- 
flaughters, all comitted by their ambition to raigne, and 
whereof they were to giuea ſtrict accompt to Almighty 
God: All which were matters exceeding neceflary,tothe 

end; that mankind ſo-much afflited by the ambition'of 
Princes, might'one- day receiue the conſolation , which

Pollo carefull of nothing more, then to ſee that 
A the Princes of the World, should in the vpright 

goucrnment of their States,giue the people ſuch 
fatisfaion as they ought, introduced into Perraſſius (ma- 
ny ages ſince) this admirable Cuſtome : That eueric 
yeare, the names of the chiefeſt Potentates of the earth, 
written ypon litle ſchedules,should be put into an Vrae, 
and then being drawen foorth one by one, the publicke 
Cenſor of Politicall matters should(in the preſence of 
the ſacred Colledge of the Learned)record the diforders, 
which he had obſcrued in the gouernmeat of their States; 
whereupon thoſe Princes were bound either inconti- 
nently with ſatisfying reaſons to defend ſuch things as 
were objefed againſt them, or els within a Moneth to 
reforme them. 

An inſtitution no doubt very noble, and holy ; for it 
hath effced, that in the progreſle of ſo many ages, ſince 
firſt it was vſed, Princes haue corrected an infinitic of 
crrors : beſides, knowing that they are to be called to fo 
[tri an accompr , it maketh them endeuour to liue {o 

| H Vertu» 
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vertuouſly,that in the preſence of ſo many Princes they 
need not to blush. Vpon the day appointed then, moſt 
of the Potentates of the World appeared before Apolb: 
And Count Baldazar Caitigiione the Politica!l Cenſor , ſaid 
vnto the reuerend Lord Gionannz daa Caſa , Nuntio for 
the Sea Apoltolicall in this State, which was firſt drawen 
out of the Vrne ; That.it ſeemed ynto him a moſt ſcan- 
dalous matter, and indced ppg kr Greatneſle, and 
Maieſtic of the Popes,that in Rowe should be ſeene ſome 
potent Families , ynto whom it ſerved in ſtead ofa rich 
patrimony to be dependant on forraigne Princes, not ve. 
ry well affe&ed to the greatneſle of the Apolio!icke Sea, 
which in euery occaſion were apt with the power of their 
Factions 10 giue the Popes much trouble ; And that he 
might truly ſay, how in all his time he had not ſeene a 
more foule and execrable thing, then that which the 
Emperor Charles the fifih did , when with the noble 
Charge of the Kingdome of Naples he rewarded the cru- 
ell ſeditions, and shamefull ireacheries, which the Cardi- 
nall Pompeo Colonna vied againit the High Bishop Clement 
the ſcuenth. Then the Lord Giowanns demanded of the 
Count, how long it was , {ince he had conuerſed in the 
Komane Court ; who anſwering, Some ſcuenty years 
paſt : the Nuntio replied, that returning thither now , he 
Should find, how by reaſon of the abundance of vert. 
juice , which the Pompei, Fabrity, Proſperi , Aſcany of the 
family of Colonna; the Virginy, and other more principall 
Barcns of the Houſe of 0r/ma had caten ; the tecth of 
their Nephewes,and Grand-children were ſo ſet on edge, 
that they could hardly chaw ther broth : for the Popes 
which had tyed thoſe exorbitances about their fingers, 
knew ſo excellently how to praQtiſe the Tarquinian pre- 


cept, 
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cept, that they haue reduced thoſe Poppies , which here- 
tofore were as high as Cedars, to the humble ſtature of 
ridiculous dwarftes. 
© This anſwere fatisfied the Count, who turning to the 
Romane Empire, next drawen out of the Vrne, he ſaid vn- 
to him, That the preſent diſorders, which were ſecne nor 
only in the great patrimony of the Houſe of Aria, bur 
inall Germany, proceeded from the negligence of the pre. 
ſent Emperor Redolphas , and therefore he much defired, 
that that Maieſtie would with more care embrace the go- 
yernment of his ſo many States; remembring, that Prin- 
ces, rulcrs of mankinde, bore ypon their shoulders the 
heauicſt weight, and had in their hands the moſt Jabori- 
ous worke, that any the paincfulleſt day-labourcr what- 
focuer could exetciſe. The Cenſor vyas exceedingly than- 
ked by the Romanre Empite for this aduiſe; whereunto 
with much grauitic he answered, That ir was a diſgrace 
common with all Princes, to be accuſed of negligence, 
when ſcandals aroſe in their States, although it noiori- 
ouſly appeared , that in regard they were occaſioned by 
the praiſes of more mighty enemies, they could not 
poſlibly be avoyded by an vnderſtanding Prince, 

Wherefore it was to be conſidered, That the mon- 
ftrous felicities, which the moſt mighty Houſe of Cuw- 
Fria haue had by inheriting with their Matches , the 
States of Flanders, the Kingdomes of Spaine, of Naples , Si. 
aia, Bohemia, Hungarie , and Portuzall , hane giucn all the 
Princes of Germany, of Italy, and of Enrepe ſuch diabolicall 
jealouſics, that they haue cauſed both the paſſed and pre- 
fent ruinzs, now beheld in their ancient paitimony: V he- 
reunto the Emperors, which haue raigned ſince Maxims- 


{ian the firſt of famous memory, albeit they were reputed 
Ht 2 moſt 
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moſt valorous & prudent princes,could neuer after apply 
any falue, that did not infinitely exaſperate the ſore of 
the diſorders of Germany, wherein had concurred ſuch a- 
bundauce of malignant hamors ,. that it might truly be 
faid , it was immedicable. Further, it was to be remem. 
| bred, what (mall authoritie,the moderne Emperors haue 
had in Germany , fo that it were not only a diſcurtcſie, 
but open injuſtice to will one, that hath his hands faſt 
bound behind him, to performe the a&ts of Orlando. 
Moreouer,the qualitic of the Empire was to be regarded, 
which being eleCtiue, they that ſerued, had more authori. 
ticin it, then they that commanded. Beſides , the pre- 
ſeat weaknes of the Houſe of Auſiria in Germany, from 
whom(with the ſeditions of Religion)the hearts of their 
ſubic&s are ſtollen;a theft ſo important, that they may 
well abandon thole States as loſt, wherein ſuch dange- 
rousſecd is ſowen. Wherupon the preſent Emperor ſeeing 
himſcite dexrived of the obedicnce of his ſubicRs, deſi- 
reih cucry one toreflet ypon the qualitie of the Cou- 
ſins, which the Houſe of Auſtria hath in Spayne, and they 
Shail fade, that the people of Ldimaine borne for their li- 
berre, to ſecure themſelues from the monſtrous power 
ofſucha Family, take impious and wrongfull reucnges 
cucn on thoſe, which shall not be free from the ſervitude 
of rhe Spanyard, if for the linnes of men they cuer arriue 
to that point of commanding ouer the World; from 
which(by the meere goodnes and mercy of God they ate 
put off as farre, as by their many deuiſes they haue la- 
bored to come neere it. That alſo it was to be thought 
vpon, how the firit that in 7al/y, and abroad, diſfinheri- 
ted with all kind of irreuerence, and diſreſpet the Maje- 
ſtic of the Empice, were thoſe their Couſins of Spayne, as 
: = clearcly 
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clearely appeared by the vſurpation of Finale , and othe® 
Impetiall feudes by them poſſeſſed. All which things» 
moouing dangerous humors without diſſolving them 
afterwards, do cauſe the Houte of Aria in Germany,to be 
cruelly ſcourged by molt powerfull enemies, whilſt the 
Spaniards with their only menaces ſeeke to put the whole 
yvorld into ſufpition and diſtaſte. And for coneluſion, 
he deſired all the ſacred Colledge to conſider, that.to the 
miſerable ſterilitie of children, which is ſeene in the pre- 
feat Emgeror, is adioyncd a lamentable fertilitic of bre- 
thren ; one of which incitcd by the moſt violent ſpurre of 
ambition, hath not doubted at laſt to goe about to ouer- 
throw his owne Houſe, yvhich is xeady to fall. All acci- 
dents ſo vnhappy , that they vvould make cucn Salomon 
himſelfe ſeeme to the World.a very foole. 

Theſe replies, which to all the Afliſtants ſeemed yery 
yicighty, ſatisfied the Cenſor, vvho turning him to the 
varlike French Monarchy , ſaid vato her, How allthe 
Fertuous Of Pernaſſus much: deſired of her , that she yyould 
rule the furious, vnquiet, capricious, and exceeding im- 
petuous diſpofitions of her French , reducing them to- 
thoſe termes of prudence, adviſcdneſſe, and ſtayedneſſe 
of minde,which are ſcene jn the noble 1za/zar, and Spanish 
Nations ; & how it much blemished her reputation,thar 
the Kingdome of France , which holdcth a firſt place a- 
mongſt the moſt principalt Monarcchies of the World,. 
Should be inhabited by men ſo infinitely rash. To this 
aducrtiſement the French Monarchy replied , That the Cen- 
ſor not well informed of the interelts of her Kingdome, 
had cenſured for defeQts the chiefeit vertues, vvhich she 
loued in her French. Folly, lightneſle, vnaduiſedneſſe,and 


a precipitous nature were they , which had made her ſo- 
| H 3 feared, 
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feared, and formidable a Queene , becauſe her French 
with 'vaſpeakeable alacritie and forwardnefle , would 
vpon the leaſt nodde of hers,expoſe themſelues to thoſe 
perils, whereunto other Princes could not with the 
rope, the cudgell, and the cruelleſt kinds of punishment 
compell their wiſe, adniſed, and circumipect ſubieRs; 
And that in the many warres, which she had held with 
moſt yalorous Nations , he had learned to know , how 


an army framed of fouldiers, which had litle braine, and: 


mach courage, ſo that they are ledde by a valiaat , and 
diſcreet Generall , doth carry away the vitorie from 
thoſe people, who profeſſe more circumſpeRion , and 
wiſedome. This anſwere of the Monarchy of France, 
was ſa much the more commended of Ca/tizlrone, by how 
much, regarding the qualitie ofa mighty Kingdome, he 
knew that the French poſſeſſed all thoſe endowments 
and vertues ,. vyhich yverc requiſite in a Nation, for to 
tound, amplify, and maintayne a great Empire. 

Then the Ceyſor curning to the powerfull Monarchy 
of Spayne,fayd vnto her,how it vvas evident,nothing gaue 
greater ſatisfation to all people in generall , but more 
particularly to thoſe which were ſubje& to ſtrange Na- 
tions, then the humaaitie, and affable cariage of ſuch as 
governedthem;whereas she ſending to the governments 
of Naples, Milan,and Sicilia, none but her owne Spanyards, 
they with their ordinary Cafti/ian ſtatelineſſe , and inſup- 
portable Spazisb pride , without all compariſon farre ex- 
cceding that, which the Kings of Spayne themſelves cither 
could, or would haue yſed/in thoſe States, did ſo exaſpe- 
rate eyen their good and faithfull ſubjes,that the .Spanish 
Dominion was growen infinitely odious : And that fur- 
ther, both in yyeighty , and fleight affayres he deſired 
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more quicke expeditions from her, ſecing that by her 100 
much delay, and perplexitic in the deliberation of im- 
portant matters, shee had loſt many fayre occafions, that 
had preſented themlelves vnto her , forthe enlarging of 
her Empire. The Monarchy of Spayze, very much than- 
ked the Cenſor for the advertiſements he had given her, 
andin het excuſe anſwered, how that honorableGentle- 
.man , which hada young vvife , beyond all expresfion 
fayre, but of a diſpoſition enclyned to laſciviouſneſſe,, 
Should shew himſclfe very dilcreet , if he deſired , thata 
proper handſome ſervant, whom he kept in his houſe , 
should bee rather extrcamely hated, then any whit affec- 
ted by his wife: and that vnto the delay in the refolution 
ofher affayres,which she kiw to be vitious and prejudi- 
ciall, it Jay not in her power to give remedy: for almigh< 
ty God haviog not without important occaſions created: 
her Spaniards wholly,and altogether quite different in dif- 
poſition from the French,vvhilſt they in the deliberation 
of bu ſiefſes were rather precipitous, then cxccutive, she 


in her beciog fo ſiqw, and irreſolute, obeyed thewill of - 


God, vvho would haue it ſo. 
The next drawen out of the Vrne vvas the Monarchy 
of Poland; vnto vvham Count Baldaſar ſayd, How all the 


Princes of Furepe_- could haue vvished , that the preſent 


King Sigiſmond had vied towards thoſe ſeditious Nobles, 
which lait rebelled againſt him, ſome ſeveritic worthy ſo. 
grievous afault, onely to the end, that by their example, 
other Lords might have beene deterred from commit- 
ting the like. To this the Po/ach Manarchy anſwered, 


Thar thoſe chaſtiſements giuen to the Nobility , which 


in an hereditarie State would be commodious, have al- 
wayes prooved in her cletiue Kingdome prejudiciall : 
H 4 And; 
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And how that Kingdome , which another recciueth in 
gift from a Nobility, in whoſc power is the election of 
the King, cannot without evident perill of falling from 
his greatneſſe, be governed with that rigour , vvhich in 
other hereditaric States is neceflary ; for that Senate, 
which out ofanceleQion of love giveth another a Kiug- 
dome, if it be provoked by the powerfull paſſion of 
hate, knoweth alſo how to re-aſſume it , in regard well. 
adviſed Senators are vyont to reſcrye vnto themlſelyes 
thoſe neceſſary inſtruments, vyhereby vpon every occa. 
ſion of evill ſatisfaQion, they may recall their vſed libe. 
zalitic: And that the preſent King S$72iſmond beeing the 
firſt of his Houſe, vvhich had raigned in Poland, he yyas 
todired the ayme of all his thoughts to no other ſcope 
ſo much , as by an extraordinary indulgence to vvinne 
the hearts of the Nobilitic of his State, that ſo vvith a 
gratefull memorie of his clemency, he might perperuate 
the ſucceſſion of ſuch a Kingdome in his Bloud. An ad- 
vertiſement, moſt neceſſary for Sigiſmond his King, by 
reaſon the Polachs,although their King beeleQiue,do ne. 
ver defraud the Royall Bloud of the ſucceſſion, if he that 
rajgneth , can tell how to get the generall loue of the 
Nobilitie. 'For the Polonians being a Nation, that know 
not how to liue in an abſolute libertie, do ſo abhorre all 
manner of ſervitude, that that King among them (a 
matter common to all eleftiue Princes) chalbe moſt o- 
culatiue, and vigilant in the matters of his State , that 
leaſt ſeemeth either to ſee or know any thing. Not only 
the Cenſor, but the whole C olledge of the Vertuors , ad- 
mitted the juſtification of the Polach Monarchy for ex- 
ccllent. 

Hereupon, the Count turning hemſclfe to the vaſt 
Ottoman

ory 


he vſed,  onely vpon light ſuſpitions, againſt his-chiefeſt 
miniſters, was held by all the world to bee a bloudy 
eourſe;it being a received opinion, that'men of extraor- 
dinary valourand merit, $hoald not be layd hands on, 
but for great and prooved offences : And that when the 
- Ottoman Princes did even jultly take away the lives of 
their miniſters, the cuſtome of ſeizing ypoa their Eſtates 
to their. owne vſe, and thereof vtterly depriving the chil- 
' dren 2 did ſcandalize all good juſtice, becauſe jt ſcemed, 
that with ſuch crucll rigour, the Eſtates, rather then the 
faults of the delinquents,were hunted after. To this ſo 
open a correion, the Ottoman Empire anſwered with 
admirable gravity, That hee was growen to that great- 
neſle wherein hee was ſeene, by the onely two moſt 
powerfull meancs of reward without meaſure , and pu- 


nishment vvithour end : And that the fole foundation 


of the quict of eyery State, being placed in the fidelity of 
the moit important miniſters , Princes were not to ſecke 
any thing with more care, then with immenſe rewards 
| toa'lure them ynto faithfulneſſe, and vvith infinite pu- 
nishments to terrific them from trecheries : That thoſe 
miniſters vvhich have in their power the Forces, Com- 


mand, and Goyernwents of States, not beeing abie to ' 
erce , but in molt important maticrs, it vvere the coun-. 


ſell ofa foglish Prince, vpon ſuſpitions of that momenc 
to atraigne, accuſc, and heare the juſtifications of the of- 
fendor; but in ſucha caſe, the Prince which wi!l runne 
po danger, ought to, indevour to ſurpriſe his miniſter 
Vpon the ſudden, and to deale ſo ſecurely , that the cxe- 
cution of the punishment may precede cven the accu- 
Qtion.ic ſelfe ; That nanny times it had fallen out, y- 
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Omar Empire, aid vnto him, That the crueltie,which ' 
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he with a ſuddaine'chaſtiſement had preuented the con. 
ſummation of molt foule treaſons : Which reſolution, 
though he acknowledged to be moſt ſeuere, yet he knew 
it had ſo wrought, that there vyere neuer ſcene in his 

State any Counts St Paul, Princes of Orange, Dukes of 

Guiſe, d' Aumale, du Maine, de Mercure, and other foule 

monſters of difloyaltie, vyhich,vvith the shame of thoſe 

Princes, that vvith halters, poynards, and axes knew not 

how to prevent ſuch dangerous offences , haue beene 

ſeene otherwhere : It being a rule in matters of Stfte as 

common, as ſecure, That that miniſter, which givetato 

his Prince the leaſt shadow of ſuſpicion of his faith, in- 

.curreth a capitall paine, becauſe thoſe Captaines which 
haue the care of Armies itt their power, are bound , like 

the wives of Honorable perſonages; to'liue with ſuch! 
puritie of minde,that they be free not only from blame, 

but from the leaſt ſuſpicion of a blame-worthy thought, 

That touching the ſeazure of. his BaſshaWes e (tatcs after 

their death, he thought he mighe truly ſay, that the en- 

tertainements, gifts, and wealth , wherewithall other 

Princes rewarded their miniſters, in compariſon of tho'e 

inexhauſtible riches which he beſtowed on his well-de- 

ſcruing Officers , were vile, and poore, as thoſe Royall 

Treaſures, which Ruften,, Mahomet, Ibrahin, and infinite 

others left behinde them after their deceaſe, haue fully 

teſtified : Thar the greateſt regard, which a Prince ought 

to haue in rewarding his miniſters, conliſteth in proui- 

ding,that the vameaſurable riches,wherewith he bought 

of them infinite fidelitie, may nor poſſibly at any time 

be connerted to the prejudice of him, that vſed the libe- 

ralitie : That from the'gricuous diſorders fallen out in 

the States of other Porcntates h@had' found it to be a 
martcr 
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.watterimoſt; pernicious ynto Princes, that the extraor- 
dinary riches left by a deferuing miniſter should paſſe 
_ -ynto his children,:not having fiſt deſerved ir{by their 
yeriuve, valour, and fathers ſaid fidelitie)of rhi& Prince: 
That he had not out of couctouſneſſe , as many miſ- 
' judgedzconfiſcated the great inheritances of hisBaſshawes, 
but that by the comoditie thereof, thoſe ſubjeas should 
not beiidle, & conſequently vicious,which being deſcen- 
ded of fathers of notable valour, gaue the Prince aſſured 
hope they would imitate the vertues of their Progeni- 
tors: That the gate of his Treaſure ſtood perpetually 
open tothe heyres of his miniſters, to reſtore them their 
fathers enherirances twice doubled , when they with 
their fidelitie, and valour should deſerue them ; and how 
much the riches of men vicious, and ſubje to ambition 
' were apt to/ diſturbe the peace of any Kingdome how 
great ſocuer, well appeared by the fresh examples, which 
he had ſeene both'in France and Fanders. 

' Whilſt the 0:70wa#/Empire' ſpake in this manner, he 
obſerued that the renowned French Monarchy with the 
chaking of her head, feemed to declare, that she no way 
approued thoſe reaſons, whereupon ſomewhat the more 
moned, he ſaid thus: Mighty Q:eene, my cuſtome in ſei- 
zing ypon the eſtates of my Baſshawes, is profitable for 
the greatneſſe, and quiet of my State; and in regard of 
the friendship that is betwixt vs, 1 would to God, the 
fame courſe were obferued in your France; for you know 
full well, ro'what vſe Henry the Duke of Guize conuerted 
the exceeding riches, wherewithall the liberall Kings 
Frances the firit,and Henry the ſecond rewarded the merits 
of Duke Franc his father, You, and I, and all thoſe that 


raigne-do know, how the ſweeteſt bayrc that can allure 
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men; is a Crowne, and there becing no man, which for 
to taſte neuer ſolitle of it, but would hold it a great plea- 
ſure for to expoſe euen his ife ro manifeſt danger of 19- 
ſing ir, Winces ought to-be moſt vigilant in keeping 
with extreameſt ſeycritie the paſſages thereunto' cloſed 
vp againſt all men :nay, they ought to accomodate their 
affaires in ſuch ſort, that no priua:e. man © whatſouer 
shonld once hope to taſte of ſo ſweet a thing : And Erell 
you freely, that if your Duke of Guize had in my State 
but only chought that; which with ſuch publike ſcandal! 
he boldly put in execution in your Kingdome of France, 
I wold the very firſtday haue given him that blow; whet- 
ynto your King Henry the third ,, although hee were ins 
cited vnto it by the greater part of the Princes of 7raly, 
could neuer be drawen, vniill the very laſt hower of his 
shametfull diſgraces, and euen at that inſtant, when the 
ſore of the Fremhivprores vvas, become an incurable yl- 
cer ; for where ambition raignethamong Nobles, Prins 
ces are conſtrajned to'shew themſeluecs all ſeyeritic, con- 


tinually keeping fcaffalds in readineſſe, and prepared, to - 


punish the ſeditious, and rebelliqus ; and their Treaſury 
open , to reward the quict, and the loyall; that Prince 
| beeing vnworthy-10 command, that hath not the vader: 
ſtanding how to make himſelfe be obeyed; neither can 
there be a niore ſcandalous matter ſeene, or met withall 
ina State, then that the Prince Should liuc in jealouſy of 
an Officer, which ought to tremble before him. Burtit 
is the propertie of you the Princes of Chriſtendome, 
making profeſſion of Learning,and directing your (clues 
by rules of Policic, to call me Barbarous, and my ſecure 
way of proceeding, Tyrannicall,whilſt in the meane rime 
yee fuffer your ſelucsto be reduced by your heroicall 
ET - ' verlwes 
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vettues of clemency, and gentleneſſe;toshametull tetmes 


ofenduring vnworthy things. 0 | 

; Iris not: poſſible to:deliver,; how much the O7#79oman 
Empire offended all the Yerzuows of the ſacred. Colledge 
with his diſcourſe, who ſtanding vp,told him in great dif- 
daine; how they could proove vvith-preſentreaſons, that 
all which he had aid, were moſt wicked conceiprs, vit- 
worthy. to be ſpoken by any perſon that had a ſoule, or 


'to:be heard of men, that made profeſſion of honour. 


Wherevnto the Ortoman Empire-an{wered — That 
ue tC- 
gard to Yertue, and t know not whar, bur for his part he 
would neuer be petfwaded, but that the quiet and peace 
of States ought to be preferred before all other humane 
intereſts whatſoeuer.  - 
; Thea theCenſor, tocut off ſo odious a diſpute, turning 
to the great Dutchy of Moſcovy, ſaid vnto/him, Thatthe 
moſt noble prerogatiue of raigning ouer people, which 
yvere louers of Learning, and excellently Yertuous, yas 
the ſecond amongſt the greatneſſes of a Prince : 
Whereas hee by ſo endeyouring- to bring vp his ſub» 
zeas in a-grofic ignorance, - reaped” no' ſmall blame, 
ifnot much diſrepucation; becauſe enery one skorned 
him, for that, expelling the famous liberall Arts out of 
his State, he had only permitted his people to learne the 
benefite of vvriting and. reading. ' To this Cenſure the 
Dutchy of Meſcovy answered , 'That' the' dreadfull- fire, 
yvhich he had -obſcrued, Learning had cuer kindled in 
thoſe States, where it had beene admitted, had made him 
reſolue nor to ſuffer in-any ſort, that ſo ſcandalous a 
a Cockle should be ſowed in his Dutchy; for men beeing 


the heards of Princes, as $heepe the flocks of priuate per- 
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ſons, it vverc extreame folly. to arme thoſe gentle sheepe 
thcir ſubjes with the malice, which-Learning cngraf. - 
icth-into their difpoſitions ; 1hatatraine vnto.itz'whereas 
otherwiſe,in regard of that harmelcſle (implicitie, where. 
with Almighty God hath 'creared them , they may. be 
.comodiouſly culed and governed, be they never fo many 
' in number, by 'one Princealone: And how he held for 
ivfallible. iruth;, that if the Germazes, and Ho//anders had 
beene maintained by their Princes in the fimplicitic of 
their ancicnt ignorance, and withall it had beene prohi- 
bited, that the pure minde of thoſe Nations might not 
haue bcene contaminated with the plague of Greeke and 
Latin Icarnjing, without all doubt they had ncuer had 
the judgement , with ſuch a ruine of their old religion, 
and deſtrution of many Princes, that beforeruled ouer 
thoſe Proyinces ; to know how:toframeghoſe perte& 
formes; of Commonwe:les in 'their,Coufftries, where- 
vato neither the vvitof So/pn, the vviſedowme of Plato,nor 

all the Philoſophy of Ari/orle couldencr arriue. | 
This agſwere {ſo mooued the Cenſor, and all the ſacred 
Colledgeof the Learned, .that with threatning lookes 
they ſaid;: how zhe realans alledged-by the Great Dut- 
chy of Meſcouy,: were'open: blaſphemies ;' and it ſeemed 
the Learned were ready 10:make good their yvords with 
deeds, when the greater part of the mightielt Monar- 
chics, were ſeene to. betake themſelues totheic-yyeapons, 
for defence of the: Meſcovite; vvho growing more auda- + 
cious vpon the forwardaſliſtance of ſo many Potemate:, 
boldiy-ſaid ; Ifanyone would deny, that Le:raing did 
not infinitly difturbe the quict, and good goucrament of 
Statcs z. and thata Prince might-not with more facilitie 
rulca million of ignorants, thenan _-o— 
at 
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thitwere made to corhmand, and not to obey, he lied in 
his throate. The Yerraowms vppn this daring defiance grew 
extremely incenſed, and ſtoutly replied, That the cMoſ- 
avitehad ſpoken with ancinſolence, worthy of an igno- 
rart, and: how they could alſo proue vato him,that men 
without Learning were aſſes and calues with iwo legges. 

Now were they almoſt ready to goe together by the 
cares, when the Ceyſor cryed out, Forbeare, and carry due 
teſpeR to this place;, where we are aſlembled to amend 
diſorders, and not to commit'ſcandals; vvberenpon ſach 
yyas the reuerenceeuery one bare to the Majeſtic of the 
Cenſor, that both the Princes, and the Learned, although 
they were tranſported with anger and diſdaine, became 
fuddainly pacified. TAGS Lats 9: heanps | 

All beeing quiet, then the Cenſor ſaid vnto the famous 
Fenetian 'Libertie, which next was dtawen out of the 
Vrae, That the hardeſt matter to be found'in an Ariſto- 
cracie, as she well knew, was to reſtraine the young  No- 
bilitic, who vyith their licentiousnefſe diſtaſting the bet- 
ter ſort of Citizens, had many times occaſioned the ruine 
of moſt famous Commonweales; And that he to his 
great griefe had heard , how the young Nobilitic of 
Venice vvith their proud demeanour had offended many 
honorable Citizens of that State; who excecdingly com+ 
plained, that yvhilſt the infolency of the Nobilitie- en- 
creaſed , the chaſtiſements for it decreaſed; And that 
therefore he remembred her, that it vvas a dangerous ' 
point in an Ariſtocracie , when thoſe vvhich .vvere 10 
glory for that they were farre from choſe dangers, vvher- 
unto ſuch are ſubieR, as are to obey the Kan of a 
Prince, be heard to complaine, that they arc opprefſed 
by many T yrants. Hereunto the Yererian Libettic anfwe- 
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red, Thatthe diſorder recounted by the Cenſor vvas trne;- 
and yvithall daogerovs; but that th: authcritic of com> 
manding, vvas ſo-annexed 10 pride and j-:folcncie, that 
they.feemed to be borne both-at one; birth : And that 
the liceatioulacile, vrhich the Nobilitie of all Arifio., 
cracics 'v{crh-rowatrds the Girizens, yvas by all the grea» 
teſt men., that haue diſcourſed'of Commonweales, re- 
putcd a deſperate cure; for al:hough it vyas molt neceſla- 
xy,that jnſolencies shauld be refirained, yvith ſeucre 
paines; yet on the other fide, an Ariltocragie yvas to ab» 
Raine as much: as poſſibly might be from. publike pu- 
nishments of. Noble 'men, albeit ſeditious ; to the end 
that their shamefull ſuffering might not be an occaſion 
£0 diſinherit the vyhole Nobilitie it ſelie of that reſpe& 
yyhich is dueto them. from the peqp!e ; for hauing ihe 
gouernment of the State in-their hands, the. intcieti of 
the publike. conſervation thereof requireth,, that they 
þe held in higheſt reputation : And although in her Y« 
pice, diſobedient, and infolent Noblemen yvere. not 
ſcene to be ſo often punished, betwecne the two pillars 
inthe Piazza of. Sr. Marte , as it ſeemeth many deſircd, 
yctby the great Councell the Pregads, the Colledze, and 
- other ſupremer Magiſtrates, that diſpence the publike 
Charges, thoſe ſeditious Nob.emen, vvhich vycie dif: 
coyercd to carry a tyrannicall, mind, were cruelly attlicted 
yvith the torment of shamefall repulſes : And that ma- 
- Ny ſubicts of moſt noble Houſes ate ſeene in Yerice, 
vyhoſe ancicot reputation for their demcrits yyas may- 
med by Arquebuſes charged vyith bullets of paper; aod 
that beceing ſ{trucken downe yvith ſuch kiade of shot, 
they. could neuer riſe ſince to honors.and dignitics; 
things vyhetein conſiſteth the life of the Noblemen of 
. an 
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an Ariſtocracie : And that to excruciate a body, a grea- 
Ter torture could not be deviſed,no not by Peri//s him- 
ſeife, then that yyhich once a Nobleman of Yexice expe- 
rienced, vvhen in a concurrence of the Honorableſt 
Charges, he taw one younger then himſeltc paſle before 
him,/only becauſe he vvas Knowen to the Senate to be 
more delcruing. Caffizlione did not only admit the juſtifi- 
cation of the Yenetian Libertic, but allo did infinitely 
commend ihe circumſpeRion, and ſeveritic, which she 
-vicd in punishing her Nobilitic ypon occaſion of any 
demerit,or defeCt.. | 
| .Thea the Ceuſor faid ynto the Dutchy of Savey, That 
his State beeing ſeated in the Confines of France and 
Italy, he vvas neceſſited with all carcfulneſſe ro main- 

-aine himſelfe neutrall betwcene thoſe Princes, vvith 
whom he confined but in thoſe laſt rumors of Fraxce, by 

diſcovering himſelfe openly to be wholly Sparich,he had 
put, not only his owne, but the States of all the Princes 

of rriiein great trouble : And that whilſt vvith the bel- 
| lowesof his forces he blewthe fire of the French vprores, 
kindled by the SpazjardFrambition, he ought to'beleeve, 
that that flame vyas to burne vp friends and kinred,'be- 
fore ever it could getto the other [talian Porentates that 
vvcre enemics. The Dutchy of Savoy an{weted'the Cem- 
ſor very readily, That the adherence of his laſt Duke ro 
the Spaniards, vvas trac, but the faire occation he had of 
three {cucns in his hand, cucn forced him to fer vp this 
reſt, hoping to encounter the moſt tamous Prizziera, that 
euer any other Prince vvhatſoever had at Cords; io 
yihich venture he yyas the rather carried, becauſe he 
yyas afſured he could loſe but that mooy, which at thar 
game hc had woanc before ; That afterwards, though by 
| K his 
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his ill luck the foarth Crd, yvhich was dealt him,proued 
to bd: 2 Core of atfcoat, vvherewith he had made the 
yvork hit, that could be encountred on ths whole packe 
of Cards, neuertheleſſ; h2 knew, that th: braueſt mindes 

vvould confelle, that albeit the reſolution ws yery dane 
gerus, yet nIt to-vyroag the Cards, they vvould have 

played no otherwiſe themſelues. The Cenſor apprehen. 
diag the Metaphor, very much commended the mag. 
 Nanimous reſolution of that Duke; vyvho, for rhac he 
might from a ſinall feaver haue received in gift the Em. 
pire of the greater part of the World, not. only withoue 
any;note of imprudence, but to his infinite gloty, at 
ſuch time as ſo ceſolutely he calt the Dye of all the great- 

nefle of his fortune ypon the table of Chance, he mighe 
wel ſpeae thoſe tamoas vyords aacw, Or Ceſar, or n9« 
thing. 
Then the Cenſor turned him to the noble Great Dur. 
chy of Toſcan, an4 sharpely reprehending him, for going 
vvith his Galleys,at it vvere prouoking of Waſþes, he re. 
corded ynto him, the-miſerie and calamities, vvhich the 
Kingits of Se. 757 ſaffercd at Riod-s, at Tripoli, and the 
great danger, that laſtly they ranne at M4/r4,only becauſe 
they vvoald inpradeatly hane tye4 ſquibves to the 
Balstaile; And thateuery vviſ2 Chriſtian Prince oaght 
rather to favour the preſeat car2leſneſe of rhe Twrks,then 
to waken them with injuries of litle profit ; nay, ſuch as 
brought others much damage, and neceſſite them to ap- 
ply their mindes anew vato maritime affaires , which ia 
theſe times they had eucn avanion2d: Alſo he remem- 
bred him, how infinite people daily complaine4, for 
that, by his hindering /ra/y of the trail: of th? co.nmodis 
tics of the L2v4zr, all Dcugzes, that came from ons 
: | [5 
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the Seas, were growen toan exceſſive rate. To this cor- 

retion the great Dutchy of Tofcan 2niwered, That the 

power of a Frince could not be termed pert& , which 

witha number of armed Veſicls had not ſome Domini- 
on on the Sea: And that his Gallies vvere not Only very 

neceſſary tor the Toſean gieatneſſe, bur aiſo tor the fecu- 
titic of the Libertic of ail ray, as ſcruing for a Schoole 
of Mariners, for a Seminary of Captaines, and ſou!diers 
at Sea : Thathe confeſſed the damwage, which they did 
to the trade of merchandiſe, but vvithall, he delired ir 
might be conſidered, that the myſterie of Warre, either 
by Land;or Sea, could not be learned by ſouldiers, nor 
excrciſed by Princes without prejudice to others : And 
that Toſcan breeding much fil:hineſfle of fantaſticall vn- 
quiet biaines, and exiravagint humors, he had therefore 
great occaſion for thoſe Gallies, that might ſerve, as it 
were, to cairy forth 2l] the filth of his Stare, and thereby 
keepe it cleane, employing ſuch only for gally-flaucs ia 
them , as had done'euill before, and that in regard of 
their vnquiet nature, yyere like to doe worle after. 

This excuſe of the Gre:t Dutchy'of Toſean vvas ap» 
proved both by the Cenſor, and ali the ſacrcd Colledge. 
Whercupon the Count 1aid vnto the Libertie of Genoua, 
yvho was laſt drawen out of the Vrne, That the exccſliue 
vie of exchanges, which +he permitted vato her Nu bi- 
heie; cauſed rhai great diſorder of enriching the private, 
and vvithall of cmpouerishing the publike , vvhoſe 1c- 
vennues vvould haue riſen 10 huge tummes of Gold, if 
the reall riches of her Nobilitie had beene employed wm a 
juſt trade of merchandile. 

The Genoneſe Libertic with a readineſle, that gaue a 
particular guſtio all the Learned, antwered, How it was

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true, that exchanges doe vyorke that effe@, vvhich the 
Cenſor had mentioned, and therefore vyere moſt pernici- 
ous in any Monarchy vvhatſoeuer; howbeit that not-' 
withſtanding they might be permitted in a well-ordered 
Commonwealth vvithout any prejudice of the publike 
intcreſts ; becauſe the richelt, and ſecureſt Treaſures of a 
free State, are the riches of the Nobilitie, and Citizeng 
together; a matter, which falleth notour in a Monarchy, 
where betweene the commings in of the Prince, and ths 
meanes of private men, there runneth a long wall of 
cight ſtories high built by Mie, and Thine : Further, that 
ina Monarchy the mutation of the State commonly 
followeth vvith litle, or no prejudice to the people, only 
changing the name of Mathew, to that of Martin ; bat in 
the ſubverſions of Commonyeales, where libertic 
is changed into ſervitude, - there the proper 
ſubſtance of private men is the publike 
treaſure; for then will they profufely 
' ſpend all that ever they haue, fo 
to defcnd their owae liber.

meane they haue broughtto paſſe moſt important en- 
terpriſes; vyhence it is, that the firſt yveapon , vvhich 
they employ againſt their enemies is that ſame shamefull 
corrupting the faith of their male-contented ſubjefs, 
and ſtirring vp the Nobilitic to rebellioa.

The Monarchy of Spayne mmwiterh che 
Cardinal of Toledo to be her Theologian, 
Which he refuſeth, and Why. 


He report gocth in this Cour, that the Mighty 
Monarchy of Spayne,by her chiefe Secretaric invi- 
ted rhe worthy Cardinall of Toledo, vvirh allow- 
ance of a large penſion, to aſſiſt as her TheolJogian in 
the Royall Councell of State, to the end that nothin 
Should be determinedthece, vvhich might be againſt his 
conſcience ; This matter filled the yvhole Court vvith - 
marvailc, in regard cuery one knew how licle that Pre. 
late in the rebcnedition of the moſt Chriſtian King 
Henry the 4. fayoured the affaires of his Prince;for vvhich 
cauſe no man could imagne the occafion , vvherefore 
ſo vviſe a Queene in a buſineſle of (uch weight, should 
vic the ſervice of fo diffident a ſubje&t. Thoſe vvhich 
make profeſſion beſt to vaderſtand the manner of pro- 
ceeding of the adyiſcd Spanish Nation , even in this re- 
ſolution acknowledged the inveterate prudeace cf the 
Kings of Spayze, vvhole proper cuſtome it is never to be 
at quiet, vaill that vvith penſions, vvith honors 
ble Charges, with all kinde of loving demonſtrati- 
ons, and humane deuiſes, they hauc drawen vnto their 
partic alHuch great ſubjeRs, as they ſee to be alienated 
from their Intereſt, and from vybom they know, that 
encday yet they may reccive ſervices. The chiefclt 
Confidents of ſo great a Cardinal, deliuer, that his Lord- 
$hip very gladly accepted the noble Charge propounded 
| vato 
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wnto him; howbeit vvith this condition, /vvhich by the 
Spaniards vvas preſently rejeted) that whenſoever vvith 
the quthoritic of the tacred Scriptures,. vvich the Do- 
&rine 'of the holy Fathers, vvith the ordinances of. the 
Cannons, he should make the Royall Councell capable, 
how the rclolutions made in it, vvere diſagreeing trom 
the Lawes'of God, and men; he alone then vvould haue

Eeing that for to draw the French naile out of the 
0 table of Milan, vyhere it vvas fixed, the ill-adviſed 

Italian Princes had made vſe of the Spanish pickaxe, 
which eatred in ſuch manner into the very table it ſelfe, 
that it was neuer poſlible ſince to draw it forth with any 
kinde of pincers whatſoever,all the Potentates of Europe, 
and eſpecially the 7:alian Princes , which perceived, that 
the Spanyards after the ſervitude of the Milane/ſe, openly 
aſpired to the abſolute Dominion of all 7/ay, to the end 
they might ſecure that remainder of libertie, which is 
yet reſting in her, agreed amongſt themſelves, that eye» 
ry five and twenticth yeare, the Chaine vyhich the 
Spanjards haue forged for the Italian ſervitude , should 
vvith cxaQt diligence be meaſured by perſons thereunto 
deputed. Andcomming ( a few daics ſince) accordingly 
ro meaſure it, the Italian Princes to their infinit amaze- 
ment found, that ſo odious a Chaine vyas encreaſed 
vvith five moſt prejudiciall linkes; preſently whereupon 
the Politicall Smithes were called, who very carcfily 
made an aflay of the yron added to the Chaine,and they 
, found that the firit linke yvas forged at Piombino, the 
other 
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6ther at Finale, the third at Correzgio, the foutth at Porte 
Lungone, and the laſt at 2/ozaco. Greatly did the Princes 
marvaile at the ſtrangenefle of this accident, and many 
of them were ashamed, that thorough their carcleſle 
ſimplicitie the Spanyards had encreaſed the Chaine of the 
Itakan (ervinde, much more in peace, then they could 
haue done in warre with foure Armies. With theſe 
ſtrange exorbitances,rhe za/zax Princes were lo incenſed 
againſt the Spaxyards, that they told them freely, how if 
they did not containe themſelues within the bounds of 
honeſtie, and modeſtie; if the 7*aljan files would not ſuf- 
file to reduce th-t miſerable Chaine to his due meaſure, 
they would muke vſe of the French; and if with them 
neither they could obraine their intent, they would pro- 
cure enOugh from Fng/and, and Germany; yea, and in caſe 
of deſperation they woulli not ſticke to furnish them- 
ſclues with thoſe excellent damaſked ones, that are 
made in Twrlte. Whilſt the 7ta/ian Princes were in this 
conteitation, there arrived a Poſte, which in all haſt had 
beene diſpaiched out of Izaly vnto them with this cer 
taine aduertiſement, That the Spaniards were forging 
another linkc in Savoy, to be added vnto the Chaine of 
their ſervitude : in regard of which newes, the renow- 
ned Perctian Libertic inſtantly opened hcr famous Arſe- 
nall, and all the Princes of 1zaly ranne to arme them- 
{clues ; the warlike French Monarchy comanded her No- 
bilitic to horſe, all Germany put themſclves in order ro 
paſſe the moungtaines, and the numerous Fleetcs of the

I D On Hernando de Toledo Duke d" Alva , a few dayes 
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whereupon. withall the greateſt ſolemnitie he was ag. 
mitt2d into Perndſuss and had a place in his Majeſties 
Company of men at Armes, which was commanded by 
that famous Luintus Fabius Maxim: ; who for the cx- 
celtencie of his well-aduiſed warineſle, was ſurnamed 
Cunttator. And it happened, that amongſt the other Pria- 
ces, and Caftaines, which the ſaid Duke viſited, one was 
the moſt excellent Lord Proſp:ro Colonna, by whom he 
was recciued with all kind of honour; and ſo much the 
more, becauſe he vnderſtood that the Duke madea pub. 
like profeſſion of becing the diſciple, tollower; and 
imitaior of his ſlow,but ſure way of making warre. How.

iven the Lord Proſpero the Title of your Honour , he was

The 
Puke remained much aſtouished ro ſee that great Cap-

and erc the Spanyards were in rerum natura ; Wherefore for 
that Nation 10 abufe a man of my ranke, as the Duke

vileneſſe of him that offendeth, doth infinitely aggra- 
yate the jujurie vvith him thats offended, how is it pol

itis reported by them that vyere then preſent , how 
al the while the Lord Profpero was ſpeaking, poo di 
nothing but linile, and that when vpon his concluſion 
he buitt our into thote words, how the Sparyards abuſes 
towards the Italzavs vyerc to be revenged with daggers 
points, he fel ro laughing out-right,and tai, Proſpero, thou 
art, and ever wert to9 much given over to chollzr : and 1 
am inforccd to tcl thce, how it infiaicly miflikes me; that 
ſuch a one as tnou, who halt alwaies made a particular 
protefſion of prudence, shouldeſt marvaile, that ſlaves, 


which for twentie yeares together haye beene fedde in ' 


the Gallyes yvith courie, and monly Bisker, when they 
light vpon a batch of new white Manchet, should fill 
their bellics till they are ready ro cracke agame : Where. 
as that raging appetite of theirs, and cycry other disho- 
| nel 
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neſt a, vyhich they vſe, to aſlwage their hunger, ought 
ro be ſo farre from ſeeming odious vnto honeſt men 
which behold it, that it Should rather mooye them to + 
pittic. Therefore do yec Italians likewiſe permit, that the 
Spanyards, men but new in this World, and lately got out 
of the ſervitude of the Moores of Granada, may glut them- 
ſelves with meate ſo delicate to their taſte, as are the ho- 
nourable Titles, vvhich they haue found in 7ra/y: for 
aſſure thee, that yvhen they shalbe cloyed vvith tuch ya- 
nities they alſo vvill become, as the French are, ſuch cur- 
teous Gallants, that they vvill vvillingly gue the Title 
of Excellency even 10 their horſe-boyes, much more to 


- ſach as thou art. Andl tell thee, that if thou hadit that 


prudence , and that perfet knowledge of the World, as 1 
yvish thou haddelſt, thou vyouldeſt very well perceive, 
that thoſe exorbitances, and that ſo odious manner of 
proceeding, which the Spanyards vie in Ttaly, whereof 
thou ſo complayneſt, is even as ſo much ſweet ſiger for 
you 7:alians,and bitter poyſon for the Spanyards; who if 
to their valour, to their adviſedneſſe, and vnſpeakeable 
ambition vvhich they haue to raigne, they had aftabic 
and curteous' manners annexed, vvith the vtter deſtructi- 
on of that remnant of Libertie, which is yer out of the 
Lyons jawes, they would ſoon become abſolute Maſters 
of the World. All which are infolencies, that vvith dag- 
gers points, not by you 7/4/zans, but by the Monarchy of 
Spayne hericlte, ought to be revenged vvith all kinde of 
crueltie on her $panrsh Miniſters, who with their vanitic 
diſtaſte the good ſervants of ſo great a Queene , and 
make her government nothing acceptable to her {ub- 
jects : A dilorder that bringing much difhcultje ro the 
ſubſtance of that Y niverial Monarchy, wherunto it isnot 
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poſſible she can arrive vvith the publike hatred of all 
Italy, hath high need of remedie. 

With this anſwere Apo//o returned the Lord Profere 
excceding well fatisfied to his houſe, after whom the 
Duke 4 Alva apppeared before his Majeſty with all his fa. 
mily wonderfull melancholy, vyhich caſt ſuch milkein 
their faces, that the Spanyards ſeemed not ſo blacke, as 
ordinarily thoſe Moores that come out of Granada vie to 
be. Then polo interrupting the complaint vvhich the 
Duke was about to make againſt the Lord Colonna , (aid; 
Duke, I am much diſpleaſed vvith the diſorder, vvhich I 
vaderſtand hath happened, and ſo much the more, by 
how much the cauſe of ſuch an vprore is not very juſt, 
nor vvithall very honourable on thy ſide : And ypon 
this occaſion it pleaſeth me to remember vnto you 
Spazyards, that to be not only niggards, as toall men ye 
are knowen, bur not 10 vſe prodigalitie in giving vnto 
others thoſe Titles, vvhich are deſired,is a manifeſt ſigne 
of malignitie, becauſe the ingenuous nobilitie of a Baron 
is knowen , by shewing litle covetouſneſfle in receiving 
Titles, and much liberalitie in giving them : For even by 
over much, not by due honour, doth greater reputation 
accrew to him that giveth, then to him that receiveth ir. 
And you Spanyards, that vic ſuch auſteritie in deſiring 
great Titlcs oncly for your ſelves, are not avyhit eacrea- 
ſed in reputation, but rather are become ſo odious , and 
ridiculous to all men, that the 7:&/4ans in their Comedies, 
haue deſervedly introduced the perſonage of the Spanyard 
co repreſent vnto the World a perf Brazgadochia. i won- 
der yee shouid not preceive, that in thinking to arrive 
vnto the Dominion of the carth by abuſing men, is the 
vvrong way to the wood; The mindes of men { Duke } 
ane 
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are taken vvith the baite of humanitie , yvith the 
whiſtle of gratitude, of courteſie, of gentleneſle ; and 
chat Fowler would shew himfelfe very ignorant, that 
Should goe with a drumme into a Dove-houlc for to 
take Pigeons, as I ſee you Spanyards,toolishly doe. More- 
over, 1 tcjl you , that if eyer any Nation yvere 10 make 
a baite of dignities, for to allure the 1za{zans to fall into 
the nets of four Dominions, and light vpoo the Lime- 
bush of your ſervitude, it is you Spanyards, tor the ends 
vyhich yce haue vpon 7aty : Withall yec are to conſider, 
that the States, vvhich yee poſleſle, of Naples, and Milan, 
are faltned vnto you-with Waxe; for yee $hall command 
over thoſe two members no lopger, then till the ta/rans 
reſolve to chaſe you from thence; who if they could be 
aſſurcd, that after your ruine, they should not fall into 
the power of the French, ye Should quickly know , that 
only yvigh a litle diſturbance,which they could give you 
inthe Port of Geyonua , they would pur you into a thou- 
ſand intricate difficulties : all matters, that should admo- 
nish you to give ſatiſtaQion, at leaſtwiſe in vvords, 10 
them, whom in regard of your Intereſts in 7taly, yce are 
obliged to reſpec, As forthe injurie, vvhich you lay you 
have received from the Lord Proſpero, 1 tell you plainly, 
that whatſoever affront shalbe done you vpon any ſuch 
like Titular occaſion, L vvill not onely be inſeniible of 
it, but I vill thinke you haue deſiroutly ſought it. Thea 
the Duke would have excuſed himſclte vvith ſaying, 
that from his King he had inſtruction how to carry him- 
ſelte towards the 72a/zan Barons in the particular of 
Titles, vvhen Apo/o told him, that the Spaxzsh abules ro 
the Italians were not to extend but oaly to the Neapolte 
Fans, and Milani; and his Majeitie allo added, That if 
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much paſſion did not blind the Sparyards, they might 
eaſily ſee, how their Grandes, whom Spayne it ſelfe could 
not containe, and that in 7raly,would play the Gyants, 
compared with the Romare Barons ; and thoſe of meane 
ſtature would prove but dwarftes. Herevpon a cloude,ay 
white as ſnow, tbeginhing by litle and litle to cover the 
perſon of 4po//o, the Priefts that were about him percei- 
ved how his Maieſtie would prophecic; fo that every 
one falling proſtrate on the ground, and vvith the reſt, 
the Duke and his followers; out of that hollow cloud 
procceded the divine voyce'of his Majeltie,which with a 
pleaſing ſound ſpake in this ſort : I'fortell vnto you, 
Spanyards, that vvith your rough and odious manner of 
proceeding , yee vvill one day compel! the 7/aliaz Nobi- 
tie ; which is the Miſtres of the cruell Sc:{#an Yeſpres, to 
plot ſome bloudy Neapolitan Even-ſong againit you; it 
beeing the'proper cuftoine-'of the 72a/zans; wich greater 
rage to revenge the abuſes of words, then the offences 
of blowes; as they that having short patience, and long 
hands, are borne not only:withan heart moſt inclined 
ro great reſolutions, but that doe not vie to reverige in- 
juries withall kind of cruchie,before they are quite-for- 
gotten by thoſe that didthem.. And with your ': 
owne ruine, you vvillthen finde them, with 
{words in their hands, to be Paladine 
.” Orlandoes, when ye $hall per- 
- {wade your ſelves; they 
are 'becom&Ei moſt 
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The Poſte of Pernaflus 
fo the Reader. 


Heſe Papers comming by chance into my hands, 

] perceived there was ſomething in them that 1 
could not perceive ; wherefore I thought beſt to 
communicate them with better ynderſtandings : for my 
part I could ſeeno hurt in them, but did imagine by that 
little good vvhich I faw, there was much more that I 
could not ſee, and thertore judged them fit for all mens 
eyes. Yet finding the names of Spayue and A4//ria, or 
Auſtria and Spayne, (pardon me, politicke Reader, for I 
am/not-certaine vyhich should have priority; and Iiknow 
in ſuch Catholike points, a little error is deadly) fo often 
inſerted, I durſt not be too bold with ſacred things. For 
I well law thoſe two names joyntly conſidered , are now 
growne of ſuch eſtimation, as. all: Nations and Kings 
bend their knees, and doffe their, Bonnets at the naming 
of them; more ſuperſtitiouſly for deſtroying, then reve- 
rently at the Name of leſus for faving. Therefore 1 could 
not reſolve, vvhether it were treaſon or {acriledge , or I 
wot not what greater ſinne, to.touch ſacred things pro- 
fancly with common and vawasht hands ; cſpeciajly 
when I ſaw all ſuch as had done the like, or 'lefle-thea 
thus, made miſerable examples of diſobedience, as it they 
had offended Adam himiclic, or a houſe miraculouſly 
rayſed vp by God, or rather 011ginally c:cated in nature, 
to rule over all the yvorld 1n dam hc d; and that io be 
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the ſonne ofa King, could not proteQ an offendor in 
this kin from punishment, yea, from being caſt out of 
his Paradiſe. O (thought 1) vvhen Lfaw this, how wor. 
thy is he, that doth thus to be counred oncly the Catho. 
lique King : for he jsa King of kings indeed, fit to be 
theexecutioner of his Holineſſe divine Decrces, and to 
conſume all vvith Lightning, vvhere the ſacred fulmina. 
tions vyent before. Tremble all Princes , and looke to 
your Crownes; eſpecially you petty ones in Germany, that 
are but fatted to be ſwallowed one after another, as his 
Romacke can digeſt, or your turne comes to bee ſeryed 
vp. You ſce it js ſafer becing his ſervant, then the ſonne 
of any Potcntate beſides. Therefore ſtrive for place 
and preferment there, and helpe vvith all the ſpeed yee 
may, to betray one another to ruine. You that are Pro. 
reſtants or Lutherans, it is no matter for Religion; hold 
{ome the ſtirrop, and let others lift Spayne into the {ad- 
dle, to ride one another like Poſte-horſes by turnes, 
You fee how honourably hee deales with that Prince, 
whoſe peaceable patents made him caſie entrance ; and 
how fauourably vvith the Palatinate, vyham hee rides in 
bloud, and fſpur-galls on both ſides, vvhilſt you ftand 
laughing on, and ſee-not that your day iscomming.. 
Thus I thought, and thought withall to be (lent, and 
to Keepe theſe Papers from flying abroad, for feare of ha- 
ving my owne vvings clipt. But vvhen I ſaw in defet of 
greater, God had rayled yp petty Princes to detend the 
'Faich, and pur that ſpirit into the Prince of Oran , the 
Count _— and the Duke of Branſwicke, vvhich hee 
had taken from Saxony and Bavaria, and otiters, it made 
me retume courage, beholding the immediate hand of 
God in this yyorke, and to thinke, ſurely God yvill have

all the glory to himſelfe, that hee employes ſuch inſtru- 
ments, vvhoſe eſtates, in compariſon , are but drops to 
the Sparish Ocean : I vvill nor therefore be guilty of ſo

T may be thought (perhaps) by ſome, which $shall vouch? 
] ſafe to reade this following diſcourſe, that my generall 
aymes in this publication,are,to exaſper ate the humor of 
the tyme(tos tart (as ſome thinke) already) againft the Com 
mon Adverſary, and withall, to flatter my ſelfe into fayour,by 
needles repetitions of notable by-paf actions. oh 
For the #7/7, let ſuch know, that neither my minde, nor 
my booke, looke higher then the »iadle Region, being both 
bred, and converſing continually in the isferiavr, where, they 
hane no force to raiſe ſtormes of action , but to participate 
in paſſion, with ſuch gufts as fall from abone. Iam not ſo 
vaine-gloriouſly apprehenfiue, as to thinke my ſelte able,to 
raiſe the leaſt duſt, with any feete but mine owne;or to worke 
ypon the judgement of any man, with my weake oratory, to 
moue him t9 a violent courſe, beyond his naturall incling- 
tion. Yet thus much I ſay for my ſelte,,and my cauſe, that if 
I should ayme at what they object, and should accomplish 
myaymes,I did no more, then the greateſt, wiſeft,deyouteſt, 
amongſt them, pr9feſſe to doe, and practiſe continually, againſt 
vs, & praiſe in others, ſo following their footeſteps.

1619, A Trums 
pet of the holy warre; wherein by authority of Scripzere, pititully 
wreſted, and miſapplied, by reaſons of ſtate, and policy,vio- 
lently vrged, and wrung to force out blood , he moues, and 
excitcs, nay, as it were, inforceth, the houſe of Aufriain ge- 
nerall, andin particular the Emperony (8 ſo by conſequence 
the Avg of Spaize) to a merciles maſſacre,of their ſfubjes,8 


ncigbours, round about,agauaſt —_ they may apy " 


pick a quarrell,| for point of R-5g/0v. And what ncedes the 
lood of Au#ria be heated to this end? ID 
I am to be blamed (with others) therfore, if my zeale for 
truth be any whit colder,then his for falſchood; ard Iam ty 
be pardoned,and excuſed,even by ſuch as are of his opinion, 
ifI purſue as cagerly (as he doth) the fide,and cauſe] affee, 
and reſiſt vnto blood, where he bloodcly afſaults my inng. 
cency , or the innocent truth in me, and in others. Nay ſet 
this worke of his,moue all Counſellors,and others, that have 
. place about Princes, and Power with them, to doe their dy. 
es in a contrary courſe, and whet the edge of authority, 
with all the arguments of their art, to shew it ſelte shar 
for Chriſt, ar. d Fic cauſe, _ Antichrife, and his adherents, 
And let not their goodly diſcretion, and moderation,delude 
the world any lon ge r,with vaine expeCtations,and promiſes, 
as if they were (like /obs taint freindes) 7#b 12.2. the ovh pep, 
and that ak wiſedome livea in them, and shoula dye with them; leaſt if 
they dally any longer, the axe be /azd to the roote - the tree, Mat 3, 
ae” they for their fruitles fearnes, without ap of ſincerity 
or picty,(only with a ſmoake or,shadowing of hypocriſy)be 
caſt into the vnquenchable fyre of Gods jutt judgement. Aſi 
Fedly, Neces/ity calls upon w5,to do ſomething in time,ſor our can, 
and our treindes , or to prepare our-ſelyes 7o ſuffer all 
'thirges from our Enemyes.. Sane can cafely charme Franc, 
by the helpe of the 7eſuites, and Pope, to fit ftill,and give ayme, 
till his foote be ypon the neck of the Ynired Provinces; torit: 
wilbe made a warre of religion, which Fraxce.. (as the eldeſt 
fonne of the Xowane Church) is by all meanes to adyance. If 
then they can Keepe vs back, but a while longer,either by 
pretences, or promiſes, or gifts, or preſents, or penfions, or 
Ea#?-Indian quarrells, or treatyes, or marriages, or threat- 
wings, or by any other meanes,the goale is gotten, and wee

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the »qui/tion allo, into our land, in ſpite of our hearts 
though wee,8& ourKing with vs,ſfay NoE never ſo loud; ther 
will neither heare vs, nor beleeue vs, nor then admit of ous 
negatiue voyce. AndI am perſwaded all that are not of this 
minde,8 ſo ready to take all occafiss, vſe all meanes, to pre 
vent it; are of their minde,and wills take all eccaſions, & vſec 
all meanes (though cloſely, and by degrees) to advanceit. « 
For the ſecond objection, made by ſuch, as thinkeI ans 
ont of fayour, & intend hereby to flatter my ſelſe into grace 
againe; I let ſuch know, that as Taccount the fayour of my 
ſupcriours,to be a great bleſling,ſo(beleeviugl never lo# it, 
at leaſt by deſert) I profeſle ſincerely not to ſeeke it, with 
any corrupt orambitious thought. If what I write offend not, 
itis the vttermoſt extent, yea crowne of my happineſſe here; 
being for the reſt contented, and holding it a thing indiffe- 
rent, toliue inany ayre, and to be buryed in any foyle;Since 
I hiue by faith, and expect the reſurrection of the ju#t. But the' truth 
is,that as thoſe who looke on, doe often ſee, what the Game- 


ſtersover-ſce;And as thoſe who ſtand in a direct lyne againſt 


the mouth of the Cannon, cannot diſcerne the danger co- 
meing {wifftly vpon them,ſoe well as thoſe that ſtad a-loofe 
off, and obliquely: ſoe wee that ftand removed from the 
ſteeple , heare the noyſe of the bells diſtinaly, and where 
they jangle,and where they ring round,and where they vary 
with mulſicall, and delighttull changes, which ſuch as ſtand 
vuder, cannot ſo pertectly judge. 

And wee thinke wee ſaw the danger coming, and were 
more ſenſible of it,then many ſeemed to bee, that ſtood with 
in the dint: And now (hoping the greateſt ſtorme is over)wee 
behold the deliverance with more admiration, then many 
ſeeme to haue done, which ſtood neerer the danger. And to 
this end wee write, that you may read, and ſee, and applaud 
your owne felicity with ours, giving glory to Go#,and due ho- 


ner to the inſtruments, he bath beene pleaſed to vic in this

$reat,and miraculous worke of his mercy. 

For to this end the Lord doth all his workes of wonde! ae: 
cepting well of their ſervice, who ſet forth his praiſe nithth 
beft inffruments that they haue; denyeing only to be gratious to 
fach, as neglect his workes, or paſſe them by,without obſer. 
vation, and threatning to punish ſuch ſeverely, who rob hin 
of his glory, cither arrogating it to themſelyes, or imputing 
it ynworthily to others. 

Herein, therefore, Ido but , with Moſes, falute God with 4 
Tonge, having paſt the red ſea, looking back vpon it with ad. 
aniration , and beholding Phareh Exed.r 5. and his Hoaſt init, 
with pitty and aftonishment : I doe but, with Deborah, call yp 
Barak, Ind. 5. tothe triumph : And,with the 7irgins, meete D4. 
wid, 1 $1m.14. after his victory, with timbells & dances. 

This is the true end of writing this treatiſe , whereinif1 
erre in any point of Divinity , Hiſtory, or Pollicy, eitherin 
relation, or application, I referre my ſelie moſt humbly to 
the favorable cenfure of the Church and State , nor being 
willing tocommita fault-againſt either, or having done it,to 
defend it with obſtinacy. Yet betore wee part,giue me leaue 
to ſay, that whilſt I. hope wee are paſt the danger, I would be. 
ſo vnderſtood asa man that partly feared , wee were not. 
Warre muſt be proclaimed with Spazve, before wee can be = 
fully reſolued; othevwiſe our offer/we warres againſt the Empr- 
Your ,Bavarts,or any other, & ourdefex/ive, and divertive warres; 
by aſliſting the Sares Genera{, will prone vndertakinges a- 
gainſt our ſelues, and we (running our ſelves out of breath) 
will ſoone learneto repent our torwardnes, & call for peace, 
faſter then wee haue done for werre. Our comings in,muſt 
be anſwerable to our expenees,it wee meane to holde out: 
for though the horſe be far & ſtrong, yet if wee ride him con- 
tinually without: provender, he will waxe weake, and leane, 
and trye vnder vs.” Tc warrewith the Fmperom &, hold peace 
with Pp4#xe, is to fight with one of our hands, agaiuſt the __ 
; te 


ted body of the Catholique league, affifted with both their 
armes of the Za#,and N*/*-ndcs, whoſe forceis ſufficient, to 
buy Briarexz, to fide with them, againſt Goa, and his truth, and 
from whence,all the arrowes they shoote againſt Chrii7cp= 
ome, at this preſent, are both headed, and feathered; pluck 
off theſe, and they hurt not. And the way to pluck off theſe, 
and ſo to make peace, isto ſend out our Navie (as wee had 
wont) to fish for gould in their ſeas. For our Niwvie is the right 
handof our State,of whoſe advantageous vſe,wee depriue our 
ſelves, when wee warre in a cold and lame manner,only with 
the //t hand by defence, by divertion,and that by /and, where the 
enemyes ſtrength lyes. This1s, to fight,and let him chooſe the 
weapon, and to ſpend our blowes, where wee ſee him beſt 
armed. Tt is the Navie that weakens the Enemy, by taking 
from him, and ſpoiling,what he gets to ſpoile others. It is the 
Navie , that cbcd his We/?-Indjan Fleetes to be waſted home 
with ſuch a guard,as eat's out the gaine of that voyaze, though 
they returne ſafe,but vndoes him, if they miſcarry. Itis the 
Navie that payes the troopes by land, & fills the Ercheaquer 
faſter, then all the cuſtomes, &.projects,vnprofitable peace 
can invent, though it would ſtudy to exact (till trom the in- 
duſtriousMarchant, even to his vndoeing. Witneſle our fore 
mer warres 7 7re/and, where there was no boote for the ſonl- 
diar, as in other parts may be found , (if at leaft wee ſerue 
them, and theirs,as they did vs, and ours,in the P2/z) but all 
the Army was to liue (as wee ſay) vpon the per. And yet for 
all that expence in 7re/and, Scotland, Sweden, Denmarke, France,in 
the Nezberlands, and all other partes, where Amichriſtadvanced 
his counterfeit croſe, againſt the croſle of cri, how rich was 
the ſubjea? how plentitull all provifions? how quick all 
trades, & trading ? how well ſtored was the Ercheaquer with 
Coyne, the mint with Bullion, theTower,and all other places 
with ordinance, ammunition , plate, hangings, jewells? The 
expence, and waſtc,of treaſure fince , geerely vpon = _

rayfing and allaying'of golde and filver, without curing our 
generall wit (which Spa withall theEnemyes, 8 warres our 
Zhzabeth had,could not make her do as her Epizaph tells you) 
is a witneſſe of this truth beyond contradiction.

Confider I beſeech thee, adviſed Reader, how the Ny 
(which I ſpake ot)lyes now idle;a great & continuall charge 
to the ſtate, the Marriners, the Officers, the Seamen of all 
ſorts, waſte away, are ynprofitable, torget their profeſlions, 
when, if theſe were imployed (as I haue ſpoken) they would 
Tecover our reputation, be a ſecurity to our ſelves, a terror 
to our enemyes, makevs againe Maſters, not only of the 
narrow ſeas, but of the Ocean, beare their owne charges,& 
helpe to defray others.

ſeede that conetous Eaſterne climate,as wee may doeallo,if 
wee be not zoo wiſe tolearne, and zoo proud to follow, when 
they goc before. | 

Bur ſome object, that what wee had wont togetalonein 

the Weſt & South-ſea, the Hollander now meete's withall, and 
takes vp, by fore-ſtalling the market; ſo that there will nor 
bee ſufficient, to beare the charges of both Nations. As if 
the Hollander tooke all, and no fish paſt his net : Nay aftured- 
ly,if both of vs went out vpon this errand, both should haue 
more, whilſt one helped the other. Beſides the Ho/:nager is 
more numerous in shipping, and thoſe commonly of better 
fayle then ours,and fo fit tor ſcouts,to beate the water;ours, 
are better built, better man'd, better armed, fitter for figar, 
and (olike to ſpcede better, it there should be traude intel- 
lowship..

loflſe. Man cannot diguify himſelte more, then in 
ſucha hazard;fince we redeeme things by an equall, 
or ſuperiour value,and to ſaue many is to be worth 
as many, as wee faue. | . 

W hen therefore we ſee the Church in daunger,

The young man bring hardy (thongh 
litle) and deſirous to be one in the number thar 
Should fight for his Country, and religion, and asha- 
med to looke on, and giue ayme , whylſt others 
ynderwent the hazarde,.8& heate of the day ; leaue's 
the things which he brought with the wagon-maifer, 
and made all the haſthe coulde to reach the armye 
before they reached each other: Comming thicher, 
he finds things in great diſtraction, by reafon of Ge 
fiah, a mighty Champion of the Phi/;/#ins, who ſtood 
boaſting againſt the whole armye of 7/rc//, challend- 
ging aud deſyring an able and _— ppoſite to be 
ent out to him. To this Bravado he adds blaſphemy 
agaynſt God, and dishonour and diſgrace to the King: 
He beholde's the pride aid infolency of the hea- 
thenish army out of the confidence they had in 
their vnmatchable Champion, and withall he ſee's 
the baſe feare and cowardiſe of his owne Nation, 
whoſe courage was quenched with the brauery of 
one man: How then /thinks he) it is likelie that 
they should ſtand agaynſt many ? agaynſt all? To 
behold this,his hart burnes within him;Zea/eto God, 
po to his prince, /ne,and darye to his Country, 
make's him inquiſitive , what this shoulde meane,

Perhaps theſe promiſes were the immaginations & 
pratlings of the people, the vnderhand whiſpering 
of policye,to ftirre vp ſome mans courage to vndex. 

For we neither heare theſe thing 
publiquely proclyamed , nor repeated, and promi. 
ſed, —_ David came to ſpeake with Sawle, and went 
about his worke' with this —— chalen- 
ged after, whE David had performed whathe ynder. 
tooke, and had ſlayne Go/ah. Howſoever, his elder 
brother , who obſerue's his behauiour narroyly, 
overheare's his diſcourſe, how he,like an able Cham 
pion, ſpeake's and queſtions,as one that meant to 
vndertake the matter; and, either out of contempt 
of his brothers youth, or out of envy, leaſt the 
yonger shoulde wyn prayfe from the elder, or out 
of loue and care of his yonger brother, knowin 
his forwardnes, but withall his weakenes, and in Fr 
ficiencye, for ſuch a buſines, with ſuch an enemy, 
whoſe match the whole hoaſt afforded not, check's 
him & reſtrayne's him from this rash — 
by preſenting his youth, his trade, his other buſt 
ncs, to his remembrance; why came#t thou dewne hither 
(ſayth he) with whome haſt thou left thoſe few sheepe in the wil- 
dernes ? 1 know thy pride and the malice of thy harte that

plied,in ſerious,and fad manner, what have 1 now done? 
Isthere not a cauſe? 

Thrs much for the occaſion of this diſcourſe. 

The fourth thing conſiderable, is the ſpeech it ſelfe, whereis

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For the mannef of delivery, David reply'es nor 
poſitiuely, but by way of queſtion or expoſtulation; 
as men that deale with envious cavillers vſe to doe, 
and as our ſaviour dealt with the high Prefs, and 
Siribes, and Elders continually? for indeede this man 
ner of ſpeech is of more force then a bare affirma- 
tion; It argue's a litle more life, and ſpirit, it ſtirre's 
. the bloud of the ſpeaker, and alter's the ſleepy dif- 
poſition of him that oppoſeth, as water caſt in a 
mans face rayſeth from a ſwound. If he had ſayde, 
[brother I hope I haue done nothing but what I ought to doe, 
that which Thaue 4 in#f cauſe to doe; Though he had then 
ſpoken as much as now he doeth, in effect, yet his

Should thinke, weePut vp thoſe atffronts offercd to our 
Nation in Groenlant and the eaſt Indycs, eyther out .of 
feare of their, ſtrength , or Qur owne weakenes , they 
Should iniurie vs nolcle inthe canceit, then they have 
done in theaft. Religion only hath bownd our hands, 
and weeare ſatisfied that the Stare doth diſclame it, and 
caſt it vpon private perſons; otherwiſe wee wereas well 
able to ſcourge them,as-to defend them from (courging, 
It were an ingratefull part in them, whilſt wee indanger 
our ſclues by houlding vp theire chinnes, to keepe them 
from ſincking,that they Should with their heeles kick vs 
vnder water,. But becauſe wee beleeve and know, that 
theſe wronges proceede not from the State , but from 
ſuch perſons (for the moſt part on both (ides) as loue 
Mammon better then Chriſt, and count gaine the only 
godlyneſs, therefore wee are not apt to heare or beleeue 
all that is ſuggeſted, nor to ſceall that is true, but to 
hope and promiſe our ſelues better vſe far the future; 


fince they knowe and muſt confeſs, that neyther theme + 


ſclues,nor the proudeſt or potenteſt Nation ypon earth, 
can vpon- equall terms (without politick ſurpriſall) aſ- 
ſure themſclues to beate vs and be our Maſters;nor dare

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' {without manifeſt advantage) provoke vs to the triall, 
But ſince humor hath beene (oe ſtird vpon both ſides, 
that Prudence and moderation hath had enough to doe 
to keepe vs from breaking out into blowes, it wasa time- 
|y worke of wiſedome in their State to ſeeke to ſtop the 
, and agrations worke of our prudent prince to giue. 
them audience ( notwithſtanding the contraric noiſe 
which buz'd about his cares) and to renue that ancient 
lezeue betwixt vs, which was like to breake into enmi- 
tie. The foole-hardy can charge hotly and ingage a State 
in warre, it muſt be the wiſe and aduiſed who only know 
how to make an honorable retreite, It is fit vpon both 
fides, that now this league is renued, wee should be

rob my neighboure and vndoe hw, becauſe I know him 
bulied.in watching my houſe , to ſaue me and himlelfe 
from robbing and vndoeing. 

Since now wee haue ſufficiently declared our owne 
kindeneſs, in wooing the vnited Provinces to reciprocall 


|  Curteſies, and the neceflitie of our ſtandiug together, ex- 


cept both of vs intend to fall;.I procecde breefely to per- 

{wade both Nations to take better notice ofthe Enemyes 

trainesand dcuiſes inuented to deuide vs,that ſo wee may 

vnite our ſclues to each other more cloſely by vndiſſolu- 

able knots of loue and amitie, And becauſe zheſe troopes 
of Englich newly raiſed may ſome of them out of jgnoran- 

cegiue or take offences which might caſely be auoyded; 
I {whole care and ſtudy itis to do good offices betwixt 
them, and to prenent what is poſlible all shadow of vn- 
kindacs which may ariſc) cuen in the leaſt circumſtance 
haue vſed that liberty of ſpeech in the diſcourſe hither- 
to vnto which 1 am accuſtomed and naturally inclined: 
Which, though ſome may miſlike who neither know me 
nor the mattcr, yet I knowe ſuch honeſt and downe- 
right freedome to be moſt fit and profitable for the cone 
tinuciog of friendship and cleereing of the cafe , which 
B iij liberty 
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liberty 1 deſire leaue to vic in that which followes allo, 
for beſides that the ffrocks of 4 friend are pleaſant, in 


being profitable, Lvnderſtand this buſines hath need of 


plaine dealcing, vader whoſe ſeucre condutt all affayres 
proſper, better then in the perpetuall Cockering of foole: 
makeing and foole-fauoring flatterie, 

And firſt for my owne Nation, | delire they would not 
bee 100 iealous, captions,and curious in takeing vnkindnes 
where none is offerd, Some perſons haue the trick to 
pinne their intereſts and- particular ſplecnes vpon the 
publique ſlecue : and ſo what they haue felt or do feele 
in priuate,muſt.ncedes bee a generall greeuance : but wee 
muſt be wiſe and wary,not to ſuffer quarrells which ma 
fall betwixt particulars, to troble or diſturbe the ge= 
nerall peace, whilſt wee ſee thoſe iniuryes are not backt by 
authoritic,and made vniverſall and nationall. 

_ Andif wee mult not ſuffer rcal ations to diſturbe our 
affetions, much leſlſe should wee permit wordes todo 
it, eſpecially cuill words from ſuch perſons as haue not 
yet learned to ſpeake well, 

1tis true. that Ladyes.and gentlewoemen paſling the 
firects-iu ſtrange habits, do often penance amonyſt the 
ruder ſort, (as appeared by that moſt vnciuill and barba- 
rousdemeanourc vſcd lately towards an English Lady in 
Amſterdam who deſired to ſee the Cittie, and ſuppoſed 
all. gouvernements to be as Ciuill as Londen)but we muſt 
conſiderthe fame ſet of people would wonder aſmuch at 
a Parrat or Poppiniay. Itis true alſo that men ofall rankes 
meete often amongſt boyes words of reproch ; but, bc= 
ſides that wee cannoraltogither cleere our owne in ſome 

Tude- places from that barbariſme , what should ſuch 
words of icorne ſpucd from ſuch mouthes mouc vs ? 
SINCE 
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gigce indcede it is our glory to be thoſe English Dogs, 
that haue holpen the Shephcards to chaſe from hence the 
_ eranigh Wolues, who clic would haue worrycd,not on+ 
theſe ſilly Lambes, but the harmcles and innocent 
, their Fathers, Let not this ſtirre the courage of a 
Man to fury, bat pitty and ſcorne; as Lyons vſe to wakke 
' with contemptamongſt barkeing whelpes, whole $hrill 
notesare mulick, whilſt the Puppics bite not. Afluredly 
theſe boyes would, and doe too often , vie their Parents 
thus; they know no better; they neuer learneda leflon of 
obedience, much lefſe of gratcfullnes, to honor thoſe in 
duty whodefend them in loue , and often fauours them 
2sthe Pellicane doth her younge, whome in extremetic, 
zhefoltersand cherizheth with her owne blood. 
It wilbe imputcd a folly tq me to touch this, butT 


i have ſeene ſome touched with it. It often falls out that

men who affe& honor, as it is the ſouldiars ayme, are 

more offended with reproches and (cornes then aQtual 

iniuryes. And ifit were notſo, theſe ſpirits would not 

ſell their flesh and blood ſo cheape, farre vader rhe rate of 

beefe, or mutton, veale,or porke, nor would they indure 
heatcand cold, and hunger and thirſt, when ſcruants(ha- 
ucing more wages) will not , but that there is an ayer of 
praiſe and hope which they (Camelion like) feede vpon, 
and it kills their hearts to heare this blowne away by a 
ſtinkeing breath with diſgracefull language. lt were calie 
fox them by any honeſt trade or courſe of life to liue well 
in their owne Countryes, for meere neceſlitic doth not 
bring them ouer hither, as if wee wanted meate and 
drinke in England, France or Scotland, but eyther they 
are brought hither to be punished for their idlenes, & be- 
cauſe they would not at homedoc alittle caſic worke for 
C great 
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great wages, arc forced heere, as ina houſe of correQion, 
to do great worke , yea the hardeſt of all (to overcome 
manie wants, and difficul:ies, themſclues, and others) 
for little wages : Or elſe , being men made and marked 
ont for the warres, they ſecke and deſire this kinde of 
life, and would choſe it amongſt all others as the moſt 
honorable , though they had nothing for their laboure, 
but the oportunity and lawfull authority , to'erchange 
knocks freely. For they deale for honor, as marchants for 
proffit; and they ſtampe in flesh and blood , as the other 
mintin gold and filuer, Now thea the firſt ſort meeteing 
diſgraceſull words meets but his deſert, it is part of his pu» 


nishment+to be reproched and reuiled : but thislatter, 


whois only couectous of honor, takes it ill , to haue this 
counterfeit coine of diſgrace , put vpon him in ſtead of 
currant money, But I would not haue any of theſelat- 
ter ſort looke ſo lowe to ſtoope to ſuch pettie praiſe, nor 
contrarilie once caſt their eye aſide to theſe ſonnes of Be= 
lial, children of Bethell, who would mock Elizeus if he 
came amonge them with a bald head or a ſtrange habit, 
Nay rather | would haue them doe all good they can for 
the generall State of theſe Countries, with reſpe of thoſe 
good people whoare mixcd amonge the wicked , and 
mourne for the abhominations which are done in the 
Land. Deare Countrimen, you that be at home in peace, 
pay your monyes freely for the ſupportance and defence 
of theſe, pray for them with vnfained faith; and you, 
worthyes, that are heere, fight for them with vadaunted 
reſolution, and, if ncede bee, dyc for them with comfort 
and cheerefulnes cuen as for your owne Countrye; lince, 
aSI haue manifeſted, the warre is the ſame though a 
little farther remoucd,and beſides that it is alſo a religions 
watte,

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ware, being for religion , if the watriours themſelues 
hayeany icligion in them, 
 AgaineIlam tocxhort my Countrimen, who are com» 
| wrchended vader the name of greate Brittaines,' to shew 
{ themſclues as ſtrong being now vaited , as they haue 
) ghewnethemſclues heeretofore being dinided, Eet both 
| the Englichand Scottich Nations declare by aQtion that 
| theyhauc not loſttheir 01d licatts by takeing vpon them 
| 4 new name ; but that they are the ſonnes of thoſe Fa» 
|  thergwhoſe braue blood, ſpilt ia the warres, hath inriched 


and Th theſe feilds, with France, Spaine, and Pa-

vpon his meaoes, Except be decciucd the State or Sol. 
diar; Since molt of his owne meancs is ſwallowed vp by 
the ſollicuor. O that it would entcr into the heart of 
thoſe prudent Lordes,to take a courte for better payment, 
that the Captaines might aot haue iuſt occalion to com. 
plaine, nor Coloure to ſceke shifts by curſed a#tetations, 
thereby todeceaue the Country of bodyes, andihemfelucs 
of ſoules. Then your Companyes would be fuller , and 
the officer would ſerue with. better 59vrage, becauſe with 
better conſcience. Yea then, if deceite 5should be wftd or of- 
fered, none would pitty theguilty delinquent, thoughhe 
were made an publique example and fpeAache of frawde, 
vaworthy his profellion, I ſay enworthie hes profesſion, 
for | know, whatſocuer othermen vainely thinke, that a 


eall lze is moredishonorable(though cuſtome and com» 


panie cloudes it) then a verball, which is fo haynous to 
the caxc and zeputation of a {ouldicr. ; 

But I heare an obicRion againſt this ſuite, which dare - 
not mention without craucing- pardon aforchand, and 
this itis,as they ſay, God knowes the truth of it; That if 
Sollicitors were diſcharged and better payment made, 
zhen diners of the Natiues shoald looſe excellent offices, 
ihe Generall State let goe 4 faire tmprouement, and di- 
verſe great « 9 could not put their monyes out to v- 
ſurie upon ſuch unreaſonable conditious. | cannot be- 
lecue this profitable ſinne,can barre the doore again iuſt 
zeformatio, though the inſolencie of the Solicitors would 
perſwade me to belecuc it; who preſumeing, as it ſeemes 
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and as the ſuccefle shewes, vpon ſipportance , dare af» 
front the greateſt Commanders and vſe them as feruants 


- notlike Maſters by whome they liue. Sometyme Soli= 


citors hane becne pnt vpon Captaynes by force, and they 
authorized to take from the Captaynes ordinance the 
beftpart of his meanes thovgh the ſolicitor neuer ad= 
naneedhim a periie of mony aforchand, bur becaufe he 
conrated with his Predeceffor ; Soe that if a cunning 
Companion who hath a licle fpare monic can infinu- 
xehimfclfe into the boſome of a needy or negligent 
Commander, and ſupplycing his preſcut wants, faſtena 
prece of mony vpon him, and procure from him an in- 
conſiderate contrat , for his life only, let it be neuer fo 
yareaſonable , yet his ſucecſfor muſt continue it, and 
make it good, nay, perhaps increaſe it out of his meanes; 
md(oſucceſſiiuely from generation to generation, if the 
wars Shonltd continue it would continue like a rent- 
charge vpon the Capraine or campanie ; whereby it 
cometh to paſſe, that though a Captayne , who venters 
life and all for the State, hath bur a terme of life in his * 
Capraineship ; Yet the ſollicitor, forlaycing outa hane 
dredor two hundred pownd , hath halfe the Captaynes 
meancs, anda perpetuitic ia that halfe , though he doe 
nothing for the State but helpe to vndoe it, Belides 
though theſe perſons be taken'on, that-the fouldiar may 
haueſound pay, for which the Captayne payes foundly, 
25 I have partly shewed,/ yet their payment is foc bad, 
thatthere arc few Captaynes (I might fay ſafely, none) 
put hane juſt canfe to complaine, if their inſt complaints 
might be heard and redrefled. 
But fuchis the vacquall condition of the perfons and 
the odd and diſreſpeiue carriage of the tyme towards 
them, that the Capraine contracting with the ſolicitor, 
C iij is bownd 
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is bownd for his part,and the ſolicitor is his owne judge, 
and carucs himſclfe what amendcs he liſtteth out of the 
Captaynes mcanes: but the ſolicitor, contraQing with 
the Captaine, is notwithſtanding looſe for his part, or 
asgoodas looſe, linec he cares norfor keepeing his day, 
but often puts the Captaine to borrow, and: pawne his 
credit and clothes vpon intereſt for payment of his com- 
panic, when notwithſianding he payes vie to the (ollici 
tor for aduanceing it aforchand ; Nay ſay the Captaine 
forbeares it. a moneth or two (as ſometyme it falls out) 
yet he payes ſe for it, and the. ſollicitor will not abate a 
Kiuer, though the one looſcth and the other gaines. by 
this meancs, a dooble viſe. 

There is alſo a gaines made to the. ſolicitor by pay- 


ment of light money, which he knowes the Captayne 


muſt be forced to put away,cannot keepe to change;with 
many other groſle and intollerable abuſes of which I 
hauc heard Captaynes complaine , and which crye out 
(for the with-houlding of the laboutors due is a crycing 
ligne) eyther tothe State for redrefle or to God for jud- 
gement. I ſee what account David made of his worthies 
and ſouldiars , and how pretious their blood was in his 
fight, when refuſcing to drinke of the water they ferched 
for him with perill of their lines, Hee powred it out to 
the London My God forbid it me that I shonld doe 
ibis thing; Shall I drinke the blood of theſe men that haut 
put their lines. in at! rig ? for with the icopardie of 
their lives they brought it therefore he would not drinke.l 
wish that all ſolicitors and vſurers would confider this 
ſtoric well, and then they wonld not (except they were 
tight Nabals) make, it their dayly trade to drinke vp, nay 
to bedrunke with the blood of ſuch men, and that _ 


' 
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theyare watching that theſe may drinke the fafer,and figh- 
for ſafeguard of that mony, whoſe vſe cates them vp 
tothe bare bones, But if theſe Iewes and bloodſuckers 
will not confider it, yet it concernes Dauid and the wore 
thies of this State to looke to it better, and to their care 
and conſcience I commend ir. For ifthis be not rcfor- 
med,as it hewes inward corruption and puttrifaCtion, ripe 
for difſolution, ſo it may, at one tyme or other, by one 


' meanes or other , put the State to ſtraights and difficul- 


tyes,did not the auxiliarie Bandes take care for it,tadefend 
it, and reſpe& it, as their owne Countric, Which care of 
theirs appeared the laſt yecre,at the comming out of that 
Pacat, which gane them , generally ſo much diſcontent, 
and that in the inſtant when they expected the Enemy. 
Which had beene a fit tyme and occaſion to tempt them 
tomutinee, but that faith, honor, and religion reſtrayned 
them; yea ſuch atyme ; as would haue occaſioned ſome 
Nations then to crye for gelt and reformation, oralfo to 
ay downe their armes, Whereas then, all theſe troopes, 
both British, and French, did nobly andloyally refolue, 
not to diſpute the poiar before the fight, but firſt to fight, 
and ſo todiſpute the point againſt the Enemye with the 
edge of their anger and points of their ſwords, that they 
might by their deſerts moue the States to repeale their 
a7, and to shew they mcritted augmentation by way of 
largeſle, rather then abatement or abridgement, by way 
ofdefalcation ; which they would intimate by humble 
petition, without diſputation , after the ſcruice was done 
and the Encmyc gone off, and not before, And this re- 
folution they generally followed , whereby they deſex- 
ved dae conſideration,and I donbt not in tyme but they 
Shall finde it. They arc Tyrants and not Fathers of the 
C iiij Com- 
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Commonwealth , who take occaſion to be euill, from 
the goodnes of their people; fo that the better the ſubie& 
or inferior is , the worſe the ſuperior shews himſelfe to 
bee; and the more he is content for peace,and quiet, and 
conſcience, to ſuffer, the more the other puts vpon him 
and forceth him beyond his ſtrength to beare and ſuffer, 
It shall not beſo amongſt you, (faith our Guiourto his 
Diſciples) I hope the illuſtrious Lords are our ſauiours 
Diſciples alſo, and Iam ſure then, 7t 5hall not be ſoc 4- 
moeſt ther. 

Secondly I beſeech the State to conſider whether or no 
it be fit to vindicate the honor of our king, State and Na+ 
tion , together with the King and Queene of Bohemia, 
from the baſe aſperſionscaſt vpon them , by rumor and 
lycing multitude, in the point of their preſent mainte- 
nance, For I know the Common people beleeue, and 
giuc it out, for a manifeſt truth , as men that will belecue 
no better, how that royall Payer with their Princely chil- 
- dren, lyc heete at the charge of this State, and that exaQti- 
ons are layde vpon the people to mainetayne them in that 
bumble condition wherein they liue, which (notwithe 
ſtanding it be farre too meane for the dignitic of ſuch 
perſons, )yet in the vulgar cyc it ſeemes therefore to be to 
haughtic, becauſethey think it comes out of their purle, 
and to proceed from their beggarly bencuolence, 

This falſchoad is bred and noutrished by the Spanish 
fation, who woulddo wolle then {lander them if they 
could, and doe this to make the Countric hate them, and 
thereby to proucke the people for their ſake, to mutinee 
and riſe againſt the preſent goucrnement of the illuſtri- 
ous Lords, as ifthey were the occaſion of this cauſcles 
and needles charge, by harboring theſe diſtrefſed Prin- 
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tesin their Dominions. 


. - Theknowledge of this was one of the principal mo- 


tines which cauſed me firſt to put penn to paper in this 
fabieQ; becauſe I ſaw the honor of my King, Countrie, 
and of theſe Princes traduced and toſt vp and downe by 
lewdelycing, and ignorant tongues, For, in ſtead of char- 
ging this Stare with their aboadc heere (as theſe fellowes 
vine agd giue out) they are cuery way helpcfull to it, 
ſpending therein many thowlſand pownds ftarling by 
theyeere,andcauſcing much to be ſpent, all which comes 
onof England into theſe parts. And l preſent it to the 
conſideration of my ſuperiors, whether it were fit, for all 
their honors, and ſafetycs, tocrye this off, or to make the 
truth ofit fome way publiquely knowne, that the mali- 
tions mouthes of men may in this reſpeR be cloſed, and 


| that the people may know they beare no burthen but 


their owne, yea that weealſo doe helpethem, our of 
loue, to carry part of that, which belongs to them whol= 

lytobeare, out of duty to God and their Country, 
Thirdly 1 humbly preſent this motion to the conſide- 
tion of my ſuperiors, whether they thinke it fit or no, 
for the conſolidation of this league, and for the preſerua- 
tion of perpetual amitie betwixt both Nations, to equall 
ys, if not with their owne, atleaſt with the checefe of o- 
ther Nations , who ſcrue them as wee doe; ſince wee 
haue beeae, are, and are like to bce, as good ſtudds and 
props to this State, as they or any of them haue beene, 
are, or can bee. Let not the aduantage of language make 
a ſtricter band, then that of hearts and hands. If their 
tongues goe before ours, our hearts and hands goc in 
front with them, and haue euer done fo, todo this State 
ſeruijce, Neither ſpeaks I this to diſparage them or any of 
D them, 
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them ; It is nodiſparagement for the beſt of them, ts 
march with vs; Neither fpcake I this to detrat from their 
deſeruings , but by compariſon of theirs to ſet off our 
owne (which hath beene nothing inferior to theirs) and 
ſo to beget equall reſpeAt for equall mertit in all ranckes 
and degrees. | 

Fourthly I preſent to the wiſe conſideration of my ſu« 
periors, whether they thinke it fit or no, that in both the 
Indyesand all other places of trade or fishing , their peo. 
ple be ſtraightly commanded carefully to mainetaine pea- 
ce; that they (ell not our loue for alittle lucre,nor inuade 
our ſimple truſt and innocent ſecuritie, with fraude or vi- 
olence, vpon baſe aduantages of tyme, and adds ofnum- 
ber , orthe like circumſtances of trecherie and iniurie; 
which,as they may be shadowed with the cloake of Iy- 
Kice, ſo they may ſerue our Enemyes, (who ſecke to de- 
vide vs, ) as Shaddowes to accuſe the vnited Provinces of 
injuſtice, and thereby to incenſe our State to ſodaine rage 
and sharpe reuenge againſt them as againſt perfidious E- 
nemiecs. AndlI could therefore wish that if any should 
darc to diſobay the Edits of the State published for pa- 
cification,they may be perſucdas publique Enemyes, who 
by their praRiiſe teitifie the treaſon of their hearts, whilſt 
they endeauoure to giue diſtaſte to our State , thereby to 
breake the loue and league betwixt Great Brittanie and 
the vnited Provinces, that ſotheir Troian Horſe or Spa- 
nish lennet may come in at the breach, 

Fiftly I would heere ſpeake of honors and rewards to 
be propounded for the fouldiar of all forts and degrees, 
but thatI am afraide to be hught at for my labor, orif 
not fo,, yet to be anſwered with that Common Error 
which goes currant for an axione of State , That Com- 
 monweales 
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' monweales are inca pable of this power to conferre honors. 


Iſeeamongſt the Romans, ſcuerall rewards and honors 
of all ſorts, diſtributed freely and conſtantly to the beſt 
deſeruers. Thereby to incourage all of cuery ranck, high 
andlow, the witty and valiant, in their ſeuerall kindes,to 
d their beſt , and to aduenture for the publique good, 
Titles, honors, lands, immunities , wreathes , chaines, 
armaments, places in the theater, with divers other pre= 
vildges, and laſtly ſtatues and triumphes were appointed 
forthe well deſcruing ſouldiar. And it is to be obſcrued, 
that whereas the Legionatie bands(which were natiucs) 
had Gluer chaines, the Auxiliarie (which were ſtrangers) 
hadgould chaines to encourage them,and to bindethem 
tothe State by bencfits, asthe others were bownd by na* 
turall loue and duty. But it may be obicted that theſe 
honors conferd by the Romance Commonwealth were 
acknowledged by reaſon ofthe Monarchie, and did ex- 
tendas vniucrſally, as the Romane commandand power 
itſelfe, which tutched almoſt the worlds circumference # 
but it is not ſo with' petty Commonweales, whole afts 
ſeeme therefore to be priuate, and to be contained in nar. 
row liſtes. And this is true, nor would [ therefore deſire 
forthe wel deſcrucing ſouldiar any honer or preuiledge 
buta publique acknowledgment and reſpet within the 
Vnited Prouinces or whereſoeuer they haue power or 


| command} this they haue power. to confer, as wee ſee 


the Stare of Ircland gaue the title of King to H, 8, by 
aR of parliament, who before was written Lord of Ire- 
landonly ; and what the States could give would ſaffi- 
ciently content the ſouldiar, deſirons of hauor, and binde 
them the rather to the place and ſergice , whilſt they 
Should there haue that duc reuerence and acknowled- 
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gement, which in other places they should not finde bye 


vpon-remouall looſe, And for ought I ſee the Honorg 


conferd by abſolute Princes , arc of force no farther then 


' their owne forces carry them and giue them life and an- 


thority;z as wee ſee in the Emperiall Courts, who will 
not be acknowledged for ſuch in greate Brittaine, and 
ſurely Sir Robert Dudly, what State or tile fo ener he 
walkes vnder in:Florence , muſt in England, ifeuerhe 
xcturhe, vaile bonnet, andteturne to his Englih titles, 
I fay therefore, had a worthy Commander, after long 
and good ſcruice, ſome publique acknowledgement of his 
merrit; ſome title, or note of honor, ſome preuiledge or 
extraordinarye reſpet and allowance(though it weat no 
farther then within the limits and command of the vni- 
ted Prouinces). yet it would animate and ſtirre vp: noble 
ſpirits to excelent ations and entreprizes through: emu- 
lation. -And had a priuate ſouldiar, after longand good 
ſeruice, the leaſt acknowledgementof his worth, were it 
but immunitic from the exciſe, increaſe of meanes , or 
any other preuiledge it would incourage a poore man to 
ſcruc brauely, But to ſell his flech and blood, for bread 
and cheeſe, to ſpend his luſtze youth cuen till he ariveat a 
maymed and-fickly old age, for ſo much meanes as will 
only keepe ſoule and body togither;:in a miſerable man-

bouldnes. And for thoſe of myne owne Nation who 
have thought me to vilifie our owne and to honor this 
people too Much, I let them know that I haue done no» 
thing but what the truth and the neceſhtie of the caſe re« 
quired, For when 1 meete a diſcontented Countriman 
of mine owne, who ſeekes to caſe his priuare ſpleene, 
and to reucnge his particular quarrcll , by inneRiues a- 
gainſt the publique State of theſe Prouinces, then as one 
that vnderſtands how much it concernesall our welfares 
(ſpecially for point of Religion) to be well conceited of 
each other, and to ſtand togither in firme friendship , ica- 
lous that many frattures should make the ioynt vncon- 
folidable, and not knowing with what heart and intent 
thoſe obictions are made , nor how powerfully that 
fattered breath may worke, ( whilſt I ſee thin vapors, 
gahering and vniteing by degrees, breake out atlaſtt into 
boiſterous ſtormes and: bluſtering windes) 1 doe what I 
anto oppoſe theſe in the beginning, and that perhaps 
with alittle too much vielence , contending for the ho- 
nor of theſe parts. 
' Butagainewhen I meete with-an obſtinate and male- 


yolemt ſpirit of theſe Conntryes, arrogateing all to their 
Di OWNC 
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owne worth, ſlighting our King and Kingdome, and 
ſcemcing to rely vpon other Princes in their opinion 
more potent : then indignation lets looſe the reynes of 
my affeQion, and reaſon accompaines and ſeconds them

Nor can all France (though they were our ſuperiors in 
ſtrength, asyet no triall by battell hath giuen them the 
aſſurance) ſo ſupply their wants and ſecond their wartes 
oftcaſiue and defenſive by Land and Sea as wee can doe, 
Thus incountring with English aducrfaries, 1 shew my 
ſclfe a plaine dealcing Dutchman ; and incountring the 
Dutch, I shew my ſelfe what I am,a true hearted English 
' man; But heere where | ſpeake freely | declare impartial= 
ly what I haue knowne, or hcard ypon both parts; what 
grecuances ought to be remoued , what cautions ought 
to be obſcrued, what diligence ought to be vſcden both 
ſides, to ſettle and make ſtrong this old league renued, in 
conſeruation whereof the liberty of both States, yea of all 
Chriſtendome', yea of Chriſtianity it ſelfe in ſome ſort, 
conſifteth, The wrack of Religion is that which is ”;

Now I have ſayd nothing with a purpoſe 
to ouerval ue our preſent ayde (I haue ſpoken aſmuch of | 
theirs) or to vpbraide this State with ingratitude , or as 4 
man that grutched at what wee giue and thought it too 
much (I wish it much morc) oras one that imagined the 
wiſemen of theſe Lands did not ſeeall this,and more too, - 
without my light ; farre be this folly from me : Nay ra,” 
ther my intention is to let the common man ſec this, 
who will not vnderſtand it, or at leaft acknowledge it; 
That when he ſees the truth, he may make better ac- 
count of vs then he vſcth to doe, For I muſt tell them 
forconcluſion, that our Commons & the State generally, 
« * forreligions lake principally,is ready to drop their money 
and their blood freely for this Nation ; only the wiſc- 
dome of our State holds vs back becauſe they ſee vs too 
forward, and know well , that what is proffered is con= 
temned , and what is too common, cloyes, Soe all the 
Remoracs and rubs theſe men finde intheir affaires with 
vs is from this ground. Whereas on the contrary they 
ae the Commons of the vnited Provinces whe flight 
our people, doe vs all the wronge at home and abroade, 
where they can take any aduantage againſt vs,and giue vs 
andour State all the diſguſts they recciue, This I beleeue

I 
am pcrſwaded, thoſe that grutch and repine, at the cx- 
cile which is raiſed for their owne inſtant and moſt ne- 
ceſſarie defenſe, would grutch farre more to doe it for 0» 
thers, But it hath not beene long ſo , their forefathers 
who with their blood bought their preſent libettie, were 
of an gther minde, And thoſe Popclings, Libertines,and 
Scfarics amongſt them who are now all ſick for change, 
would,ifthe Lord should ſo plague them as to giue them 
their heartes defire(which I conſtantly hope, and heartely 
pray for the ſake of the faithfull which are amongſt them, 
that he will not) ſoone finde the difference of goucrne- 
ment;when in ſtcad of Fathers,and Brethren,and Sonnes, 
and Kinsfolke, and a Prince of their owne eleion, yea 
ſucha Prince,ſuch a Generall, as neucr Nation met with 
a more moderate, affable, prudent,diligent, watchfull,pa- 
paticnt , prouident, andin all reſpe&s one more fit for 
them:in ſteade of ſuch, I ay, they should haue Strangers, 
Tyrants, 
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and Tyrants ſer oucr them,who hauc shown heretofore, 
nd would shew againe,if they had mcancs,that (what= 
ſoeues we foolishly periwade our (clues to the contrarie) 
they neither reſpect Law, nor Promiſe, nor Oath ; not 
make difference of Religion, or Sexe, or Perſon ; but

This [ thought good briefly to intimate, that, if it be

< other people of /taly. That which [anecentia« the 3. 
wrote'vnto Bartold Duke of Zaringe, doth not contradict 
the ſame: That rhe apoftolicall ſeate of Rome, tranſported 
the Rowan Empire vnto the perſon of che famous Charles 
© from the Grecians vnto the Germanes, for in this we 
«eonfſent : That the Apoſtolicall ſeate vpon no other

I pray you, of what conſequence. is the confirmation of 
. the Pope vnto thoſe whom he drives into a bodily feare, 
if he had no temporall power ? Ir isſuch es Origen long 
o vnderſtood to be, which he taught,as.appeareth by 
his writings vpon Mathew, on his ewelich Homily: 
* Among you which are mine,theſc things ſhall not be; 
& tothe end that thoſe which haue any power in the 
& Church, doe noe ſeeme to domineere ouer their bre- 
© thren,nor to vic any authoritie. For like as a neceſlitic 
© 1$1mpoſed ypon temporall matters, and nor lett tothe 
« will; and ſpirituall matters in will, and not in neceſficy: 
fo ſhall the deminion of ſpirituall Princes be confirmed 
*©1n loue, and not in bodily feare. If therefore the 
power of the prince EleQors be from the Pope, becauſe 
that the Emperiall =—_ isfrom him, as our adyerſaries 
aftirme : how can they proue that the dignizie - of the 
prince Eletor muſt proceed fromthe Pope, : if it.be-not 
_ acedfull that the Emperour be confirmed by the Pope? 
Thercis a text that ſaith, The Arwy maketh an-Empc- 
rour. The Gloſſe faith thereby, He1z a right Emperopr 
'before he be confirmed by the Pope. This they;of Befl

Pope Adrian the fourth, 
10 his Epiſtle to the Archbiſhop of Ments,Tryer and Cut- 
Gifack : The name of the Emperour 1s from the Pepe, 
bur che Empire and Authoritic cometh'from the prince 
EFletors, Hence then 1s confuted that which is fd in 
thez9 Article , ſince that the Pope hat: confirmed the 
Dnke of Bavaria in the dignirie of prince EleQor , that 
thennot encly the King of Speine (who isthere mentio- 
ned)* bet alſo che'Emperour is'bereaued of the power 
to reſtore againe vnrto the Palgrave his hereditary 'poſ- 
| ſeſſions and the dignitic of the prince eleQorſhip. For 
| FthePopehach no power in the affaires of che Empire, 
thenſhallthe Emperour by his doings notloſe hisrightr, 
much leſſe any woe Prince, it he betorerhe Popes deed 
badanyrigh: of tuffrage.

Like as Navclerve ſaith, Ge 
xerat.34. The writer Theedoricus Niemus vicch theſe 
words:The Princes of Germanic haue ordained it ſo, The 
very ſame alſo do other wricers affirme, Neither doe I de- 
ny that it was with the g—_— Pope Gregorythe 5.

Theaffaircs of the ParatINATE, con 
fiſt in foure principall heads. 


Concerning the firſl bead. 


TOR this many apes paſt the Realme of Boheme 
hath beenealwaycs holden both within and with- 
out the Empire for eleQiue and not hereditarie, 

The Lerters Reuerſalls of all the Kings of Bohemia 
which hauz ſucceſhuely beene , cucn to the Empe- 
rour Ferdinaxd the ſecond , haue a cleare and cx- 
prefſe recognition and confeſſion that they haue, and 
poſſeſſe it not by any hereditary right , butby the free 
eletion, good will , and conſent of the eſtates of the 
ſidRealme, according to the Golden Bull, theirli. 


| berties and priuiledges. There hath nor beene any 


bur onely the Emperour Ferdinand the ſecond, who 
hath challenged a pattenfion of a ſuccefſion heredi- 
tary , the which hee foundettrprincipally vpon a cer- 
tine diſpofition of the King Yladiflewe his great 
Grandfather by his Mothers fide , made on the fixth 

Aa day 
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day of lanuary 1516. in regard of the Dutcheſiſe Anine 
his daughter , who was afterward the wife of the Em- 
perour Ferdinand che firſt ; the Copic whereof enſy- 
eth ward for word. We 2.28 

Pladiflaws by the grace of God, King of Hungary, 
Bohemia, Dalmatia, Croatio, &c. Marquefle of Mo- 
rania, Dukeof Lucemburg and of Sileſia, Marqueſle 
of Luſatia,8c, ' Be ic knowne to all men by theſe pre * 
ſents , ſince that God by his diuine grace hath giuen 
vs heires both ſonnes and daughters , and chat by his 
diuine prouidence, as alſo by the adutſe and counſell 
of our Subie&s, Prelates, Princes,Lords, and all the 
eſtates of our Realmes , wee hauc firſt cauſed the moſt 
excellent Prince;King Lewes our moſt beloued ſonne, 
to be crowned King of Hungary , who afterward by 
the free will of the Barrons, Nobles, and Townes of 
the Kingdome of Boheme , hath beene crowned and 
receiued in the ſame Realme, Bur it ir ſhall happen 
that the faid King Lewes dye without heires (which 
God: forbid) then. the Dutcheſle Anne our daughter 
ſhallremaine., and be true heire of the Realme of Bo- 
hemelaud, by power and wertuc of the rights, conflits- 
tions, and primiledoes of the Realme of Boheme. And we 
hauing had regard vnto-thar,/and conſidering the fin- 
gular affetion, deuotion, and prompritude, that our 
Subiefts of both our Realmes ſhew.vato vs; we thipke 
and-iudge itto be tight and, equitable to prouide tor 
chem-in ſuch ſort,tharfor the neceſities of the affaires 
of theſe two Crownes and Realmes , they may treate 

and acgotiate in their owne mother tongues,with our 
heites and their future Lords, And for that cauſe we 
hauc ordained, and doe ordaine, that our heircs haue 

| to 
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fomake theirabode ina placeit and connenable,, to 


theend thar the ſubie&ts of the Crowne of Hungarie, 
as well as they of the Crowne of Bohemia, and thofe 
of the Crowne of Bohemia, as well as they of the 
Crowne of Hungarie, may enioy and haue their pre- 


| fence,and may hane acceſſe vnto them, They ſhall be 


allo bound and obliged to entertaine necre vnto them 
anequallnumber of men and women, Natiues of the 
Kingdome of Bohemia and Hungarie,to the purpoſe 
thattchey may learne the Languages of Hungarie and 
of Bohemia freely, and-without impeachmenr. And 
that the Eſtates of cuerie one of the ſame Crownes' 
may ſufficiently and at large conferre-with them in 
their owne Languages , roiiching their neceffities. 
Moreouer, wee promiſe vnto them of the Realme ot 
Bohemia, wot i9 marry, wor to promiſe in marriage the 
Divcheſſe Anne, onr dauzhier, without their counſaile, 
And wee -promiſe al [this which is contained in theſe 
preſents, inthe word of a King, and doe alfo promiſe 
vnto the Barons, Nobles, and all the Eſtates of the 
Realine of Bohemia, to obſerue it fully and inuiolably 
without any cotrauention,in any faſhion whatſoeuer., 
In witnefſe whereof,wee haue cauſed our Royall Seale 
to be ſet vnto theſe preſents aboucſaid, Yeuen inour 
Caſtle of Prage,on the Friday afterthe Feaft of the 3. 
Kings,inthe yere of our Lord-15 10.and of our raigns, 
to wit,of Hungarie the 20.and of Bohemia the 39. 
This diſpoſition of the Xing Yladsflaws is ſer downe 
bythe Emperour Ferdinand at this time,for the ſtron- 
geſt Baſe and foundarion tor the hereditarie right that 
he claymerh vato the Crowne of Bohemia, foralmuch 


as the Duchefle 4»ne, his grandmother, ts called heire 


of the Realme of Bohemia, and thar (as hee ſayth)

by vertue of ocher precedent agreements, Now I 
will not enlarge my ſelfe heere co diſpute vpon this 
Foundation (for that the Eſtates of Bohemia haue 
alreadie refuted it very amply and folidely by their 
Writings, and eſpecially by their Booke called the 
Deduton, which they publiſhed in the yeere of our 
Lord, 1620.) But I would onely (as by the way) 
ſhew the manifeſt nullicic thereof, by che contradigi- 
on that is therein. 

For firſt ic appeareth by the Reuerſalls of che ſaid 
King Yiadiſlaws , giuen vnto the Eſtates of Bohemia 

+ ON Pe day of his Aſſumption to the Crowne, that he 
acknowledged and confcflcd, that hee: obtained and 
xeceiued the ſaid Crowne, by the pure,tranke,and free 
will andeleion of the ſaid Eſtates, and not by any 
right hereditaric. If then hee had not any right here- 
ditaric, much lefſe had he power to conterre and giue 
2 right of ſucceſſion hereditaric voto his daupheer. 

Secondly,if in regard of his perſon he had had fuch 
a right of ſuccefſion, yer it had not becne lawfull for 
him to diſpoſe thereof vnto his ſonne, for that the 
Realme and EleQorate of Bohemia was holden of the 
Empire only to the heires males, as the other Ele&o- 
rates be, and cannot fall vnto the Diſtaffe ; Women 
being vncapable to performe the Furtions and Oth- 
ces of men, requircd in the Office of the EleQors, by 
 vertue of the Golden Bull, 
Thirdly , the ſaid diſpofition containeth a moſt 
groſle and palpable abſurditie,in that the King Yladi- 
ſlaxs faith in ir, that his ſonne hath beene receinea by the 
free choiſe of the Barons, Nobles, and Townes of the 
Realme, and that hee addeth then by and by,that his 
daughter

' daughter /be/be heive of the ſaid Realme after his death: 
| foriftheſonne could not come thereto, but by the 

_ way of free eleftion , how can it be concluded , tharx 

| thedaughter haucaright of ſucceſſion hereditary in 
zeftate taile vnto the heires males, which her brother 
had not? Angto wake this abſurdly more cuident, 
behold the Copic of another Letter Reuerfall, which 
Pladrſlaws gaue vuto the Eſtates of Bohemia , when 
that they deſigned & accepted Duke Lewis his fonne 
forto be their fucure King, . 

Pladiflaws by the grace of God, King of Hungary 
and Bohemia : Be it knowne vnto all men whoſocuer 
that ſhall ſee or heare theſe preſents, Foraſmuch as 
the Barrons, Nobles, the Townes of Prague, and the 
other Townes, v-gether with the communalty of the 
Realme of Bohemia , haning by thery free choyſe, and 
without any obligation of theirs thereunts choſen and 
crowned, in our life time the Serenifſime Prince and 
Lord Lewrs King of Hungary , as they before time 
haue done vnto vs theiraffet7ion , by the ſaid eleftion 
of King Lews our ſonne, yet with this charge, that 
as long as we ſhall be in life, we ſhall reraine and hold 
the gouernment and poſſcſlion of our ſaid Realme, 
and rhe Prouinces incorporated without any im- 
peachment of King Lews our deareft ſonne vnrill our 
death, That on : þ other part we will not faile cox- 
tinnally to acknowledge it , and will prote@t and giue 
order, that they ſhall be maintained withour any tra- 
uerſe or trouble in their rights, franchiſes, priuiled- 
ges, and cuftomes, as wee haue promiſed and doe 

promiſe them by theſe preſents , when that King 


Lewis our moſt deare fonne'ſhall come vnto the "ge 
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of maiotitiggandaſterour deceaſe ſhall take poſſeſſion 
and admiviſtration of bis\Realme of Bohemia, hee 
(hall be obliged to doc andaccomplith all thatwhich 
the Kings of Bohemia, our predeceſlors, as alſo our 
ſclucs haue done and accomplithed by Obligatien, in 
{uch manner and forme-as wee haue giuen them cx- 
preſſe Letters, {jgned with our hand, and fcaled with 
our Scale, with this rcſeruation, That if King Lewes 
our deareſt ſonne doth not accompliſhall that which 
15 contained in our ſaid Letters to them exhibited, in 
ſatisfying to all thac vato which the Kings of Bohemia 
arebound, they ſhall alſo nor. be bound on the other 
pait ro admit the ſaid King Lewes inthe poſſefion and 
gouecrnment of the Realme,and that for 1o long time, 
and yntill-chat he hath made roall fatjsfaCtion, accor- 
ding tothe more ample purport of our ſaid Letters ; 
but when hee hath made ſuch ſatisfaction, the ſaid E- 
ſtates and they of the Prouinces incorporated ſhall be 
r<ciprocally obliged and bound to ſweare vato him 
loyaltic, and to be faichfull vato him in all humilitie, 
as vnto their crowned King. 

After.the death of King Zewes,who was ſlaine in the 
battaile' of Mohaz, in.the yeere 1526. the Archduke 
Nerdiwepg married: the {aid Ducheſſe 4ne, and ſent 

the ſame yeere his Embaſſadours vnto; the. Eſtates of 
Bohemia, requiring them to chu/e aud receive him for 
theirKing, alledging amongſt other reaſons, that the 
{aid Anne his Wikws theneereſtyntothe Crowne: 
and chough that, the Eſtates graunted his requeſt, in 
gluing the Scepter and Crowne vnto him, this was 
not; 1n any fort in contemplation of the/pretenſion 
of his Wye, but of their free conſent , as.is moſt

True it is, that theſe Reverſalls were afterward deli. 
yered vp by the Eſtates of Bohemia vnto King Ferds- 
aaxd, at his inſtance, who put in the ſtead of them 0- 
ther Reuerſalls, where many things are found to be 

ed, againſt che intention and approbation of 
the ſaid Eſtates. 

The Emperor Ferdizasd the firſt,and the ſaid Anne 
his wife had a ſonne called Adaximilien the ſecond and 
Charles & Auſtris,the Eftates of Bohemia choſe Adaxi- 
wilign che ſecond Emperoe, who gaue vnto them Re- 
uerſals, like in ſubſtance to thoſe which his father had 
giuen, in acknowledging their free cleQtion, without 
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pretenſion of any right. After his death, they choſe Ry- 
delpb the ſecond, Emperouryhis ſonne ; and inthe life 
time of the Emperour Redo/ph,they defigned for their 
King the Archduke Matthias, who was alſo afterward 
Emperour. Iris fit to be noted, that the ſaid Empe- 
rours, Maximilian, Rudolph, and Matthias, though all 
deſcended from the ſaid 4wre, and all by right of pri- 
ority to be preferred before the ſaid Archduke Charles 
and the Emperour Ferdinand the ſecond, his ſonne, 
haucat their afſumption varo the Crowne of Bohe- 
mia, frankely confeſſed by their Reuerſals not to pre- 
tend vnto it any hereditarie right,but co haue receiued 
 itbyzhe free Election of the Eſtates ; and eſpecially 
 ' the Emperor Rudolph hauing in his life time conſented 
vnto the EleQtion of Aerthias his brother, gaue them 
avcryampleand large Letter of Afſecuration, dated 
on the Satcrday after Qa«tupr tempera, in the yeere 
1608, Tharthe ſaid deſignation ought to be holden 
fora freeand voluntaric Eleftion & Reception, with- 
out any preiudice vnto their Priuiledges, Rights, Sta- - 
rutes,Cuſtomes,and ſuch like things. In like manner, 
the Archduke 44atrhies made his Renerſals, datcd on 
"ie Wedneſday after S. /ohn Bapiiff, acknowledging 
and confeſling by them,repcating it often and in plain 
words, That it was not by Obligation, but by afranke 
and free Ele&ionand wil,that the ſaid Eftates had de- 
ſigned and receiued him for King, after the deceaſe of 
the Emperor Rudolph, his brother. ! 
An Extradt of the Reuerſals of the Emperour 
RVvDOLPH, 
F Oraſmuch as wee, as King of Bohemia, haue giuen 
our conſent vito the Eftates, that at ſuch time as 
the

- the faid Archduke 2arthias of Auſtria, our eldeſt bro- 
ther whe he ſhall requeſt them lawſnlly and duly, accor- 
ding 10 their priniledges axd liberties, be choſen after vs 
for heire apparant of the Realme of Bohemia, &c.

gation vnto them,nor yato their Rights, Statures,Pri-

Ladiſiins, by the King George, by the King Yladileas, 
by the Emperour Ferdinand, and by the Emperour 
AMeaximilian,our moſt deare Lord and Father,&c. 
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An extra24 of the Rentrſals of the Archduke Mathias, 

PHe Eſtates haue chaſer wi with one conſent of 
their good franke will for beire apparent aud King 
46. And lower : 

Wherefore following our ſaid conſent,we promiſe 
for vs,our heires and ſucceffors,o»to all the Lords,No- 
bles,and Townes of Prague, as alſo vnto other Townes, 
and all the Communalcic, repreſenting the Eftates of 
the Crowneof Bohemia, That this free eleition of our 
perſon, oe, ſhal not bring nor apport any preiudice or 
derogation vato their Rights, Ordinances, Priuiled- 
ges, Franchiſes, Statutes,Benefites, nor to all their iuſt 
and ancient Cuftomes,fpecially vnto the Obligations 


. tothemgiuen by the King Oztocers, by the King /oby, 
by the Emperour Cherles, by the King Yuenceſlaws, by 
the Emperour Sigiſmund, by the King 4bert, by the - 


King Ledlews, by the King George, by the King Pleds- 
Ks by the GR Ferdinand, _ os Lord 
and Father,and by the Emperour Redorph,&&c. And 
yeta lictle more lower : IT 
Rem,we promiſe, That during the life of our dearcſt 
Lorg and Brother, not to intrude our ſelfe into the 
guidanceand gouernment of the ſame Realme of Bo- 
hemia, nor of the Duchies of Sileſia, nor of the high 
nor of the low Lufaria,8c. But if ic ſhall happen, that 
wee will draw vnto vs the domination & goucrnment 
iothe life of his Imperiall Maieſtic, or ele if wee will 
not performe and doe (at ſuch time that wee ſhall 
come vnto the Crowne of Bohemia) the famewhich 
the _— Maicſiie and the other precedent 
Kingsof Bohemia haue done and performed touching 
the Oath, and all other things pertaining thercunto ; 
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The Eftates foall by no meanes be likewiſe bound'wuts 43: 
Then ſince that the eldeſt ſannes of the Queene 4uxe> 
and the two eldeft fonnes of him , haue one after the 
other receiued and accepted the Crowne of Bohemia, 


wholy from the pure good will and free election of 


the Eſtates, and notby any ſucceſſion hereditary,there 
isno likelihood nor reaſon the preſent Emperour Fer- 
dinznd, comming of the younger ſonne of the ſaid 
Queene 4Av#e, ſhould haue more right and pretenfion 
hereditary vnto the ſaid Crown which they neuer had. 

Tothe which you may adde , that after the death 
ofthe Empcrour Matthias, in the yeare 1619. when it - 
was queſtioned to chuſe a new Emperor, the Elector 
of Mayence, Arch-Chanccllour of the Empire, called 
and cited the Emperour Ferdinand (who was not yet 
aduanced vnto the dignity Imperiall ) vnto the Dyet 
of Franckforrt, to aſſiſt and to be preſent at the EleQti- 
onofche Emperour, as King & Ele&or of Bohemia, 
choſen, receined, anyoyued, and crowned by the ſaid 
Eſtates, as hee hath expreſſcdly declared by his Apo- 
logie, publiſhed and printed againſt the coplaints the 
Ambaſſadours of the ſaid Eftates made in that time 
of ſuch like conuocation, which they ſaid was done 
ynto their preiudice, for that they were then in con- 
trouerfic, and had lawtull exceptions againſt the ſaid 
Ferdinand: In like manner,the other Electors receiued 
him into the Conclaue Eleorall, not in reſpe& of 
any right hereditary , but onely in reſpect of his Ele- 
Ction, reception and Coronation that the ſaid Eſtates 
had made of his perſon; this is that which they ex- 
preſſed one to the other inthe ſaid Dyet,, and thatall 
the three Ecclefiaſticall EleQtors haue ioynily with 
B 3 the

the Ele&or of Saxony reiterated afterwards in their 
Letters written from Mulhauſen , as well.to the Kin 
Frederick 2s vnto the ſame Eſtates, & vnto ſome other 
Princes of the Empire, foro let them to vaderſtand 
that the King Frederick had not centred into a Realme 
void of a King, and vacant, but alrcady prouided 
of another King, deſigned, choſen, and crowned by 
the ſaid Eſtates: So alſo they in the ſaid reception of 
kim into the Conclaue Electorall, had nor any regard 
vnto ſucceſſion hereditary , for otherwiſe they had 
done wrong vnto the Archduke A/bert, to fer behinde 
and exclude him, for by right in that caſehee ought to 
haue beene preferred before the Archduke Ferdinand 
now-Emperour, his Cofin, iſſued and comming from 
the ſecond brother, | 

All this ſhewerh ſufficiently , that the Crowne of 
Bohemia ought to be holden for EleQtiue and not he- 
reditary. As to the limitation that the Emperour al- 
ledgeth thereto, as if the liberry to chuſe the Kings of 
Bohemia ought not to be extended out of the houſe 
of 4Auftris, as long as there be Princes of the ſaid houſe 
living. This is a pretenſton which hitherto cannot be 
debated and decided by any other way, then that of 
fact , inthe which neither reaſon nor equity can haue 
place: for although the Eftates of Bohemia haue cho- 
ſen this many yeares for their Kings ſome of the Arch- 
dukes of 4uſtria(which is the ſecond of their grounds) 
it-doth nor enſue thereof ; that this continuance of 
theirs' doth import or make a- preſcription of time, . 
ſince that the Reuerſalls of euery one of them haue 
beene as many przcautions, 'to ſtop and hinder ſuch 


| Pretenſions, euenas the Princes Electors hauc neucr

t-auowed vnto the ſaid Archdukes any ſucceflion 
tary in theEmpire,though that for many yeares 
ey haue in like manner choſen the Emperours out

Now it remaineth to touch in one word, as it were 
by the by reception of the Emperor that now is, 
vato the Crowne of Bohemia. In the yeare 1616. the 
Archduke Maximilian ſerioutly repreſented vnto the 
Emperor Matthias his brother, by a memoriall dated 
the 16. day of February, how muchir imported and 
co the houſe of 4a/iris , that his Maicſtie 
ſhould be affured in his life time,eſpecially ofa ſuccel- 
forinthe Empire ; as alſo in the Realmes of Hungary 
andBohemia,that he could not propoſe a perſon more 
capable and fir, theryhis Couſin Ferdinand the Arch 
duke, and that he had apmndy treated with his brother 
Albert the Archduke , tor to obtaine his conſent, thar 
he ought to ſeeke all the meanes he could , to diſpole 
the Eſtates of Bohemia, 8& them of Hungary,vato the 
deſignation of his aforeſaid Cofin:thar ic was needfull 
for his Maicſtie to ſpeake himfelfe with the EleEtor of 
Saxony, to gaine and purchaſc his voyce and ſuffrage 
in his fauour ; that the three Ecclcſiaſticall Eleftors 
were for their part enclined thereto already, and that

As concerning 
that after the acceptation of the ſaid Crowne of Bo- 
hemia by the EleCtor Palatine, the ſaid three Electors 
Eccteftaſticall,and the Ele&tor of Saxony,wrote from 
their Afſembly holden at Mulhauſen, as well ynto the 
laid Eſtates, as to the ſaid EleCtor Palatine, and o- 
thers , that ic appertained vnto them as Electors, to 
take knowledge of that fact, as of an Afﬀaire of the 
Empire; there is a contradiction to be found there- 
in: for at Francfort,the three Ecclefiaſticall Electors 
declared, That they held the griefes and pretenſions 
of the ſaid Eſtates for a particular fat , and would 
not by any meanes,that it ſhould be decided by the

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Colledge of Elcftors: yea,which is more, they wrote 
vnto the Elector Fredericke, which at that ſame time 
was inthe high Palatinate;to pray him to come in per- 
ſon to Francfort z and amongſt other points of their 
Lerters,openly declared ;That they would neuet ſuffer 
the Eſtates of Bohemia to diſpute or queſtion Feral. 
24nd about the Crowne of Bohemia: How could they 
then,in the interpnſition of their authoritie,vpon that 
difference, auoid the ſuſpitian of partialitic > Alſo it 
is to.no purpoſe, toalleage in this difference the au- 
thoritic of the'Emperor, to better and gaine the ſuit, 
for the authoritic Imperiall, which the Archduke Fey. 
dinand hath obtained after his abdication in Bohemia,

And though that the Empe- 
rour had had ſuch an authority abſolute, and that ic 
had beene founded vpon the ſaid Conſtitutions : ſoir 
is, chat hce cannot make any vle of itwithout infrin- 
ging the Capitulation , and his. oath, which is quite 
contrary, as it _— and euidently appeareth, by 
theenſuing cxtraiCt of the 25. and 26, Articles of the 
faid Capitulation of the clauſe , compriſed in the 28 
Article,and of the laſt Article,

ſaid Profcription., except that any one will hold and 
mainraine, that the ſolemne oath madeby his Miieſty 
Imperiall in the confirmation of them, is not obliga- 
cory, and-that in reading the faid conditions and pro 


miſes, oneought to vaderſtand them contrary to the: 
words ſet downe. 


Behold, fay,ſome ſcantlings of theNullities of the 
ſaid Proſcription ;' for the reſt of the things that arc 
defective inthe ſame, I remit you vato the Treatiles 
and deduttions, more amply fer dowae in print, and 
puolithed vato the world. 

And beſides the ſaid Nulliries, the text of the Pro- 
ſcriprion is farced, and fluffed, with many falſe narra- 
tions ,” by the which, ſome labour to deingrate the 
Prince Palatine ; and to make him more odious, and 
to giue ſome colour of Luſtice vnto this vniuſt pro- 
ceedings : For hee is accuſed to hauc practiſed with 
the Turke , and to hauc expoſed thereby Chriſten- 
dome, mnto extreame danger, the which calumnious 
flaunderiis'drawne out of that, that the Eftates: of 
Hungary and Bohemia , conioynely with the Pro- 
vinces iacorporated , ſent in the yeare 1620. an 
Ambaſſade vnto Conſtantinople. But it is nor c- 
nough to accuſe him, bur it is reaſon rather eo-haue

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mens hands) ſheweth the quice contrarie.. And fince. 


that they of the other partie dare not ſhew, nor pyb- 
liſh it,becauſe that the ſaid ſlander cannor be verified 
thereby, the good compatriotes haue cauſed it not 
long ſince to bee publiſhed, and imprinted, that- it 
might bee communicated vnto all the World, wlio 
may ſee by the ſame, that the Butr and end of the faid 
Embaſſade was for no other end and purpoſe, then 
-to obraine a firme peace with that puifſant Neigh- 
bour, and Borderer, and redourable Enemie of Chri- 
ſtendomie, and by that mcanes to impeach and'di- 
uere him, to make vſe and benefit of thoſe occaſions 
chat the vnfortunate VWarre, rayſcd and begun by 
them of the Houſe and Family of Auſtria, preſented 
vato kim , of inuading and piercing into the faid 
Realmes, and Provinces : And that was done the 
more, for that the ſaid Houſe of Auſtria had vnar- 
med and disfurniſhed the Fortreſles and Frontiers of 
Hungarie of their Munitions of Watre, for to em- 
ploy them againſt the Eſtates of Bohemia, where 'in- 
deed they ſhould haue made them to' ſerue againſt 
the inuafton of the Turke, vnto the which they were 
deſtinate and appointed, and vnto which the Eſtates 
of the Einpire had contributed, with the expences of 
their owne money. 

Now to giue fome apparance and colour vnto this 
vniuſt Proſcription , the contrarie partie maketh a 
ereat ſhew, with rehearſing the example of the Ele- 
or [2h Fredericke of Saxonic, who in the yeere 
one thouſand fine hundred fortic fix, was proſcribed 
by the Emperour Charles the fift ; by the execution 
of the which, hee was deſpoyled of ane part of his 

| E @ Coun- 
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Countreyes, and of his Dignitie EleQorall, where: 
with the Dukes , 24awrice, and Auguſte of Saxonie, 
and their deſcendents, were inueſted,with the exclu- 
fion of his rhree {onnes, and of his brother, Bur this 
example hath no reſemblance with that of the Prince 

- For firſt, after the declaration of the Ban , hee was 
offered a Treatic of Peace, by the entermiſe of the E. 
leor Fredericke:the ſecond, Count Palatine, and of 


| Doctor Eck, Counſellor of the Emperour charles the 


fift;'bur hee viterly refuſed, it. On the contraric, the 
Elector Palatine hath ſought by all meancs an equi. 


. table peace,and cannot obraine it. 


Secondly , the EleQor /obn Fredericke and his 
Confederates made open VVarre againſt the Em- 
perour Charles the fifr,whom rhey would nor acknow- 
ledge for Emperour, calling him Charles of Gaunt, 
who named himſelfe Emperour; and that which is 
more, they ſent him a Cartell,or Letter of Defiance, 
and in ſolemne manner renounced the Oath they 
had formerly made vnto him. Bur it hath beene de- 
monſtrated here before, that the Ele&or Palatine did 
not meddle , nor had any contention with the Em- 
perour Ferdipexd , as with an Emperour , but as 
with an Archduke of Auftria z who, before that hee 
came to the Crowne Imperiall , had alrcadie com- 
menced and begun the Warre. And as for the Dig- 
nitie Imperiall , the Eleor Palatine hath alwayes 
proteſted to recogmize him for Emperor; and in this 
qualitie, to render and to giuc him all obedience and 
reſpeCt, in conformitic vnto the Conſtitutions of the 
Empire,

> Thirdly, the Eleftor /oba Fredericke (at that time 
detained and kepr priſoner ) renounced the foure- 
tenth day of May, in the yeere of our Lord, one 
thouſand fiue hundred fortic and ſeuen,in the Campe 
- before Wietenberg, tor him and his heires, 'all rhe 
Righes that he could pretend vpon the Electorate of 
Saxonic ; the which Renunciation was ratified by 
his three ſonnes, and his brother : which thing can- 
not be ſaid on the behalfe of the Ele&or Palatine; 
And though chat the example of the Ele&or Pala- 
tine may not be compared and refembled with the 
example of the ElcCtor Job Fredericke of Saxonie : 
(berweene the which, there is as much difference not- 
withſtanding, then there is berweene Summer and 
Winter) fo itis,that there is nor any that can iuſtific 
the ſaid pretended Proſcription, for that the Empe- 
rour which is now at this day, is obliged and bound 
by his Capitulation,confirmed by his corporall Oath, 
_ not to doe the like thereafter. 

Since that then the Iniuſtice of the Proſcription 
precipitated againſt the Prince Palatine, is ſo vniuſt, 
itwill not be amiſle to ſec and view alſo the Iniuſtice, 
or more rather , enormious exceſſe of the Exec- 
cution, ; | 

The Execution hath beene commenced a good 
ſpace of time before the publication of the Sentence , 
and as well before,as after, the Palatinate hath becene 
made the Scaffold,vpon the which hath beene played 
the moſt horrible, the moſt cruell, and the moſt de- 
teſtable Tragedies, that euer any man heard or ſaw, 
fince the Empire had the Name of Chriſtians 
Some pretend , that the Prince hath offended 2 
an

and- for'it the pe8ple- haue beene puniſhed, "Theſe 
poore innocent .Countreyes haue-beene expoled- in 
prey vnto forraine. and firange Nations, Coſſaques, 
Croatians, and other Barbarians, who vader the fa. 
cred Name of the Emperour,have pilled, ſaccaged, 
rauaged, maſſacred them, and burned their habirati- 
ons and-bouſes ; in ſuch fort, that the Heauens doth 
bemoane and feele the ſobbes and groancs of manie 
thouſand Chriſtian ſoules, that never had any know. 
ledge, and much: lefſe of partaking in the Afﬀaites of 
Bohemia : The Ayre is yet obſcured and daikened 
with the ſmoake of ſo many Townes, Villages, Bo- 
- roughes, Caſiles, Houſes, and Hamlets, burned and 
* conſumed with Fire ; and the Earth is yer all moiſt, 
and.dyed (as it were) with a deluge of bloud, at the 
which the liuing hauc horror, and the pofteritic will 
bauec detefſtation, Theſe poore innocents are brought 
vnder the yoake of a perpetuall miſcrie : there is car- 
ryed away out of the Palatinate a great number of 
perſons, women and children, into ſtrange Countries; 
of the which, ſome haue beene barbarouſly ſold vpon 
the frontiers of Turkic : And in moſt parts of the 
Palatinate , theſe wretched ſoules are dayly depriued 
of the exerciſes of their Religion, that nor onely the 
ſolace of their bodies is taken from them , but they 
arc alſo depriued of the conſolation of their ſoules, 
The Countrey is diſmembred, the Territories are di- 
uided, and the Subicdts are conſtrained and enforced 


to doc homage vnto ſtrangers. The little that remai- 


neth of their goods, is confiſcated; and eſpecially, 
the goods of Officers and {eruants of the ſaid Lord 
are eſcheated, To be ſhorr, there is done all the miſ. 


chicfe 
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ciefe and euill, that the mallice of men can de- 


_ for the execution of all thoſe violences 
. nd excecfſcs , the Duke ot Bauyer , and' thoſe 
of the League , baue moſt paſſionately and furi- 
oully imployed their Armes z and the doing there- 
of, doth violate and breake the faith and promiſe 
bythem giuen and made art the Treatic of Yimes : 
ia the which it was accorded and decreed, vnder 
the Signature , Letters, and Seales of the faid 
Duke of Bauyer, That they ſhall not make any 
Inuafion, or A&k of Hoſtilitie, within the one or 
the other of the two Palatinates , vnder any co- 
lour, name , or pretext , whatſocuer it was, 
nor to meddle with any thing within the ſaid 


But that is not all : Theſe Outrages were not 
committed onely againſt the Eletor Palatine, but 
gn away the Duke of $ 
his ,out of his Patrimonic, his 1 
Goods,and Reuenues ; they haue ruined his 
ieQs,who arc yet to this day iincefancly euill en- 
treated, and conſumed and impoueriſhed with all 
fort of Exactions, Contributions, and other in- 
le Charges : And yer hee was neuer ac- 
, much kffe convicted of any Crime yea, 


rather the Emperour himſelfc hath declared him to 
be-innocent, 

The bordering Countreyes haue nor beene 
much better dealt withall, and entreated , bur ex- 
treamely moleſted, pilled, and rauaged, in diuers

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quarters, 232in\t the:Tceriis of Mt 1tz, and of AL 
caaff:noarg, mz by the Comnmilicies of the 
Empzrour with chem of the Vauvn , and rati> 
ficd by the Impecriall. Miicftic : by the. which 
Tcearies,, ic was promiſe vnto all the Princes, 
Eſtates, and Cities of the Empire, That vato 
them there ſhould no Hurt, Dammage, TIn- 
commoditie, or 'froubls bze done, for or con. 
ceraing the ſubic& of theſe Aﬀaires , nor 0. 
heres 
. And not co ſtand and ealarge ones ſelfe vp- 
on the particulars , but to delcead and come 
vato the. generalitic ; this Proſcription, and 
Execution ſo vindicatiue , hath in that manner 
affliacd all the Corps and BoJie of che Em- 
pirc, that it ſecmeth to be the downefall of its 
totall ruine. 

Moreouer , they were not content to depriue 
the Pcjace Palatine of his Eſtates and Dignities 
Eleforalls,, but they haue alſo depriued his 
Children, and Brother, and his other necre Kinſ- 
men, though-they were all Innocents , taking a- 
way from them the benefir-of their Inueſtitures 
in, Remainder, and Reuezcſion , for to giue them 
ynto the Duke of Bauyer , in recompence of 
ſo much bloud hee hath ſhed, and fire kindled; 
and when hee hath put him in the pretended 
poſſeſſion of- the ſaid Eſtates , and Dignidies, 
the ſaid Kinſmen and Allyes are put vnto ſuite 
together , by way of Law , or by an amiable 
Compoſition , to. whom they ſhall appertaine

\The cruc cauſe of this 'extraordinarie rigorous 
dings againſt the Houſe EleQorall Pala- 
tine, is clearcly exprefled in the Letters writrep 
the Emperour vnto Dow Balthazar d'Cuinge , 
ptineipall Councellor vnto the King of Spaine, 
dated the fifteenth day of Oftober, in the yeere 
of our Lord one thouſand fix hundred twentie 
and one, to bee ſcene in the Chancelrie of Spaine 
(a Booke ſo called) that is to fay , That foraſ- 
much as they haue heretofore made oppoſition 
vato the Houſe of Auſtria, the which thinketh, 
that it cannot extend his domination fo farre, as 
ir proie&terh, if that the ſaid Houſe of the Pala- 
tine be not veterly ruinated. : 
- So alſo the rcanflation of the EleQorate into 
the Houſe of Bauyer, exprefſedly declareth inthe

T hath beene faid in the firſt Head, That 
E the verie beginning of the Troubles of 
S Bohemia, the Prince Eleor Palatine defi- 
rous to:fee the Peace eſtabliſhed there, and the 
SubieQs reconciled vnto their King, ſene an Em- 
baſſadour 'nto. the Emperour at Vicnna, for to 
defire him to vanquith himſelfe, to: lay downe 
Armes, and ſurceaie from violence, andto quench 
the fire of a pernitious VVarre at the firſt. + But 
that wasin vaine ; for the Embaſſadour conti- 
nued his Suit inſtantly many monetbs together, 
to his great charges, at Vienna; but returned , 


and obtayned nothing, 


Aﬀcer 
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After the death of the Emperour Mathias , the 
Ling of great Briraine to reftific and witnefſc his 
good intentions, toward the pubJ1que good of all 
Germany, ſent the Vicount Dewreſter, Councellor 
in his Councels of Eſtate , and Gentleman of his 
Chamber, in Ambaſſade vato the Archduke Fer- 
dinend , at that time defigned King of Bohemia, 
and other Princes of the Empire, to mediate an ac- 
commodation berweene the ſaid Ferdinand, and 
the faid Eſtates of Bohemia, and by this ſweet and 
milde way , to reduce, and bring the partics vnto 
repoſe and reſt ,, and to prevent the cuils which 
hauc afterward miſerably afflied, doe afflict, and 
will affli& ill all the corpes and body of the fift 
- Empire, Ro of all Chriſtendome, if God by 

his grace do not giue aconucnable remedie there- 
ynto, The ſaid Ambaſſiadour met the Archduke 
rerdinend at Ratisbone, in the way for to-goc vnto 
the Dyer of Franckfore, called for the EleQionof 
anew Emperour : he was giuen to vnderſtand,that 
in that place of Ratisbone , the affaires of Bohemia 
could not be treated of ; and that therefore hee 
ſhould returne backe , and goe vnto Franckfort, 
where there would be better commodity to con- 
ferre with the Electors , and to take a good reſolu- 
tion therein but he thinking to obtaine ſo much as 
to enter into the Towne for that purpoſe, was not 
permitted ſo.co-doe, vnder the ptetextand colour, 
that it was againſtthe Golden Bull,ts permit ſiran- 
gers, Princes, or Ambaſſadours, during the hold- 
ing of the ſame Dyet, to enter into the Towne.

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$0 that hee was conftrayned to withdraw him- 


ſelfe vato Hanau , and there to ſtay a long time: 


at great charges and expences , for that hee had 
a very great trayne : And though hee requeſted 
oftentimes, and with great inftance to be admir- 
tedand heard; yet hee could not obtayne , wntill 
that Ferdinand was brought into the Canclaye 
EleQtorall , and by that meanes choſen Empe. 
rour: And for that the Emperour , after that hee 
was come , by his reception vnto the Colledge 
Ele&orall, as King of Bohemia , vnto the marke 
* heeaymed, had remitted the ſaid affaire and by- 
fineflc of Bohemia vnro the Arbitrage'of the Ele- 
&ors, the negotiation of the ſaid Lord Embaſſa- 
dour was made fruftrate, and hee diſmiſſed to goe 
vnto the place from whence he came. Behold here 
the firſt affront made vnto the King of great Brit- 
caine in his interpoſition. 

In the yearc of our Lord , One thouſand fixe 
hundred and twenty : The King of Spaine and 
the Archduke Alberins ſer on foote a puiffant Ar- 
mic in the Prouinces of Burgogne , in the mo- 
neth of Iuly and Auguſt , the King of great Brit- 
raine aduertiſed from otherplaces , that it was to 
invade the lower 'Palatinate \, fent Sir Edward 
Cormway and Sir Richard wefton his Ambaſſadours, 
- vnto the Archduke at Bruxelles , to exhort him 
not to make any inuafion into the Palatinate, with 
offers 10'interpoſe his. good 'Offices fot the ad: 
uancement and furthering of anamiable & friend- 
1y compoſition, vato whom atifere was age 

, Toa 
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That the King of Spaine andbs Hizhneſſe had afſens- 
bled and formed an Army for the [erurce of the Emne- 
reur, aud that a5 vet the reſolution was not taken, in 
what place that Army fhin'J be employed. Now itis 
aching tobe noted , char the fatd Army marched 
alrcady toward the Palatinate*, when that they 
made this aunſwere full of mockeric vnto the ſaid 
Embaſſadours» 
Inconcigently after che publication of the Ban 
inft the Prince 2 el4;ene, the Princes and Eſtates 
vnited, diſpached cheir Embaſladours vato to be- 
ſeech him to ſuſpend the execution thereof, and to 
giue way vnto an accommodation, for to ſtop the 
euils chat would enſue thereof intallibly , aſſuring 
themſelues to diſpoſe rhe ſaid Prince Palatine vnto 
allthings that ſhould be cthoughrconucnable and 
equitable for the co-150 g004 aad repolt, but ſuch 
anſwer was made vaco then in theEmperors name, 
that they might vaderſtand that nothing was en- 
tended and to be looked for, bur fire and (word, 
The King of D:nmark alſo beſtowing therein the 
ſane offices by his Embaſſadours , was paid with 
like money as the Princes and Eſtaces vnited were. 
And for that the Prince Elector Palatine had be» 
truſted all chis affaire , in the interpoſition of the 
Kings of great Brictaine, and of Denmarke, with 
promiſe to- ratific and atcompliſhall whatſocuer, 
they concluded or accorded in-his name , fo thar 
it werenot againſt his conſcience or his honour: his 
Maieſty of great Britaine(vaco whom he afterward 


remicted the negotiation thereof,& zranting to do 
| all 
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aff that he ſhall indge moſt fitting , for the recoue- 
ring of his Eſtates and dipnitics , and the re-cfta» 
bliſhmencofa firme peace in the Empire) volan- 
carily charged himſcite with this entcrmiſe, and 
promiſed,as he hath promiſed oftentimes hitherto, 
to _— therein all bis poſſible meanes , and to 
expole therein, if neede be, all that God hath == 
him inthis world, iudging it better, notwithſtand. 
ing, it to be the better & more reaſonable to ſearch 
Fn. make vſe of the way of mildneſlc, before that 
he proceeded vnto extremities. 

This is the matter , why his Maieftic of Great 
Brietaine ſent the Lord Digby , Councellour of E- 
ſtate, and Gentleman of Tis Chamber, vnto the 
Emperour inthe moneth of Tune , with large in- 
fiructions and power,to labour to bring the affaires 
vnto ſome good compoſition. The Archduke 4/- 
bertss had then graunted a truce in the lower Pala- 
tinatefor ſome weekes, which began to ar: es and. 
the high Palatinate was yet in the of the 
Prince Palatine, but terribly menaced,and in great 
feare, byreaſon of the great preparations of warre 
madeby the Dake of Bauicr, to gaine and winne 
the ſame vnderthe title of a Commiſſion Imperiall 
to him giuen. The Ambaſſadour Digby vied all his 
forces and diligences poffible for the diſcharge of 
his Ambafſade, dayly redoubling his inftances to- 
ward his Maieftic Imperiall, the which declared 
that hee deſired nothing more, (then peace, ifthe 
Prince Palatine would firſt make fatisfation , and 
ſubmiftion, vnto the which was added , ſomctinac 
one 
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' one thing, and then at another time, another 
thing 3 oncly (as the effects teſtified) for to gayne 
and winne time, vntill the Truce was expired : 
And that the Duke of Bauyer might haue an 
occaſion to giue a blow vpon the high Palati- 
nate, without the impeachment of Count Adens- 
felt, who had amazed aud gathered together 
; ſome Troupes, vpon the Frontiers of Bohemia. 
The faid Truce being expired, the Spaniards ro- 
commenced the VVarre in the lower Palatinate, 
the Emperour not abiding to giue any care vnto 
the prorogation of the Truce , alledging man 
new pretexts : yet neuerthelcfſe , his Imperiall 
1 Maieſtic, and they of his Councell , put the ſaid 
| Embaſſadour in hopes, by faire words, and good- 
promiſes , That the Duke of Bauyer ( whoſe 
iffion had beene ſuſpended by the order of 
the Emperour, at the ſollicitation of the ſaid Em- 
bafſadour ſhould not receiue any new Commiſ- 
fion, and ſhould be cnioyned not to make here- 
after the execution of the Ban againft the higher 
Palatinate, And finally, vpon the reiterated in- 
ſtances of the Embaſſadour, and vpon certaine 
Conditions and Promiſes by him offered, his 
Imperiall Maicſtic conſcated vnto a Treatie, and 
wrote vnto the Infanta of Spaine the elcuenth of 
September , giuing her power to agree with the 
King of Great Brittaine ( if the Afﬀaires in thoſe 
uarters permitted her) and decree with him a 
ſuſpenſion or'depoſition of Armes , that by that 
meanes they might enter into a friendly and _ 
c 
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ble conference of a peace and accommodation; 
The Embaſſadour trufting and confiding in all 
theſe Declarations, Promiſes, and Words , and 
not being able to obtaine more at their hand, 
tooke leaue of the Emperour, and made haſt in 
his returne,with a purpoſe to bring (by the power 
of the Commiſſion giuen vnto the Infanca) his Af. 
faires to ſome = paſſe. Burt in bis returne he was 
aduerriſed, and ſaw himſelfe, that the Duke of Ba- 
uyer was made Miſter of all. the whole high Pala- 
tinate, and conſtrained the ſubic&s to doe him ho. 
mage; whereof he made complaints vnto the Em- 
peror by his Letters of the fife of October, making 
vnto him a remonſtration, that the ſame was done 
vnto the preiudice of his Declaration, and againſt 
that which his Councellors had giuen him to vn- 
derſtand. 

Being arriued at Bruxels, hee affayed and tryed 
by all mcanes to obtaine a ſuſpenſionwf Armes : 
Which thing was impoſſible, foraſmuch as the 
Emperour had commaunded the ſaid Infanta , by 
other Letters written ( vnknowing vnto the ſaid 
Embaſlador) Thar ſhe ſhould not make any accord 
of Truce,and that his Maieſtic Imperiall had iniay- 
ned Doz Cordu to proceed: So that the contrarietic 
of theſe Letters,diſpatched and ſent at one and the 
lame time,vpon one and the ſame ſubie@, is eui- 

-dently diſconered by the anſwere the Infanta gaue 
vnto the Embaſſador,on the cighe day of Noucm- 
ber.a thouſand ſix hundred twentic ahd one: which 
was done not to loſe, but to follow the ——_— 

| whic 
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- which the connterpartie had gotten by the occupa- 
tion of the high Palatine, and the greateſt part of 
the low Palatinate,and that there refted no more to 
take, but Heydelberg, Manheym,and Frankendale, 
and ſome other ſmall places ; ro the Conqueſt of 
which,the-Duke of Bauyer ſent the greateſt part of 
his Armie, which ioyned it ſelfe vnto the Spaniards 
vnder diuers pretexts: infomuchythat all the ende- 
yors that his Maicſtic of Great Brittaine had made 
- atBrnxcls, for to procure ſome ſmall releaſe & eaſe 
vnto the poore Palatinate, and to mediate a treatic 
of Peace,were as vnprofitable as the precedent,and 
former at Vienna : Where yet neuerthelefſſe was 
madcall manner of faire ſemblant, and ſeeming to 
haue a defire to giue fatisfaftion vato his ſaid Ma- 
ieftic, who demanded an entire reſtitution of the 
high and low Palatinate, and of the Dignitic Ele- 
Qorall,for his ſonne in law,who on the other part 
promiſed to yeeld vp and ſurrender the Crowne 
of Bohemia; and as concerning the ſubmiſſion, to 
doe (vnto the which, they on the other fide infifted 
ſtrongly, without any intention ao accept thereof) 
all tharwhich might - done,withour preiudice of 
the Conſtitutions of the Empire. 

The Armie of the Papiſtique League, and thoſe 
of the Spaniards, did cxtreamely rauage the low 
Palatinare : vpon which, the Count Palatine was 
conſtrained to goc thither in perſon, and to make 
all the reſiſtance poſhble with the Troupes of the 
Count of Mansfelc, 

His Maicſtic of Great Brittaine ſeeing that the 
G 2 enc- 


Ke be bound and obliged therewith, 8 ſent the Count 
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enemies reenforced themſclues, and grew ſtrong 
dayly, and had enterpriſcd to import and to con. | 
quer all the low. Palatinate, as well as the high 
Countrey ; hee thought it good ro write vnto Fo 
Emperour by a Corricur,or Poſt, ſent of purpoſe, 
and to offer him, in the behalfe of his ſonne in law, 
by his Lecters (which were of the tweltth of No- 
uember,one thouſand ſix hundred twentie and one) 
Conditions of Peace, ſuch as he thought as impol- 
ſible,that the Emperor (of whoſe pacifique intenti« 
ons all men ſpoke)ought or could refuſe them. And 
to the end he might lay an aſſured foundation ypon 
, the ſaid offers, hee ſeriouſly exhorted the Prince E- 
le&or Palatine, his ſonne in law,to ratifie them, and 
to promiſe the accompliſhment of them, by an au- 
thenticall Inſtrument, figned with his hand,and ſea- | 
led with his ſcale; the which hee did,dated the fiue 
and twenticth day of the ſaid moneth of Nouem- 
ber,preferring the publike peace and repoſe of Ger- 
manie, before all the particular confiderations of 
himſelfe and his Houſe, | 
And though there was no ſpeech in the Court 
at Vienna,and that of Bruxels, made vnto the Em- 
baſſadors and miniſters of the King of Great Brit- 
taine,of any other thing, then of he pacifique in- 
tentions of the Emperour, and of the-refolution 
that he had to giue all ſatisfaion vnto his Maieſtic 
of Grear Britraine ; ſo it is, that yet he did nor ac- 
cept the faid Conditions, and ſo by the refuſall of 
them,diſpenſed the Prince EleQor Palatine not to 


of 
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of Schwartzenburg into England, onely for to 
make all fort of complement,and gaue a new Com- 
miſſion vato the 1»fav14 to treate with the King of 
t Brittaine abour a ſuſpenſion and laying down 

of Armes , and alfo of a peace, and madein that 
ame time,the Yarre to be continued in the lower 
Palatinate, vnto the Princes and Eſtates Euange- 
liques of the Empire he diffimuled, and would nor 
beknowne of the ſame conditions ; bur hee cauſed 
them to be communicated vnto the Prince Bethe- 
lem Gabor , who vpon that tooke occaſion to make 
with the Emperour, whercupon it enſued, 

that the greeteſt part of the troupes which were in 
Auſtria, Bohemia, and other places were ſent into 
the lower Palatinate, to make an end of all ; not- 
- withſtanding , his Maieſtic of great Brittatne was 
continually affured of the reſtitution, and offers 
were made of a treaty of peace: to be briefe,promi- 
ſes were made vpon prowile,and fo his Maieſty en 
tred into anew parley , and ſent Sir &ichard weſftor 
vnto Bruxels to treate with the /#fants, who ordai- 
ned and appointed Commiſſioners for that effe&t 
and purpoſe, who for to gaine and winne time, ex- 
aftcd of the ſaid Embafſadour a plaine power ſig- 
ned with the hand of the Prince Palat:ze,to the end 
(as they ſaid) they might be aſſured, thathe would 
ratifie and accompliſh all that they ſhould con- 
clude and determine : and although that his Ma- 
ieſtic had already ſufficient power, vpon many Ler- 
ters ot his ſonne in Jaw; ſoit is, that they would 
lee a plenipotency or full power in forme , that 
"Wy which 
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which his Maieftie graunted them, and cauſeda 
plenipotency or full power to be diſpatched by bis 
{aid Embaſiadour, as well in his owne name, as in 
the name of his ſonne in law, who figned the ſame 
ioyntly with his Maicſty, & ſent the ſameto Brux- 
els , where the ſaid plaine power being come, the 
Commiſſioners found therein one onely word re- 
peated; to wit,the title of Elector, which was giuen 
vato the ſaid Prince , and praycd that the faid full 
power might be reformed and renewed, and that 
title put out thereof, alledging that they could not 
well treate that title being in : and ſo his Maieſtie 
to take away all exceptions, made the ſaid power, 
with the omiſſion of that title,to be drawne againe; 
bur yet with an exception that it ſhould not at any 
time preiudice him by any means, Theſe commings 
and goings too and fro, cauſed by the contreparty, 
were forno other end , but draw out and to pro- 
long the bufinefle,and to hinder and empeach,that 
his Maieſty (who had already promiſed to enter- 
taine Boco, footmen, and 1600, horſc in the Pala- 
tinate,at his own charges,) ſhould not ſend thither 
any great ſuccour, not make any dinerfion in Flan- 
ders, nor any whereelſe. The faid power then ha- 
uing bin made, made againe, ſigned, and fent the 
ſecond rime ar the inſtances of the ſaid Commiſſio- 
nets, his Maicſty recciued Letters from the Empe- 


, Tour, written the 18, of June, by the which he gaue 


him to vnderftand , that the treaty of peace could 
not well be made nor concluded at Bruxels , ſince 
that the affaire and bufineſſe concerned & touched 
all the Empire, and that therefore he had called an 


aſſembly

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aſſembly of theEleftors,and ſome other Princes at" 
Ratisbone, remicting and leauing itvnto the good 
pleaſure of his Maiefty, it hee would ſend any one 
thither on his behalfe, The which contrary and vn- 
due procedure , his Maiefty tooke as ſtrange, and 
thereof made ſharp and bitter complaints vato the 
Emperor in his anſwer. And for that the reſt of the 
Palarinate ſtood in danger to be loſt,nor being able 
co reſiſt ſuch puiflant enemies, his Maiefty in ſome 
manner to breake that blow, tooke into hits prote- 
Rion the Townes of Heydelberg, Manheym, and 
Frankendale , but that was no hinderance : for the 
two firſt were beſieged & furiouſly battered , Hey- 
delberg taken by aſule and pillaged, and that of 
Manheym taken by compoſition ; fo that there re- 
mayned none but the Towne of Frankendale only; 
for the conſeruation of the which, his Maieſly ſee- 
ing that ic would be left in his protection no more 
then the other two, found it good, and at the in- 
ſtance & great promiſes of the Ixfants, to ſequeſter 
itinto her hands, and ſhee gaue the gouernment 
thereof vnto Don Verdugs, a Nobleman of Spaine, 
who put therein a Garifon, the which at this day 
menaceth inceſſantly the poore Burgeſles , to pil- 
lage them for want of their payment , though ir be 
not bound to ſatisfie them for the ſame. 

After the taking & total ruine of the Palatinate, 
the Emperor made haſt with the Dyet of Rarisbon, 
and was there in perſon,where he inueſted publike- 
ly the Duke of Bawier with thePalatinar EleCtorall, 
to the excluſis of the children of the brother, &the 
accreſt kinfmen of the Puiace Palatin? (againſt the 
aduicc

adnice and oppoſition of the Eleftors of Saxony 
and of Brandemburg , who preſled by their Em. 
baſſadours, the entire reſtitucion of his Countries 
' anddignities) And gaue the King of Great Brit- 
taine to vnderſtand by his Letters , dated at Raitf- 
bone the fifrof March , one thouſand fixe hundred 
ewentyand three, in the which hee added amongft 
other cleare reftimonies of his great good will to- 
ward his Maieſtie , that his tranſlation of the Ele. 
Qorate in the houſe of Bauiere , was made with ex- 
preſſe reſeruation , Thes #t ſhall be permitted by eſpe- 
ciall grace wnto the Grand children of his Mateſtie, 
and vnto his other kinſmen , to treate hereafter in 
ſome Towne Imperiall,as Nuremburg, Angsberg, 
Vim, or nenger+ touching the ey. that cuery 
one of them rnay. pretend in the titles and Digni- 
ties EleQoralls: and if fo be that they cannat a- 
reeand accord together , that it ſhall be lawfull 
Dr them to commence ſute, and enter into proces 
before the Maicſtic Imperiall, and the Colledge of 
the EleQors , "ut 6 may aflure and promiſe 
to themſclues a quicke di Lnk , and Iuſtice ſoone 
adminiſtred, if they themſclues doe not hinder the 
ſame, by ſome act of their owne ; by the which re- 
ſeruation, his Maicſtie of Great Brittaine may ſee 
the moſt ſincere affetion the ſaid Maieftic Impe- 
riall bore vnto him, and to his poſterity. This is 
the ſubſtance of the ſaide Letters of the Empe- 
rour. | 
Now let cuery one giuz his iudgement of this 
goodly declaration, And it ought not to be paſſed 
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im filence; that at his deparcure from the Dyec ar 
Racisbone, the Emperour, as it is ſaid, made ſhew 
inthe ſaid Letters to reſerue vnto the children,bro- 
ther, and kinsfolkes of the Prince Palatine, ſome 
permiſſion co diſpute the right, that they would 
pretend afcer the Duke of Bauier; promiſed the ex- 
pectaney of the Eleforatevnto the Duke 1lſpang, 
william of Neuburg , confirmed by Letters and 
Seales. | os 
And as the Emperour hath alwayes made pro- 
fefſion of good will toward the King of Great Brit- 
cine, and to giue care vnto the entire reffitution 
which hee hath ſought by friendſhip , and by the 
way of amity with great trouble and charge z bur 
in vaine: So alſo hath the King of Spaine done the 
very ſamealmoſt , vncill that thePalatinate hath 
beene reduced vnto the more then milſcrable cſtate, 
as it is at this day,and that the Duke of Bauier hath 
beene put ip full poſſcffion of all the high, and of 
the greateſt parr of the lower Palatinate , together 
with che dignity Ele&torall: for though the Ki 
of Spaine hath oftentimes aſſured his Maieſtic 
yu Brittaine,as well by his Letters as by his Em- 
fadours, ſcrioufly to co-operate and ioyne with 
him, for to obtaine the entire reſtitution of the Pa- 
latinate Ele@orall , and of that which d 
thereof, with an expreſſe promiſe for this effe@ to 
ioyne his Armes with thoſe of his Maicſtie ifneede 
was : This notwithſtanding, when heehath beenc 
finally demaunded by his owne Atmbaſſadours , a 
ſpecialldeclarationby writing, hee hath anſwered,

Nuke of Brunſwick; and Count denſ- 
felt had then on foot, and that by that occafion the 
Prince Bethelew Gabor ſhould not take occafion to 
make any .inuaſion .againft the Houſe of Auſtria, 
But at.that. ſame time, :the Armie of the Duke of 
Brunſwick having becn put to'rout and defearedby 
afarall deftinic, Auſtria and Spaine ſeeing theſelues 
come to that'Bucr they ſhort at, made a mockeric of 
the-aid Truce, & continuated their Hofſtilities, and 
alittle after departed,and delivered vnto the Arch- 
biſhop of Mentz the Country of Bergſtrate (which 
is one of the beſt Prouinces of the Palatinate)forts 
oblige him ſo much the more firitly to mainraine 
and defend their partic againſt the Prince Palatine, 
and have impoſed vpon the poore ſubicdts, as well 
of the Palatinate EleQorall, as ypon the Countrey

Ie is alſo to be remarked, that the ſaid Articles 
of Truce were communicated in the name of the 


Emperour, vnto ſome Princes of the Empire, a 
whole :moneth before that they were concluded, 
and accepted-in England;and that in other forme, 
and partly inanother ſence, onely for to gaine ad- 
uantage,and. to render and make the Ele&ors and 
Princes of- the Empire irreſolute, and to hinder 
them-from-fauouring -the: Prince Ele&or Pala- 
tine, whoſe>rorall ruine- and extirpation being 
the:Buct and Marke (what ſemblant or ſhew ſo- 
euer they had made to his Maieſtic of Great Brit- 
raine}: vnto which they haue dircted all their 
ARions:,. for to: effetuate all their aboucſaid 
Deſignes. | 
By all the which Drifts and PraCtiſes it may be 
ſeene,as ina Mirrour, with how much miſpriſion 
they haue- moſt vaworthily abuſed the King of 
Great Britcaine ; and certes hee had defired much, 
that it might. have paſſed in ſilence, But fince- 
that Murther and Slanders be the two Inftruments, 
whereof the adherents of the contrarie partie make 
_ vie, vtterly-to ouerthrow the Prince Palatine, and 
his friends it is incuitably neceflaric to repreſent 
and demonſtrate all that which is before written, 
by this briefe Information.

afterward Geneva, Province and Deſphinatus In France, 
- were not aſhamed of their profefhon : about the 
ſame time the Pragenſes were diſtinguiſhed by Pa- 
pits and Proteſtants, and the warres of Bohemua in- 
creaſed for the cauſe ofreligion,yea the Martirdomes 
of John Huſs and Hierome of Prague, taught thouſands

them for Gods ſake. . France becainea rare preſident, 
and very quickly the Proteſtants multipled ſo faſt, 
that with the Tewes they forgar the ceremonies of 
the Saboth, . and applied the Law of preſervation, 
whereby nature taught them to take up Armes in 
their owne defences: then ſtood Genevs on their 
C ouard: 
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guzd : then Denmerke, Norway, Sweden, England 
Scotland, anddivers Hands and Townes from being 
ſlaves tothe conclaue of Cardinalls, ſent defiancets 
Rowe, and brakerhe yoakes of their captivity : from 
impoveriſhing their Countries to bedeck the trum. 
pet of Babilon with coſtly armaments, enriched their 
owne treſuries, torhe avgmenttionot the dignity of 
Common-weilths,from proſtituting their wiues and 
daughters to the libidinous fuſs of Prieſts, clenſed 
themſelves with the water of chaſtety, and rooke a 
pleaſurein vndefiled beds : from the terror of the 
Clergy, and thundering ofexcommunication, they 
went with peace and contrition of ſouleto Gods al. 
ter, obtaining ſo remiffion of ſinnes, and affurance of 
ſalvation; ſo that I may well fay, the band that ſtret. 
ched to pull the Prophetby the throat,is whithered, 
and dricd up : yea, except the Prophet pray to God,

ned the ſurnameof Afrean, and in his ations the 
renowne of a remarkable vertue. All which came to 
paſle inthe harveſt of this Emperours huſbandry. So 
that now you ſhall haue ſome particulars concerning 
his diſcontents and obſervations, which he himlſelfe 
-propoſed for the eſtabliſhing the houle of Aufria in 
the Empire. | 
- Teuchinghis diſcontents; Firſt, Though he kept 
carreſpendency with the Duke of Saxens humors , 
yet he much repined at his audaciouſnes, that durtt 
waintaine a Frier againſt the Pope and himſelfe,as by 
Lutbers comming to ##rmes was apparant. Second- 
1y, It amazed him to ee a greater negleR of the prin- 
ces towards him (forall che uniting of Spatne, Bur. 
gundy, and 4aftris) then was before, and chat the 
declaring himſelfe an enemy tothe Proteſtants, de- 
 Clared them the firme friends of the Goſpel} of Ieſus 
' Chriſt. Thirdly, After Cardinalloo/ſes fall, per- 
ceiving King Henry of England jealous of bis great- 
neſle, as commiſerating the French Kings impriſon- 
ment, takenin the batrell of Pany , hc thought there 
was no proceedings in the high projets of Germaay. 
Forquettionlefle King Henry would take the Prote- 
ſtants parts, and provide that the Empire ſhould be 
_ fillEleRive. Fourtlily, That when the Princes had 
b:- Rs 


denied the Diadem,and inveſture to PhiZip his ſonne, 
asdiſcovering that he went about to make it heredi- 
cary, and ſo keptall Ewrope in awe by his treaſure and 
dowinions , he ſtawacked their repugnancy, and 
would peradventure haue threatned, if his power 
had kept correſponedncy with his.willingneſſe tore- 
venge. Fittly. That when. the Pope and the con- 
clave of Cardinalls. would by no meanes conſent, to 
baye him ſicin ſuch.achaire of greatneſle, as Sparre, 
the /ndies, the Empire, and the Low Countries; he 
wreaked his rage from Rome; and Burbos in his be- 
halfe ſacked the Citty, impriſoned the prelates, and 
ſet the Pope at a ranſome;. whereupon followed the 
excommunication.both of himſelfe and Phillip his 
ſonne,and the election of his yong brother Ferdinand 
Emperours all which avgmented his diſcontents, 
Sixtly, Thar.having heard of the loſſe of his Nauy 
at Alger, he ſuſpe&ed a change of fortune,andgrew 
' H dilquieted and melancholy, that comming to 
Alger, he forgat the ſtare of an Emperour, and 
they forgat the duty of obſervation z For whea the 
people perceived chat he was careleſſeto ſatisfie their 
expetation, they were as carelcſle to gratihe or g!o- 
rite him asa Magnificent Prince; for in-the Citty 
they lefe him all alone in his blacke Spaniſh cape 
cloake, and wou!d not attend him downe to bis 
Gallies, Seuenthly, Laſt of all comming into Spas», 
he found the Clergie humorous againſt him for his 
ranſomming Pope Clement, and other contumaces a- 
_ gainftthe Church : whereuponperceiving his-peace 
tothrive worſe then his warres, he left all his glories 
to his ſoanec and brother, and reticed hiwſelte ro the

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| Momaſtery of Saint Lawrexce, or Eſcuriall : where 
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within three yearcs he finiſhed his life: and yer he 
lived toſay, that warre was to hima bleſſing, tarre 

2. Touching thoſe Ariemu Imperijs, it is well 
knowne. Firſt, That he not onely projected him- 
ſelfe;bur inſtructed his ſonne Philfipro make the Em. 


* pire hereditary to the houſe of 4»//ria, and all Eerope 


ro depend upon Spaines Monarchy z as by the ſuble- 
quent ations of King Philip was apparant. Second- 
ly, That Ferdinando Emperour, beeſpecially carctull 
to firme' and contra unto himlſelfe by one meanes 
or'other ( eſpecially conſanguinity, ) the King of 
Poland, Saxony, and Bavaria : as Within ſhort time 
came after to paſſe. Thirdly, That of all other 
things a peace be ratefied with the Gran Signeur, 
and correſpondency kept betweene them. Fourthly, 
T har a jealous eye be had ouer Progac, Preſburg.and 
Glatz, For Pragee was the abſolute commander of 
Bohemia : and the Prouinces durſt not ſtart, if theo. 
ther Citties were Gariſond with Spaniards. Fiftly, 
Thar theIeſuites be countenanced in their deſignes , 
For although the' Pope and conclave of Cardinalls 
mighr repine at their intruſion, and intermedling 
with marters of State : yet by their meancs, and ſan- 
ified religious devotion, ſuch buſineſſes mightbe 
effefted,as ſhould ever tend tothe glory and augmen- 
tation of Spaixes greatneſſe. Sixtly, That an Im- 
periail faQtion be ever nouriſhed in Zuſatre, Sileſia, 
and Moravia : eſpecially that the Catholick Biſhops 
be maintained in the ſuppreſſion of the Proteſtants: 
whoclſc will follow the tormerBohemians,in taking 
u

vp Armes againſt their Princesz- and therefore the 
fafeſt way were, todifarmethem by one meanes or 
other. Scventhly, T har the Goucrnaur of M4i//ane 
in his due time labourtoger a footing in Switzerland 
by building ſome fort or fortreſſe to ſecure the paſ- 
ſagess that fo the Armies in /raly might march in 
peace, or without prejudice over the A/pes into Ger- 
way. Eightly, Laſt of all, that the Grizons eſcape 
not without viſitarioo, althongls ic coſt pentions, 
reward, and flatrery;. andif che proteftors, which 
muſt be either Imperiall or French, charaQer it with 
an intrufion » meanes muſt be wrought, thatneither 
of both haue leiſureto prevent it. 
\ Thus ended this great ProjeQor his daycs; bur 
then began his Family : their Phactons floriſh ot 
mightineſſe, which queſtion/effe had runne overche 
bancks of Exrepe like an inundation, hadnottharmi. 
rot of mankinde, ( I meaneQueene Elaateth) with

- Firſt, Certaine marriages augment the inceſts of 
Spine, and reconcile Poland and Sexeny tothe houſe 
of Auſtria.

HE motiue of this Diſcourſe, moſt renoun- 

ned Soueraigne, which at this timel intend to 
handle, for that ir hath relation to twoerids to 
periods, to wit, peaceand warre, the one much to be 
preferred before the other,as well by diuine,as human 
Arguments yet for that the timeagreeing with the 
neceflity, weare in regardot the feareoft the Spaniſh

© orher reſpects; and ſo, toolate, remembred,that the

*inimportantreſolutions : eſpecially when they draw 
« after them a taile or traine of great inconveniences. 
& The confideration thereof; that weare more bound 
© to preſerue the things we poſlcſſe, then conquer 
© new, isnot ſufficient to conclude that your Majeſty 
* ought to take in hand the enterpriſe of F/anders rather 
& then England; neither inthat ſo importunate affiaires 
© ſhould we ſeceke occafion fo light, But to the end ir 
« may appearevidently, that inevery reſpe& your Ma- 
© jeſtie is bound to the enterpriſe of Ene/and, I will 
*« before any thing eſtabliſh a foundation to that 
* whole cdifice of my opinion, viz. Thatinſubduing 
& of England, you overcome at the ſame timethe Ne- 
 Gpherlands alſo; but having overcome the Netherlands, 
* Englandis notprelentiy ſubdued; neither doth per- 
& 2dventure the hopc increaſe that you ſhall after con- 
© querit, ButI affirme moreover,that toconquer Exg- 
©* /zndis not af ation more difficult, orlefle certaine, 
& then if it werethe Netherlands: For if Enelenddoe - 
* conſequently draw after it the Netherlands z andit it

& of his owne diſgrace. But I will proue with prevai-

« flames and fire of the rebellion : For if Ezg/and 
& would but taile them, it is cleere,they could not ſtand

© guiſht by taking away the maintenance and nouriſh- 

«ment thereof, then by ſtriving-ro quench itby his 
& contrary : For having no nourishment atall,the vio- 
* lent heate is uſed againſt it ſelfe, and ſo by it ſelfecon- 
& famed : butwe determining to overcome it by the 
* contrary, it may fall out, that inſtecd of extinguiſh. 
© ing it, the force of it way be much increaſed, if the 
«© contrary be ſubdued by the ſame: And therforethe 
& Floremtines then, and not before, quenched the fire of 
© the Piſon rebellion, whenthey tooke away the fewell 
* and nouriſhment from it, which came from ftran- 
5 gers, by cutting off Princes their Collegates, and 
© the gaining their Citie in oneation; which other- 
© wiſc all cheir owne force, and their Confederates 
& would not haue been ſufficient to obtaine. The other 
©; forif Ewglendwith her ſuccours which ſhee ſend- 
© eth, not onely maintaineth the Netherlands ſecure, 

* with the bare hope of her ſhadow: for they count 
© themſclues in baniſhment, as it were, while they ſee

6 Majeſtie now is of more power thenany his 
Predeceſſours ; Firſt, - becauſe our addition of 
Dominion Jreland,- is reduced to a more abſolute 
ſtate of obedience, and increaſe of reuinue then 
heretofore. The footing we had in France, was 
. rather a greatneſle of trouble to us, then of ſtrength 
it was alwayes in diviſion; it held us alwayes in con- 
tinuall luxe of treaſure and bloud, we never attemp- 
ted in the Front, but thatattempted us in the Rear z 
which did both diſtra& our Armies, and aggravate 
our charge: Itisa Territory ſo ſeparate from us by 
nature, as we could not aduantage upon it, either 
for offences or reliefe, without the acceſle of difiicul. 
ty and charge that a State muſt undergoe, when 
it runnes the neceffity of ſuch an undertaking by 


ſea, wherethe warre was bont upon a great Conti- 
G 2 nent 
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nent; a populous Nation, a plentifull Countrey, 
and intire in its ſelfe, and that can be ſuccoured 
without paſſing the Seas : Intheſethings we found 
ſuch diſadvantage, as kaue beene the'undoing ot our 
Expeditions in ſteed of departure of this broken 
Dominion 'we had in France, his Majeſtie hath 
brought another whole Kingdome to Exg/ana, un- 
devided trom us in-fearez from whence we: have 
theſe benefits. T he backe dorethat was open inthe 
aſfitance of our enemies;, both to offend us, and 
divert ourattemps from them, is now open to us, 
and his Majeſtie hath the key of it, itfaveth vs the 
money and the men that we were forced to employ 
ina ſecond Arwy: for the withftanding the invaſion 
on that fide : and not faues it us onely, but renders 
it, to beltow in undertakings of profit, which we 
were wont to ſpend upon defences. VWe haue ano- 
ther valiant Nation to afhiſt us, whoſe ſervice in Low 
Countrie watres hath often, and alwaies, given this 
teſtimony of their affeRion and fairhfulneſſe, even 
in Queene Elzabethstime; that inevery Nationall 
quarrell|betweene us and others ( which hath often 
happened, and very remarkeable betwixt us and 
the French ) they have voluntarily and brayely ſided 
with us, making the danger common both to them- 
ſelues and us; which was drawn out but particularly 
againſt the Engliſh. The joyning of Scotland hath 
made us an intire Iland, which by nature is the beſt 
fortification, and the moſt capable of all advantages 
of ſtrength, that by Art can be added unto naturey 
whereby we may at one & the ſame time beable both 
to undertake any action abroad, & defend our ſelues 
at 
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" athome, without cicher much Janger, or great coſt. 


. Secondly,by reaſon his Majeſtie hath the neighbonr- 
hood of the powerfull nation by: ſea} tharnow- i#in 


| | _ the world, at his devorton : -a people by nature niore - 


worthy of creditwith-us then any other: the-uſe of 
whoſe neighbourbood our owne hiſtories will com: 
mend unto us, if weehquire of theagespaſty 'even 
then when they wanted that power and knowledge 
intheir induſtry, which they now haue, as well 'in 
matters of peace as warre,, the memories of thoſe 
times will telus, that weſeldome undertookeany 
great thing without them 5; inſomuch gs our'lofſe of 
France , may probably be in part imputed to the 
breach we ſuffered intheir friendſhip. & though they 
were then of the ſame Religion with'Bngland; as 
lkewiſe now they are, yer the prefent condition 

that wedoe both of us ſtandin, for point of Religi- 
en,doth place us inan eſtate of. better aſſurance wich 
them, then thecconditions of thoſetimes aid z'”tor

hrs Sonne, with the Infanta of Spaine; When the King of Spaine cowu- 
lourably preſented { rhough not really intended ) tobe deepely affefted ts 
entertaine and embrace the ſaid mation ; When ('ount Gondomar (his 
eAmbaſſador ) made ſhew to be a zealous ſolicitour, and a moſt alline 
and officious ſtickler for compaſſing and finiſhing it ; When our Romiſh 
Catholiques became paſſionately, and inſultingly confident of the free 
tolleration of their Religion, and in the skis-reaching mounaines of their 
ambitions and ſuperſtitions hopes, were already preparing to ere their 
Growes and Altars, to ſet vp their Idols and Images, and conſequently 
' taintroduce their Pope and his CMaſſe in the Temples of our God; when 

all Priſons were vulocked and __ to all pernitions Priets and dange= 
rons leſuites, and that many others like ( Caterpillers and Vipers ) came 
flocking and ſwarming from diners parts of Europe, to poiſon and eate

viarped the Diadem, and difturbed che peace of 
Indaand {rl But when Tehoes was miraculouſly 
elerued and inſtrufted by Jehoiads : Athalia is 
fine : Jehoaſb doth that which is righe in ſight of 
God, the Pricſts repaire the Temple, the Alters 
are clcanſed , the Common-wealth reformed, and 
thewhole Country reſctled in order ; and was not 
this a great alteration? 

In the ſtory of Adame//es,and Ammon his ſonne, 
you ſhall finde theſe impurtations of wickednefle 
caſt ypon them by the Holy Ghoſt: Hee did that 
which was cuill inthe fight of the Lord, heeliued 
after the abhominations ofthe Heathen, hee reared 
vp Alters for B4/, he offred incenſe to the Hoſt of 
Heauen, he made his ſonne paſſe through the fire, 
he vſed enchauntments, obſerued times, and dealc 
with familiar ſpirits, and wrought much wickednes 

| B before 
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- before the Lord : But when ofiah came to raine, 
and was inſtructed how ? hefcared God, and liued 
vprightly , he cleanſed and repayred the Temple ; 
he commanded the booke of God to be read, hee 
rent his cloathes as ſirucken with compun@iion of 
ſoule, he madea couenant with God to obſerue his 
teſtimonies, hee put downe all the offices of Baal, 
and the groues dedicated vnto him : Hee flew his 
Prieſts,he ſolemnized the Pafſeoucr, and he.perfor. 
med the words of the Law , which were written in. 
the Booke ; and was not this a great alteration? 

Thus is it betweene the goucrnment of Sparne 
and Expand, eſpecially the contrariety of Religion, 
and diuerſity of ſcruing God, betweene Papiſts and: 
Proteſtants: the Papiſts both in Spine and in Exyr 
land, commir blaſphemous idolatry, are poluted- 
with inceſts and fornication , derogate from the 
Honor of God, to attribute adoration to creatures, 

cth himſelfin the Laborynth of zquiuocation: 
ifſewble with God, their owne ſoules, and all 
that dealc with them , care not by what meanes or 
treachery they compaſle their owne ends, deny 
Chriſts preſence in Heauen,a maine article of Faith, 
extcnuate the power of the God-head, by allowing 
a dyecty to Creatures, andan inuocation to Diuells.. 
Firſt, they haue made many Saints that are paſſed 
downe to Hell : Allow of murther and monſtrous. 
impicty, and in a word,are poyſoned with the dregs 
of abhomination, wherewith the whore of 344+ 
ar hath filled her cup. 

The true Proteſtant and zealous Chriſtian allow- 
eth God the preheminence of all adoration, will by 
no mcanes blaſpheme with idolatrous exorciſmes, 
E dereſteth 
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deteſtcth whoredome, and all iaceſtuous Leprofie, 
defieth the participation of Gods glory to murther, 
{imply and plainly contriucth his affaires , and kee- 
his word, though ir be to his owne hinderance, 
ineermeddles not with matters of ſtate, except hee 
be called to place of eminency, is with Ana pray- 
ing in the Temple, and continually reioyceth in 
the conuerſation of Gods ſeruants, and maketh the 
Church the ſanQuary of his ſoule, in a word,is ru- 
kd by the diretory of Gods word,and neither dare 
abuſc the Maiecfty of Princes by inter-icRing a ica- 
louſie and ſuſpicion betweene the Prince andthe 
| ſubie&, nor runne away with the. deceit of his owne 
heart, in preſuming to be more holy then his bre- 
thren, or preiudging others either maliciouſly , or 
| fooliſhly: And is not this a great altcration? And 
is not this cauſe enough to compell vs to thanke 
God, and acknowledge his mercy and kindneſſe, 
that our King and Parliament would goe and buy 
eye-ſalue without money, perſpicuoufly to looke in- 
to the enormities of the Church and Commons 
wealth, and not onely with Nehemiah, abridged 
the cxtreamity of vſury: compelled a relaxation of 
debts and oppreſſion, kept and ſanRified the Sabba- 


' oth, droue the Merchants and ſellers of mcate out Ncheavah 133 


of rhe City , and at {aft put away their idolatrous 
wiues : but alſo would nor ſuffer the Ammonites and 
Moabites to come into Gods Temple, bur enforced 
them to banifhment out of /eru/alems. 

For as you read how 74cob after his returne from 
Lebaycleanſed his houſe of the idols: ſo did X ehe- 
wich in deſpight of E/zaſhibthe Prieſt , who had al- 
lied himſellc to Tebiaba Tac and idolater, = 
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him from his lodging, and caft our all the fluff: out 


of his chamber, which in the rtcxt is likewiſe called 
cleanſing, and thus thankes be ts God,our great Ne. 
hemiah dealt with the Papiſts , hee hatlt not onely 
thought themas prickes and thornes in the ſides of 
good Chriſtians : but now found them as noylome 
and infeaious weedes in the Common-wealth, to 
choake and cate vp the ſweeter Flowers, and ſpring. 
ing graſſe; and thus hath the Church of Godex. 
ample enough in Scripture to bean enemy to Gods 
enemies, and fall ro reformation. with. courage and 
magnamilty. | 
Shall fuch a mn as Iflye,(ſayth Nehem/ah)ſhall 
ſucha King as [, ({ayth King mes), that haue been 
crayned vpfrom my:infancy to deny Popery,and for 
my Kingdome of Scotland,a very nurſery of zealous 
profeſſors , and mirrour of purity and picty, ſuffer 
England to be defiled and contaminated with the 
on ſon of ſuperſtition; & now I haue recollefed my 
fe, ſhallI giue way to rotten and filthy policy, ro 
eate vpon the heart of true Religion, or ſuffer pri- 
uate ends to: thicken themiclues , like ſome obſcure 
and dangerous cloud, to ſtand as an interpoſition 
betweene the Sunny ſplendor of Gods word, and 
the faire progrefle of goucrment: No, No I will 
now be my ſelfe, and therefore if cither the Pope or 
Spaine deride me with Adicho/tor dancing before the 
rke, and bringing it in into Gods houſe : Iwill 
anſwere with Daz/d, I will yet bee more vildeand 
zcalous for the Lord ; and as he told his. wife, 
that therefore God had taken the Kingdome from 
her father,and inueftcd him withthe Diadem.ſo may 
King James anſwere Spaine, that cbharctore God will 
make 
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make him mighty in his Proninces, in deſpight of 
a", ay oppoſition, and Expg/axd ſhall not be on- 
ty able to ſtand firme, like an impregaable rocke in 
all honor, riches, and proſperity : but of ſufficiency 
ro-proteR diſtreſſed neighbours , and recouer vn- 
- fortunate and ſurrepted Prouinces : Therefore away 
ePricfts and Icſuires, packe hence for your lives; 
and let me not heare any further of your daring. im 
ſtures, and you that' will remaine Papiſts , -and 
with the Adder ftoppe your eares, that charme the 
Charmer neuer fo cunning[y, hee ſhall not preuaile 
ro remoue you, take heede and bee warned, that 
you Jiue modeſtly in your wiltulneſſe, neither daring 
to breake our ſtatutes againſt thoſe Locuſts of Rome, 
nor to inſult your ſelues, or be offenſiue toany ciuill 
conuerſaſion 6 the wrongdefence and ſupportation 
of Roms corrupted Dodtine: ForT proteſt vato you 
by the faith of aReligious King , I take a pleafire 
in heating, what God fayd to Abreham: For I know 
him, thathe will command his children, 'and his _ _ |, 
hovſhold after him, and they ſhall keepe the way of 
the Lord to doe iuſtice and iudgment, that the Lord 
may bring vpon Abrabamthat which hee hath ſpo- 
ken ynto him:And thereforeas lam Gods ſubſtitute 
in the ſupreame royalty, ſo will I be his inſtrumene 
in the praRilſe of this reformation, neither ſuffring 
any Papiſt wharſocuer to haue the vſe of Idolatrous 
maſles, nor to-bring vp their owne Children jn the 
cimerian darkneſle of ignorance, and diueliſh deuo- 
tion: For the Apoſtle tells vs plaincly, that the C1. 
eormentſng rhe body , worſhipping of Angells, * 
obſcruing of Daycs, and many fooliſh humiliati- 
ons., likewiſe denying of lawfull marriage, and 
B 3 forbidding 
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forbidding of meates, and cellebrating of ſuperſti. 
rious times , are all the doArines of rhe Diuell: and 


isnotthis joy to Emg/and, and how atc our hearts 


cheered, as you read of the {ſraelites , that in the 
time of Salomon reioyced with one another, and 
made merry cating and drinking vnder ther o wne 


ines. 
Thus ſhall wee fee the backes of our aduerſaries; 


and by Gods fpeciall fauour and grace the baniſh- 


ment of Pricfts, and Icſuits: But yee Maieftrates of 
the Commorrwealth > let them not immitate the J/ 
rasl;tes in this, to rob the Egyptians intheir departure 
out of Egypt ? Let them not exporte our treaſures, 
nor enrich other Countries with our ſpoyles : Let 
not your Ladies beſtow their jewels and ornaments 
vpon them : For though they could be contented to 
loue them with gratuitics and preſents, yet muſt the 


.Common-wealth reſerue ſome ſecrets of State, not 


to be impoueriſhed by the lauifh gifts of thoſe, that 
vnderſtand not the Miſtery of carying wealth out of 
the Land , or conſuming our filuer in trifles , ler 
none of their houſes bee furniſhed with thoſe rem- 
nants of gew-gawes, whercin the ancient idolaters 
excclled them in be decking their idols,I meane their 
meduies, crucifixes, relickes of ſaints, the wood of 
the Croſle, the milke of our Lady, and a thouſand 
ſuch like trumperies fit for nothing but toyes to play 
with all, as Apes do with Nut-ſhells:For as you read 
how the children of 1/rae/ were tainted with the 
groſle ſuperſtition of Fyyps : ſo muſt necdes the ten- 
der hearts of your women: be captiuated with the 
reſcruation of theſe things: Let your Purſeuants and 
Officers a Gods name be the ſtuechen of ſnſpe&ed 
places, 
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places, that the very children,which as yer,know no Y 
rme, may be ſent to the Schooles of the children I 
of the Prophets, and by that meanes learne to liue in 4 
the fearc of God, and dyc in his fauour : Letthe po- 
tent men be diſarmed a Gods name, not to giue 
them cauſe to thinke-the better of themſelues, as if 
i wy were to be feared, or reputed dangerous and 
: polliticke: but as you take kniues andother hurrfull 
* things from maddc men to prenent miſchiefe, that 
they neither endanger others, nor themſelues: Ina 
word, let all good orders be obſcrued, and afaſhion- 
able body of a religious Common-Wealth erected, 
_ that his Maieſties perfon may bee ſecured, the 
Prince and his Siſter proteaed and pleaſed. , the ho- 
neſt neighbours ſubtenated with care and dilligence, 
our owne Country flouriſhing with proſperity and 
confidence,the poore releeued , the trades reſtored, 
the City repayred, the Merchant countenanced, the : 
ſouldiers eſtecmed, the Clergy-man beloucd, the 
well deſerued reuerenced, the weake ſupported, the 
obftinate ſmner puniſhed , the offender rhrough 
failty remitted, and all iuſtifiable ations praftiſed 
| totheglory of God and comfort of our own ſoules. . 
Then if there be cauſe of warre , and ſoſuccefle 
| fallen, 2ofes and 1/74e! ſhall fing a ſong of Tri- ©2999 35% 
umph to the Lord ; and 2457iam the 'Propheteſſe 
ſhall rake a Twhre# in her hand, and all the women 
oe after her with Timbrels and Dances: Then if 
there be the flouriſhes of peace, and that Sa/omon 
| hathfiniſhedrhe Temple of God, and his owne 
kouſe, he will preſent himſelfe before the Lord, and 1 Kings :32-9 
kneele to his praycrs, ſpredding foorth his hands 
tow2rd Heaucn ; And then to conclude borh in = 
Atl 
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and peace ſhall Z»g/andconfeſſeto the Lord, What 
is mati, that thou Frouldeft thinke vpon him, orthe 
ſonne of man, that thou wilt remember him? and 
ſo prayſe the Lord in his Sanctuary , and in the fir. 
mament of his power:prayſe him in his mighty acts, _ 
and according to the excellency of his greatnefle, 

rayſchim ferthinking vpon vs,cuen in this partic

In 
that fiery triall in the dayes of-Queene Mary, when 
the rages of m_ made them more furious, then a 
Beare robb:d of her Whelpe:What one Proteſtant 
flipped out of thecircle of obedience, to put her in 
(uſpition of herlife, yea it is well knowne, that the 
Proteſtants of Swfo/ke aduanced her ro the Crowne 
though they were the firſt that felr theeffeR of her 
ingratitude : Inall the troubles of Germanygand cx- 
ations vpon the free Cities , how ſecurely did the 
Emperors goc on concerning their owne perſons, 
and when did you read of a Pope flaine, but as rhey 
yſoned one another, I willname bur one thing 
in the: Low-Countries , and that is the pridetand. 
cruelty of th: Duke of Alva; ſo that if euer an ex- 
cuſe might hauctheene made for taking away a Ty- 
rants lite, irmight here in ſome ation or other,haue 
receiued a iuſtifiable forme,and.yer A/aualined with + 
out touch, and pradtitcd altmanner of wickedneſſe 
without controule : whereas on the contrary ſidein 
theſe Countries formerly mentioned, there hath bin 
a 1000 ſeuerall murthers committed vpon the bo- 
dies of publickeand private perſons, or at leaft pro= 
ſecuted with reſolution to be: atuated vpon aduan- 
tage by popiſh Pricſts, Icſuites, and their Officiall, 
and Miniſters: Is it not high time then to baniſh 
them our Common-wealth, or doe as we haue done 
(and ſo it ſhall be no new matter or deuiſe of pu+ 
| = viſhment) 
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niſhmentYeuen hang them vp at Tyborne, or de- 
trude them.igco-the houſe of ſlaughter, where Iuſtice 
ts. predominant. 

Marke for Gods ſake, marke the ſecrets of good 
husbandry,he that meanes to till and manure a wod- 
_ dyground, muſt leaue no ſtumps within touch, leaſt 
he breake his plow in the labour, and ſee freſh ſcien- 
ccs and ſprigs to ſprout vp to choake the corne: 
the beſt way then is to ſtocke vp roote and tinde,and 
tollow the picke-axe with a ſpade, that the pu 
may bec reagdle ſearched indeede zand ſomuſt 
England dee with this brood of Vipers, eyther pull 
out their ſtings,or chap them in pecces :.

arinke of the Wine of the wrath of her Fornication..

But the word of our Saviour,thotigh it be the Goſpel 
of peace, is yet a Fire that inflames,3Sword that deuides, 
leaimes at another peace then worldlings and fleshlings 
decame of; they caſt their eyes vpon peace with men, this 
reacherh-a peace with God; they ſecke temporall peace, 
though therein they ſinneagainſt God and their conſci- 
ences, and doc obſtinatcly purſue and often obtaine it, 
though it_laſts no longer then vntill the ſtronger bath 
gotten aduantage by it, for whoic purpoſe and benefit it 
was onely concluded ; this other aimes to reconcile God 
and man togither, and to breed peace of conſcience, the 
carneſt and initiation of an eternall peace hereafier. 

The Apoſtle faith, 1f it be poſſible as mnch as tyeth in Rom, re 
you, hawe peace with all men, Sofarte as is pollible, Sang 18, 
conſcientta, with a ſafe conſcience, ſecke to haue it : but Quod fi- 
| feeke it not by wounding the conſcience, or prodaiming {ri 
warre with God, Forthat,though it be poſſible to nature, Vs 


. isimpoſſible trograce; thou canſt not reconcile Light and | fe

and Antichriſt ; nor canſt thou by humane policic bring: vireure

The Lord faith by Ieremie, That he s againff thoſe Pro-

o&# : Anddoubtleſfe then he is againſt vs, who fit till in 
the meane time,and will not ioinc with him,andtake his 


. partagaioſt theſe politique Theeues, who ſtcale away the 


Word from vs and our ncighbours, ſaying in the meane 
time that Truth commands vs ncither to ſay nor doc any

_* In thecight and fifticth Verſe, our Sauiour giues vs ad- 

| yicezoſecke reconcilement with God betimes, whilſt we 

are is the way,whilft it is called to day, before we be arre= 
tied and halcd violently by death before the Iudge ; for 
then there is no remedie. 
We ſecke after worldly peace and clap hands with 
' Antichriſt and his confederates,to procure ſpirituall trad- 
ingin his Kingdome,and temporall trading in theirs ; but 
we negleR God and Chriſt, and make them our aduerſa- 
tics; nor haue weany care to be reconciled tothem, and 
* tormake peace with them, though we know they haue 
powre to kill both Bodic and Soule alſo. Hereig we doc 
foolishly. 

Whilſt our Sauiour was thus teaching his Diſciples 
and the multitude, there were preſent certaine perſons 
who told him of the Galileans, whoſe blood Pilate had 
mingled with their Sacrifices. 

" And this they did perhaps as ſuppoſing the Hiſtoric 
pertinent for that point of Doctrine which our Sauiour 
taught ; that is,T'o per ſwade ws to make our peace with our 
eduerſarie betimes in the way ; becauſe no man u ſure, et- 
ther of the time,place, or manner of his death, death com- 
| ming to man ſo many wayes : and therefore it were good 
| to be reconciled and prepared Icſt we be brought before 
the Iudge (odaialy, by force or accident, whilſt we expect 


to baue faire warning giuen vs1lopg before, by age, infir= 
mitic,and ſickneſle.. IT |

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extant,that tells of the cauſe and manner of this maſſacre 


punQually , yet there is light enough giuen whereby we' 
may probably conicCture ſome ofthe principall parts and - 


paſſages thereof, molt neceſſarie for our putpoſle. 
Joſephus tells of one Indas the Gaulamite, borne in the 
Towne of Gamals, whon a little after he calls Inday of 
Galilee, that ioyning in confederacie with one Sadec a 
Phariſce,became Author of a new SeR, diuerlitied from 
the Phariſees onely in one ſingular point, conſiſting in an 
obſtioate purſuit of all courſcs for recouetic of libertie 
from the Romane yoke, and freeing themſclues from the 
Imperiall axe thenimpoſed. And it is verie probable, 
that Indas and Sedoc vnder the colour of ſacrificing (ag 
the Prophets had wont) aſſembled the people to mooue 
them to purſue this proicR : of-which Pilate hearing, be- 
ing then Goauernour of [ada for Ceſar, he fent armed 


Troopes, and cut them aſunder before they could gather 


head,cuen whilſt they were ſacrificing. 

To make this more cleere, Gamalzel,the great Dotour 
of the Law, brings in the'example of this «das in his 
ſpeech before the Councell,'and there mentioneth his 
cauſe,courfe,and cad, briefly; AF. 5.37. 

This newes being thus tould our Sauiour by ſuch, as it 
ſcemes thought hin vaprouided of examples to ſecond 
and backe hisarguments,and ſuppoling it ſuited the pur» 
poſe verie well,to perſwade men to reconcilement in the 
way,leſt they shoald be ſuddainly cut off,as theſe Galile- 
4ns were, our Sauiour takes occaſion from hence to in» 
large rhe point, and to inforce it farther, even vpon the 
conſcicaces of ſuch as produced it, ſaying, S#ppoſe yethat 
thoſe Galileans were ſinners aboue-all theGalileans,be- 


canſe they ſuffered fuch things 2-1 rell ye, nay 5 butexapt 
ye 
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ge repent,xye 5hall all likewiſe perich, Thus our Saviour 
mak<3 application of this Storie, toall his Auditorie, and 
cauſeth itto reflect vpon the conſciences of the reporters, 
as well as vpon all the reſt of his hearers. 

\ The Galileans were not hereby wholly excuſed+ 4 toto 
(as the Schoolemen lay) but 4 74nto,and ſecundum quid, 
aficra ſort ; nor was their aQt of ſacrificing (whereſocuer, 
whiſocuer,or howſocuer done) iuſtified hereby ; but our 
Sauiour condemnes the rash iudgement of ſuch, as make 
our (ſufferings from men, infallible markes of our ſinnes 
before God. Wicked men may proſper in cuill courſes, 
good men may fall and ſuffer in holy vndertakings, The 
Galileans might be ſinners in ſeeking diſorderly to free 
themſclucs from the Romavre ſeruttude & 1mperiall taxe; 
andthe Emperour, with Plate his Officer, might be grea- 
ter (inners in laying this taxe vpon the people without 
their conſents ( for volenti nop fit#niuria ) and fo forcing 
them to wraſile forthcir liberties ; yea, and all the other 
Galileans might be ſinners doubtleſie, aboue-thoſe that 
| ſuffered, whilſt they ſought and deſiredthe famelibertie, 
though they-had not hearts to vie the ſame meanes, So if 
conſent be acrime, where will 1s preſent, wanting onely 
courage to attempt, or powre toaccomplishwhatothers 
aduenture,ithen the whole Nation were as faukicas theſe 
few,though theſe did only ſuffer in their perſons; becauſe 
they didonly cater into open ation, which by the vulgar 
is cuer cenſured good or-badde according tothe ſucceſle ; 
and though before followed,applauded, andeffecd ne- 
ner ſo cagerly, yet it is preſently diſclazmed &condemned 
as ſoone as it is Oppoſed by power;or croſſed and defeated 
by policie, Thus theſe foridlings could cenſure the Gali- 
leans to be Rebles, Traytors, and Sinners aboue others, 
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and ſoto ſuffer worthely. for. endeauouring to doe that 
which all of them deſired to be done: but they couldnor. 
ſce their owne notorious rebellions and treaſons againſt 
God, who had bcene a gratious King and Ruler oner 
them,from whoſecalic and equal yoke notwithſtanding, - 
they anditheirſtiffe neckt Fathers shranke and withdrew 
the shoulder. 

The ſinnes againſt man, man cenſures uerely, the 
ſinnes againſt God we paſle ouer ſlightly. The iudgement 
of Ceſar or.,of his Subſtitute Pontius Pilgte, who have 
power only to kill the bodie, we tremble at, and countſo 
tertible;as it frights vseuen from good duties, or frightsall 
men from acknowledging vs, if we fall into their hands, 
and be brandedas capitall offendors, vnder their tyranni» 
call cenſures, though; it be- for performing gooddutics: 
but the iudgementsof God,who hath power to kill ſoule 
and bodie, we cxtenuate, hide, and peruert with ouridle 
Gloſſcs, Apologics, and Applycations, though we know 
. they becuer Luſt Scriqus,Obſcrucable, Sacred, and neuer 
inflicted but; for.notorious cuill. 

But how fond, and foolish doe men hew cthonelucs 
hercin? For Ceſar owes moreto God, then any manto 
Ceſar : and yet Ce{g;that exaQts more for himſelfe then 
his duc,denics or alleas to, pay God that which belongs 
to him; yea, all mctare more carefull to pay Ceſar more 
then they ought,then God what they ought, and for this | 
will robbe God, tointich Ceſar. Shall they for this be 
counted wiſe, religious, obedient, faithfull? And Fooles, 
FaQtious perſons, Rebels, Traytors for the contraric? 
Ceſar can kill thee, Ceſar cannor faue thee; dic thou muſt 
when God determines. 1f Ceſar therefore will neither 


pay God his due, nor permit thee to doe it, thou mailt 


deny

I 
fay,like thy ſelfe, if thou beeſt Gods Image & not Satans ; 
and if thou beeſt Satans Image, then much thy better, like 
thy Maſter, like thy Maker? Thus if man offend man, 
there is no mercy : but if man offend God,he may repent 
and be ſaued, There is indeedno other remedie but re- 
penrance ; but that remedie is left vs in the greateſt extre« 
mitic.

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Te shall all likewiſe perish, except ye repent. Whayall 
perish by Maſſacre as theſe: did?

+ ſomeviolent, ſodaine; and vnuſuall death, as fell ourts 


the greateſt part of the /ewish Nation about fortie yeerey 
after, vnder Yeſpatian and Tit4s, Or if notſo, yet ye shall 
perish, dying vpon your beds, when others shall not pe« 
rish, though they dye a violentdeath. For. ſome paſſeby 
the Sword when others perih by it. Theend of all exam- 
ples, is to teach vs repentance ; andexecutions aredone

. To apply this then to oar preſent purpoſe. 


The Waldenſes were a People in France, who tooke 
this their By-name from one Waldas, a wealthy and ho- 
neſt Citizen of Lyons. This Waldaus chanced, with di- 
uers of his rich-neighbours, to be one day making merrie, 
when in the midſt of their micth one of their companie 
fell downe ſodainly dead. This accident amazed all, but 
wrought more effeually with him, who was more ſen- 
ſible and apprehenſiue of Gods hand in the ſodaine and - 
vnexpeted ftroke; infomuch, as afterward fearing the 
like death might befall him, he reformed bis life, gaue 
himſelfe to almes,and prayer,and to the frequent reading 
and meditating of the Scriptures; and withall, exhorted 
others of his kiasfolke,neighbours,and friends to doe the 
like. Wherein he ſo farre preuailed, that many ſobg 
Chriſtians adhered to him, and a great reformation fol- 
lowed in that place : at which the Diuc!l, & his Diſciples, 
the Libertines of thoſe days, -repining , —

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+thetcof was giuen to Rowe, that Sinagogne of Satan, 
-apainſt theſe poore ſoules, and their pictie was accoun- 
ited Hereſie becauſe they could not finde the Popes St 
premacie (a maine and head Article of the Romanye Ca- 
;tholique Faith)confirmed in the Scriptutes. For this and 
ether ſuch-honeſt and holy Herefies, the King of France 
was excited by. the Papacic to butcher his owne poore 
fubiets, which he performed which incredible coſt and

but in their owne ſoules reſt {ccure that we will do them 
' no vislence, how much ſocuer we know our (clues to be 
their Maſters, except we be vrged and prouoked, beyond 
the patience of- men, Yet this aſſurance of our legitic 
doth no good to winne and ſoften their affetion, but 
doth rather much hurt, to imbolden their preſumption. 
They know our tenets,our practiſe, our natures ; It is the 
Romiſh Milke onely which makes all that taſt of thoſe 
Adultcrate Teates to be vnnaturall Wolues, Fratticides,

and Chriſtian charitie therein appeared, who fell not vp.

ſuruiue, As for thoſe that are dead I indge them not, I 
excuſe them not, they (tood or fell to their owne Maſter, 
their ſentence is ſcaled vp in ſeacret from vs, till the ge- 
nerall Iudgement, when all things shall be opened, nor 
dare I breake ope the Seale, to paſle my ſentence with 
them or againſt them, till that time come when the day x Cor. 3. 
ns declareit, But what I write is for the benefit of the 
iging, and to celebrate the Indgements of God, which 
none ought to conccale, nor for any reſpeA whatſocuer, 
to cloke, coucr, extenuate,or hide from the eyes of men, 
ſince that is a notorious Sacriledge,to ſteale the honour 


of the cucrliuing God, for dead Idols and dead men, of 
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which heis jealous, and for which theft he will hold no 
man guilileſle, | 

I would therefore aduiſe in Chriſtian dutie, lone, and 
charitie, all Magiſtrates ſapreame and ſubordinate,and ll 
- people whether intereſted in the cauſe and loſle or other. 
wile,to giue gloric to God by a free and open publication 
of this great worke of his Iuſtice ; leſt Prince, Prieſt, and 
People pay for the concealement by ſome ſeuere and 
ſtrickt Inquiſition. For my owne part, theſe few things 
that I heare for truthes confirmed, againe and againe by 
eye witneſſeſle, I $hall reucale to Gods glorie and the 
Churches edification, togither with ſuch ſimple obſerua. 
tions as I am direted to make vpon them for the vie of 
all men. For I belecue this Indgement is the morere- 
markeable, being done vpon them who ſtand vpon Mi. 
racles,for the confirmation of their falſchoods,and make 
cucrie thing ſuch,that may be wreſted by wit for their ad. 
uantage, cither touching our diſaſters or their owne feli- 
cities, And 1 hope cuen the moſt ſerious on both ſides, 
who might otherwiſe iudge my obſcruations rash and 
triuiall,ſadly thinking vpon this point, and withall conſi- 
dcring and well weighing that this befalls them at ſach 
time as they vainely hoped, preſumed, & proudly boaſted 
of reſtauration, when they might ratherexpeR a Miracle 
from Anzichrift, as an Omen of good lucke, and would 
rather hauc fained one ( had not this crollſecome in their 
way ) then wanted ſuch a meanes to ſeduce the people, 
and reeſtablish them in the common mans conceit, will 
not condemne me altogither to be a trifler in my obſer= 
uations,but that ſome orall of them, may profitably paſle 
yadecr the verdiQt of their ſeuere cenſures, In aſſureance 


whereof 
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whereof, l prececd to propound them, with ſuch exhor= 
tations a$ Out nece{litie and this occaſion giue me life and 
courage to make, to my Superiours and Equals vpon our 
fide and theics. 

Firſt, Obſerue that the Romane Catholikes ( whoare 
cunning in all their courſes ) procured this Houſe,and fit- 
ted it in all reſpeQts for their purpoſe ; when doubtleſſe 
they ſaruaid the Qrength of the bailding and capacitie of 
eucric roome, If the Law should take notice of thcir 
valawfull affembly ( as that was the leaft of their feares ) 
then they had the Frexch Ambaſſadours Houſe for a 
Cloake to which it was adioyning. Or if the People 
Should riſc ( as this was one of their afſayes'or tryals be= 
fore they dutſt appeare to play in publike,to proue if all 
men were growne tame enough to be muzled and hood- 
winked, and whether they would ſtart at holy Water, a 


Maffe, a Proceſſion, or the like ) then the Ambaſſadours . 


Houſe should be their SanQtuarie, againſt the force and 
rage of the people. And becauſe it might be perrilous to 
the Spaniſh Ambaſſadour to haue the firſt publication at 
or about his Houſe, who hath beene the firſt and princi- 
pall moouer to introduce or reſtore Idoll-worship in this 
Iſland, to the generall diſcontentment of the people, 
therefore the French Ambaſſadours Houſe muſt be cho. 
ſen,not for the Papiſts affeion, but for ours, as leſfe ſul 
peQting that Nation for all our antient enmities,then the 
Spaniſh for all their new friendship and high alliance ho- 
ped for, which they proffred with one hand and ſnatched 
away with the other,as if they had beenc toogreat for our 
Royall coniunction, when (1 paayſe God) ours was too 
good for their commixtion.

ſecure it againſt God ? Not the French or Spaniſh Ariw 
baſſadors, though they haue more powre and priuiledge 
in Eng/and to ſerue their Idols,then the Prince himſelfe 
could haue in Spare to ſerue God, For though his 
Chaplaines were ſent thither to ſatisfic him and vs, yet 
might they ſay nothing ( as we heare) when they came 
there,toſatisfic them. . 

Secondly, The time is obſcrucable ; It was their fifth 
of Noxember, wherein they perished by anticipation, as 
they would haue dealt with vs before ypon the fifth of 
our Noxember, Here is the difference, they fell downe,ag 
they would haue blowne vs vp ; anddid alone feele the 
. furie of that ſodaine confuſion, without ftirring their 
Neighbours Houſes, as they would haue blowne vs vp, 
with the neceſſaric ruine of diuecrſe places adioyning, 
And this they ſuffered from God, when from the King 
they had in their fond conceites and miſtaken hopes,ob- 
tained that, for which they would hane made him & his, 
vs & ours,ſo miſcrably ſuffer without mercie, But we ſee 
though Pardons,and tollerations paſle freely at Romme,and 
in other places for politique reſpeQs, yet they are not ſure, 
till they be Scaled and Inrolled in Heauen. 

Thirdly, Obſerue the Play-Houſe Rtands in that place 
ynshaken, though too often laden with (in-full multi- 
tudes of all ſorts, ſexes, and ſes ; becauſe it profeſſeth it 
ſclfeto be no better then it is,a Play-Houſe ; and perhaps 
ſome Houſes of Corporall Fornication ſtand there alſo, 
becauſe for cuſtome ſake, that they may haue the more 
commings in, they deſire to ſeeme what they are, Bro- 
thels: But this Houſe which profeſſcth it ſelfe for Chriſt, 
when it is for Anzichriſt, and playes with the Wordand 
Sacraments in a moſt Anticke or Apish fashion, _ 

when 
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when it pretends to be moſt ſerious; and teacheth men 
to commit Spirituall Fornication vnder the shew of San- 
Aitic and Holineſle ; this muſt not ſtand, but the Lord 
makes it a ſpeQacle of his Iudgement; as he made the 
Beare-Garden long ſince, whilſt they prophaned the Sab- 
bath day ( a day at the Creation ordayned for peace and 
reſt) in that beaſtly ſport of crueltic betwixt the Crea- 
tures, procceding from Gods curſe vpon our Forc-fathers 
ſinne z which ſight should make Adam, Abell, and Seth, 
with their pious poſteritie, weepe ; as it makes Carne, La- 
mech.Cham,Nimrod, and Eſau, laugh, with all their Sa= 
'uage and impious Secd and (acceſſion. Theſe Houſes 
therefore muſt not ſtand when they touch vpon the skire 
of Religion, 1o prophane and pollute the holy things of 
God, whereof man is not ſo carefull a keeper and zealous 
defender,as of his own right and intereſt, It may perhaps 
not ſceme friuolous to ſome that I mention here, what I 
have heard for truth, concerning an other Play-Houſe cal- 
led the Fortune, in which, repeating their Playes vpon a 
Sabbath day in the afternoone, at night following the 
Houſe fell on fire and was conſumed to ashes. The Gal- 
lorie in the preaching place ar Whize hall, which ſtood 
from the dayes of King Edward io King Tames, mult fall 
then vnder the Spaniſh Ambaſſadours fect, when he was 
ſent the ſecond rime to perfeA what he had before but 
rough drawne, 'I doe not wonder that it fell then, hauing 
ſtood fo long, I rather wonder it fell not before, being of- 
tentimes as heauely laden(except with the ſin of Idolatry) 
But that Gods prouidence muſt reſerne it to that inſtanr, 
at that I wonder ; and me thinkes it told me the Spaniſh 
footing was not ſo certaine in this Land as he preſumed, 
but that whilſt his power did tread downe the preaching 
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places of the-Land, he might hap to tumble with them, 
and by oppoſition giue a happy occaſion to reedifie their 
ruines more ſtrongly, 

Fourthly, Obſcrue no Idols,Crucifixes, Croſſes, Holy. 
Water, Medals, Beades, or any ſacred Relique or Agnus 


Dei,whereofdoubtleſſe there was great prouiſionlaidin, -

It was - 
"Saint Pax/es cale, whoſe heart was fo ſtird when he came 
to Arhens and ſaw.thatiearned Citie deuored to Idolatry, 
as he could not hold!his peace, though his perſon was 
thereby in perill, That Hiſtoric betwix: Theodoſins the 
Emperour and Ambroſe Bishop of M;//ay, makes more

\Bishop. It is no great matter to ay what the Bishop did, 
{ince he for ſo doing may be cenſured to. be ſari audax, 
hut what the Emperour did and faid of the Bichop,when 
his anger was over,is to the purpoſe, For as Sozomen re= Spz.

; Iknow whataduantage cuen in opinion, much more 
in ation, the enemie takes from our dcuiſion ; and I 
feare cuen ſome of thoſe who pretend to be Chytu rgions 
tocloſe the wounds, do make them wider vpon purpoſe 
by preſſing the Flesh too hard, Force never did good,c( 
pecially with ficrie natures, but mollifying Oyles of in- 
terchange and abatement, may by kind conference cloſe 
and conſolidate all differences. 

And vpon'the other fide I know how much thoſe 
Spirits haue difaduantaged the caufe, that haue made their

Superiour powers with violence, and dipping their pens

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in Gall and Vincger, hane exaſperated the humour with 
out afiy other profit to the cauſe, then proucking of far 
ther proſecution, where patience,ſubmiſlion, and expe= 
Qance might haue qualified and allaid the heat. 

In which regard I conld wish that-men howſocuer 
forward and zealous that way, would be waric how they 
ſtirre vp coles of contention by writing agaiaſt 7eds, as if 
they writ againſt Zgypz, leſt they kindle a fire to thegreat 
hurt of the Reformed Churches, which may waſte that 
ſtrength and Spirit within, that, employdabroad, would 
waſteand conſume the foundation of Babylon, Elpeci- 
ally I wish this courſe were taken at this time, when his 
Maicſtic hath beene gratiouſly pleaſed to condeſcend to 
our weakneſle,and to ſecure our feares andicaloufics, by 
open proteſtation, that his whole intention is to procure 
and effc the good of the Reformed Churches and Reli- 
gion, in all. his delignes; that he- will neucr entertaine 
Treatie to the contraric ; and to reſolue vs of this (a thing 
that he need not ) hath made a fearefull imprecation 
againſt himſclfe and his poſteritie, incaſe he do otherwiſe, 
It is no more then reaſon that we belecue what we heare 
him ſay and (weare, and shew ſo much good manners at 
leaſt,asro mect him halfe way vpon our knees, when he 
wooes and inuites.vs to come ;attending a while with (i- 
lence and patience his Maieſties leaſure and pleaſure,for 
the timely fulfilling and perfeQing of theſe promiſes; 
which as it is my reſolution to doe out of dutie, fo I wish 
it were the reſolution of all others ; eſpecially conſidering 
if cucr we may hauc hope in outward meancs for effc- 
Qing amitic and vnitic amongſt the Reformed Churches 
(a thing ſo. much deſired by all that know how to defire 
that which, is good ) we may expcQ it in his Maicſtics.

Such ObicRions as I have met withall, I here labone 
toanſwere « If any more-ſirong, lie more cloſe to take 
me at aduantage, long may they fo lye and reſt, neuer to 
rile againe to charge me with ceproofe, 

The firſt ObicQion is, That I haue beene forgetful of 
the Kings honour in ſome Paſſages, Alas! ſo am 1 of Gods 
honour in all, who yet pardons me from day today. But 
I cannot expe this from mortall man , though neuer ſo 
metcifull : I trembled therefore, when I heard this obic= 
Qed, I ſought firſt minc owne boſome diligently, to'ſee 
ifthere were any ſecret treaſon lurking,or any other thing 
that might looke like it. I fonnd nothing but plaine truth 
and duly there : Yet I lighed to thinke, that perhaps 
theſe(as they had wont) might be called Treaſon in ſome 
places, by ſome perſons, and then it was cnough to con- 
demne them, Then I examined the Booke curiouſly and 
diligently, which (for ought I could ſec) was as inno- 
cent as my heart, Vicious cyes may bring the diſeaſe with 
them, For leloulic, Enuic, and Pride, haue the Iaundies, 
and all things which they ſee, lookes of their owne co« 
lour and complexion. As wee finde in cucry wall ſuch 
fancies as are before drawne in the imagination : ſo here 
Vox populi muſt needes, like another filius populi, ſpeake 
Treaſon, becauſe Preiudice, Imagination, and DetraQti- 
on are pleaſed to ſay ſo, or wilfully miſtake the perſon of 
the ſpeaker , whom notwithſtanding I haue fained to 
ſpeake Enelish as modeſily, as the Romeine Catholike 
tongue would admit, But for mine owne part, if therein 
] haueiuſtly offended, I will doc execution vpon my ſelfe, 
and with Mxtiss , burne off my hand, fordaring to hit, 
where it should hide and defend, as he did his, for miſſing 
where he would hauc bad it hit, Whilſt my heart is free, 
I am 


fan the more confident, but withall muſt crate pardon» 
if whilſt I vadertake to perſonate the moſt bitter and ma- 
litious enemics , I fpeake not in all tearmes as the moſt 
modeſt fricndcould wish. Thoſe which know any thing, 
know what they haue printed in Zouare , and playcd at 
Bruxels and Antwerpe,and;pratedat Loydon,and through 
all the Land with fafery: ſo that whilſt I for giuing intel- 
ligence of this,am in perill, they that doe this, atc in ſafe. 
ty, and perhaps none of the leaſt perſons, whole cenſure 
Iam afraid of, | 
A ſecond ObieQion is, That vain-glory mooued mee 
to write. Surcly fo to doc, had beene vaine glory indeed: 
and I had bcene as vaine in doing what I did, vpon ſuch a 
ground , as they vainely obiect this againſt me without 
Shadow ofa ground. The concealing of my name, the 
hiding of my ſelfe, euen whilſt others would haue ta« 
ken the title vpon them, and when there appeared no 
cauſe of keeping cloſe, might witneſle for me, that I was 
loth to be (ſcene, loth to be knowne, And is this the cu- 
ſtomaric cariage of vain-glorious men? I trow not, The 
Pamphlet lay long by me in ſilence, and had ſtill ſlept , if 
neceility had not awaked both me and it, But thus it is ca» 
lic for Enuie to traduce the molt free and innocent con- 
ccption. And thoſe that fay thus by me, are as ready, per. 
haps, to caſt the like aſpertion vpon ſuch worthy Com- 
monwealths-men, as with his Maicſties good liking,the 
peoples generall applauſe , to Gods glotie, the States 
good, and their owne perſonal! honours, haue hberally 
and freely-layd open the Grieuances of all good men, and 
with ſolid arguments inucighed againſt the Abuſes of 
the Time, preſented to their cenſure and correaion, In 


the high Court of Parliament, But may this Land be til} 
A ill} blcicd 
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bleſſed with the happineſſe to haue ſuch as dare doe by 
in the Pulpit, in Councell, at Court, and in the Coun» 
trey; negleRing in the meane time, whether theſe Dog- 
ges barke and ſnarle, or fawnc,and wagge their tayles, It 
is all one to vertue,what Enxie and Yice imagineth;ſinct 
their praiſe isa punishmeat , their reproches, honorable 
badges. The more arrowes they shoote, the betterit is 
for armed Innocence, who walkes and fights vnder their 
Shadow , as vndera cloud ora canopic in the ſcorching 

heate of the day, | | 
Andyctasall humane aQtions haue their mixture of 
imperfeions; ſo I neither arrogate to my ſelfe,or to that 
which I did, any immunitic from Ignorance and Error: 
but muſt, and doe freely confeſle mine owne folly and 
frailtic, magnifying in the meane time, the power and 
goodneſle of God, who was pleaſed to vic ſopoore an in- 
ſtrument in ſo great a worke. AndlI ſee his goodneſſeto- 
wards mc,in that my errors are not paſt by cither wivhout 
obſcruation;or ſome ſmall corretion. For as it was im= 
poſlible to flesh and bloud , but 1 should mingle ſome 
pride of heart, proper to my nature, with that which was 
| Gods, and proper vnto him : and fo cither touch vpon 
ſplecne, or vain=glorie,or imagination in ſome particular, 
| and inuoluc the generall in ſuſpition : ſo God hath cha- 
ſtiſed me with a temporaric banishment, and turncd the

If this be cenſurable for beinga 
figion, it is ſurcly for lacke ofa foole , which (they ſay) 
Comedics should not be without : and for a neede, this 
wittic Obicaor may ſapply the place, if he enuic me the 
honour to becomea foole alone, leſt fome of our Stage- 
keepers $hould be thought capable of that part,and forced 
by ncceſlity to furnish it at their owne coſt. The truth is,

1 ncuer profcſt to 
publish any {ingular conception of mine owne. The Plot 
or Frame of the Diſcourſe 1 borrowed out of Spaine, it 
was not mine owne : though I wigh with all my heart 
the praQtiſe thereof, fo farre as concernes the account of 
Ambaſladours, and other Officers , were tranſlated into 
England. The Matter contained withio; was,what all the 
people ſpake ,.(whether Komane or Reformed Cathe- 
liques) as one man : neither was this mine owne.

their firſ# oye , and-inclining to-a generall/ defeQion, 
When I ſaw the mah of ſinne grow ſtronger and ſtrong- 
er,and the men of God, euen the ſtrongeſt of them ſtag- 
ger, as perſons put to the worſt, thruſt 'downe-ints the 
Chanaell.. When I bcheld the ciuill Magiſtrate buſie in 
ſuppreſſing Ale-houſes, becauſe they were the Nurcerics 
of Idlenefle, Theeuerie, Beggeric, and Bawdry : and ſaw

of thy Concubines ; In that thou loueſt thy enemies.and bs- 
reſt thy friends : for thou haſt declared this day, that they 
regardeſt neither thy Princes nor Sernants : therefore this 
day I perceine.that if Abſalon had liued and we had all dy- 
edthi day,that then it ſhould haue pleaſed thee well, Now 
therefore ariſe, goe forth, and ſpeake comfortably vntor 
Seruants : for I ſweare by the Lord if thou goe not forth, 
phere will not taric one with thee this night and that willbe 
wor fe unto thee then all the enill which befell thee from thy 
youth untill now. 

Surely, this was bold, but happie counſel}, It might 
haue beene deliuered in betyge termes, after a more reue- 
rent minner ; but the counlell it felfe is nener the worſe 
for lacke of ſome circamſtances.

houh. Neither was it counteda fault in her,that both het 
perſon and ſpeech was borrowed and fained,fince the in- 
rention was good,and the fuccefle happic. We ſee ſome-

Children will often ſpeake truth (and therefore ſuch as 
ſpeake ſo are counted Fooles or Children ) they know no 
more how to flatter ( except they be taught) then Zeng= 
phons Horle ; which therefore makes his Prince a good 
Horſe-man. The weaker the information be, the greater 
ſtrength of judgement doth he shew,that can make good 
vſc of it : as good Phylitions behold the ſtate of the licke 
patient,in his Vrine or Excrements. 

Now then may not I cry out with 704b,or the woman 
of Tekoah, What i this that I hane done which canſeth 
Danxid to be incenſed againſt me 2 Did I tell thec,thy peo- 
ple were grieued? I know by this time thou knowelt it 
to be true. Did I tell thee, they were readie to depart * 1 
tolde thee nothing but truth ; there was nothing ſtayed 
them but Religion ; which, as it ſtrings them to cach 
other, ſo it tycs them ſtrongly to thee, Weare them as 
Bracelets on thy armes, and as 4 Royall Chaine vpon thy 
necke ( O Soueraigne. ) No Prince hath ſuch a people ; 
nor can all the Rowane-Catholike Kingdomes in the 
World boaſt of ſo much loyaltie, Let me be bold to aske, 
Whatis it that thy people ſecke ? Is it not thy good,as well 
as their owne, and thy ſafetic, as well as theirs ? Are they 
not readie to doe thee all poſlible ſeruice ? Nay, art not 
thou forced to reſtraine them from ſpending their goods 
and bloods for thee and thine ? Haue they rebelled againſt 
thee, or ſeemed diſobcdient to thee in any thing, but in lo- 
uing thee more then ſome thinke meet, who all their 
zeale a fault? Or haue they ſought thy deſtruion, or con- 
ſpired to blow-vp thy Perſon and Poſteritic? Or is it be-

afarre off alſs : What he threatens he will doe ; be it to 
Prieſt,or Prince,or People, And thus it were no difficult 
matter to prophecie, that is,to foretell the certaine judge= 
ments of God for certaine ſinnes, by comparing times 
and things wiſely together, For repentance and mercie 
may dinert the execution ef Gods indgement publiquely 
declared, nothing elſe can. Andin this ſence alſo, I doubt 
not is preaching in the Goſpel called prophecying ; with 
reſpe& to the Law, and to the iudgements therein de- 
nounced, obſctuing times and comparing like ſinnes and 
punishments together. And would to God this kind of 
prophecying were more vſed, and better belecued, that 
Preachers might be more reſpected,or left at libertie to be 
taught by God, without limitation of man, and to ſay 
what God hath done lately, as well as what God hath 


done long ſince : But we haue no ſuch cuſtome, no ſuch x Cor.rz.

Song,or Powder-plot,which fell among them : 1f we all 
doe as our brethren haue done ( ſay they ) and fight not 

a2 4inft the Heathen for our Lines, and for our Lawes,then 

ſhall they incontinently deſtroy ws out of the Earth : And 

if we looke not about vs ( might I then haue ſaid) and 

beſtirre vs nimbly, eirher our Friends will cat vs vp at 

home by Suztes and Prozects ; or our Encmies abroad, 

Plots and Pradtiſes + Some therefore muſt breake the lee, 

to shew others the danger : for to waite and ſtay then for 

a Rule or Law to warrant my Fa, had beenc to run mad 

with Reaſon, and to ſceke Philicke for a dead man, All 
ſubordinate Courts are to take information by ordinarie 

and regular courſes : Kings are the extreameſt Circle;

Fo: confirmation of this, heare his Maieſtic in his own 
words to that Short-lined Parliament, Anno 1627, molt 
elcgini!y clearing this point, wh-Iſt he acknowledgeth the 
Face of the Common-wealth was ſhewed him faire and fat, 
but the Body hidden, which was in a Conſumption. 1 hey 
Pu: On the beſt pretences of all things, and made it their 


daily care, by art and indul(try, io keepe his Maieſtie from 
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ſceing or heating the truth. Heare what he ſaith : LL» 
now I confeſſe, that when I looked before von the Face of 
the Gonernment, I thought ( as ewerie may would hunt 
done ) that the people were nener ſo happie as in my time + 
Foy enen 45 at diner ſe times I hane looked vpon dinerſe of 
my Coppices,riding about them,and they appeared on the 
outſide verie thicke, and well growne unto me; but when 1 
entred into the midſt of 9 found them all bitten with: 
in, and full of plaines and bare ſpots ( like an Apple #t 
Peare, faire and ſmooth without,bat when ye clane it aſun- 
der, ye find it rotten at the heart ) exen ſo this Kingdom, 
the externall gouernment being as good as ener it was, afit 

| I ams ſure as learned Indees as ener it had ( and 1 hopes 
honeſt ) adminiſtring Tuſtice within it : And for Peace 
both at home and abroad, 1 may truly ſay more ſetled, and 
longer laſting then eaer any before ; together with as great 
Plentic as eur : 6 a5 it was to be thought, that enerie may 
might ſit in ſafetie under his owne Vine,and vnder his own 
Fig=tree : Tet I am aſhamed, and it makes my haire ſtand 
upright to conſider how in thu time, my people haue beene 
wexed and polled. by the vile execution of Protedts, Patents,

thereby todraw in treaſure from without: but that which 
is gotten thorough incrochings made by either of theſe 
ypon the other, is as if the Father should rob the Child, 
the Child the Father ; the Huſband should rob the Wife, 
the Wife the Huſband; or as if the Burgers in a Towne 
beſieged, should fally vpon their owne Souldiers in the 
Out-workes,or the Souldiers ſet to defend a place,should 
revert vpon their owne entertainers, They which take 
from the lawfull libertic of the Subiec, to ecke out the 


Prerogatiue, weaken the Souctaigne power, Which con- 
Iz, Giſteth 
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' ſiſteth in the Peoples loue, and makes the life of it mare" 


troubleſome, painfull,ſ.bieQ to diſeaſes, and of no certain 
continuance : they againewho pull the proper and naty 
rall Feathers from the Princely Prerogatiue, to enlarge the 
Peoples libertie,doe thereby open a dore toall manner of 
cuill, which ( together with licentiouſneſſcand diſobedi. 
ence) doe rush into the Common-wealth, and doe alſo 
make that great bodie of Soucraigntie.vnproportionable, 
vncomely, and not glorious enough ; yea, altogether vg 
- ſeruiceable to mou it ſelfe, cither for the reſtraint of vice, 
the encouragement of Vertue,the execution of Lawes,or 
the vaniting of Inward power againſt Foraine Force and 
Inuaſion ; which arc the ends of Royall inſtitution, 

A Patliament therefore, where Prince and People meet 
and ioynec in conſultations fit only for that weihgtie and 
important worke, in whoſe eucn ballancing, the weale of 
a State doth confiſt. And without this Councel,the gre+ 
teſt Pcere or Officer, yea, the greatcſt profeſt Enginerein 
State ſtratagemns, may caſily erre vpon either hand, many 
degrees from good gouernment, and ſo fall into an Anar- 
chy or Tyrannie. And this large Point, was loſt in histoo 
narrow Compaſſie ; and no wonder, for neucr any lingle 
man,no not Salomon himſelfe,could (ind it. 

Yet his Maicſtic would not take him from the cenſure 
of his Peeres and People ( as vniuſt Princes would haue 
done, who hauing need of bad Inſtruments, muſt there+ 
fore vphold them, and not ſuffer them to be made exam» 
ples of Iuftice, leſt they should deterre others from thelike 
employments,and ſo when they haue wills to be wicked, 
and to doe wrong, want meanes to effec it)but asa louing 
Maſter, to shew himſelfe worthy of a better Seruant, he 
pleads tor mercie where be might command it, yet will 
not 


Fnotdcnicittoall, rogiueit to one, but when all is done, 
refers him to the vnſuſpeRed equitie of that Court, wil- 
lingthat he should ſuffer, though neuer ſo great, though 
acuer ſo bcloued, rather then the-whole State, 

Andia this AQt, he taught all Officers, even from the 
Porters Lodge to the Bed Chamber, to (ce that they haue 
no proteQion for wrong from his power,and that there is 
no ſure ſtanding aloft, but by perſonall innocencie and in- 
tegritie, | 

The Concluſion of the Parliament was anſwerable to 
theſe happy proceedings, where thoſe Lawes made againſt 
Blaſphemie and Drankenneſſe doe ſanQifie and ſeaſon the 
reſt, aſſuring vs, that though our ſinnes be great and gene- - 
rall, yea, ſuch as deſerue the punishment of Sodome : yet 
God hath not altogether left vs, but theſe are witneſſes of 
his preſence,as the Cloudie and Fieric Pillars to the Hoaſt 
of 1ſraet ; We $hall not be blowne vp till theſe be blotted 
out, nor dare the Amalekites venter to aſſault our Coaſts, 


as long as theſe two Hands of Moſes,be held vp quer ys, in Exod, x7 


praier and praQtiſe. O that we might haue been ſo happie 


to cry out alſo concerning the Sabaoth with Nehemiah, Neh, x3, 
Remember ws ( O our God ) concerning this alſo,and ſpare 22, 


vs according tothe greatneſſe of thy mercie. 

Thus I hane shewed from the Petitions of the Parlia= + 
ment, and his Maieſties gratious acknowledgment, that 
what I wrot in that little Pamphlet called Fox Populs,was 
as farre short in effect of what his Maic(tie now knowes 
to be true,as the shadow is of the ſubſtance it vshereth, or 
the Paper ſtopper is of the Shot which followeth. That 
which 1 did, was to the end that his Maie(tic might haue 
knowne thus much before ; which if he had, 1 know he 


would then haue giuen a ſpecdic remedic as well as now.

. gerous intruſions, are for this,in dangerand diſgrace, shut 


vp,or shut out,from cnioying the benefit of ſubicAs,con- 
ſifting chiefly in his Maicſtics proteQion and fauour, Nay 
when theſe, after a ſolemne and publike Proclamation 
procured by Petition of Parliament, where the Headand 
Bodic ioyned,aad commanded their departure vader Capi - 
tall penaltics, dare notwithſtanding ſtay and tempt the 
Magiſtrate to do his worſt, kaowing well the wort is but 
toliueina Priſon, betterin all reſpes then they can ina 
Cloiſter,in any place out of the Land : Such true Subicds, 
as tranſported, perhaps, with a litile too much zeale,haue * 
erred onely,or at leſt offended the cares of their Superiors, 
with a little too ſeuere and $harpe, and pethaps vndiſcreet 
or vnſcaſonable admonition, doe feete the heauieſt cen- 
ſures of arbitraric Law to their vtter vndoing. The cauſe

Canonization, which prickes forward the ambitious and 
vainglorious, if ( mecting death in their attempts) they 
Should miſſe temporall preferment,or shoot short of the 
Papacie,which isthegenerall marke in their eye, yea, the 
 Batof their awbitions ; The laick or common profeſſour 
alſo, is much more forward in their wayes of etrour, then 


ours arc in the wayes of God. So that, ifany of their Cler- 


gie come in queſtion, Lords and Ladies become their Ad- 
- uocates, and doe not onely, vpon their knees, importune 
their inflexible Idols to heare and helpe,if they could, but 
knocke at all doores, and giue not ouer knocking, till they 
obtaine what they deſire; yea,rather then they will return 
' emptic,they emptic their purſes to this end; becatiſe their 


merit is nolefſe in ſauing life,then the others should be in 


ſuffering death, Whereas,if any of ours be in queſtion, all 
men shun them,as if they were infeRted ; Oh, they are dan- 
gerous,fations, & ſeditious fellowes ; and let their opink> 
ons, or affetions,or ations be what they will, ſo they be 
queſtioned, the Brand of Puritaniſme ſet once vpontheir 
Backes by power or policie, all men flee from them, as 
from Rocks at Sea, and leaue them to perish ; yea, rather 
then faile, will add the weight of their authorities, to linke 
them in the common Current of diſpleaſure and diſgrace. 
- Noristhis thecuſtome of profane perfons only,whoſerue 
for nothing but to ſerue times & purpoſes, & to {econd the 
ſentence of their Superiors with ſoothing ; but euen ſome 
of thoſe that will be counted forward Profeſſors, are verie 
Cowards ia the cauſe of Chriſt, and ſecke not to reife
